MINING SUEVEYORS AND REGISTRARS' REPORTS. 



BALLARAT MINING DISTRICT. 



CENTRAL DIVISION. 
Mr. David Chritty, Mining Registrar. 

• 

I have the honor to report that a falling off has taken place in the returns daring the qnarter, owin^ to the 
large amount of dead work that had to be prosecuted hy several of the leading companies engaged in sinking and 
driTing at their lower leyels, preparatory to opening up new ground. This week, however, work has been of a pro- 
gressive nature. 

The yield has been 26,169 ozs. 13 dwts. 6 grs. from 66,566 tons (auartz and pyrites). A considerable amount 
of interest has been evinced by speculators and others towards the locality north and south of the Black Hill; and a 
number of new claims have been taken up for a distance of two mUes in length, consequent upon the rich stone 
now being raised bv the Black Hill, Queen, and adiacent companies. 

The Old Endeavour Company, Specimen Gully, has been reorganized, and a powerful plant purchased by them 
for their new shaft, in order to work the numerous eastern reefs known to traverse the ground. 

The Post Office Mining Company, Golden Point, has completed the erection of a substantial mining and 
pumping plant, which will soon test, at lower levels, the rich veins so profitably worked several years ago. The 
tributers, since opening out at the sliallow levels, have been handsomely rewarded, Uie stone averaging nearly 1 oz. to 
the ton. 

The Collis Washington Company, on the Township Reef, is now oruBhing from flat yeina at the 160-foot level, 
with favorable results — 96 tons yielding 68 ozs. A large reef, five feet vide, was struck at a depUi of 250 feet, which 
wi^l be tested during the current quarter. 

The adjoining claim, Marshall's Freehold Clompany, has heent opened out from the 300-foot level, and that 
company is san^ne of striking the same lode, a large l>ody of water naving been met with in the face, which is 
supnoeed to be m dose proximity to the reef. The Wendouree Company, BaUarat North, has struck a reef five feet 
in thickness, showing gold freely, and containing laige quantities of galena, iron pyrites, ^c. 

The Reporter Company, the adjoining claim north, has op<nied a chamber to cut the reef, having sunk their 
shaft to a depth of 376 feet, passing uirough several leaders dipping west, each gold-bearing, and varymg in width 
horn tax inches to two feet. 

The Old Kohinoor Company, situated further south, is making excellent progress with their new shaft, and 
is sinkinff for the continuation of the Don or Prince of Wales reef. 

The St. Qeorge and Band Company, at Sebastopol, has sunk their shaft to a depth of 466 feet, and is now 
opening the north side of the shaft at 460 feet for a chamber. It is proposed to drive for the purpose of intersecting 
the New Koh-i-noor lode to the west, and the Band and Albion Consols to the east. 

Tlie prospects in this branch of mining are altogether very encouraging, and au^ well for the ftitureb 

In alluvial mining, I have nothing important to oonunumcate respecting the rich reef-washes in the neighbor- 
hood of the Malakoff and liiilkmaid leads, which caused such excitement last year, but have now nearly coUapced. 
The old ground at Little Bendigo, Canadian, and Sailor's Gully is principally worked by co-operative parties, 
foBsiokers, and Chinese. 

The quantity of water sold for mining purposes during the quarter was 110,677,000, at ^e rate of Is. per 
1,000 gallons for boiler purposes, and 3d. per 1,000 gallons, for orushing, sluicing, Ac

QuABTz Miviiro. 

The retams for the quarter show a decrease, both in the quantity of stone crushed and in the total yield of 
gold therefrom. This is principally owing to the stoppage of the Nil Desperandum and the New Kangaroo Companies* 
mines, through the sudden and unexpected falling off in the yield of gold. The former company will shortly nold a 
meeting to aecide upon future operations ; but the latter company have decided to wind up their affairs, and arc 
removing the plant, which is much to be regretted, lu the mine was the most promising in the district, and compara- 
tively untried. By the stoppage of this company, about thirty-five men were thrown out of work, most of whom had 
to seek employment elsewhere. 

Stafforshire Reef. — The Little Ilopewell Company's Tributers No. 1 have been engaged during the last six 
weeks of the quarter in sinking and cross-cutting, and have struck the lode, showing good gold at the depth of 202 
feet. The Tnbuters No. 2 have sunk a shaft to a depth of 123 feet, and are now cross-cutting, expecting to strike 
the lode in about a week. 

The Speedwell Tribute Company are making wages. 

Three new claims to the north of the Little Hopewell Company's claim have been registered, but, as yet, very 
little work has been done upon them. 

Kangaroo.-— The Williams' Fancy Tributers are getting better yields. The last crushing gave them £6 4b. per 
man for the fortnight, and the next is expected to be much better. 

Alluvial. 

Nothing worthy of special mention, that I am aware of, has occurred in this branch of mining. 
No water sold in this division.

QUABTZ MiKIHO. 

The total yield from quartz during the past quarter is slightly less than that for the previous one, owing to the 
very poor returns from the One and All Company's mine, where the works have chiefly been confined to 
opening up the mine. The mines on the Hard Hills yield well, and a great number of claims have been taken up. 
Considerable work is being done, and some of them will, I expect, soon be in gold. The water below a depth of 
120 feet is heavy, and can scarcely be overcome without steam machinery. The Imperial Company have proved their 
western lode to be gold-bearing and eight feet thick, at 400 feet deep. Immense bodies of stone are worked in this 
mine, as much as 45 feet in thickness, and I believe this lode will be found to traverse the district. This 
company are about to erect twelve additional stamp-heads. Quartz mining in the Buninyong division is deddedly 
prosperous, and likely to improve.

SMYTHESDALE DIVISION.

The yield for the quarter from all sources is 6,572 ozs., being less than that for any like period during the last 
quarter of a century. Of the above, Haddon has produced 4,551 ozs., leaving only 2,021 ozs. as the contribution of 
tne other portions of the district. What gives this falling off an unpleasant significance is the probability of its 
continuance, and of there being little hope of a resuscitation, even for a short period^ of the prosperity of the past, 
l^e Haddon portion of the district is as productive as ever, and likely to continue so for a long time; but, as regards 
the several, otner localities, I must sav tnat their present condition is cheerless enough, and their future prospects 
more so. There have been no new discoveries during the quarter, and of the claims in actual operation, some are 
suffering from diminished returns, whilst others are approaching extinction. The New Golden Belt Company, at 
Springdallah, after having opened out at a depth supposed to be sufficient to command the working of the gutter, 
found that they were too shallow, and had to sink the shaft deeper. This unexpected depth is considered a good 
omen, indicating, as it does, the proximity of very deep ground, and probably of som6 new leads. Should this 
expectation be realized, a large reach of un worked country may be laid open to future operations; but if, on the other 
huid, it should prove fruitless or abortive, there will probably be an end to mining enterprise in this part of the 
oountiyfor an mdefinite period. At Camgham, there are two or three parties engaged in getting maohineir for 

auartz mining, and these msy be said to comprise the full force of our operations in that branch of mining. Since 
lie late rains, surface sluicing has recommenced. The yields from the Haddon mines are: — ^Eeform, 2,233 ozs.; 
Baoeoourse, 1,470 ozs. ; Trunk Lead, 848 ozs. 



CRESWICK DIVISION.

I have the honor to report that in this division there is a decrease in the yield of gold from quartz crushed 
during the quarter of about 3,000 ozs. ; and also a decrease in the average yield of over 10 grs. per ton.

Black Horse United Company, Egerton. — During the past quarter, work has been carried on between the Nos. 
1 and 9 levels, but without discovering anything new or worthy of note. A winze was lately started in the No. 9 
level towards the south boundary, to test tiie stone under that level ; it is now down 30 feet. So far, the water has 
been kept down by buckets. Operations at the mine have been retarded for weeks on account of the scarcity of 
water, and a considerable number of the miners discharged. The company had also to cease crushing stone for the 
Egerton Company, which is undoubtedly a great loss to Doth companies. The Black Horse Company nowever hope, 
now the wet season is approaching, that crushing for the Egerton Company will shortly be resumed. During the 
quarter, 4,687 tons of stone have been crushed, yielding 980 ozs. 2 dwts. 18 grs. of gold, or an average of 4 dwts. 
4*38 grs. per ton. The number of men employed is 90, and a dividend of Is. per share, equal to £500, has been 
recently declared. 

The Egerton Company, Limited, Egerton. — During the quarter this company have been raising stone of a 
payable quality from a depth of from 400 to 920 feet. 9,240 tons of stone were crushed, yielding 3,580 ozs. 19 dwts. 
22 grs. of gold, or an average of 7 dwts. 18*02 grs. per ton. The number of men employed was 234, and dividends 
amounting to 58. 6d. per share, equal to £6,875, have been paid during the quarter. 

JEgerton, — The Discovery Company have been carrying on progressive works in sinking and driving. A lode 
three feet in thickness has been discovered, but the value of the stone is not known, as no trial crushing has yet been 
made. Eleven men are employed. 

No prospecting has been carried on at No. 2 Black Horse Company during the quarter. 

No work has been done on the leases recently taken up to the east of Egerton. Two miners are stiU prospecting 
on private property, but although a few small leaders have occasionally been met with, no lode of any importance has 
yet been discovered. 

Twenty-three Chinese are stiU washing the tailings from the Egerton and Black Horse companies' batteries, 
and, as I have been informed, have obtained about 70 ozs. of gold. 

The Parker's United Company,- Gordon. — This company have been continuing to raise stone from the lode 
mentioned in my last quarterly report, above the 550-foot level, and have driven over 300 feet in length upon it. At 
the lower level prospecting operations have been carried on, but as yet no discovery has been made. 1,950 tons of 
stone have been crushed during the quarter, which yielded 1,490 ozs. of gold, or an average of 15 dwts. 6*77 grs. per 
ton. 

The number of men employed was 120, and dividends to the value of 2e. per share, equal to £2,000, have been 
paid. 94 ozs. of gold have been obtained from treating sand. The erection of the engine and 15 head of stamps, 
mentioned in my hist report, has not yet been completed. 

Ghrdon. — The North Parker's Company have been continuing to sink a shaft, which is now down 210 feet. 
Nine men are employed. 

The Parker's No. 2 Company have been carrying on prospecting operations during the quarter, but as yet no 
reef has been discovered. The number of men employed is 13. 

Prospecting operations have been carried on during the quarter bv the Parker's Company, Parker's Freehold 
Company, and the Parker's Extended Companv, but as yet no quartz lodes have been discovered. The Parker's 
Companv employ 12 men ; the Parker's Freehold Company, 6 men ; and the Parker^s Extended Company, 9 men. 

llie Parker's United Miners' Company, Moorabool West. — This company are still engaged in prospecting their 
mine at a depth of 150 feet. A strong body of stone has been met with, a trial crushing from which has been made, 
but I have been unable to obtain full particulars as to the value of the stone. Fifteen men are employed. 

Four Chinese are still washing the tailings from the Parker's United Company's battery. The tailings would 
appear to be exceedingly poor, as it is stated only 7 ozs. of gold have been obtained during the quarter. 

Alluvial Miking. 

No alluvial mining has been carried on during the quarter. 

Lai Lai Iron Works, Lai Lai. — The works mentioned in my last quarterly report were completed on 26th March 
1881, and the company is now in full work. Seventy men are employed. 

State Forest Company, Eorweinguboora. — This company have been carrying on progressive works in sinking and 
driving. A lode averaging 8 inches in thickness has been discovered, but the value of the stone is not known, as no 
trial crushing has yet been made. Seven men are employed. 

The information with regard to the amount of gold purchased was obtained from the managers of the Union 
Bank, Ballarat, and the London Chartered Bank, Gordon. 



STEIGLITZ SUBDIVISION.

Mining has fallen away considerably during the last quarter in every, portion of the district. During the summer 
months a great number of the farmers and others along the Moorabool River have been digging in its bed ; but the 
yields which they obtained did not pay them wages. Steiglitz is very dull ; but the inhabitants have hopes that the 
Britannia Company, which is prospecting very attentively, will do some good. 

The Cleary's Freehold Company, at Elaine, have struck a very nice ** north and south vein," at the depth of 
238 feet, which is 3 feet thick, showing very good gold. They are now erecting machinery, with the intention of 
testing the reef at the depth of 400 feet. 
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BLACKWOOD DIVISION AND BLUE MOUNTAIN SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

The purchaBers of the late Saltan mine and plant have fonned a new company, under the style of the New 
Saltan Company. The area formerly held by the North Sultan has also become their property ; and the drive from 
the main Silltan shaft, at the 600-foot level, is now being extended bv them on the Sultan lode, to prospect that axea. 
The old workings on the several lodes intersecting the mine have been let to eight different parties of tributers, 
consisting of forty miners. One or two parties of these tributers have had a net average of from four to five pounds 
sterling per man per week ; other parties, however, have not averaged wages. The total quantity of quartz crushed 
has given an average yield of about 5^ dwts. of gold per ton ; whereas the late Sultan Company's last quarter's 
return showed an average yield of 14} dwts. per ton. The number of miners employed upon the collapse of the 
late company was between sixty and seventy ; the quantity of quartz raised for crashing, however, amounted onlv to 
about one-half of the quantity raised by the tributers. The new company are also driving on the course of Trewhella's 
lode, at the 175-foot level, and are cross-cutting for Mounter's lode, at the 4rOO-foot level. 

The influx of water in the Morning Star Company's mine having greatly abated, the contractors are now able 
to push forward the cross-drive, and the striking of the reef is daily expected. 

The reef worked by the New Cosmo Company, Snake Gully, is of a very encouraging character ; it is about 
30 feet in width. A small trial crushing therefrom gave an average yield of 6 dwts. of gold per ton of quartz 
crushed. A new shaft is now being sunk further north, for the purpose of testing the reef at a deeper level. 

The batteries crushing with water power have all been at a standstill, a sufficient supply of water not being 
available. 

Alluvial Minino. 

Several miners are out prospecting in the gullies and creeks (tributaries of the River Lerderderg), but I have 
not heard of any one being successful as yet. A small patch of shallow alluviums has been found on a terrace of a 
hUl at Yankee Creek, yielding several small nuggets, the largest weighing nearly 3 ozs. 

No miners are employed in mining for metals or minerals other than gold. 

The only water sold during the quarter has been from the Blackwood reservoir, for sluicing the banks and bed 
of the River Lerderderg. About three sluice-heads have been let, averaging about 158. per week per sluice-head. 

The rainfall during the quarter has been : — January, 1*38 ; February, 0*39 ; March, 2*42 ; total, 4*19 inches.

BEECHWORTH DIVISION.

The very dry weather broke up towards the end of March. During that month about five inches of rain fell 
in this localitv, and gave the sluic^rs a good opportunity of washing down. For the quarter the quantity of gold 
disposed of shows an increase of more than double that for the last quarter of 1880 ; and, from what can be leamedj 
this augurs well for the production of the next quarter, as, up to this time, none of the '* big ^ claims have washed 
down. 

The erection of the Rose Reef quartz mill, in the neighborhood of Beechworth, has given an impetus to 
quartz mining in and around the locality, as hitherto the cnarges for crushing and carting prevented many 
comparatively poor reefs from being worked. Several of those old and abandoned reefs have been tucen up ; and it 
is known that they will give good returns for working, now that machinery is near at hand. The Rose Keef itself 
has turned out well, and, at the present depth (110 feet), shows a body of stone about 5 feet in widths canying good 
gold. This company deserves great credit for the manner in which they have, in the face of adverse circumstances, 
put machinerv on the ground ; and they really have opened up a new era in quartz mining in the district. 

Several new finds (some of them very rich) are reported from the neighborhoods of Myrtleford and Barwidgee ; 
but only small crushings from any of these reefs have taken place. 

Little ^Id has^ been obtamed from Stony Creek during the quarter, as there was no water to wash ; but 
considerable piles of dirt have been brought to the surface, which will be washed as soon as sufficient water can be 
obtained. 

The Murmungee Sluicing Company are still engaged in putting in their tunnel into Cunningham's GuUy. 
Gold has been obtained in it already ; but the company intend to go on about 100 yards further before they open out. 
The opening of this claim in Bowman's Forest will, without doubt, lead to many others being worked in this locality, 
if sufficient water can be obtained. There are three distinct leads, floors, or runs of gold in this place, and only ike 
first, or upper one, has yet been tried to any extent ; — it has proved payable, and it is believed that those underneath 
are payable also. 

There is very little to say about Eldorado. A new company has taken up a part of the old ]E[neebone Company's 
ground (the shallow part), and it is believed to be good. There is a good show of both gold and tin in it ; ana, if it 
can be worked profitably, two or three more claims may be taken up round about it. 

Little's claim, at Deep Creek, will, it is said, turn out a ^ood de^l of gold when washed down. It is well 
worthy a visit from those who take an interest in gold mining, m order to see the extraordinary way in which the 
precious metal is deposited. In the space of a quarter acre may be seen ground varying from 50 feet to 8 feet in 
depth ; the rock, or bottom^ rising and falling in a most fantastic manner, with deep and narrow gutters. Some of 
these are poor, some of them rich, and the general character of the gold is rough and heavy. 

The Wallaby Reef Company, at Hurdle Flat, are still putting in the tunnel. The ground is hard, and, 
although several small veins have been met with, the company intend going on with the tunnel until the main reef 
has been struck. 



YACKANDANDAH NORTH SUBDIVISION. 
Mr. J. C, Forster, Mining Registrar, 
There is no mining as yet in this subdivision. 



YACKANDANDAH SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

In allavial mining I have to report that, owing to the scarcity of water, several claims suspended operations, 
the owners seeking employment elsewhere ifor the present. 

In Quartz mining, at Sandy Creek, Davis's battery has been idle, during the last quarter, owing to the want of 
water; a large quantity of stone is at grass to be operated upon. The Homeward-bound crushing plant, at 
Hillsborough, was destroyed by fire, therefore no quartz has been treated from the Hillsborough reefs. Wilberforce's 
new plant of ten stamp-heads will be ready to crush in the course of next week ; and it is expected that the large 
quantity of stone to be crushed will give a good result. 

The Bon Accord Reef, at Hillsborough, which has been abandoned for the last ten years, has been taken up by 
Kellv and party, who have discovered stone that is expected to yield profitably. They have 100 tons ready for 
crushing. 



INDIGO DIVISION. 
Mr, R, Arrowsmith, Mining Surveyor and Registrar, 

Quartz mining has been somewhat dull during the quarter, owing, in a measure, to the unusual scarcity of 
water, required to work the mills, which are now fully employed since the late rains. 

The Robert Bums Prospecting Company have abandoned their cross-out, at the 200-foot level, without 
discovering payable stone. They have accepted a tender to sink the shaft another 60 feet. 

The old Magenta mine and machinery have been let on tribute, for twelve months, to a company of six miners. 
This mine has not been profitably worked of late years ; but it is probable that, in the hands of energetic working 
men, it may again yield remunerative returns. 

The Chiltem Valley Gold Mines Company (Limited) have sunk their '* engine " or " pumping shaft " to a 
depth of 219 feet, where loose drifts, with larger quantities of water, have been encountered, as was anticipated, and 
further process in sinking is suspended for the present. 

The Indigo Stockyard Company (Limited) have successfully sunk their shaft to a depth of 290 feet, and made 
considerable progress with a main drive from the 270-foot level, to work the auriferous drifts in the Indigo lead. 
The bed rock was reached at 243 feet ; and it is intended to sink to a total depth of 315 feet — a level that will 
conmumd aU the ground on the lower side intended to be worked from the shaft. Mr. Cock, the energetic manager, 
among other improvements, has introduced iron puddling machines, in Ueu of the primitive wooden ones hitherto in 
use in this division. Alto^ther this plant is most substantial and complete in every respect, reflecting great credit on 
Mr. Duncan, the enfldneer in charge, as well as the manager. 

Very little auuvial gold wiU be raised in this division until the workings of these two large oompaniee are 
much further advanced. 



BUCKLAND DIVISION. 
Mr, B, K, Smart, Mining Registrar, 

The quantity of gold won during the quarter has not been so great as that obtained during the previous 
quarter, the fdling off &ving been in the yields from quartz, on account of the smaller quantity raised ; still the 
reports from the many reefs now being worked are as encouraging as ever, and the prospects of the miners quite as 
hopeful. 

There has, however, been a marked increase in the quantity of alluvial gold. This is quite an unexpected 
result, as the past quarter was the time of year when claims, as a role, have to cease beiug worked, for the want of 
water, and that more gold should be obtained at that very time is good proof that alluvial mining is in a most 
satisfactory condition in general. 

There is now no scarcity of water for mining purposes in any part of this division. 

I have no information as to the sale of any water. 



WANDILIGONG SUBDIVISION.

As anticipated in mv last report, the new reefs opened up towards the end of quarter ending December Slst 
have kept the yield of gold up to a satisfactory amount. 

The returns from the Hillsborough quartz mine for the quarter have been very good, and stone showing gold 
freely is still being raised. 

Nothing of importance has been struck as yet in the Cromish Mine, although the prospecting party is still 
kept at work. 

A reef carrying gold has been found in virgin ground on the Hon. J. A. Wallace's Tty Again Lease, Upper 
Growler's Creek. Operations to test its permanency are now being conducted. 

Jones and Co., of the Buck-eve Quartz Claim, Upper Morse's Creek, have their crushing plant almost com- 
pleted, and will be able to start crushing about the second week in May. 

Two new reefs have been opened on Upper Morse's Creek during the quarter and several on Growler's Creek ; 
but, with one exception, the latter have proved only surface blows. 

Nothing worth reporting has occurred in connection with alluvial mining. 



ALEXANDRA SUBDIVISION. 

Mr, A, B, Ainstoorthf Mining Surveyor and Registrar, 

There is a revival in mining and speculation in this subdivision. Four of the mines held under lease in the 
Lucky line are at work, and one of these has a tribute party (the Marchioness of Normanby Company) now crushing, 
which is likely to wash up in the course of next month. The Marchioness of Normanby Tribute Company have 
increased their shaft by 50 feet in depth, and are now down 250 feet. They have also completed a rise of 70 feet 
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into their 200-foot level, on the course of their reef, which shows 2 feet of stone and about 5 feet 6 inches of spur 
ground between the walls. The tributers are not at present in any of the known shoots of gold^ but expect to make 
one of these within two or three weeks. They are stoping both north and south. The Vulcan Mine Company are 
Btoping, rising, and driving from their 400-foot level. They have about 65 tons of stone to grass> but have not yet 
got any shoot of gold, and the matrix is poor. They are completing their battery tables, and pushing on the erection 
of their new engine, intended to drive ten stamps, and valued at £200. The Secundus Tribute Company have also 
a few tons of good stone to grass, and are now sinking their shaft 70 feet, for the purpose of more economically 
Btoping their ground. The Reward Company are 25 feet down in their shaft, on the Homeward-bound Reef, and 
a new tribute, within the Marchioness of Normanby Company's tribute ground, to be known as the Homeward-bound 
Company, is on the point of starting their shaft, on the same reef. At Steele's Creek some old ground, on a reef-Une 
formerly known as the Invincible, has been taken up, and is being again prospected, with encouraging features. 
The Pig and Whistle Reef, at Molesworth, is now in the hands of a persevering ola miner, and will, it is hoped, soon 
again be at work. An attempt is being made to form a company for the purpose of working some cobalt veins, in 
soft granite, at Molesworth. The Providence Tributers (Messrs. Bannerman, Hockings, and Thrupp) have con- 
tributed the main yield to the quartz crushing returns of the subdivision for the quarter, and will, it is hoped, 
obtain further valuable results in the course of the next few months. The Hope oi Richmond Commmy had a 
payable yield from a reef known as the Albion, which, however, has, for the present, pinched out. J. Ferguson 
continues to obtain good results from his mine, and, so far as the Durham reefs have been worked, they have nven 
payable results. The Solferino Company has had no crushing during the quarter. Several other ventures are, i am 
informed, on the point of being launched, and more lively times may be anticipated during the coming winter. In 
alluvial I have nothing new to report. The onening of a branch of the Bank of Victoria at Tea will ensure easier 
compilations, and a better check on the yielos obtained by alluvial miners, which hitherto have been difficult to 
trace, in that part of the subdivision. No metal but gold is being worked for, and I hear of no water having been 
sold. 



DRY CREEK SUBDIVISION.

There is nothing worthy of remark since my last report. 



BENALLA SUBDIVISION.

There is little to report on in connexion with mining in this subdivision, with the exception of the progres 
made in providing machineiy. 

At the Energetic Company's claim nearly 300 loads of dirt have been raised, and it is intended to commence 
washing immediately. Should the result of this washing prove favorable, a great impetus will be given to operations 
in the subdivision. 

As a proof of the confidence felt in the prospects of the Benalla district, I mav state that the New Temora 
Company has incurred heavy expense in the purchase and carriage to its ground of a large quantity of machinery. 
The machinery, it is expected, will be placed in position in from eight to ten weeks, when active work will be 
resumed, so far as this company is concerned. 

The Lion Quartz Company, which has also obtained machinery, at considerable expense, has, I am informed, 
about 100 tons of excellent stone ready for crushing, awaiting the completion of the erection of its battery, which 
will take place very shortly. 

The Exhibit Alluvial Company has struck a quartz reef, about 4 or 5 feet below the washdirt. This reef, 
which is 3 feet wide in the shaft, is expected to prove payable. 

About 50 yards west of the New Temora bounaary, a quartz reef has also been opened up, by Powell, Clarke, 
and Cook, and several good specimens have been obtained. A lease for the ground has been applied for. 

The above are the only items of special interest during the quarter, but other parties are also busily engaged in 
mining about Benalla. 

From Qowangardie I have not received replies in all instances to my applications for information, but I believe 
nothing of importance is stirring there. The Onward Company has, for the present, suspended operations. 

From Strathbogie I have received no particulars. 



GAFFNEY'S CREEK SUBDIVISION.

The tabulated record annexed covers all the yields obtained during the quarter, save some 9 ozs. 18 dwts. 
16 grs. sold to the Bank of Victoria, and added into the general result, particulars of which yield I have not been able 
to obtain. 

The Hunt's Amalgamated Company has, in addition to the crushing given, obtained 10 ozs. 5 dwts. by sluicing 
the surfacings of their ground, which amount is included in the alluvial yield for the quarter. 

Mr. Younghusband's tributers, known as Dempsey's party, have crushed some 350 tons of stone so far ; but 
the washing-up will not be in time for my report, and the result obtained must stand over until next quarter. 

The yield credited to the (Golden Belt is a payable one for the tributers, and their prospects continue fair. 

The AI Company, which usually adds so materially to our yields, has not crushed during the quarter, water 
having been scarce ; the prospects of the tributers are, however, promising. 

The Victoria mine has no yield for the quarter, neither has the Great Eastern Company or Lauraville Com- 
pany. The latter mines have been idle. 

The yield obtained by the Wallaby tributers is remarkably good, the width of the reef worked being 4 feet, and 
the stone is obtained near the surface. This excellent mine promises to continue a success for the present tributers. 

Considering the season of the year, the results obtained in thQ subdivi£>iQn are encounvging, ooth in quartz an4 
alluviums. Diggers have averaged close upon 208. a week. 

No metal save gold is bemg mined for.

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WOOD'S POINT SUBDIVISION.

The present b the dull season of the year in the mountain districts, owing to the water requued for cnishinif 
power in the majority of mines running short. I have, however, to report a valuable find in the Morning Star 
claimBy a vein having been struck by Staokpole and party, although narrow, showing very rich gold in places. This 
vein will presently be opened on in the Hope mine, aajoining ground, which has lately passed into the hands of a 
small but energetic proprietary, and there is every prospect of some high yields being obtained in both mines during 
the forthcoming quarter. The excellent yield credited and tabled to the United Company has, in the meantime, 
proved veiy satisfactory to the tributers, and will doubtless be followed by other yields of a like valuable character. 
Only one partv of tributers is at present working in the Franklin, and the yield recorded is a payable one. 

The All Nations Company are for the present on poor stone, with a good prospect of improvement. 

J. Givannini is not working his claim south of the All Nations, nor has the Hibernia Company so far made any 
progress.

I have to report, for the past quarter, that the Sherman claim, on the Flagstaff Hill, crushed 17 tons of quartz, 
which yielded 55 ozs. of gold. I have reason to believe that there are manv reefs in the same locality that might be 
profitably worked, but miners have no encouragement to look for them, much less to raise quartz, as they cannot get it 
crushed. Any jperson having a battery, and erecting it in a central position, would be likely to do well. 

Nothing fresh to report about Cotton-tree. Things are about the same as when last reported upon. 



MITTA MITTA SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

The only alluvial mining that seems to be carried on is sluicing, from which the amount of gold can rarely be 
correctly ascertained, as the gold is generally taken out of the district to be sold. Moncrieff and party have com- 
menced operations in a sluicing claim in the Mitta Mitta village, but with what result I have not yet heard. All 
operations in the river are now stopped. A great number of Chinese are at present engaged in harvesting tobacco, 
and, consequently, have given up mining for a while. 

There appears to be nothing in quartz mining to cause any great excitement ; but I hope by next quarter to 
have something definite to report. The Welcome Reef will no doubt be well tried by that time ; and as it appears to 
be well defined, and from 1 to 4 feet in width, I think, if it is auriferous at all, it will cause a slight stir in reefing, 
and likely be the means of bringing capital to the subdivision, which may have the effect of leading to the discovery 
of rich reefs as yet unknown. 

There is no alteration to report in connexion with the Endeavour Company. Operations have ceased at the 
Pony Company. 

At Granite Flat the past has been rather a dull quarter in reefing, but I think the next will be a little better.

The past cjuarter has been an eventful one in mining affairs, which haye been carried on with great soooess. 
The continuous nch yields and large dlTidends from the Garden Qully United Company, New Chum Consolidated 
Company, Ellesmere Company, TJnitai Hustlers and Redan, and the EUenborough Company haye assisted materially 
in establishing confldenoe in the mining resources of this goldfield, and haye attracted many inyestors firom other 
parts of the colony. 

About two months since the London G.O. Company struck a good reef in their ground on the G.G. Beef, 
Golden Gully, at a depth of about 100 foot, which reer has averaged 3 ozs. to the ton. This discovery induced a 
great rush for ground in that locality, and the success then attending mining in nearly every portion of the division 
caused a general demand for leases and shares. The amount of business transacted in mining, and the excitement 
attencUng it, has not been equalled since the memorable period of 1870 and 1871. At that time many thousands of 
pounds were spent in sinking shafts that were abandoned before anything payable was discovered, but the outlay of 
that money has been a great help to those who have recently taken up the same ground, as a little cross-cutting in 
some of these mines has resulted in the discovery of reefs. Abandoned shafts really represent capital and saving of 
time, and should be protected from injury. 

A very promising reef has been discovered about 17 miles from Sandhurst. Good specimens have been found 
in it, and a considerable amount of ground on the line has been taken up in consequence. 

On the Old Tom Reef, Whipstick, several parties are doing well, and Mr. BoUe has come on an exceedingly 
rich patch in his claim, but all the reef is good. (Jnfortunately he is obliged to cease working his engine on account 
of want of water, which will seriously interfere with mining in that district until a supply can be obtained from some 
souioe. 

A very promising reef has been found in the Back Creek Banges, about two miles south of the City of 
Sandhurst, tt is thought to be a continuation of the Hustler's Beef, and, if so, is an important discovery. I have not 
yet heard of any crushing, but gold is found in the stone, and it is believed the reef will prove payable. 

The yield of ^old during the past three months has been in excess of previous quarters, but, owing to the 
great amount of business and exdtement in mining affiiirs, I have been unable to obtain anything like complete 
retaniB*

The development of the quartz mines has been in active progress during the quarter. 

The Kidser, Evening Star, Band of Hope, and Happy Land mines liAve been energetically worked and fair 
prospects obtained, but the distance to a crushing mill theretrom retards progress. 

A promising discovery of a small but rich vein has been made near the old Shepherd's line. The Langridge, 
Crown, and Doyle s mines have continued to yield excellent returns. Prospecting has been actively carried on north- 
wards from these in the Gladstone, North Langridge, Overland, and onier mines, and southward in the South 
Langridge and South Langridge Extended, where good veins have been found. 

wod stone has been obtained in the Bed Rover, McGrath's United, Empress of India, and President mines, 
while encouraging prospects and indications have been met with in other mines on the Captain's, Kangaroo, and 
Falmerston lines of reef. With the increased supply of water for crushing purposes which may be expected during 
the winter, there is every reason to anticipate good returns from a number of the mines during the next few months. 



HEATHCOTE DIVISION AND WARANGA SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

There has been no great change in mining affairs in this district since my last report. Work in the majority 
of mines is steadily progressing. 

Hedley and party, who commenced operations in January last on their lease near the creek, with a boring 
apparatus known as Wright and Edwards' patent, obtained a bottom at 16 feet, but after going a further depth of 65 
feet obtained no indications of a second bottom ; 30 feet of the boring was through hard rock. A contract nas been 
taken in the Sims Freehold Company for sinkiiu2 a shaft 80 feet deep, and it is expected they will bottom in a few 
weeks. The Star of the South Company, Argyle Gully, obtained an excellent prospect of gold lately from a 20-inch 
body of stone, at a depth of 100 feet. 

The Deep Lead Company have been sinking a shaft through the first bottom on the opposite side to their 
deep shaft, and have been going through a peculiar cemented rock, which ^ts harder as they go down ; ihe real 
bottom has not yet been reached. The Bombay mine, at Costerfield, are smking their shaft and extending their 
levels ; if they have little water to contend with, they expect shortly from 60 to 90 tons of antimony ore and seconds 
to put through the furnace. Thos. Fasham and party, from Ballarat, are about to start puddling and cement crushing 
here on an extensive scale, and intend erecting two steam puddling mills and a crushing battery of S4 head <» 
stamps. 



WARANGA NORTH SUBDIVISION.

I have the honor to report that in consequence of the want of water alluvial mining has been almost at a 
standstiU. A prospecting claim was registered during the quarter, in the neighbourhood of Coy's Diggings ; a small 
rush set in, but beyond the yield from the prospecti^ claim (which is still at work) nothing was struck, and, water 
being scarce, the men soon left. 

The annexed return of the yield of gold from the quartz mines cannot be taken as an index of the present state 
of the mines in the subdivision. At Coy's Diggings and Bushworth the machines have been idle, having no water.

The ezceesiTe drought which has prevailed daring the (quarter has most isjurioualy affected the mining 
interests of this division, and a |>emianent supply of water for mming purposes is a subject which deserves serious 
consideration. Several of the claims at Ohinamans and elsewhere have returned no yields of gold in consequence of 
the want of water. Bat the recent rains we have had will, at least for the present, remove the difficulty which has so 
long existed, and will enable miners to wash the stuff they have stored. 

One prospecting and four extended alluvial claims were registered during the quarter. The aggregate area of 
the extended claims is 18 acres ; they are situate at Alma, Moonlight, and Chinaman's Flat. The prospecting claim 
is owned by George Pyke, and is situate at Chinaman's Flat. From 10 loads, a return was obtained of 3 ozs 
11 dwts. 3 grs. Depth, 36 feet ; width of gutter, 30 feet. 

The Duke has at last been drained of the water in the shaft. The repairs to the damaged clack will soon be 
finished, and mining operations renewed with vigour. Proper precautions will now be taken to prevent a similar 
accident from occurring as that which has cauMd so mucn laoor and expense, and which has for so long a time 
stopped operations in one of the finest mines in the division. The Carisbrook United are making good progress. The 
prospects recently obtained afford a good proof of the valuable character of the mine. Considerable delay in the 
operations of the mine has been caused through the water in the surface drifts leaking into the drives. The 
Goldbrook continues to maintain its character as a first-class mine. Fair returns have b^n obtained from it, and 
also from the Toung Phoenix Tribute.

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A considerable amount of prospecting is also being done in (quartz mining. The Union Q. M. Cpmpftny, 
Amherst, have been sinking a new shaft, and erecting machinery consistmg of one pumping and one winding engine 
well and substantially buUt, which has occupied nearly the whole of the quarter, and will be completed in the 
course of a week or two ; this company intend to erect crushing machinery also when the mine is opened out. The 
New Briseis Company have been sinking their shaft deeper, and are now down 250 feet ; they have also put in a 
cross-cut and struck a well-defined quartz reef which promises to yield well. A quartz reef has been found by 
Dayidson and party in Nuegetty Gully which yielded 136 ozs. 9 dwts. from 102 tons of stone, got from near the 
surface, and the reef is weU denned. Other claims have been taken up along the same line, but have not as yet 
struck payable gold. A company is being formed to erect a new crushing plant on the Mysterious Lead, near Talbot, 
as it is thought that several reefs in the locality can be worked to advantage by having a mill on the spot. 

The water used for sluicing purposes is supplied by the Borough Council of Talbot, who received the sum of 
£4Q 7b, 6d. during the quarter, the quantity sold not being known. 



AVOCA SUBDIVISION.

Mining generally continues to give encouraging prospects. The Working Miners' Company, at Homebush, 
still pays satisfactory dividends, and the lead northerly therefrom gives evexy indication of continued richness. The 
Grolden Stream Company has now a considerable quantity of very powerful machinery on its property ready for 
erection, comprising two engines of 50-inch and 24-inch cylinders respectively. The two pumps are to be of 22-inch 
diameter, a proof that the company is fully determined to be able to cope with whatever water is likely to be met 
with. A representative of the company has informed me that the full cost of the machinery and improvements vrill 
amount to close upon ^20,000. The starting of this claim will give a great impetus to mining in the locality. 

In quartz mining an important event was the purchase by the Union Jack Company of the claim of Hall and 
Inglis at Percydale. This company has now a compact and valuable property with every prospect of a satisfactory 
return for the outlay. The Vale's Reef Company has made arrangements for the enlargement of the shaft, and the 
work is progressing favorably. A reef has recently been opened up at Lexton, which gives promise of great 
richness ; however, as its resources have not yet been fully ascertained, no decided opinion can be given as to its 
quality. 



DUNOLLY AND TARNAGULLA DIVISIONS.

The Queen's Birthday Company, Qoldsborough. — ^This mine still looks well, the stone everywhere showing 
gold. They have completed the opening of No. 6 chamber at a depth of 638 feet, and {jurpose now, by the aid of 
drills, to open ud the reef at this level, which will, it is anticipated, give profitable crushings for some years. The 
air compressors for the drills will be completed, it is expected, in about a fortnight. In sinking the Qoldsborough 
shaft and driving there are signs of stone ; being at the extreme north end of the claim, this will doubtless prove a 
valuable discovery. 

The North Birthday Company, Qoldsborough, are ensaged in sinking a shaft and opening up their mine. 
Tenders have been invited for the removal and erection of macninery. 

The South Birthday Company, Qoldsborough, are cross-cutting east at the 290-foot level. The north drive is 
in 43 feet on the course of the lode, and the south drive 2 feet. 

The King's Birthday Company, Qoldsborough, are cross-cutting at the 540-foot level ; they have driven east 
88 feet, and west 94 feet. Quartz has been met with in the eastern cross-cut, but none in the western. 

The Sydenham Company, South Dunolly, have been sinking their main shaft to the 300-foot level and putting 
in a cross-cut fur the Quaker's Reef. They have also opened out, and have had a crushing from a mass of auriferous 
quartz 12 feet wide from the west side of their main reef. 

The Hard Hill Company, Dunolly, are prospecting on the surface lode. Sinking operations will be resumed 
on obtaining more powerful machinery for deahng with the water. 

Macdonald and Co., Specimen Reef, near Dunolly, cut the reef at 70 feet, and are driving north and south 
on the course of same. Owing to their good prospects, as will be seen by the tables, seven other claims, most, if not 
all of which are being worked, have been taken up on this line of reef. 

The Welcome Company, Bealiba, are sinking their shaft from 280 feet to 830 feet. 

The Yorkshire Company, Tamagulla, are cross-cutting for a reef at a depth of 340 feet. A new block of 
stone has been found on the surface about 80 feet east from the main shaft, the prospects from which are considered 
payable. The stone is from 6 in. to 1 ft. 6 in. wide. 

The North Yorkshire Company, Tamagulla, are driving at the 162-foot level for a reef, but none has yet been 
met with. 

The South Yorkshire Company, Tamagulla, have been sinking to and driving at the 170-foot level. 

The Old Poverty Company, Tamagulla, are still engaged in pumping out water from old workings. It is now 
below the 400-foot level, and they expect to have the mine thoroughly drained in a few weeks. 

The United Specimen and Phoenix Company, Tamagulla, are putting in a level at a depth of 300 feet. The 
appearance of the stone is improving. The reef is from 3 feet to 18 feet wide. 

The Working Miners, Coy's Diggings, have temporsjily stopped work to obtain additional machinery prior to 
sinking their shaft from 140 feet to 200 feet. 

The New North Johnson's, Coy's Diggings, have sunk their new shaft 70 feet, and are putting in a cross-cut 
for reef. 

The Sheoak Company, Moliagul, are sinking from the 103-foot level on a new make of stone which is rapidly 
widening out, and from which fair prospects have been obtained. 

The Qolden Star Company, Llanelly, have been sinking their shaft to 160 feet, and are now driving on the 
course of the lode, which is a large reef, carrying a little gold. 



INGLEWOOD DIVISION.

As was to be expected, alluvial mining has fallen off considerably during the past quarter, owing to scarcity of 
water, while in quartz minino the want of adequate machinery has made itself felt. It is, however, a matter for 
congratulation that in two instances, at least, the latter requirement will soon be supplied, great progress having 
been made in the erection of machinery to work the Morning Star Company's mine, and the Jersey Beef Quartz 
Mining Company having purchased the Maxwell Reef Company's plant, which they intend to remove at once and 
re-erect on their own leasehold. This plant, which is in good condition, and includes a battery of twelve stamps, 
will enable the Jersey Company to redouble their efforts to develop the resources of their mine. It is intended, on 
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the erection of the plant, to commence crushing from the Little Grem shaft, in which there is a large body of payable 
stone available. Tne Burke's Flat Gold Mining Company (Fone^s) continue to obtain excellent returns. Their mine 
is now the deepest in this division, having attained a depth of 650 feet. 

Within the last fortnight rain has fallen, which has proved a great boon to the mining population, but water 
is still scarce, and the alluvial miners are patiently awaiting the advent of such a supply as will enable them to 
operate on the washdirt they have been accumulating for some time past. It is confidently anticipated that the 
returns for the next quarter will show a veiy considerable increase.

Alluvial Mihin0. 

The sluicers continue to use the valuable water supplied to them, fair wages being the usual result. From 
Castlemaine to Guildford there is a fine stream of " tailwater " from these sluicing operations, which runs over and 
through old gold-workings all the way, yet it is almost unused, the major portion of Castlemaine miners not knowing 
how to utilize it, while mine proprietors from Beechworth express surprise at the apparent waste of water. 

The " deep leads " under the Basaltic Plain continue to be worked on private property. Dallas and Co., 
Andrews and Co., and Dallas No. 2 have each tunnels 2,300 feet long, driven from the Jjoadon River escarpment 
northerly ; Commons and Co. are in 1,400 feet — all obtaining payable washdirt. The Grand Trunk Company, having 
sank their engine shaft, are now erecting a 25 horse-power engine for pumping, puddling, &o. A new company is 
projected to work Messrs. McNaughton, Aitkin, and Hayes' properties. 

Quartz Mining. 

The Forest Creek tVattle Gully Company are making progress in the erection of new machinery for pumping 
and winding, the most approved appliances for the safety of the mine and men being obtained. The pumps and 
gear arc undergoing thorough overhaul and improvement, in order to enable them to cope with the drainage from the 
wliole line of reef. Much interest is centred upon the success of this company in proving payable quartz in depth, 
the mine being upon the main lode of the district, with numerous rich leaders coming toward the reef, which has 
been proved down to 470 feet, and the leaders, which are expected to make into the main lode, at a greater depth.

On .th& banks of ^e iKiddon, in the vicinity of Yaughan, 
lar^e heaps of washdirt have accumulated, so that the returns from alluvial mining are not so satisfactory as could be 
desired.

The puddlers have not experienced any great drawback with regard to water supply, having had loryine qoantitiea 
stored in* their dans in aalioipAiien of an swia^ilty drytaaason. : Qame of i theiB»«U oonpaniet fajrre' had no reason to 
complain of ill luck, their weekly returns having proved fairly remujKnttve. 

QuiSTZ 'UiKnro. 

In this description of mining there has been a considerable falling off during the past three months, considering 
the aggregate yield trom the different companies ; tiliis deficiency has not been caused by any paucity or poverty of the 
quartz, or even by inefficient managexnent, but. prwi!^>aUy from deepening the audn'shafis, extending the main drives, 
and other preparatory underground workings. 

Chapel Hill Company.— ^A* new -company has been formed for working the reef, which proved moderately 
remunerative some years ago ; the main shaft has been cleaned out and timbered, and the old workings properly 
drained. There is every probability of this important line of reef being fairly tested, and its auriferous chaiacter 
properly ascertained ere manymonihs have elapsed. 

The Ferron's Beef Company imve been, crushing quartrfran near the aurface, principally flat leaders, but the 
main shafl has been sunk to a depth of 410 feet ; they are at present on quartz at that depth, and intend to open out 
very shortly. 

Golden Eagle, Fryerstown. — The company is piogressing very fairly, payable crushing stuff being obtained 
from the 320-foot level (new ground); they are still sinking, and the manager is sanguine of stnking a permanent and 
payable lode at no'^very iiisla]tt<d*te. 

The Eoyal -Saxon Coinpany -are about 'greeting machinery on their ground, having a large quantity of stone 
to operate on, which is expected to pay well, the expense of cartage being done away with. Arrangements are also 
being made for cutting a vrater race to supply the engine, &c., from the head of Crocodile Creek. 

The new companies north of the Royal Saxon have been raising quartz, but, hitherto, have had no opportunity 
of testing its quality. 

New Era Company. ^The mining manager reports they are still driving north at the 430-foot level, which has 
now reached 200 feet. From the eastern cross-cut there is abundance of stone easily obtained, averaging 3 dwts. to 
the ton. 

Rowe Brothers. — Nothing of special importance to note; the gold returns from the Mosquito claim still 
continue satisfactory. 

Enterprise Company (formerly Small's) have not crushed anything yet, but h|ive recently sunk the main shaft 
an additional 50 feet, which is now down 260 feet. The mana|^er proposes to open out at the 270-foot level, and 
explore the country both east and west, when he contemplates striking the main Cattle's line of reef, and entertains 
great hopes of satisfactory returns. 

English Australian Gold Minnrg Company, Golden Gully.-^The returns from this company for the past 

?iuarter are highly satisfactory, nearly 2,000 tons of quartz having been raised, realizing 4^ dwts. to the ton, taken 
rom depths ranging from 150 to 360 feet. The width of the reef varies considerably, viz., from a few inches to 7 or 8 
feet. The company have not suficient stamping power to clear sway the immense quantity of quartz available for 
crushing purposes. 

Brown's claim, at Kuggety* Gully, still continues remunerative, the ground being well prospected both north and 
south. The Working Miners' Association have made considerable progress in the underground workings, but they 
have not yet succeeded in striking a payable reef. 

The total yield from the 'various quartz, mines for the past quarter is 1,792 ozs. 15 ^ts., averaging 3^ dwts. to 
the ton. The nomber of qvartz mimers engi^ed being '241.

An offidal report was made to me that a party of three men, two of whom were stripping and the 
other one washing with a tin dish, obtained £20 128. worth of gold in one week. The sinking varies at present from 
2 to 6 feet deep, with heavy wash and slate bottom. The winter in this locality is exceedingly severe; and as the 
snow will soon set in, it would be necessary for miners to lay in a winter's stock of provisions. The gold from this 
locality is worth £4 per oz. 

The Oriental sluicing Company expect to complete their new race, which is about nine nules long, in a few 
days ; they can then command the high portion of tne auriferous ground on the Dry Hill. There has also been 
discovered, in a part of the subdivision which has hitherto received but little attention from prospectors, an apparently 
payable quartz reef; some samples of stone were shown to me having ^old pretty evenly aistriouted. It is situatea 
on the Dividing Bange, between the head of Benambra Creek and the Gibbo Elver, and the finders are sanguine about 
the payable qiuility of the stone.

BALLARAT MINING DISTRICT. 



CENTRAL DIVISION. 
Mr, David Christy, Mining Registrar, 

I have the honor to state that, viewing^ the progress of mining in this division^ for the three months just passed, 
it can be remarked with certainty, that the result is satisfactory and not without eyidence of an assuring nature that 
capital, judiciously expended in the pursuit of gold-seeking, will return a fair and remunerative profit. 

I would first instance the Sulieman Pasha Company, Danish Eeef, Ballarat East. This company, after 
contending with a f^reat amount of difficulties, which they partially overcame, were brought to a standstill for want 
of capital ; the money, however, supplied to them by the Government — ^viz., £500 — enabled the company to nush on 
their works with renewed vigor, ana the result is the discovery of a good paying reef at the 400-foot level, snowing 
gold plentifully, and enabling the company to refund the Government the £600 lent. 

I may safely predict that the good fortune of this company will have an invigorating influence on the several 
companies pursuing mining operations adjoining. 

The Band of Hope ana Albion Consols still continues to return excellent yields. During last quarter, 9,572 
tons were crushed, from which was obtained 6,412 ozs. 15 dwts. of gold. The reef, by the statement of the mani^er, 
Mr. R. M. Serjeant, is of variable thickness, from 2 to 70 feet ; his experience and judgment as a quartz miner 
is regarded as reliable, and his opinion is that the variable thickness in the lode or reef does not, in any way, show 
that it will not continue in a north and south direction, and prove equally remuM'ative. This conclusion of Mr. 
Serjeant's theory is well sustained by the success of the companies northerly on tro reef, viz.. the North Band and 
Albion, Young Band, Serjeant's Freehold, Williams' Freehold, Band of Hope Quartz, Wilson's Freehold, Washington, 
and other companies, all of which are working to a considerable profit for their outlay. 

I mav refer you to my statistical report for further information respecting the various yields. 

In luluvial nuning, I have little to say. About the ordinary amount of alluvial gold has been obtained by 
Chinese and fossickers. 

The very enterprising company, the City of Ballarat, have, within the last quarter, in their driving operations, 
met with indications of remunerative gold, a machine of the washdirt therefrom yielding 16^ ozs. The enterprise 
of this company is deserving of a long-continued period of success, which, it is to be hoped, the gold struck will lead 
to. A few new claims have been taken up in consequence of the disco veiy of gold by tne ** City " Company ; as yet 
they are in abeyance, but 1 feel assured they wiU furnish materials for remarks in a future report.

The excellent yields from the Webbs' and Desoza mines have given a ^eat impetus to mining on the Hiscook 
belt of reefs, and, besides these companies, there are now fourteen new companies at work, exclusive of the Imperial and 
One snd All oomnanies. Some discoveries by the new companies may shortly be expected. As usual, the Imperial 
Company heads the list, and when the twelve additional stampers shall be erected, the mine will be one of the most 
productive in the district. The water has proved too much for horses on the mine of the Buninyong Estate 
Company, consequently, powerful pumping machinery is now being erected. From the heavy flow of water, thev 
must be close to ouartz, with every prospect of its beiue gold-bearing, as the distance to the Desoza workings is 
inconsiderable. Mining operations are again being carried on at the Devonshire and Green Hills reefs, and the Kitty's 
and Done's reefs are being prospected. Quartz mining is improving. 

Alluvial. 

This branch of mining is little attended to ; the want of a drainage scheme being carried out is the chief cause. 
The division has still rich and extensive auriferous drills to work.

SxMYTHESDALE DIVISION.

The gold returns for several months past reveal remarkable re^arity, there being a difference of onlv 86 ozs. 
between the gross yield for the past quarter and that for the precedmg quarter. The great bulk of the gold comes 
from the Haddon goldfield. Between that locality and the township of Smythesdale, nothing of any consequence has 
occurred, but within the township there is a Uttle stir, consequent upon gold having been struck in two or three claims 
there. The little encouragement imparted bv these discoveries seems likely to lead to action on a more ample scale, 
and it is not improbable that the deep ground and reef- washes upon which the township stands will be brought into 
mining occupation again. The New Sidorado Company are now in full working order, and bid fair for a share of 
renown. There is verv little doine at Brown's in the way of actual finds. In the Golden Age claim, from which 
magnificent dividends have been ootained, operations are chieflv confined to prospecting. Tnere are a few small 
companies between that mine and Piggoreet, the success of which fluctuates between a bare struggle for subsistence and 
ordinarv wages. The chief interest centres in the fate of the Golden Belt Company, at Springdallah. It has already 
reached a depth beyond what was originally expected, a fact which can be accounted for on no other sssumption than 
that of its proximity to the Main Trunk Lead. The company is in process of re-organization. Since the cessation 
of the City of Canterbury mine, deep-lead workings at Ilappy Valley are confined to the Waverly and Springdallah 
Junction companies, and there is but verv little doing there in other branches of mining. At Lintons, the Linton Park 
Company is the only deep^lead compimy, but machinery b in course of erection on the old Pioneer shaft, within Linton 
Park. At Camgham, the Lily Company still continues yielding well. With this exception, mining here is not very 
prosperous. Sluicing at Smythesdale and other parts of the district has been satisfactorily carried on since the rainy 
weather set in. Excellent preparations for quartz mining are going on at the Britannia Reef, Camgham ; but with this 
exception, that branch of mining is in its usual languishing condition. 



CRESWICK DIVISION.

1 have the honor to report that there is much activity in mining speculation in this division, caused by the 
large yields from the principal mines, the increase from the alluvial mines being more than 4,000 ozs. above that of 
last Quarter.

55 ozs. of gold were obtained from the plates, and 87 ozs. from treating pyrites. 140 men have been employed ; and 
dividends to the value of 2s. per share, amounting to £2,000, have been paid. The erection of the 15-head battery, 
mentioned in mj last report, has been completed. 

Chrdon. — The North Parker's Company, during the quarter, have constructed a drive at 190 feet in depth, a 
distance of 115 feet; and have discovered a leader about 7 inches in width, the value of which has not yet been 
ascertained. Eleven men are employed. 

Parker's No. 2 Company. — No work has been done by this company during the quarter, pending arrangements 
being made for the purchase of a winding enf^ne, the water being too heavy for the whim. 

The Parker's United No. 1 Quartz Mining Company are engaged in sinking a shaft (10 feet x 4 feet), at the 
southern end of the Parker's United Company's lease, and have now reached a depth of 160 feet. 

Prospecting operations JEire still being carried on by the Parker's Company, Parker's Freehold Company, and 
the Parker's Extended Company, but as yet no payable quartz lodes have been discovered. The Parker's Company 
employ 17 men ; the Parkers Freehold Company, 20 men; and the Parker's Extended Company, 20 men. 

Eerrit Bareet Company. —This company have erected an engine and plant in Parker's Gully, and are now 
engaged in sinking a shaft, which has reached a depth of 90 feet, in order to test the value of an alluvial lead, which 
is believed to exist in this locality. Twelve men are employed. 

Four Chinese are still washing the tailings from the Parker's United Company's battery, and, as I have been 
informed, have obtained about 10 ozs. of gold. 

The Parker's United Miners' Company, Moorabool West. — Since the date of my last report this company 
have erected an engine and battery of 6 heads, and a trial crushing of 70 tons of stone from the 135-foot level was 
made, which yielded, as I have been informed, 26 ozs. of gold, or an average of 7 dwts. 10*28 grs. per ton. The 
number of men employed is SS4. 

State Forest Company, Korweinguboora. — ^No work has been done bv this company during the quarter. 

Lai Lai Iron Works, Lai Lai. — 570 tons of iron have been obtained during the quarter, but blasting operations 
ceased on 20th June last, in consequence of the difficulty of obtaining limestone, cnarcoal, and wood, during the 
winter months. It is intended, however, to again commence active operations on let October next. Twenty men 
are at present engaged in raising ore, limestone, &c., and the average number of men employed during the quarter 
was 95. 

Alltjvial Miking. 

No alluvial mining has been done during the quarter. 



STEIGLITZ SUBDIVISION.

In this district there has been no improvement in mining since last quarter. The Cleary's Freehold Company 
have erected machinery on their claim at Elaine, the water being too heavy to keep down with horse-power. The 
prospects of this claim are very good, a north and south vein having been struck, yielding about an ounce to the ton; 
the vein averages from 18 inches to 2 feet in thickness. A small reef, or rather leader, was found by Baldy and 
party, of Elaine, some short time ago, which yielded 13 ozs. to the ton ; but it was only a surface vein, and ran 
out after they had taken out about 3 tons of stone. There is very little alluvial digging done at present. 

There were great expectations at first that Mr. David Morrison's water scheme would be a boon to Dolly's 
Creek, in which locality he rented the Lai Lai water race from the Government, but I have not as yet heard any good 
reports from there. 



BLACKWOOD DIVISION AND BLUE MOUNTAIN SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

QUABTZ MliriKG. 

The New Sultan Company have extended their drive into the area formerly held by the North Sultan Company, 
and are rising up to connect it with the No. 6 level of that mine. When connection has been effected they intend to 
continue the eastern cross-drive, commenced by the former company, for the purpose of intersecting the various lodes 
traversing that area. The old workings of the mine, down to the 600-foot level, have been let to eight different 
parties of tributers, consisting of forty -two miners. 

The influx of water at the lowest (200rfoot) level of the Morning Star Company's mine has been too heavy to 
be kept under with the appliances at the company's disposal, in consequence of which that level has been abandoned 
for the present; and, in the meantime, driving north on the line of reef at the 150-foot level, for the purpose of 
coming across the shoot of gold worked from the tunnel level of the old company, is the only work carried on. 

The prospects of the New Cosmo Company's mine are very encouraging, A trial crushing of 15 tons of quartz, 
operated upon at Daylesford, gave an average yield of over 14 dwts. of gold per ton of quartz crushed. The stone was 
taken from a depth of 60 feet ; the reef here is about 20 feet in width, vrith gold visible in the stone. The company's 
scrip originally sold at Is. 6d. each, and cannot now, as I am informed, be obtained at an advance of 100 per cent. It 
is intended to erect a battery of not less than ten stamp-heads at an early date.

A new public company, under the style of fche Simmons Reef Amalgamated Mining Company, is now in course 
of formation. The area to be operated upon consists of the well-known mines held by the Cornish, the Crown, and 
the Imperial companies^ and part of the ground formerly held by the North Cornish Company, all adjoining each 
other, and situated at Simmons Reef. Large quantities of gold have been obtained from each of these mines in 
former days; the heavy influx of water, however, has hitherto prevented the mines from being worked much below 
the tunnel levels, and pumping machinery will have to be erected prior to commencing operations in the mine. 

A.nother new venture, under the style of the Clyde Bank G. M. Company (including the area formerly held by 
the AH Nations Companjr, Manheim Eeef ), has also been organized. The company intends working the mine by 
means of a tunnel, oi which 350 feet have already been driven ; the total length of the tunnel, before striking the 
reef, it is calculated, will be 1,200 feet or thereabouts, which will give about 200 feet of solid backs to work upon, 
and, as water-power for crushing purposes will be used, the venture will in all probability prove remunerative. 

A new reef, situated at Builengarook East, has been discovered lately, and a claim applied for under the leasing 
regulations. The reef was originally cut in private property situate east of the eastern branch of Goodman's Creek, 
which creek forms the boundary of the sold land; the claim has been taken up on the west of the creek; the 
country about here is very rugged ; the reef seems to consist of three distinct lodes, averaging from 1 to 8 feet in 
thickness. A trial crushing of 4 tons operated on in Sandhurst gave a total yield of 1 oz. 1 dwt. of gold; in some of 
the broken-out quartz, gold is to be seen freely. 

Allcviax Mining. 

A nugget, ^ross weight 10 ozs. 6 dwts., containing 10 ozs. 2 dwts. of gold, was dropped upon a few weeks ago by 
Croker Brothers, m a claim lately taken up by them on the banks of the W hipstiok Creek. The ground had been 
previously worked, and whilst engaged in clearing away some mullock in the old workings, this welcome stranger was 
met with, having evideutlv been thrown away by some former worker. 

No miners are employed in mining for metals or minerals other than gold. 

The average quantity of water sold was two sluice-heads, at about 6s. per sluice-head per week.

BEECHWORTH DIVISION.

The promise of a wet winter is not being fulfilled, as during the past quarter water has beoome ver^ scaioe 
indeed, most of the sluices not working more than half time. Several very good *^ wash-ups *' were realised sinoe my 
last report, which accounts for the great increase in the quantity of gold disposed of. Amongst the sluicing companies 
the following amounts have been obtained, viz. : — 

Rocky Mountain, Spring Creek— 1,251 ozs. from 2^ acres of bottom washed over. 
United Sluicing, Three-mile Creek — 613 ozs. from 1 acre of bottom. 
Ah Ping and Co., Stilley's Paddock — 350 ozs. from f of an acre. 
Pund and Co., Three-mile Creek — 913 ozs. from 2 acres of bottom. 
Little and Co., Deep Creek — 240 ozs. from about 1^ acre of bottom. 

Very little is doing in quartz mining at the present. Some of the old reefs are being tried again, but no cruahings 
have taken'place yet. The Rose Reef Company have suspended work for a short time for the purpose of makiyg 
arrangements to work the reef on tribute. There have been a few crushings done at this mill, and the results will 
appear in my next report ; they are all in small quantities, and from variouslocalities. 

At Hurdle Flat, the Wallaby Company are still pushing on with their tunnel, and will probably finish it before 
the end of next quarter. The stone is still veiy hard in it, and the company intend altering the course of it some- 
what, in order to get into the old workings earlier than was at first intended. The Rechabite Company have opened 
their mill at Hurdle Flat, and will soon begin crushing. They are still on splendid stone, which will, it is thought, 
enable the company to declare a dividend in a short time. This company have a good claim, and it is bein^ economi- 
cally worked by Mr. Morgan, the manager. It is thought that the whole of the hill on which this reef is situated 
will pay to work, as there are several lines of reef running through it. 

Phillips and Co. have finished their long tail-race at Lower Nine-mile, and have commenced to wash. The 
claim is now in good working order. Lang and Son, at the same place, are busy making arrangements for cutting 
their tail-race. This will be a very expensive and tedious work, but, when completed, wiU give employment to many 
miners. 

There is very little doing at Stony Creek. Mr. Biddington bottomed the old shaft near the Buckland road, 
but obtained nothing from it, so had to abandon it again. No payable gold could be obtained in the washdirt. It is 
probable that the shaft is off the run, as the claims above are proving payable. 

The Murmungee Sluicing Company have not yet completed their tunnel. It is thought thejr will do so in about 
two months. The lead now bemg worked in the purchased land above this company's claim evidently runs into it, 
and when opened and sluiced will pay well. 

Several of the sluicing companies about Beechworth are putting on hydraulic hoses for the purpose of filing 
banks. It is known that witn the hose, where plenty of fall can be obtained, double work can be got through with a 
smaller number of men. 



YACKANDANDAH NORTH SUBDIVISION.

There is no mining as yet in this subdivision. 
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YACKANDANDAH SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

1 have nothing new to report in alluvial mining. 

In quartz mining, at Sandy Creek, the Wild Horse Reef has been traced for a distance of over four miles, and 
gold has been got in it in five different places in this distance. The original prospectors' claim, together with two 
men's ground, has been bought by a company just formed, who are placing a ten-head plant on the ground. The 
battery, which is now on the road, from Langland's Foundiy, is new, and will be erected and in full work iu about 
three months' time. 

Several parties from the great mining centres have been to examine the ground, and their report has, in every 
case, been satisfaotonr, so that there is every prospect of the great mineral resources of this new mining locality being 
thoroughly developed. 



INDIGO DIVISION. 
Mr. B, Arrowsmith, Mining Surveyor and Registrar. 

There is no material improvement to report in quartz mining for the quarter, although a larger number of 
miners have been engaged than usual, owing to the scarcity of work in the large alluvial claims. A company has 
taken up an extended claim on what is known as Beardmore's Hill, where very rich stone has often been obtained, 
but no definite reef discovered. The ground is registered under the title of the Magna Charter Company. 

The prospecting company on the Robert Bums Lead have reached a depth of 250 feet, and at 10 feet more they 
expect to cut the main reef. A small flat leader has been struck, showing gold freely both in the slate and quartz; 
iron pyrites are more than usually abundant ; and there is every reason to hope that the persistent efforts of this 
company will shortly be crowned with success. 

The Indigo Stockyard Company report having driven across about 200 feet of washdirt, in which gold is &irly 
disseminated in payable quantities. 

At the claim of the Chiltem Valley Company shafts are still being sunk and other preparatory work proceeded 
with. Until these extensive claims are further developed, the quantity of gold raised must necessarily be somewhat 
small, other ventures being solely in the hands of small co-operative companies deficient of capital requisite to develop 
the resources of the mines. 

A new company of 80 men have recently registered for the ground abandoned nearly twenty years ago by the 
Allied Armies Company, on the Skeleton Lead, south of Chiltem. Already a portion of the machinery has been 
placed on the ground. There is every reason to suppose that, with improved appliances, backed by sufficient capital, 
the enterprise will prove as successful as other ventures in this division. 



WANDILIGONG SUBDIVISION.

Notwithstanding the fact that the first two months of the past quarter were characterised by great dulness 
in both quartz and alluvial mining, its concluding month witnessed a decided improvement, and the quarter ended 
with a yield of gold fairly up to the average of the returns for any three months during some years past. 

Messrs. Page, Jones, and Co., of the Buck Eye Quartz Mining Company, Upper Morse's Creole, having finished 
their new crushing plant, the machine was started on the 30th May, and having a large body of stone to grass, the 
eight stamps, of which the plant consists, have been since kept constantly going. Only ooe cleaning up has been 
made since the mill has been at work ; 100 tons were then through, and the yield was a trifle over 15 dwts. to 
the ton. 

A discovery, likely, from present indications, to prove of lasting benefit to the district, has been made in the 
Cornish United Company's mine, Qrowler's Creek, where a reef, carrying a fair show of gold, has been struck, at a 
depth of 600 feet from the surface, in the low-level tunnel put in by the company for*prospecting purposes. 

The tributers in the Hillsborough are still raising good stone, about £1,000 worth of gold having been obtained 
during the quarter, not more than six men having been employed on an average. 

A tribute party is at work in the Myrtle Quartz mine, but so far nothing ^ood has been obtained. 

In the London Company's lease a new reef has been discovered, and a tribute party (Messrs. Wegg and Co.) 
are now working it with very satisfactory results, the first lot put through the stamps realising I oz. 7 dwts. 14'4 grs. 
to the ton. 

The Oriental Tributers have just finished crushing a parcel of 270 tons for a yield of 8 dwts. 4*44 grs. to the 
ton — a good wages return. 

Some of the new finds during the quarter have given good returns from their trial crushings ; Mr. H. Murray's 
reef, on the Ulster spur, Morse's Creek, returning 2 ozs. 3 dwts. to the ton ; Mr. R. Fletcher's Hidden Treasure, 
Qrowler's Creek, giving 2 ozs. 16 dwts. per ton ; Brennan and Forbes, Growler's Creek, within a fraction of 1 oz. 
12 dwts.; and Chalwell and Son, West Kange, of Morse's Creek, 3 ozs. 6 dwts. 6'69 grs. On Upper Morse's Creek, 
Messrs. Clarke Bros, got 8 dwts. 17'41 grs. per ton from a big reef. 

The yield of alluvial gold is greater than for many quarters past, this result being due to some companies 
washing up their lon^ lines of tail-races. 

Several new discoveries in mines have been reported towards the end of the quarter, from which nothing has 
yet been crushed, but some of the number will, no doubt, turn out satisfactorily, and the division may fairly be 
considered in a position to warrant anticipation of a successful career during the remainder of the year. 



BUCKLAND DIVISION. 
Mr. B. K. Smart, Mining Registrar. 

The returns, both for the quantity of stone raised and gold won, are smaller than for the previous quarter : this 
temporary fUling-off has been occasioned by the two prosperous companies, the Jackass and the Tiddle-de-addle-de, 
havmg raised but very little stone ; the former has not crushed any, and the latter but half the usual quantitv ; thus 
the bulk of the stone put through the different mills has been raised by numerous small parties, showing that the 
general prosperity is fully equal, if not even better, than heretofore. 

At Running Creek, the new find of Patrick Dwyer and John Woodward, named the Champion Eeef, is proving 
itself likely to be one that will yet be added to that list whereon are noted those reefs that have helped to make this 
division so famous. 

At Upper Buckland, there is a very hopeful feeling of a near approach of a mining revival, although the returns 
accompanying this show but a very slight improvement. At Freeburgh, a large extent of alluvial ground is worked, 
it being held principally by Chinese, who are very difident about giviog correct information concerning results, so it 
is just possible that the returns from alluviums may be understatdl. Quartz mining at this place is also looking up 
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in the shape of new discoyeries, some of great importance, as on three distinct lines of reefs that were worked and 
abandoned years ago, gold has again been found ; these reefs are the Young Try Again, the Noah's Ark, and the 
Homeward-bound . 

I would call special attention to the turn-out of gold from the Wheeler's pans, lately erected at great cost by 
those enterprising miners, John Dayis and Co., of the Tiddle-de-addle-de, at Harrietyille. For many years past, the 
tailin^^ from the different mills have mostly run to waste down the riyer, and a reference to the annexed return will 
assist in forming an estimate of the enormous quantity of gold lost. The great success attending the treatment by 
the ¥rheeler*s pans, is due partly to the perfection of the machinery, and partly to the knowledge of the manager, 
Mr. Blair, who, combining great practical experience with scientific skill, allows but yery little gold to escape from him 
when operating upon sand and pyrites. Messrs. Bayis and Co., by the erection of this machinery, have conferred a 
boon upon Harrietyille that the miners of that locality will not be slow to ayail themselves of. 

A powerful plant, for crushing quartz for the public, is now in course of erection by the Messrs. Henderson 
Bros., the flour and saw-mill owners, on the Oyens River, about three miles below the township of Bright ; but as it is 
not yet finished, I leave a further description imtil my next report. 

One head of water has been sold for 5s. per week. 



ALEXANDRA SUBDIVISION. 
Mr, A, B, Aifuwarthy Mining Surveyor and Registrar. 

I regret that, with the exception of some small parcels obtained from the Durham and Accident reefs, I have 
no payable crushings to record for the Alexandra Subdivision, save those from the Providence, Yea, and at the 
Ti-b'ee, where there is quite a stir, originating chiefly on the success of the Reedy Creek yield in the Kilmore 
Division. There is, however, a good deal of work going on in mining about Alexandra and the divide between the 
Goulbum and Devil's River, and it is to be anticipated that new and valuable discoveries will be made. The Ynlcaa 
Company are often in gold, but have not yet struck anything permanent. They have sunk a couple of winzes below 
their 400-foot level during the quarter without satisfactory result, and are now driving northward. The manager of 
the Mysterious Tribute nas started to drive westward across the ground intervening between the Lucky and 
Homeward-bound reefs; the dip in the strata changed at about 20 feet from his shaft; and this prospecting drive 
will be watched with interest as likely to throw new light on the formation of the Lucky reefs. Messrs. Neilan and 
Pickering have 10 tons or so of stone to grass at their shaft on the Homeward-bound line, and the Homeward-bound 
trihuter shaft is down 91 feet in slate. The Invincible Company liad a trial crushing of 8 tons, which did not yield 
as anticipated, but they expect better results from their next lot. There is nothing new at the Durham, save that the 
Hope of Richmond Company have got into the second dyke, and are now driving along it. The Providence Association 
are erecting another pumping and winding plant, their present machinery being insufficient. 

The alluvial mines have not done much during the ouarter. 

No mineral is worked for but gold, and no water is being sold. 



DRY CREEK SUBDIVISION.

A little more activity in alluvial mining has taken place since my last report. Some coarse gold has been 
obtained by a prospecting party in abandoned ground, ana a tunnel is now being driven to prove the venture. A 
prospector has struck gold in shallow sinking on a spur a considerable distance from Dry Creek; the prospect 
promises well for sluicing. Mr. Meade, of the Unee claim, who is raising some good stone, has let a contract to 
drive a tunnel at a lower level. 



BENALLA SUBDIVISION.

I have very little to add to my report for last quarter. 

Since it was sent in the Lion Company has finished the erection of its machinery, and has crushed a small 
quantity of stone, but I have not been favored with particulars as to the result. 

The Energetic Alluvial Company has washed up, but in this case also I have obtained no information. 

The New Temora Company has not yet quite completed its machinery, but it will shortly be finished, and no 
doubt during the ensuing quarter the question will be fully tested as to whether there is payable alluvial ground 
here. 

Considerable activity is shown in connection with quartz mining near Benalla. Various claims have been taken 
up and several leases applied for, and a sanguine feeling exists amon^ those interested therein. 

At Gowangardle matters still remain quiet. 



GAFFNEY'S CREEK SUBDIVISION.

The A 1 C(Anpany are now crushing, and expect a pajrable yield. There is some improvement in Dempsey's 
mine, the average yield from which, since last washing up, is lower than usuid. The Hunt's Company are still 
prospecting in the dyke with promising indications ; they have sluiced a part of the surface of their ground during the 
quarter for a yield of 30 ozs. 10 dwts. 4 grs., a very payable result. The Victoria is let on tribute, and tributers are 
satisfied with their prospects. The Waflaby Tribute continues to pay well. The Danabrog, Rose, and Eldorado are 
not working. A new reef, known as the " Transit of Venus," has been discovered during the quarter. The reef is 
composed of quartz, being granitic on the north side, but as yet it has not been sufficiently opened up to judge as to 
the class of dyke reef to which it belongs. The proprietors had some 20 or 26 tons of stone to grass, but, owing to the 
distance and ruggedness of the country, the packer stayed packing as soon as the weatner broke badly, and 
consequently only 7 tons reached the mill, which yielded nearly an ounce to the ton. The reef was cut in the tunnel 
at a depth of about 250 feet, and an altitude of about 1,800 feet above the creek ; the granite is about 20 feet thick, 
and the formation, so far, shows well for the mine. As crushing will be by water-power a small yield will pay. 

I have nothing further to report, save that alluvial miners have averaged about 21s. per week. 

No mining but for gold only. No water has been sold during the quarter. 
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WOOD'S POINT SUBDIVISION.

I am happy to be able to report very favorably of the late incidents in both quartz and alluvial mining in tho 
Wood's Point Subdivision. It may be said that the subdivision is being practically worked, without any ez^aneous 
assistance whatever, and a yield a little under 1,200 ozs. for the quarter, for a population of about 170 miners, is 
surely a promising result. The prospects for the coming quarter are apparently as encouraging. The All Nations 
Ibributers Company are ag^n on payable stone. Messrs. Treloar and Qiovannini are likely to obtain further pOTable 
orushings, and the splendid yield from that very old claim, the Great Eastern, on the same line, will surely be followed 
by further payable results. The United iMorning Star Company's tributers, Messrs. Stackpoole and party, have the reef 
bared for several crushings, and the Hope mine will doubtless obtain good returns from the same vein, which they 
have at length struck in their workings. The mines outside of these two main lines of reef, the All Nations and 
Morning Star, have had no results for the quarter ; but McGregor and Mulholland, at the Black Biver, and the Old 
Shamrock, at Gooley's Creek, promise well for this crushing season. Matters, therefore, are decidedly progressive 
about Wood's Point, and there appear grounds to anticipate that the late prospects and the characteristic energy of the 
miners will lead to the return of somewhat of the old days, so far as the present limited population is concerned. The 
alluvial miners have averaged over £2 10s. a week. No metal, save gold, is being worked for, and I hear no water 
has been sold. 



BIG RIVER SUBDIVISION.

Mining on the main lines of quartz reefs has been carried on during the past quarter with great vigor, many 
of the more important mines having improved prospects, as a reward for the judicious expenditure of capital. 

The dividends paid in this division during the past half-year amount to the large sum of £136,000, or at the 
rate of over a quarter of a million sterling per annum. This statement carries with it a oonvinoiDg proof of the 
immense wealth derived from the auriferous reefs of this goldfield. 

Several mining companies have succeeded in cutting reefs at great depths. Some of these reefs are new, 
whilst others are the continuation of gold shoots worked at shallower depths. 

The Shenandoah Company have discovered a saddle-formed reef in their 877-foot cross-cut east (No. 13 level). 
At 69 feet from the shaft they passed through the western leg, which averaged 6 inches in thickness. The quartz 
is of favorable appearance, and contains gold. The cross-cut was then continued until, at 126 feet from the shaft, it 
intersected the eastern leg. A rock-borer is driving the level north on this reef, which contains gold, and is rich in 
the usual minerals that accomnany gold, viz., galena, zinc-blende, and pyrites. The adjoining claim to the south (the 
Kew Chum Railway Company) have developed a rich reef at 840 feet in depth ; from it 28 tons of quartz have been 
raised, which yielded 293 ozs. of gold, being at the rate of nearly 10^ ozs. of gold to the ton. This claim 
contained rich reefs near the surface, and it affords another example of rich shallow reefs overlyine no less rich reefs 
at great depths. This company also employs a rock-borer to drive the levels north and south on the reef^ obtaining 
the mot ire-power from the air compressor lielonging to the Shenandoah Company. 
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Koch's Pioneer and the Windmill Hill companies are both driving cross-cuts east at 400 feet and 600 feet 
respectively. The former company are constructing their cross-cut with a boring machine, and are driving a level at 
1,300 feet in depth with a second rock -borer. 

The minmg companies here generally are becoming alive to the importance of thoroughly testing the ground 
on both sides of their shafts, convinced of the desirability of so doing by the splendid reeft discovered by that means 
in the EUenborough and the United Hustler's and £edan mines. The Confidence Extended Company, on the Wind- 
mill Hill, supplies another instance of a gold-bearing reef having been discovered by cro8s*cutting a greater distance 
into the strata than is usual. 

The results of the enterprise of the EUenborough Company are still conspicuous in the Eaglehawk portion of 
this division. Numerous shafts continue to be sunk, cross-cuts to be driven, and new machinery to be erected ; and 
no doubt a lengthened period of prosperity is dawning for many mines in the vicinity of the EUenborough, in 
consequence of the works in this mine proving that me formation of auriferous quartz is not of limited extent. 
Quite recently it was estimated that 2,000 tons of vein-stuff fell from the roof of this mine, which showed that the 
quartz still higher up was increasing in width, and also that it continued to be auriferous. Air-compressing and rook- 
drilling machines are here at work, and they must necessarily reduce the time considerably that would otherwise be 
occupied in reaching and developing the continuations of many rich reefs. 

Several mining ventures have been started to work the reefs at Sebastian and vicinity, some of which have 
paid good dividends, and, as will be seen by the (prefixed) returns, have yielded a considerable amount of gold. 

A new reef has been just cut by the Hustler's Reef Tribute, but it is not yet sufBciently developed to pronounce 
on its value. 

The quantity of water sold during the quarter for mining purposes was 88,600,000 gallons.

The mining interest in this diyision continues in a flourishing state, a large number of leases having been 
applied for, and fresh applications are still beinjs^ made. 

The Lone^ Tunnel Company have purchased one of the Humboldt rock-boring machines, for the purpose of 
completing their tunnel, driven in order to catch the old Albert line of reef, which was worked so successfully about 
twenty years age. 

The Doyle's Company have ordered one of the National rock-drills, to be used in sinking their shaft. They 
are erecting pumping and winding gear. 

The Crown Company, south and adioining the Doyle*s, have completed the erection of their winding and 
pumping machinery, and are busy sinking tneir shaft. 

The Langridge Company intend to erect machinery on their claim, to enable them to work their ground at a 
lower level. 

A tunnel is being put into the hill in the Multistriate Company's lease, and has been already driven a distance 
of nearly 400 feet.

The alluvial mines have not yielded as well as was expected, although it may be said, as regards the Mount 
Greenock Lead, that the deepest ground has not yet been found. The Union Extended Company have driven 914 
feet to the west of their shaft, and the ground appears to be still dipping in that direction ; they have, therefore,, 
decided to drive 100 feet more to the west. The Kip Van Winkle Company have amalgamated wiu the Kaiser and 
Scandinavian companies, under the title of the ''Rip Van Winkle United Gold Mining Company, No Liability"; it. 
is thought that they will now be able to work the ground more economically. There is a slight improvement in the 
Union and Hoffnung companies; but the Nichols Freehold Companv has been almost at a standstill. A contract, 
has, however, now been let for 400 feet of main driving, which will go far towards testing the value of the mine.. 
The South Greenock Company have struck gold in a bore, and are so well satisfied with the prospect that they are 
about to erect substantial machinery. 

The yield of gold from quartz is below the average; this is owing to the Union Q. M. Company, Amherst, 
haying suspended crushing in order to open out the mine at a lower level ; the shaft is now down 830 feet, the water 
being heavy ; it is intended to sink to a depth of 400 feet, which will be completed in about two months ; there will 
then be about 160 feet of good stone to work upon. Some good stone has been operated upon in Nugeety Gully, and 
a few trial crushings have been taken from All Nations Reef, which promises to be remunerative. The returns from 
the New Briseis Q. M. Company, Amherst, have not been very satisfactory, the ground opened out being patchy as 
yet; the reef is from 2 to 8 feet thick.

1 dwt. of gold, taken from 
the 500-foot level. The stopes to the north of the new main shaft are locking well, and the stone at the face appears 
to be widening out and showing good gold. A. winze is being sunk from the 400-foot level a considerable distance 
north, and is down about 40 feet, passing through good stone all the way and showing indications of the reef 
changing its underlie to the west. Que pair of Normanby air-coinpressors has been erected for driving the National 
rock-drills, three of which are now at work in sinking and driving. The stopes are too wide for the use of the drills they 
have at present, but longer poles and lighter drills are about to be obtained, as it is found that great advantages are 
gained by their use in many ways. The company are also engaged sinking the new main shaft, the present depth of 
which is 640 feet from the surface, and in sluicing the Old Goldsborough Company's main shaft, which is 600 feet deep ; 
and driving a cross-cut from the latter to the east at the 500-foot level, which is now put in 160 feet from the shaft. 

The North Birthday Company, Qoldsborough, are sinking their main shaft, the present depth of which is 448 
feet from the surface ; they are also erecting pumping and winding machinery, which will be completed in about two 
months. 

The South Birthday Company, QoldsHorough, are driving on the course of a lode at the 290-foot level, and are 
cross-cutting east in the drive. Strong leaders of quartz have been met with, carrying other minerals. The cross-cut 
is at present in 270 feet from the shaft. 

Curran's Freehold Company, Goldsborough, are engaged sinking their main shaft, which ia now down 367 feet 
from the surface. 

The Kind's Birthday Company, Goldsborough, are sinking their main abaft, the present depth of which is 560 
feet, and are driving north and south on the course of the lode at the 540-foot level. 

The Hard Hill Company, DonoUy, have been prospecting on the surface, along the line of the reef, without 
payable results. 

The Specimen Quartz Mining Company, Dunolly, have crushed 101 tons of stone for a yield of 94 ozs. 2 dwts. 
of gold. They are now excavating and building a fresh water dam, and have purchased a steam crushing plant of 
24 stanop-heads ; specifications for removal and erection of same are being prepared.

The Old Poverty Reef Company, TamaguUa, are sinking their main shaft, which is now down 590 feet, and 
are putting in a drive south at 450 feet. 

The United Specimen and Phoenix Company, TamaguUa, are driving along the course of the lode south of the 
main shaft at the 300-foot level. 

The Working Miners' Company, Coy's Diggings, have sunk their main shaft to a depth of 200 feet, and are 
cross-cutting for the lode at 191 feet. 

The Sheoak Company, Moliagul, have sunk their main shaft a further depth of SO feet, and are now cross- 
cutting through the lode, and have driven 14 feet from the hanging wall through solid quartz ; the foot-wall has not 
yet been reached. A little gold was obtained in the first 7 feet of driving. 

The Golden Star Company, Halfway Diggings, are raising stone and crushing from the 80-foot level. 

A new reef has been discovered at Jones's Creek, which shows indications of turning out well, but no stone has 
yet been crushed from it. Several old and abandoned reefs have recently been taken up and work commenced 
thereon. 

In alluvial mining there is nothing of any importance to report.

As anticipated, a marked improvement has taken place in mining interests throughout this division. 

The Morning Star Company s machinety has been working satisfactorily, and as a consequence the water in 

the mine ir nearly down. Wnen formerly worked, under most disadvantageous circumstances, a body of stone in 

this mine, yielding a return of nearly 2 ozs. per ton, had to be abandoned, owing to influx of water. The knowledge 

-of this fact has caused an application to be made for a gold-mining lease for ground to the north on the same line of 

reef. 

The contractors for the Jersey Seef Company are proceeding rapidly with the removal and re-erection of the 
Maxwell Reef Company's plant, the site chosen being in every way suitaole. 

Within the last month Watldns and party l^d a cmshing of 71 tons from the Welcome Reef, at Thompson's 
Gkdly, with the excellent result of 60 ozs., or nearly 17 dwts. per ton, the stone having been taken from a reef 10 feet 
wide, showing gold &eely. This has given rise to an application for a lease by the fortunato party, and the registra- 
tion of three quartz claims in the same locality. 

The Burke's Flat Quartz Mining Company, although not in full work, during the quarter crushed 409 tons of 
stone, with a return of 11 dwts. 15 '9 grs. per ton. 

' The average yield from crushiogs in this division during the quarter is over 9} dwts. per ton, which, considering 
the absence of capital and necessary machinery, must be looked on as most satisfactory. A very general impression 
prevails here that we are on the eve of a genuine mining revival, indications of which are perceptible to most of our 
experienced miners and to a few capable pudges from other localities. 

In alluvial mining, owing, probably, to the present good supply of water, there is also a perceptible improve- 
ment, the puddlers being more thim usualiy busy and a considerable amount of fossicking is being done in the scrub.

Several material improvements have been made during the quarter. The Grand Trunk Company are still 
sinking, have completed the erection of efficient machinery, and are now driving in the bed-rock sufficiently deep to 
drain the auriferous deep leads known to exist under the Guildford basaltic plains. At Barker's Creek, the cutting of 
contour races from the Victorian Water Supply Works, to permit the large extent of auriferous hills and gullies to be 
worked, is creating very much satisfaction ; the miners anticipating profitable sluicing operationB from a district 
which has always suffered for want of water. 

QvABTZ MiNiira. 

The United Ajax Company, having very properly determined to sink deeper in their mine, have purchased a 
" Normanby air-KX>mpre8Sor,'' receiver, " National rock-drill,*' pipes, connections, &o, ; these are completed, and wiU 
be forthwith set to work. The drilling machine is the first mtroduced into this district. The company have been 
sinking by hand-labor, and have unexpectedly out some promising quartz leaders, and have oome upon water. 

The Forest Creek Wattle Gully Company have completed the erection of machinery, and drained their mine. 
Preparations are now being made for following the reef, by sinking upon the underlay from the 450-foot level. 

The Nuggety Company have sunk their shaft 360 feet, including a 10-foot well, and have cut a plat, and are 
now cross-cutting for the reef. 

The Eureka tributers continue to find large bodies of payable quartz, averagii^^ over 10 dwts. per ton ; other 
portions of this mine, including the once famous Vineyard Beef, have been taken on tribute. 

At Harcourt, the Catherine Beef Company find their Exhibition pump to answer admirably ; it raises about 
3,000 gallons of water per hour. 

The Argus Beef tributers ^ntinue working large bodies of payable stone, and other partias, north and south, 
are also getting gold. 

The Meredith and Champion reefs, Castlemaine, and the Wilson's and Mvrtle reefs, at Myrtle Creek, have 
been taken up on lease ; none of these reefs have been worked below the water-level. 

Patent safety-cages and safety-hooks are being purchased and used, with other improved appliances. 

The q^uantity of water sold during the quarter has been 215,360,000 gallons, at ^d. per 1,000 gallons; and 
1,760,000 gakloas, at 3d.; and 750,000 gaUons, at 4d. per 1,000. 



FRYER'S CREEK DIVISION.

Population. 
Although there has been but a slight increase in the total number of miners during the past quarter, there has 
been a very considerable addition to tnose engaged in quartz mining ; this does not materially affect the general 
returns, but shows that alluvial minins is becoming less important on the older goldfields, owing to exhaustion, and 
that greater attention is being directed to quartz mining, which is likely to prove permanent and more remunerative 
in the future. 

PUDDUNG. 

The general returns of gold are not much less than those of last quarter, a few parties still finding the old 
ground payable. 

QuASTz MiKiira xn Qsvsbal. 

There has been a perceptible improvement during the past three months; more men have been employed, and 
more auriferous stone raised, although the averase yield per ton has not been greater. 13,462 tons of quartz have 
been crushed, yielding 2,335 ozs. 6 dwts. of gold, averaging 3 dwts. 11*26 grs. to the ton. Many of the pubUc 
companies aro making good progress, the energy thrown into the management indicating increased confidence in the 
ultimate prosperity of those which have hitherto proved only moderately remunerative, and indifferently prospeoted. 
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The New Era Company have been raifling quartz at different levels, ranging from 100 to 380 feet in depth, and 
from flat bodies of stone from 4 to 20 feet in width, intersected by small leaders, all more or less auriferous. The 
manager reports that preparations aro being made for sinking the main shaft to a greater depth. At the 380-foot 
level they have broken through into old workings ; at the 430-foot level a cross-cut has been driven from the shaft 
a distance of 240 feet, and continued north 250 feet, but nothing payable has been struck at this level as yet. Quartz 
crushed, 6,169 tons, averaging nearly 3 dwts. to the ton. 

Ferron*8 Reef Company. — This company have sunk their main shaft to a depth of 430 feet, and driven a cross- 
cut 80 feet in an easterly direction, but no payable gold in this drive has yet been obtained. 

Rowe Brothers have recently erected a 28 horse-power engine to work the Mosquito claim on Cattle^s Reef, the 
appliances heretofore having been very inefficient for working a mine of such magnitude. The underground workings 
bemg very extensive rendered it necessary to sink a new main shaft, which is being proceeded with at the present 
time. The yield of gold for the past quarter has been up to the usual average. 

English- Australian Quartz Mining Company. — This company is progressing very favorably, and there is every 
likelihood of its becoming dividend paying and equal in importance to the New Era Company, whose comparatively 
small averages have hitherto proved so highly remunerative to the shareholders. 

Chapel Hill Company. — The sinking of the shaft has been continued to a depth of 82 feet, and they are now 
driving on the course of the lode (3 feet), gold being seen in the stone. The manager is of opinion that the 
prospects are exceedingly favorable, and sufficiently encouraging to warrant the erection of a crushing plant, winding 
engine, Slc„ Ac, 

The Enterprise Company have been doing a lot of dead woiic in preparing for working on an extensive scale at 
different levels, and connecting the old workings in the adjacent claims, wnich have recently been amalgamated and 
comprised under one management. 

The Burdett Coatts Company are engaged sinking their two main shafts. The manager is very sanguine of 
striking the main Cattle's line of reef at no very distant date, and so establishing a connection between the auriferous 
lodes intersecting the Black Hawk (now Golden Eagle) and Rowe Brothers* claims, both Ijing northerly. 

Brown and ]party, Nuggety Gully. — ^The ground occupied by this party is being worked with increased energy, 
the main shaft, which is now down 90 feet, has struck the reef, which shows gold freely, and extends in a Boutherly 
direction into the Working Miners* leased ground. Some fine specimens were broken out from the lode very recently, 
80 that the prospects are highly favorable for following out the run of gold both north and south from the present 
workings. 

McDonald and party, German Gully. — This small party have been working with varied success for many years 
past, sometimes moderately payable, at others unremunerative ; at the present time quartz is being raised and crushed 
from a leader about 1 foot wide at a depth of 120 feet, which is likely to yield J oz. to the ton. This locality has 
not received that attention in respect to its mineral wealth which it undoubtedly deserves at the hands of the mining 
investor and speculator. 

Paull and Co., Kangaroo Hill, Vaughan. — The company are working in a tunnel underlying the basaltic 
formation, on a.n immense lode of quartz, averaging 34 feet in width. The last crushing realised 6 dwts. 13*24 grs. to 
the ton, but it is not known whether the quartz was taken out promiscuously or picked. The general prospects of 
the mine are good. 



HEPBURN DIVISION.

The Cornish Quartz Company, having discharged the liabilities of the old company, have erected new and 
powerful machinery, sufficient to work the mine to a depth of 1,200 feet. Parties of tributers are at work in various 
portions of the ground, and hopes are entertained that this mine will again prove remunerative. 

The Argus Company. — ^The manager reports that the mine is flooded, and the company are still unable to pay 
a dividend. 

The Comet Quartz Company, Spring Creek. —Prospectors get a little gold. 

The Haindz Quartz Company, Rocky Lead. — Part of the machinery is now on the ground, and preparation 
IB being made for sinking the shaft to the water-level. 

The Western Star Quartz Company, west of Blind Creek. — The shaft is down 200 feet ; a drive was put in 
south-westerly 40 feet on the line of reef, which dips southerly ; a 12 horse-power engine and a Tangy (3-inch 
-cylinder) pump, capable of raising 6,000 gallons of water, will be erected. 

The South Star Quartz Company, on the Rising Star line of reef, are down 250 feet, and a contract has been 
taken for sinking an additional 50 feet prior to the erection of machinery. 

£eep It j3ark Quartz M. Company. — The shaft is down 150 feet, and a southerly drive of 80 feet has been put 
in. About 40 tons of stone is to grass, which is expected to yield 3 or 4 dwts. per ton. 

Wilson and Young's party*8 prospect at Old Adam's Reef: 8 tons of stone yielded 2 ozs. 3 dwts., or nearly 
6^ dwts. per ton. 

Bell's Quartz M. Companv, Bell*s Reef. — The manager reports that the opening out the lode on Friday last 
disclosed splendid looking stone, showing good rough gold. Prospects were tried, which yielded some good specimens 
and quantities of looso gold ; the reef is dipping slightly northwards towards the hill, where the lode on the surface is 
of the greatest width. On the whole the mine looks very promising indeed. The battery will be stopped for a few 
days to adjust machinery ; meanwhile the raising of quartz will be proceeded with. 

The Ajax Quartz Company are sinking a new shaft west of the present one, and are down 120 feet, with a view 
to finding Willard and King's lode. 

The ^Victoria Quartz M. Company have raised 80 tons of stone from a vertical lode ; the shafb is 185 feet 
deep, and driving is progressing north and south.

Very little water having been obtainable, alluvial workings have been comparatively speaking stopped; but the 
water races now having commenced ninning, more activity is shown. A short period of time will be necessary 
before satisfactory results can be reported.

If 
this is the case, he will have 170 feet of backs to take out. I have not been able to ascertain the length of the shoot, 
but the thickness varies from 8 to 18 inches. 

The prospects in alluvial mininp^ are far from promising at present, as will be seen by the return of alluvial 
gold. Little if any gold has been obtamed on the Crooked River, and some miners have almost come to the conclosioii 
that the river bed is worked out. On Middle Dargo, some miners make about wages, but 1 hear of none making 
more. Owing to the approach of winter and other causes, the Twenty-five Mile, Thirty MUe, and Upper Dargo are 
nearly deserted. No mining is done in this division for metals or minerals other than gold, and no water is sold for 
mining purposes. 



JERICHO DIVISION.

In quartz mining considerable improvement is noticeable of late. Although the yield of gold has been small, 
better prospects for the immediate future are decidedly apparent. 

In the Harbinger (McDougal claim). Dry Creek, a well-defined, gold-bearing reef has been discovered at a low 
level, after more than two years tunnelling and prospecting. 

The Aberfeldy (J. Rice's claim) has now become the property of a new company, the Toombon Grold Mining 
Company. They are erecting new machinery and driving a tunnel at the lowest possible level, which, when 
completed, will be about 4,000 feet long. 

The Lily of the Valley Company have had no wash up during the quarter. They have crushed 120 tons of 
stone. 

The Star and Thomson Company are erecting machinery and laying tramways. 

The Lochfyne Company are still prospecting their claim. 

A new lease has been taken up in the Blue Jacket Creek, where rich leaders were worked, with good results, by 
•the Blue Jacket Qold Mining Company, twelve years a^o. 

The alluvial miners have been, as a rule, making wages at rather a low average. 

No other metal than gold mined for. 

No water sold.

The Bismarck United Company have crushed 266 tons of quartz, for a yield of 403 ozs., being an average of 
1 oz. 11 dwts. 11*62 grs. per ton. The mine continues to look well, the quartz being obtained from the longest shoot 
of auriferous stone yet found in the claim. The Fulton's Creek Company have been proving the extent of the gold- 
bearing stone in their reef previous to erecting a battery.

The New Hit or Miss, New Victory, and Gnome companies continue to carry on their prospecting works, but 
nothing has occurred in them during the quarter worthy of mention.

BALLARAT MINING DISTRICT. 



CENTRAL DIVISION. 
Mr, David Christy^ Mining Registrar, 

I have the honor to forward my report for the past quarter, and, although the quantity of gold is Iobs than that 
obtained during the previous quarter, such may be aocouated for by the fact that a greater quantity of prospective 
work has been done, which will, no doubt, eventually result favorably for the several companies interested. It will be 
seen from my statistical returns that the average yield from quartz is almost identical, viz., quarter ending June, 
7 dwts. 3*87 grs. as against 7 dwts. 3*07 grs. for the past quarter, so that there is no great disparity in the value of 
the stone crushed. The Band of Hope and Albion Consols still continues to occupy the foremost position; and the 
Young Band Extended Company has struck some excellent stone, yielding 2 ozs. 1 dwt. 11*57 grs. to the ton. 

I cannot report that much gold has been obtained by the claims working on the north side of Lake Wendouree, 
viz., the Wendouree, New Essex, and Reporter companies, but they are prosecuting their operations with vigor. 

The several dividend-paying mines show favorable returns. The City of Ballarat Company has indications of 
success, although the amount of gold obtained for the quarter is not great ; yet it is considerea by the manager that 
the prospects will lead to a good paying gutter. 

There has been another claim taken up (Bebro and Co.) further west than the City Company, which comprises 
the only available Crown lands between the former company and private property. The decrease in the numoer of 
miners since last quarter is owing, in a great measure, to the final working out of the alluvial deposits in the Hurds- 
field group of claims, and others. The greater number of these miners have found employment at the Kingston 
mines. I anticipate, however, the faliing-off is only temporary; and, so soon as the progressive mines have oeen 
developed, a large number will find employment.

SOUTHERN DIVISION.

Quabtz Mining. 

During the past quarter much time has been spent in deepening and repairing shafts and other work in 
connection with our quartz mines, consequently the returns are much smaller than usual. The coming quarter will, 
no doubt, prove a good one, as payable stone has been struck by the Williams* Fancy Company's Tributers, and by 
the Little Hopewell Company's Tributers No. 2. The last-mentioned find is important, as being the deepest payable 
stone yet discovered at Staffordshire Reef. 

The Little Hopewell Company's Tributers No. 1, at Staffordshire Beef, continue to do well. The Tributers 
No. 2 have struck pavable stone at the depth of 220 feet. A trial crushing of 61 tons, taken from that depth, gave 
the excellent yield or 17 ozs. 16 dwts. 12 grs. per ton, or an average of 5 dwts. 19*86 grs. to the ton. Should the 
same quality of stone continue, it will pay them handsomely, as the lode is 6 feet wide and easily worked. 

The Speedwell Tribute Company have not done so well as expected; they have a large quantity of stone in 
sight, but unfortunately it is at present very poor. 

Charles Wilson and Co. have completed the erection of a five-head battery, and are crushing ; but the result 
will not be known in time for my report. I am informed that the mine is looking well. 

Kangaroo. — The Williams' Fancy Company's Tributers have sunk the shaft to 190 feet in depth, and, in 
opening out, struck the lode showing payable gold to a further depth of 20 feet. 

The Nil Desperandum Companv's Tributers, not being abfe to strike aziything payable, gave up the tribute. 
The company shortly afterwards sold the plant, which is now being removed to Buninyong. 

Alluvial. 

In this class of mining I am not aware of anything worthy of special mention. 
No water is sold in thu division. 
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BUNINYONG DIVISION. 
Mr. Robert M, Harvey ^ Mining Surveyor and Registrar, 

QuiiBTz Mining. 

The yield of gold from quartz steadily increaseB in the Buninyong diYuion, this quarter's return being 
1,760 0Z8., as against 1,411 ozs. last quarter ; the yield per ton has improved from 6^ to 6| dwts. Quartz mining ia 
chiefly carried on, at the Hiscock's belt, and extends lor a length of four miles. Several other Hues of reef are 
being prospected, and the aspects of the division are brighter than they have been for many years. 

A large amount of new machinery is being erected, and two new crushing plants will shortly be added to the 
present number. 

Alluvial MiiriNa. 

Some good yields have been obtained from the Red Jacket gutter, a tributary to the Durham from the east. 
Nothing can be done in the deep workings, oonneoted with the main gutters, until the drainage has been effected. 

LiGNITB. 

This is now being used in the manufacture of a deodorant and fertilizer, and being afforded a fair trial. 



SMYTHESDALE DIVISION. 

Mr. John Lynch, Mining Surveyor and Registrar. 

The yield from all sources for the quarter was 7,126 ozs., being 470 ozs. in excess of that of the previous 
quarter. The excess is to be ascribed to improved vields in the Racecourse and Trunk Lead companies, Hadaon, and 
to increased returns from the sluicing companies throughout the division. Several new ventures have been started 
during the quarter — Haddon being the favored locality. The mines in this part of the division have been the principal 
producers, but 1 regret that we shall in future miss the contributions of the oldest and one of the most productive of 
them — ^the Reform — which is nearly worked out. Other mines of good promise a few months ago have also become 
extinct, chiefly among these being the Qolden Age, at Brown's. Several small parties have been at work for many 
months within the township of Smythesdale, but their efforts have been attended with only partial success. The 
Qolden Belt Company, at Springdallah, are erecting very powerful machinery. The progress of this mine is watched 
with deep interest, as upon it depends, in a large degree, the fate of deep alluvial minmg in the part of the division in 
which it is situated. A sood-sized claim has been applied for within the township of Lintons. A claim of fifty acres, 
comprising what is considered to be the outlet of the Bottle Hill leads, has been brought into requisition, and is likely 
to prove a success. In quartz mining, but little has been done. The Ganico Flat Company have had, however, a good 
crushing, the result of which caused a demand for adjoining land on the course of the lode. The Britannia Company 
(quartz) are making steady progress, and expect to be soon able to render a good account of their labors. A fair share 
of useful work has been done in Juicing ; but the scarcity of water has been, as usual, a great drawback to this branch 
of mining. 



CRESWICK DIVISION. 
Mr. J. Stevenson, Mining Registrar. 

I have the honor to report that there has been no abatement in mining speculation during the quarter in this 
division, nearly all the country for miles north of Springhill, and extending far bey ends the limits of my division, 
having been taken up in mining ventures. There are now seven drills beside the diamond drill at work trying to 
determine the locality of the deep ground on the different leads. 

There is a considerable decrease (over 1,500 ozs.) in the yield from quartz during the quarter, and the avenige 
yield shows a decrease of over 16 grs. per ton. The Clunes Company have during the past week struck some rich- 
looking stone in Robinson's Reef, wnich is 6 feet wide. 

in alluvial, the Loughlin Company's mine has commenced yielding gold ; the other progressive mines are still 
sinking and erecting machinery. There is an increase of over 2,000 ozs. m the yield from alluvial claims during the 
quarter.

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GORDON SUBDIVISION. 
Mr, Thomas Cowan, Mining Surveyor and Registrar. 

Black Horse United Company, Egerton. — There is nothing new to report with regard to this company daring 
the past quarter. Stone which yields a good profit, is still being raised from the various levels throughout the mine. 
During the quarter 6,302 tons have been crushed, which produced 1,638 ozs. 13 dwts. of gold, or an average of 6 dwts. 
4*80 grs. per ton. Dividends to the amount of 48. per share, equal to £2,000, have been paid during the quarter. 
The number of men employed was 135. 

The Egerton Company, Limited, Egerton. — This company have been raising stone of good quality from the 
various levels in their mine, varying in depth from 280 down to 810 feet. 10,753 tons of quartz have been crushed 
during the quarter, yielding 6,937 ozs. of gold, or an average of 12 dwts. 21 '65 grs. per ton. Dividends to the value 
of 8s. per snare, equal to £10,000, have been paid during the quarter. Two hundred and fifty men have been 
employed. 

Egerton. — Prospecting operations have been carried on by the Discovery Company, at a depth of 180 feet, on 
a lode the width of which has not yet been ascertained ; a distance of six feet has, however, been driven into it. 
Two trial crushings of 80 and 110 tons from this lode yielded respectively 4 dwts. and 2 dwts. to the ton. This is not 
considered a payable yield, but the company is still prospecting with the view of further testing the value of the stone. 
Fourteen men are employed. 

The leases taken up a few months ago, to the east of Egerton, still remain uuworked. 

Twenty-one Chinese are still engaged in washing the tailings from the Egerton and Black Horse companies* 
batteries, and, as I have been informed, have obtained about 68 ozs. of gold. 

The Parker's United Company, Gordon. — This company have been raising stone, during the quarter, from a 
lode averaging 3 feet 6 inches in width, above the 440 and 500-foot levels, and also from a lode at the 600-foot level. 
A winze was sunk from this level a distance of 20 feet, when a slide was met with which carried the quartz 41 feet to 
the west. Operations have also been carried on at the 700-foot level, in which the lode averages 4 feet in width. 
Work has also been carried on in the 500- foot level at the north shaft from a lode 3 feet wide. 4,000 tons of quartz 
have been crushed, yielding 2,006 ozs. 10 dwts. of gold, or an average of 10 dwts. 0*78 grs. per ton, and 141 ozs. 
19 dwts. of gold were obtained from treating pyrites. One hundred and fifty men have been employed, and dividends 
to the value of 3s. per share, amounting to £3,000, have been paid. 

Gordon. — The North Parker's Company have been engaged in prospecting during the quarter at the 200-foot 
level, and have passed through several slides, but as yet imve met with no stone of a payable nature. Fourteen 
men have been employed. 

Parker's No. 2 Company. — No work has been done by this company during the quarter. 

Parker's United No. 1 Quartz Mining Company. — This company's shaft has reached a depth of 30G feet, and 
the company are now engaged in erecting an engine and winding gear. Twelve men have been employed. 

Parker's Company. — This company have been engaged in driving along the course of a lode discovered at 
a depth of 160 feet. No trial crushing has yet been made, but 50 tons of stone have been forwarded to the Black 
Horse Company's battery, and is now awaiting crushing, owing to the battery being fully engaged. Twenty men 
have been employed. 

Parker s Freehold Company. — ^This company are still engaged in sinking their shaft, which has now reached a 
depth of 400 feet. An engine of 17 horse-power and winding gear have been erected during the quarter, at a cost of 
£4/00 for the engine and £100 for its erection. Twenty men have been employed. 

Parker's Extended Company. — This company have been engaged in prospecting their ground, in sinking, and in 
driving. A lode, 18 inches in width, was discovered at a depth of 100 feet. A trial crushing of 21 tons of stone was 
taken from this reef, which yielded 36 ozs. 8 dwts. of gold. Ten men have been employed. 

Shamrock Company. — This company's ground is situate a short distance to the east of the Parker's United 
Company, and is held under lease by Thomas Bohan (Lease No. 1295). An engine of 11 horse-power has been 
erected on an old shaft which was sunk several years ago to a depth of 300 feet, and thu shaft has been repaired to a 
depth of 150 feet. Twelve men have been employed. 

Six Chinese are still washing the tailings from the Parker's United Company's battery, and, as I have been 
informed, have obtained about 30 ozs. of gold. 

The Parker's United Miners' Company, Moorabool West. — Four additional stamp-heads have been added to 
this company's battery, and 360 tons of stone have been crushed, which yielded onlv 11 ozs. of gold. Operations 
ceased on the 15th September, in consequence, I presume, of the small yield of gold from the stone. The company, 
however, intend commencing operations again during this month. Fifteen men have been employed. 

The Great Northern Parker's Company, Korweinguboora. — The State Forest Company is now re-organized 
under the above title. They have been engaged at intervals in tracing the reef on the surface, and it is stated a 
battery will be erected shortly. Five men, on an average, have been engaged. No other work has been done in 
this locality during the quarter. 

Lai Lai Iron Works, Lai Lal.—This company have been engaged in manufacturing all classes of foundry work 
from the pig-iron previously obtained. No ore has been smelted during the quarter, but 30 men were engaged in 
raising ore and doing other necessary works. 

Alluvial Minivg. 

Kerrit Bareet Company, Gordon. — Prospecting operations have been carried on by this company during the 
past quarter. The shaft was bottomed at a depth of 112 feet, and was then sunk to a depth of 150 feet. A chamber 
was constructed at a depth of 142 feet, and a drive put in a distance of 30 feet, but as yet no washdirt has been met 
with. Seventeen men were employed. 

The information with regard to the amount of gold purchased was obtained from the managers of the Union 
Bank, Ballarat, and London Chartered Bank, Gordon.

Alluvial Miriko. 

The whole of the work done in alluvial mining is confined to the banks of the Moorabool River and the old 
workings about Morrisons and Dolly's Creek ; the miners in most cases barely making a living. 

Quartz Miitiko. 

This branch of mining is in a very dull state at present. At Steiglitz there are only four parties at work. 
Elaine has slightly improved during the quarter, and some of the old miners still have faith in the locality. Mr. A. 
Hoelscher has a party of men at work there, but he has not met with the success which he deserves. 

It is difficult to learn the actual amount of gold obtained in the district, as a great many sell their gold in 
Ballarat. It will be seen, however, that the yield for the quarter is above that for the previous one. 
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BLACKWOOD DIVISION AND BLUE MOUNTAIN SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

Quartz Mining. 

Although there has been no increase in the quantity of gold obtained from this branch of mining, there has, 
nevertheless, been a marked activity observable in several parts of this district. A little of the much-Deeded capital to 
develop our many gold-bearing reefs seems to be forthcoming at last, and, if judiciously and economically expended, 
some of the new ventures lately successfully floated and others dow in progress of formation will most likely prove 
remunerative. 

Steam engines and other mining plant, which have of latter years been removed from here to the value of 
about £18,000 sterling, are now being replaced or again brought into the district. The New Cosmo Company have 
nearly finished the erection of a steam engine and battery, and the Simmons* Reef Amalgamated Mining Company's 
20 horse-power winding and pumping engine has been delivered at the mine. This company intends, if possible, to 
crush with water power all tne year round, and with this object in view have had a survey made for the construction of 
a large reservoir. Mr. Stuart Muiray, who made the survey, fixed upon a site at the Upper Lerderderg, about seven 
miles above Simmons' Beef, which, according to his estimate, would cover an area of water surface of about 25f acres. 
The height of the embankment would be 45 feet, and the capacity at the 40-foot level would be about 109,000,000 
gallons of water. The estinuited cost, including 10 per cent, for engineering, would be £2,329. The Simmons' Beef 
Company's mine being situated the highest up the river, the water after leaving that company's wheel would be 
available for all the workings down the river; it is therefore unquestionable that a reservoir holding such a large 
quantity of water would be a great and lasting benefit to the whole of Blackwood. It should also be of great advantage 
to the Bacchus Marsh valley for irrigation purposes, as the reservoir would only be opened when the stream in the 
river would be inadequate, which generally occurs at the end of December or the commencement of January. The 
reservoir would, in all likelihood, furnish a supply of 1,000,000 gallons of water per diem up to the end of April, or 
even later, and during the ver) months when water is mostly needed in the locality referred to for irrigation 
purposes. It is, however, very doubtful whether a single company with limited means will incur such a large 
outlay. 

Several new companies have b^en formed since my last report, or are now in course of formation. The 
Xoh-i-noor Company, adjoining on the north the Simmons' Beef Amalgamated Company, and comprising the area 
formerly held by a company of the same name, and the Lerderderg Company, have been successfully floated. They 
intend to use water power both for crushing and pumping purposes, and as the tail water of the Simmons* Reef 
Amalgamated Company's wheel, as well as the water from the present reservoir, will be available for that purpose, a 
sufficient supply of water during the greatest part of the year may be obtained. 

Anotaer public company, under the style of Mounter's Company, has also met with success respecting the floating 
of the same, as all the shares have been taken up. The mine is situated at Barry's Reef, and consists of the areas held 
by Mounter Brothers and the Township Reef Company (late Sultana Company). A crushing from this mine giving 
an average yield of 12) dwts. of gold per ton has just taken place, and the shareholders are confident of having made 
a profitable investment. 

The New Sultan Company have connected their drive on the course of the Sultan lode with the old workings of 
the late North Sultan Company. The reef is two feet in width, and the walls are well defined and contain a little 
gold, but nothing payable has boen discovered as yet. 

Alluvial Mining. 

Nothing of any importance has oome under my notice in this branch of mining. 

No miners are employed in mining for metals and minerals other than gold. 

The average quantity of water sold was six sluice-heads at about 6s. per sluice-head per week. 

The raiufidl during the quarter has been— July, 2*58 ; August, 2*34 ; September, 2'62 ; total, 7'54 inches.

The weather during the past quarter has been unusually dir and in consequence the sluicers have not been able 
to work more than half time as a rule, and many not as much. The output of gold for the quarter is only about half 
that of the previous quarter, and this has had a very depressing effect on business generally. Unless copious showers 
fall during the next tew months, aUuyial mining must oome to a standstill here, for without water many of the large 
sluioingclaims will be unable to wash down. 

The following are a few of the principal returns for the quarter, viz. : — Excelsior Company, B^id's Creek, 140 
ozB. ; Ah Hen and Co., Beechworth, 193 ozs. ; Trezise and Co., Stony Creek, 163 ozs.; Bechabite Company, Hurdle 
Fkt, 120 ozs. 

In quartz some little activity is beinff exhibited in consequence of the two or three good finds at Stony Creek, 
and many prospectors are visiting the locuitv. A trial crushing from Croft's Reef gave 3^ ozs. to the ton ; a trial 
from the Hare Beef gave 24 ozs. per ton ; and 70 tons from Trezise's Wallaby Beef gave a splendid return of 2 ozs. 
6 dwts. This latter reef is well defined and shows gold in the stone very freely. Some of the specimens are 
exceedingly rich. 

Elmer and Co. have bottomed a shaft in Bowman's Forest at a depth of 260 feet, with a^ prospect 
calculated to go about 3 dwts. per ton. The bottom is dipping very Cut, and the party intend to drive out a 
considerable quantity of dirt for tne purpose of giving it a fair trial. 

A small rudi took place to Mopoke GuUy, where three or four claims got on to a good though narrow lead. It 
is said Thomson and Co. have obtained as much as an ounce to the dish from some parts of their claim. It is thought 
that all the gullies foiling into the Two and Three Mile creeks carry gold* 
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The Beechworth Prospectin^r Company have made arrangements with Messrs. Bigelow and Co. to work their 
claim, the Homeward Bound Eeef, at Rocky Point. This reef has been sunk upon to a depth of orer 500 feet, and has 
given, as a rule, fair returns. The company intend to sink the shaft to a great deptii in order to test whether payable 
quartz can be obtained. If they are successful, no doubt it will give a great impetus to quartz mining here, as there 
are many reefs which paid well on being first found, but were abandoned for want of means to practically work 
them. 

The Rose Reef Company, af^r abandoning their reef, are determined to take it up again, and intend purchasing 
the machineiy, pumps, &c., for the purpose of sinking the shaft to a greater depth, where it is believed payable stone 
will be obtained. Should the crushing machinery be taken away from Beechworth, it will greatly impede quartz 
mining in the locality. 

The Rechabite Company, at Hurdle Flat, continue to get payable stone. It is the intention of the directoiy to 
obtain a larger battery, as the present one is much too small for their requirements. 

A claim has been taken up on the Ovens River, near Everton, in new country. The prospect obtained was 
thought to be payable, but no trial has yet taken place. Should thu ;{round prove remunerative, a very great deal 
of country will be worked which is now lying idle. The sinking is about 60 feet deep. 



YACKANDANDAH NORTH SUBDIVISION.

There is no mining as yet in this subdivision. ' 



YACKANDANDAH SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

In alluvial mining I have to report that, owing to the scarcity of water, work on several claims has been 
suspended, the owners seeking employment elsewhere for the present. Several of the Chinese have left this sub- 
division for the purpose of grovnng tobacco. 

The Wild Horse Quartz Mining Company have, since my last report, placed an engine and ten head of stampers 
on their ground, which will be ready for work by the end of October. A mining manager having been appointed, 
reef work will be proceeded with almost immediately, and satisfactory returns are anticipated from uns property. 



INDIGO DIVISION. 
Mr. R. Arrowimith, Mining Surveyor and Registrar. 

Very little change was observable in the aspect of quartz mining during the quarter. A new reef has been 
found near Rutherglen and named the *' Pioneer." The stone looks weU, and a good vield may be anticipated. 

The Robert Burns Prospecting Company has reached a depth of 260 feet, and is cross-cutting for the reef. 
With this exception very little is being done towards the development of the reefs at the lower levels, while the 
payable portions of the numerous surface veins are being gradually worked out. In two instances only has a depth 
of 300 feet been reached, and until a diamond drill is employed there seems very little prospect of much improvement 
in this branch of mining. 

The alluvial mines, on the other hand, are receiving a considerable amount of attention : not only are the 
claims already established on the old leads looking well, but a considerable extent of new ground nas been occupied 
during the quarter in the interests of mining companies. 

The Indigo Stockyard Company is still running main drives, more than 2,000 feet ha^ng already been com- 
pleted, and the Chiltern Valley Grold Mines Company is similarly employed. They have completed about 500 feet, 
and the prospects of both companies are satisfactory. 

All the large alluvial claims have recently been re-registered under the new frontage bye-laws of the Beech- 
worth Mining Board. Under the old bye-laws, where 100 men were entitled to 2^ miles, depending on the depth, 
the same number will now hold five miles or more by a width of one mile. Under this very liberal bye-law, the old 
ground where the Clydesdale, Glencoe, and All Englands are supposed to form a junction has been taken up and 
registered for the formation of a company. 

Messrs. Wood and Morton, of Ballarat, have purchased from Mr. Dillon a block of 307 acres on the suppoeed 
course of the Chiltern and other leads. • A company has been formed, and boring operations are to be commenced 
immediately. It is probable that a considerable portion of the lead will intersect the land, and there is every reason 
to suppose the venture will prove a success. Another company is in course of formation to bore the low-lying oountiy 
between Rutherglen and Wahgunyah for the outlet of the Rutherglen leads and the ancient course of the Murray 
Biver. 



BUCKLAND DIVISION. 
Mr. B. K. Smart, Mining Registrar. 

Judging from the amount of gold won, the quarter has been a prosperous one for the quarts miners, for, 
although only forty-nine (49) tons more of quartz were crushed than auring the preceding quarter, there is an 
increase of 582 ozs of gold. The alluvial miners have not been so fortunate, their returns having decreased, and the 
reply I invariably received to any inquiry as to their success was, *' Very little gold just now." 

At Buckland the miners are still hopeful, notwithstanding the small amount of gold with which their enter- 
prise has been rewarded, but just lately they have been pleasantly exercised over the discovery of a new reef about 
half a mile from the abandoned Alta and Kelson claim. The discoverers are Messrs. Scott and Anderson. This find 
is regarded as a valuable one, and as being likely to draw the attention of prospectors to a locality that has hitherto 
been pretty much overlooked. 

At Porepunkah and Eurobin quartz mining is not much followed, but several alluvial claims are being worked. 
Mr. Weston, a claimholder and experienced sluicer, reports that the gold is very fine, and that there are hundreds of 
acres down the river from him that would pay for working. A party of Chinese just below his claim throw idl the 
top dirt away, and work up to their waists in water to procure the auriferous drift below, which they put into 
buckets and carry to the river to wash. 

At Harrietville the quartz mines are still yielding well, as are also the alluvial claims. 

At what is known as the Left Branch some fine nuggets have been unearthed, the largest weighing nearly 
4 ozs. Only four men are at work on the ground, and there are acres unoccupied. What ground is now TOin^ worked 
may be described as patchy, with a heavy wash ; it is chiefly situated on the terraces in the bends of the nTer, and 
has never yet been systematically explored, although it has been known for years past that coarse gold wns occasionally 
to be picked up at the place by any one seeking for it. 

A miner of the name of Peter MoDuff is stripping a paddock by himself 40 feet deep ; rather a heavy 
undertaking single-handed, but, for some time past he has been oringing small nuggets into Bright, and I think Ida 
kppwle^ge of the ground warrants him in anticipating a fair reward for his herculean labors. 
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At Preeburgh an increase has taken place in the number of alluvial miaers. The ipoond worked averages 
from 10 to 20 feet deep, and in most instances is stripped, only ouc or two claims underminiDg and using timber to 
support the solid ground above. The wash dirt is from 1 to 6 feet deep, and the gold fine, althqugh during last 
August a specimen was obtained that weighed 18 ozs., and when reduced produced 12 ozs. of pure gold, and it is now 
current that a much larger one was taken out of the sluice-box last week. 

The gold from the quartz raised here, as shown in the return attached, is all from newly-discovered reefs of 
very promising appearance. 

At Porepunkah the new crushing mill erected by Henderson Bros, is completed and at work ; the site is on 
the edge of the Ovens River, about three miles below Bright, and is excavated in the solid rock, about H feet deep 
and just above high-water flood mark ; the wheel is 12 feet in diameter, with an 8-inch face ; there is but one battery, 
of five stamps wiui 9-inch heads, the weight of each stamp complete is about 8 cwt. ; the gratings have 175 holes to 
the square inch ; the table is 14 feet long, of colonial timber 2^ in. thick, joints grooved and tongued, and is laid on 
two joists with ledges above, the whole being fixed together with bolts about 2 feet apart. Adjoining is the retorting 
house, also cut out of the solid rock, and housed in with a shingle roof. A tramroad, on which is a weighbridge, 
leads to the pass, so that the stone after being broken up finely can be easily weighed before being crashed. Tne 
quantity of water used for driving the wheel is equal to about 14 horse-power. The water is taken from the Ovens 
^ver and conveyed to the mill in a ditch about two miles long, the supply never failing in the driest of seasons. 

At Bright the Easter Gift Company are driving an adit to strike the reef at a lower level, but the great event 
for the time l^ing is the taking up of the Morse's Creek valley from Bright to four miles upwards, by the Hon. John 
A. Wallace and Co., for the purpose of working the deep lead known to exist there. The miners and other residents 
anticipate, judging from the proprietary, that the work about to be carried on will be commensurate with the large 
extent of ground token up. Although idle men are not to be seen about here, there are always plenty of offers 
forthcoming when tenders are oalled for work. The other day nine were sent in for the cleaning and restoring about 
three miles of the Pioneer ditch, the lowest being £70 and the highest £229. 

The only water sold, that I have information about, is at Buckland, where seven heads have been disposed of 
at from 5s. to 20s. per head per week. 



WANDILIGONG SUBDIVISION. 
Mr, T, C. Kaighin^ Mining Regiitrar. 

The principal event of interest in this subdivision during the past quarter has been the occupation hy the 
Hon. J. A. Wallace and Co. of a large block of ^ound in the valley of M!orse*s Greek, equal to sixty men's claims, 
for the purpose of working the deep lead of auriferous alluvial ground known to exist therein. An adjoining claim 
on the south side, comprising forty men's ground, has been taken up by Captain Kenny, of St. Kilda, and others for 
a similar purpose. Some claims worked in the same locality years ago gave very good returns for a time, until 
the machinery available proved unable to pump out the large volume of water that was encountered, and other 
causes, resulting from want of capital, caused their abandonment. The new companies therefore start with every 
prospect of their undertakings proving remunerative. 

The yield of gold from quartz reefs, it is satisfactory to note, is slightly in excess of the return for last 
quarter, the average per ton also being equally good. The yield from alluviums has been less, but this is due more 
to the fact that the sluices have not been washed down rather than that the gold hss not been won. 

The proprietor of the crushing plant on the Prince Arthur's lease, recently forfeited, is having it taken down 
with the intention of removing it to another mine in the adjoining division. Two claims were taken up on lines of 
reefs within the boundaries of this lease when it was forfeited, one of which is still in work, and the stuff from it 
gave 2^ ozs. per ton. From the other claim 7 tons of stone were taken, when the reef ran out ; this stone went 
nearly 2 ozs. to the ton. 

Two parties have been constantly at work in the old Peabody lease since it was thrown open ; one of them, 
Honeychurch Bros., obtained 54 ozs. of gold from their last crushing of 31 tons. 

The last stone crushed from the London Tribute gave a payable return. A tunnel is now being driven for the 
more economical working of the reef. 

The old owners of this lease have sold their interests, and the new proprietary are inviting tenders for 
extending the tunnel on the lowest level, and I believe otherwise intend to conduct a systematic course of 
prospecting. 

A tribute party on the Myrtle Company's lease are on very good stone, and in the old workings a lode is being 

worked that will crush well. 

From 52 tons of stone, out of a new find in the Try Again Company's lease, 42 ozs. of gold were obtained, and 
another new reef on the same property, recently opened up, promises from appearances to give an equally good if not 
a better return. 

The Cornish United Q. M. Company have eight men engaged breaking down stone, which should pay well, 
judging from the gold it contains and tiie facilities afforded for crushing at their own mill. 

The Hillsborough Company's mine is again in the hands of the shareholders, the tributers having finished 
their term, and contracts have been let for a considerable amount of work on the claim. On the Oriental Beef the 
tributers are engaged getting out stone. 

Messrs. Tickell, Beer, Gray, and Co.'s reef, on the right branch of Growler's Creek, continues to turn out very 
rich stone, 62 tons crushed during the quarter yielding 223 os. of gold. Mr. H. Gladders, who obtained a return of 
over 3 oxb. to the ton, got the stone from a reef in a claim adjoining the foregoing. 

An unusually large number of discoveries of new reefs have been made during the past few weeks, concerning 
the greater number of which very little of a definite nature can be said at present. 

No water has been sold, and no other mineral or metal than gold is mined for. 



ALEXANDRA SUBDIVISION. 

Mr, A. B. Ainsworth^ Mining Surveyor and Registrar. 

In the Vulcan Company's mine, the discovery of a good-sized vein, which has yielded over 17\ dwts. of retorted 
gold to the ton, is the encouraging feature of the past quarter, and there is every appearance that this vem, which 
was struck at the 4(X)-foot level, will carry through to the surface. The Secundus Tribute party, adjoining the 
Vulcsn, have some 50 feet of backs available now, provided the present appliances are suflScient to control the water 

in the mine. 

The old Mysterious Company, now Marchioness of Normanby Company, have been idle for some little time ; 

they are still debating the desirability of sinking a new shaft. 

A crushing of a considerable quantity of mullock from the granite veins of the Acheron reefs yielded the 
unprofitable amount of 1 oz. 7 dwts. of gold. 

The Accident Beef is for the present idle, owing to the insufficiency of appliances to work advantageously to 

jiny greater depth. 
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The prospects of the Hope of Bichmond Company's miDe have not materially improved during the qoaner. 

There H but little alteration of matters at the Providence Beef, and otherwise but little mining is going on 
at Tea. 

A farther development is pending at Kinglake, near Mount Disappointment, in the extreme south-west 
comer of the Goulburn Survey Division, attached to the Zilmore Mining District, where Grimshaw and party 
obtained nearly 2 ozs. of gold from a trial crushing of 2 tons of the reef they are opening up. 

In alluvial mining the results, chiefly obtained on the watershed of the Delatite River, are up to their nsual 
standard, and the average earnings of miners show about 20s. per man per week. 

I hear of no water having been sold in this subdivision, and no other metal save gold has been worked for, 
although preliminary steps to take up ground for tin mining, on Bishop's Oreek, Acheron, are spoken of. 



BENALLA SUBDIVISION. 
Mr, C. H. Wheatlandy Mining Registrar. 

The chief feature of the past quarter's operations has been in connection with the quartz claims in this 
locality, and, although work is at present carried on on a limited scale, the prospects must be considered as veiy 
encouraging. 

The Golden Queen claim has had two crushings, of about 30 tons in all, averaging 2^ ozs. to the ton. The 
Ajax and Shannon companies have also crushed small parcels with good results. The Lion Company is reported to 
have struck fresh stone in its 60-foot shaft. The Golden Crown Company (late Rumpfs claim) is sinking by contract 
a shaft and winze. The reef in this claim is, I am informed, at present 2 ft. 9 in. in width, and showing gold. A 
fresh quartz claim has also been taken up by Paul John and party, near the Lion Company's ground, and the 
specimens obtained therefrom are very fine. 

As regards the alluvial claims, the Lady Ethel Company has purchased machineiy, which is expected to be 
on the ground in a very short time. Their No. 6 shaft, from wmch it is proposed to work, is 130 feet deep. 

At the New Temora claim, from a preliminary washing, some 6 ozs. of excellent gold has been obtained. The 
machinery of this company is now in full working order. Rails have been obtained for forming a tramway below, 
and driving is being energetically carried on. The Royal Exhibit Company has about 250 loads of dirt ready for 
washing, and this wul be put through upon completion of the puddler, in about a week's time. 

Further afield, about 7 or 8 miles west of Benalla, in tne parish of Goomalibee, numerous quartz and alluvial 
claims have lately been pegged out, but as yet I have nothing to report in connection therewith. 

Of the mines at Gowangardie I have nothing to state, but I understand the Forward Company has recom- 
menced operations. 



DRY CREEK SUBDIVISION. 
Mr. J. Pemberton, Mining Registrar, 

I have to report an improvement in quartz mining in my subdivision. A quartz lease block, known as the 
Hit or Miss, on Black Charley s Creek, about two miles north of Table Land, Dry Creek, has been taken up by Fenn 
and party. They had a trial crushing, which gave a return of 4 dwts. per ton— most unsatisfactory to the owners, 
they naving washed from the casing and rubble 10 dwts. per ton ; they fully expected at least 1 oz. per ton. But 
this is accounted for from the fact that the stone is impregnated with minerals which prevented tne quicksilver 
from acting. The use of blankets would, in some measure, probably have prevented this loss. 

The mining manager informs me there is a large extent of country worthy of prospecting for reefs, and gold- 
bearin g dy ke-stone can be traced a mile north of their lease. 

Work in Mr. Meade's Unee claim is being pushed ahead in the lower tunnel. Some good gold-bearing stone 
18 visible. 

Alluvial mining still yields steady returns. 



GAFFNEY'S CREEK SUBDIVISION. 
Mr, A, B. Ainsworth, Mining Surveyor and Registrar, 

Mining matters are very dull in this subdivision ; and, owing to the absence of a yield from the Wallaby 
Tribute Company, and the limited yield of the A. G. M. Company's tributers, the results for the quarter are not 
fiivorable. 

The Golden Belt Tributers have obtained the most gold for the quarter, but their avenge is poor. 

The parties now working the old Eldorado mine return a yield of 10 ozs. of gold from 60 tons of stone, and, as 
the ground is easily worked, the yield may be considered good. 

Dempsey's Tributers have sold a parcel of 6 Au. 19 dwts. 19 grs. of gold, the particulars of which have not 
been furnished, as requested. It is, however, included in the quartz gold for the quarter given in general table. 

The alluvial mmers have an average return of somewhat under 20s. per week per man. 

No water has been sold during the quarter. 

Gold only is being mined for in this subdivision. 



WOOD'S POINT SUBDIVISION.

I have very little to report favorable to this subdivision for the past quarter, and the outlook is not bright. 

The Hope Tributers have not yet reached the shoot of gold worked by the United Morning Star Company's 
Tributers. 

A payable result has been obtained from the Leviathan Beefs by the Endeavour Company, and also by the 
Shamrock Company, from the Shamrock Reefs, Gooley's Creek. 

The All Nations Tributers obtained the very small yield of 21 ozs. 19 dwts. 12 grs. 

The Prince of Wales mine is not being worked just now. 

The North Waverley Company have given up their mine for the present also. 

The jrield obtained by the United Morning Star Company's Tributers (Stackpoole and party), although good, is 
not equal to anticipations. 

Alluvial mining has not equalled the yields of former quarters. 

No water has Men sold, and no other metal than gold has been worked for. 
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BIG RIVER SUBDIVISION.

There has been only one crushing of stone for the quarter in this subdivision, to wit, that from Messrs. Kelly 
and Dunn*8 mine, Railway Reef, which ^ave the usual payable result. 
The Luck^s All Tributers are raising stone. 

The subdivision continues in the same stagnant state as for years past. 
The alluvial has yielded an averaf(e wage of 208. per week per man. 
Water is occasionally sold at 48. 6d. per sluice-head ; it is likely to be scarce this summer. 
Miners are not working for other metals than gold. 



MIXTA MIXTA NORTH SUBDIVISION.

The crushings for this quarter have been, on the whole, good, considering the small number of miners at work 
The amount of stone raised speaks well for the place ; at Rhodes' battery the quartz crushed from different claims 
being 368 tons, giving the handsome return as shown elsewhere. At Grant's battery 580 tons of stone were crushed, 
giving a good yield. Several new claims have been taken up during the quarter, as well as abandoned ground. Two 
or three companies are about to bo formed. The reefs average in sixe from 1 inch to 5 and 6 feet, with apparently 
payable gold. 



MITTA MITTA SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

Alluvial miners have done very little in their claims during the quarter, having been, as a rule, partly engaged 
in other work. 

Quartz miners have not done much regular work ; some have lefl the subdivision, and others are prospecting. 
At Granite Flat some stone has been raised which is reported to look well. I hope to be enabled, in my next report^ 
to give the result of a contemplated crushing. 



BETHANGA SUBDIVISION.

I have very little fresh to report this Quarter. The batterv mentioned in my last report on the Mitta Mitta 
North Subdivision is not yet erected. The JBethanga Copper Mining and Smelting Company have a larffe stone- 
cracker— just arrived, — for the purpose of breaking the ore previous to treating. I have every reason to bdieve the 
company will do a considerable quantity of work, judging from what has been already done. A tunnel was com- 
menced some time ago, which is at present in 95 feet to the face, carryiog a defined lode 12 inches wide on the 
western wall. The tnnnel is 4 ft. 7 in. high, and is to be continued through to what is known as Leighton's claim, 
at which place it will be about 600 feet below the suiface. Leigbton's claim is at present 175 feet deep, on a fine 
lode about 2 feet wide. About 400 tons of ore is at grass, which it is expected will yield 3 or 3^ ozs. of gold per ton ; 
also about 300 tons which will go about 2^ ozs. per ton. Messrs. Harris and Hollow have just cleared up the result 
of another process of reduction, and appear well pleased with the returns. There can be no doubt that, by their 
perseverance, they have clearly and unmistakably proved that, with careful management, the ores of this locality will 
yield handsome returns. 



JAMIESON SUBDIVISION.

The Venture Company's mine has been let on tribute for a term of six years, and tenders have been accepted 
to extend the tunnel 300 feet, in order to get under the original workings, from which yields affording large dividenda 
were obtained. The driving is through a soft dyke, and has been let for 9s. per foot. 

The Sailor Bill's Tribute Company are still busily employed raising stone. They have 20 men employed, but 
have insufficient water to drive more than five heads of stampers. 

In the Extended Sailor BilFs Company the contractors are driving a tunnel to strike the reef. It has been 
8u<^gested by some of the shareholders to let a tribute in this claim to work one or more of the leaders cut by the 
tunnel. 

Gold only mined for, and no water sold. 



SANDHURST MINING DISTRICT. 



SANDHURST DIVISION.

Mining throughout my division continues to improve, and there is evidence displayed of more perfect 
confidence in the future prosperity of mining than at any time in the past. The practical proof of the correctness of 
this view is proved by the continuous outlay of capital in machinery of all kinds — from expensive tramways to the 
erection of large and more powerful winding engines, capable of working to depths below 2,000 feet. In addition,, 
the number of boring macnines, for blasting, continues to increase. 

In this district it is becoming daily evident that mining is steadily assuming a more scientifically industrioua 
aspect ; and it is worthy of note that our miners and mining managers are in request in New South Wales, South 
Australia, Tasmania, and India. I do not think there are any good miners out of work in this district. 

Attention, in mining circles, is still mainly bestowed on the development of the large and rich formation 
on Snob's Hill, Eaglehawk. 

No. 29. C 
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Amongst the new discoveries of golden stone during; the last quarter may be mentioned that on the Stafford 
line, at 200 feet in depth ; the Napoleon, at 440 feet in depth ; the Johnson's Reef Extended (small but very rich). 
In cross-cutting, at 180 feet, the Union Jack Company, Golden Gully, have good indications ; and in the Lady Barkly 
Company's mine, at Eaglehawk, an auriferous reef, 4 feet wide, was found in cross-cutting at 180 feet. The Great 
Northern Company at Eaglehawk discovered an auriferous saddle-formed reef beneath the old formation, which was 
worked previously ; the claims on that line having been lying idle until recently. The Victoria Eeef Gold Mining 
Company also discovered a new gold-bearing reef, by cross-cutting, at 1,160 feet in depth. 

New winding machinery is being erected by the New St. Mungo Company, and a large plant is in course of 
erection on the Sheepshead line of reef. This reef has been almost abandoned for many years. At one time it 
yielded large returns, and will undoubtedly do so again. 

The enterprise of our local capitalists extends even to Kamarooka, where the old Homeward Bound Eeef has 
been again taken up, and work resumed with great hopes of success. 

In alluvial mining there is little to remark upon, except that the Loyal Liberal Company, at Huntly, have 
obtained a good prospect, of ^ dwt. to the dish, which promises well for that portion of the district, after having so 
long remained (^uiet. 'Ihis claim is situated close to the Bagshot Paddock, and is on the old Huntly Deep Lead. 
Some of the claims on this lead, in times past, yielded rich returns. In the same locality Mr. Britt has floated a 
company, and, should they obtain payable stuff, it will give a great impetus to mining at Huntly. 

I might add that several experiments have recently been made here with an explosive named ** explosive 
gelatine," which have proved very satisfactory. 

The Great Southern Company have adopted Needle's patent gas, and have the various buildings connected 
with their pumping, winding, and crushing machinery lighted up with it, and, so far, it has given them so much 
satisfaction that the directors intend having it laid on to all their plats and permanent levels. I am informed that 
companies using air compressors for rock drills can utilize that arrangement for making the gas instead Of using air 
pumps. 

The quantity of water sold during the past quarter for mining purposes was 107,000,000 gallons.

Since my last report there has been a falling off in the yield of gold, owing to progressive work, such as the 
ere<;tion of machiuery on many of the mines, rendered necessary for working the ground in an efficient manner, 
and also for tr^'ing the reefs at a lower level than has been done up to the present time. 

1 anticipate, after Christmas, renewed activity, as by that time most of the machinery will be completed, and 
the fine weather will have set in, which will enable the claimholders to do work they cannot accomplish now. 

A battery of sixteen heads is being erected at Spring Qully, for crushing the quartz along the Kaiser line of 
reef. Some good gold has been obtained at the Perseverance Chiim, that being a continuation of the Kaiser Reef 
north. 

A company has commenced to work some ground at the Sunday Greek for antimony and gold. 

There has been some few discoveries of reefs at the Strath Creek, although, I believe, the stone is of small 
extent. 

Several new leases have been applied for during the quarter, and there are a few men out prospecting for new 
ground. 

There is very little being done in alluvial mining. A party of Italians are sluicing some ground at the Lower 
Soedy Creek, but I think the results, so far, are not much. 



HEATHCOTE DIVISION AND WARANGA SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

With the exception of the undermentioned mines, I have little to report, owing to the principal companies 
herehaving been engaged doing dead work. 

The alluvial mining remains much in the same state as during the previous quarter. 

Two omshings at the Alabama and Butler's Beef Company recently gave the handsome return of 665 ozs. 

The Bombay Company, at Costerfield, in July last, erected their winding engine. A "running" yielded 22 tons 
of crude antimony. The antimony in the lower level is of superior quality, and the mine is generally looking well. 
The thiokness of the ore varies from a few inches to 3 feet, and averages about 50 per cent, of crude antimony. There 
is also a good shoot of gold in a quartz lode, averaging 2 feet in thickness, which, it is supposed, if treated alone, 
would yield about 3 ozs. of gold to the ton.

3 dwts. to the ton ; and a 
company has been formed, to be called the May Day Company, to work this mine.

The returns 
obtained from some of the princinal claims now at work are of a very satisfactory character. Special mention may 
be made of the yield derivea by Thomson and party from their claim on the Try Again Beef. From a crushing of 
98 tons they got 221 ozs. 13 dwts. From Stamp's freehold, at Golden Point, a crushing of 105 tons gave 165 ozs.

Alluvial mining has not met with that success or encoursgement that might have been expected from the 
outlay of so much capital, and the patience and perseverance of mining companies along the Mount Qreenock Lead. 
Notwithstanding the great length of main drives put in by the Rip Van Winkle and Union Extended companies, the 
main run of gold is still undiRCOvered, and the former claim is now abandoned and the plant is about to be sold, 
while the latter company are still drivin*; to the west, in which direction the ground is dipping, the main drive being 
now over 1,000 feet from the shaft. The Union and Hoffnuna: Rre the only companies (jetting gold on this lead, 
with the exception of a small tribute party on the NiehoKs Freehold Comp»ny*s ground ; the latter company are still 
driving, but have not yet struck anything payable. The South Greenock Company are erecting a subatautial plant, 
which will be ready for work in tho course of a month. 

Quartz mining is reviving a little, although the principal claims are not yet opened out. The Union Q. M*. 
Company, Amherst, are still sinking, being now down to 380 feet. The New Briseis Q. M. Company have crushed 
GOO tons of stone, yielding 4 dwts. to the ton. The Croydon Company is still being worked to advantage, and is 
likely to be permanent.

The Queen's Birthday Company are putting on more rock-borers to work where practicable in the stopes ; they 
are found to effect a great saving of Labor. A new winze is being sunk from Nos. 5 to 6 levels ; the stone sunk 
through so far shows geld freely, and the reef is from 6 to 6 feet thick. The company expect to break through into 
the lower level in about ten weeks. 

The North Birthday Company have completed the erection of their plant, and started sinking their main shaft 
deeper.

As there is plenty of payable stone within reach, 
this company (with an excellent plant and many advantages) will be able to proceed economically and successfully 
with the development of the mine. The results of the current quarter's crushings will be watched with interest. 

The fortnightly returns from the Burke's Flat Q. M. Company continue excellent, as heretofore, no falling off 
having taken place. Some additional useful machinery is at present on the ground for immediate erection. 

The once-celebrated Columbian Reef is about to receive another trial from a registered company ; as also the 
Welcome Reef, at Thompson's QuUy, from which a series of excellent returns have been obtained. 

In alluvial, most of the yields are from the various puddling machines, which receive their supply of washdirt 
q^efly from old ground.

The former, from their first crushing, of 240 tons, obtained a yield of 253 ozs. of 
smelted gold. The lode from which it was taken, at the 300-foot level, is 10 feet thick. They are now driving north 
and south at that level, and have gone 100 feet without any sign of a break in the reef.

of smelted gold per ton. This stone was taken from the 300-foot level, where the reef is from 1 to 3 feet thick. 
They are now making preparations for the erection of steam machinery, which has been purchased, and will, it is 
expected, be ready for work in about eight weeks. 

Bell Rock Company have got the water out of their workings, and are about to sink their shaft a further depth 
of 220 feet, and open out on the reef at the present level, which is 380 feet deep. 

Hicks and party, Blink Bonny Reef, are now getting out the water from their old workings, with steam power, 
and expect shortly to be raising stone for crushing. 

Wilson's Hill Company are preparing for the erection of powerful steam machinery. 

Lord Raglan Company are still raising payable stone from between the 200 to 680-foot levels. 

Mr. Butcher has floated a company to work the ground he holds under miners* rights, south of Wilson's Hill. 
He offered a number of shares to the public, which were immediately taken up, and within twenty-four hours some 
changed hands at four times the amount at which he placed them in the market. 

In all, 26 new leases have been applied for during the quarter, and I think, from all appearances, that the next 
six months will show a Vast improvement in the gold returns. 

In alluvial mining there is nothing of importance to report. The Dalyenong rush still maintains a population 
of 175 miners, but no new discoveries have been made.

CASTLEMAINE DIVISION.

Mining operations in prospective, especially in alluvial mining, have materially improved. The Grand Trunk 
Company, from the south escarpment of tne Loddon Plains, have driven opening levels 240 feet across the wash 
without any sign of high reef, and with excellent prospects so far as driven, the bed-rock dipping rapidly to the 
north-west, under the table-land. They have purchased and are now erecting extensive puddling apparatus. On the 
east, the Qolden Lead are again upon the gutter, which is making towards the junction of Campoell's Creek with 
the River Loddon ; and to the north, at Muckleford, Mr. Dibbs has obtained good prospects from a shaft on his. 
private property. As a consequence, arrangements are being made with owners, by experienced gentlemen from 
Bidlarat, MarylK)rough, and Smeaton, to mine under the immense area of private property. 

At Barker's Creek, the race from the Coliban water supply has been nearly completed. Large areas are 
being taken up by sluicing parties, who are now busy preparing sluice-boxes, dams, tail-races, &c., in anticipation of 
long, steady, and profitable employment. 

Some parties have started to sluice Pennyweight and Moonlight Flats, with tail-water diverted from Forest 
Creek ; and other parties are applying for a like privilege at Campbell s Creek. 

In quartz mining, a new reef has been opened in Dogleg Gully, by O'Connor and Co. It lies east of th^ 
Sebastopol Reef, and is supposed to be upon the Old Quartz Hill line. A trial of 10 tons yielded 26 ozs. of gold. 

On the Dead Cat, W illiams and Co. have found a strong body of payable auriferous stone crossing from thence 
to the Victoria Reef. 

On the Nimrod Reef, Lewis and Co. have just discovered, east of their old workings, a new make of quartz, 
which shows gold freelv. 

The Forest Creek Wattle Gully Company have sunk on the underlay 36 feet below the 450-foot plat. They 
have a reef 8 feet wide, impregnated with silveiy mundic and a little gold. All their new machinery works 
satisfactorily. 

The Ajax United Company have sunk their shaft to 388 feet, in soft ground, in which the National rock-drill 
does not answer expectations. 

The South Eureka, Kampfs, Old Quartz, and others of our old quartz ree&y are being again taken up. 

The quantity of water sold during the quarter was— 216,960,000 gallons, at ^d. ; 2,000,000 gallons, at 3d» ; 
and 750;000 gallons, at 4d. per 1,000 ffidlons.

The returns from some of the puddling machines have been very satisfactory, and in most cases from ground 
which has apparently been worked out years ago. Sluicing continues to pay moderately well, 25b. to 30s. per week 
being considered fairly remunerative. 

QuABTz Miking. 

New Era Company. — The quantity of quartz raised and the yield of gold obtained during the past three months 
has exceeded that for the same period during the past six years. The width of the lode ranges from a few inches to 
20 feet, comprising a lot of flat leaders, presenting no indications of a well-defined reef; nevertheless, the result of 
the various crushings shows over 4,000 tons operated on, averaging 6^ dwts. to the ton, taken from depths ranging 
from 80 to 380 feet. The future prospects of this company are nigiily favorable. « 

Royal Saxon Company. — During the past quarter the yield of gold has not been up to the usual average ; but 
now that a fine plant has been erected on the ground, comprising a 24 horse-power steam engine, working 10 heads of 
stamps, with an unfailing supply of Coliban water, the company look forward to moderate dividends from com- 
paratively poor crushing stuff. The total cost of the plant is £1,600. 
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The Golden Valley CoinpaDy, Ku^gety Gully, are making considerable progreas towards developing their mine 
a recent crushing, from a depth of 90 feet, yielded 13 dwta. to the ton. The adjoining claim (Working Miners) have 
very encouraging prospects, having opened out at the 114-foot level on quartz showing gold. 

Golden Eagle Oompanv, Fryerstown. — The manager reports having been engaged raising quartz from a large 
body of stone at the 270-foot level, also cross-cutting to the west, so as to have greater facilities for opening out undei 
the old workings. Some satisfactory crusbings are anticipated during the next quarter. 

Macdonald and party, German Gully, have recently had some very good crusbings, nearly ^ oz.,to the ton, 
from the 70 and 130-foot levels, with every likelihood of the ground continuing satisfactory. They are at present 
^ug&g^ iu sinking their main shaft. 

Ferrou's Beef Company have been raising quartz from near the surface to a depth of 430 feet, the two last 
crusbings from the latter depth realizing 4 dwts. to the ton ; the reef is about 12 feet wide. Under the present 
management the mine is likely to prove payable, presenting, as it does, some of the features characteriBtic of the 
adjoining claim (New Era Company). 

English-Australian Company, Golden Gully. — The returns from this company have proved highly satisfactory 
for the past three mouths, which will, no doubt, be very gratifying to the English shareholders. About 2,500 tons 
have been passed through the battery, averaging a little over 4 dwts. to the ton. The body of quartz is from one to 
nine feet wide, taken from the 150 to 360-foot levels. As mining operations become more extended underground, the 
indications of a permanent and well-defined reef become more apparent. 

Enterprise Company, Cattle's Reef. — The mining manager has been actively engaged opening out the reef and 
draining the mine, which comprises a vast extent of old workings at different levels. He expects to keep the battery 
constantly going during the ensuing quarter. 

Chapel Hill Company. — Considerable progress has been made ; the reef is being opened out (20 feet wide) at 
a depth of 82 feet from the surface. Gold can be seen in the stone. 

Burdett Coutts Company are sinking a new shaft, the main line of reef not having as yet been cut. 

Howe Brothers, Cattle's Reef, comprising the Duke of Cornwall Claim. — The average yield during the past 
quarter has not been up to the usual average ; but the manager anticipates improved prospects before the close of the 
present year. 

E^uaissance Company, Specimen Hill, are engaged on a large body of stone, but the yield continues very poor, 
viz., about 1 dwt. to the ton ; the stone was obtained from a depth of 50 feet. 

The total quantity of quartz raised is 11,521 tons, averaging 4 dwts. 8 grs. per ton, against 3 dwts. 11 grs. per 
ton of the preceding quarter, thus showing the quality of the quartz has improved, although the total quantity of gold 
has not been materially affected.

Morning Light Quartz Company, Milkmaid's Reef, Argyle Gully, have driven a tunnel 608 feet, and have 
struck the reef ; prospects show a little very fine gold. A rise was put up 50 feet, and they are driving north on the 
course of the lode.

The crushing from the German Gully Quartz Mining Company gave over 15 dwts. to the ton. The reef is 
extensive, but four feet wide only is operated upon. 

The Mount Franklin Estate Gold Mining Company have completed the open cutting of 600 feet, and have 
further driven 100 feet of the tunnel in a S.E. direction. 

The Porcupine Ridge Gold Mining Company have sunk a shaft 130 feet, and have struck good wash containing 
gold. An adit tunnel is being driven towards the shaft, and is now in 200 feet. 

The Sailor Prince Extended Gold Mining Company, Deep Creek, are ceasing operations for the present. 

A number of claims at Boots, Yandoit, d:c., have been recently taken up under the bye-laws. 

Water has not been abundant.

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The Independent Company, adjoining, since draining the mine, have been cutting down the shaft and driving 
south, where they have struck a new make of reef, which had been lost on a former working. The stone looks 
favorable. 

The Eaglehawk Limited Tribute Company are getting out stone yielding over 1 oz. to the ton, and apparently 
it is still improving. 

The Eaglehawk Alliance Company are still breaking out crushing-dirt, of which they have about 200 tons on 
the surface.

There 
is a very large quantity of stone left by the old company, which can be taken out at a yery sught cost now that they 
haye the tunnel in. The former company had to sluft the stone fiye times before it was crushed, so that the stone 
iiad to be good to giye a return.

BALLARAT MINING DISTRICT. 



CENTRAL DIVISION. 
Mr. David Christy^ Mining Registrar, 

In reyiewing mj statistical returns for the last quarter, it is gratifying to observe that the progress 
of mining has increased considerably. 

The Band of Hope and Albion Consols, under the able management of Mr. R. M. Serjeant^ is yielding 
handsome returns. 

The Young Band Extended Company, in their workings, have discovered a reef bearing north from 
the mundic vein, which was discovered by the Band of Hope and Albion Consols, yielding 15 dwts. per 
ton from 2,158 tons, and a continuation of the same will probably be found in the adjoining claims. 

Active operations are still being continued to the south of the Redan line of reef. In a jfoture report 
I hope to be in a position to furnish encouraging returns, which may tend to establish the stability of this 
goldfield. ^ 

In alluvial mining, I have to state that the City of Ballarat Company is still working with that 
energy which has characterised them for years past. From recent indications there is every likelihood of 
this mine becoming highly remunerative and of the shareholders being repaid the heavy outlay they have 
already incurred. 

Consumption of water by mining companies within the division during the quarter : — October, 
35,189,000 gallons; November, 35,918,000 gallons; December, 40,314,000 gallons; totol, 111,421,000 
gaUons.

SOUTHERN DIVISION. 
Mr, George Perry^ Mining Begisirar, 

Quartz Mining. 

As anticipated in my last report, the returns for the past quarter show a marked improvement, which, 
on the whole, have well remunerated those employed at this branch of mining. 

The Little Hopewell Company's Tributers No. 1, at Staffordshire Beef, have done exceedingly 
well. The Tributers No. 2 have not done so well as expected, in consequence of the lode not turning out 
as remunerative as the trial crushing promised. 

The Speedwell Tribute Company, having worked out their present levels, are making preparations 
to sink deeper. 

Charles Wilson and Son's mine is opening up well ; consequently all the vacant ground between their 
claim and the Little Hopewell Company's claim has been taken up and applied for under lease by the 
Kising Star Company, to be registered under the No Liability Act. The venture is looked upon with 
favor, and, as the ground lies between two payable claims, very little doubt exists as to its suooess. 
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K&nghto6. — Tie WiUiams' Fancy Company's Tribntere hftte done well, the lode is 20 feet wide, 
showing good gold throughout. 

The Long Gully Company, at Corindhap, will shortly commence the erection of their battery, 
tenders for same having been accepted. 

The Grolden Tunnel Company, at Mount Misery, are driving a tunnel for the Cockatoo Reef. They 
are in 145 feet, but expect to have to drive a further distance of 100 feet before striking the lode. 

Alluvial. 

McGill's Freehold Company, Rokewood, have erected their machinery ; they are reported to have 
bottomed on good nuggety gold, but, as they have only commenced to open out, nothing definite as yet 
can be said as to the vahie of the mine. 

Grant and party and Turner and party, at Break -o'-Day, are reported to have recently discovered 
some rich ground. 

No water is sold in this division. 



BUNINYONG DIVISION. 

Mr. Robert M. Harvey^ Mining Surveyor and Registrar, 

Quartz Mining. 

Owing to two of the chief gold-producing mines having been engaged in progressive works, the yield 
of gold is considerably less this quarter than last. These mines are the Dezosa, where a new battery of 
eight stamps has been erected, but only one crushing obtained for ten days' work, and the mine of Webb 
Brothers, who have been sinking, and have had only three weeks' crushing. Another new battery is in course 
of erection at the South Imperial mine, and the Imperial Company are erecting new machinery to work the 
northern portion of their ground. The , Llewellyn mine has recommenced crushing ; they have had 
160 tons crushed for about 5^ dwts. to the ton. The stone at the One and All Co. obtained by the tributers 
gives under 2 dwts. per ton, which barely pays wages ; 2 dwts. would pay crushing expenses and wages, as 
the stone is abundant and easily obtained, being run direct by means of a tunnel to the battery. Several 
of the mines on the Hard Hills are being steadily prospected, and in all probability will 8hoi*tly be on 
payable stone. On the Kitty's line prospecting is being carried on, and one party has cut some good 
narrow leaders. The Lady Mary, at Cobbler's, have not yet got anything payable ; they continue driving 
along the line of reef, in which they see a little gold. 

Alluvial Mining. 

Nothing new during the quarter. Water up to the present time has been plentiful, but generally 
this branch of mining is decreasing. 



SMYTHESDALE DIVISION. 
Mr. John Lynch, Mining Surveyor and Registrar, 

The returns of gold show a considerable falling-off during the quarter. This is mainly due to the 
stoppage of work in the portions of the Reform mine worked from Nos. 2 and 3 shafts. It is stated that 
the company purpose sinking a new shaft near the site of No. 1 shaft. Of the other mines at Haddon the 
Bacecourse is the best, the yields being regular as well as satisfactory. The Haddon Valley Company have 
not struck anything of a paying character on the Trunk lead, which continues poor. The Haddon Valley 
Consols and the Racecourse Extended companies have not yet made much progress in the work of 
prospecting. Mr. Fox, on Crown lands, and several Chinese parties within the Nintingbool Estate, are 
getting large quantities of gold in runs moderately shallow and of wide extent. In view of these facts, 
there is reason to hope that Haddon will long maintain its reputation as a safe and profitable goldfield. 
Further on, in a southerly direction, as far as Cape Clear, there is bat little doing, and nothing that calls 
for special mention. Brown's, Scarsdale, Smythesdale, and Figgoreet, are all but abandoned, so far as deep 
mining is concerned. At Happy Valley matters are not much better. The Waverly mine, which has been 
in existence for twenty years, and the sole surviving representative of deep alluvial mining in that locality, 
has recently ceased from being worked. The Argyle mine at Linton's continues to be steadily worked, and 
this is the only company operating on the deep leads there. The Lilly Company, at Camgham, are 
removing and re-erecting machinery, and the Caledonia have not yet bottomed. Throughout the district 
there are several small parties working shallow ground, but their gains seldom cover more than a poor and 
precarious subsistence. In quartz mining we have had no advances during the quarter, but there are 
indications that matters will improve daring the ensuing year. Hill-sluicing has been conducted with good 
results as long as water lasted. 



CRESWICK DIVISION. 
Mr. J. Stevenson, Mining Registrar. 

I have the honor to report that mining speculation still continues. Amongst the progressive 
alluvial mines there are now ten hand drills at work, in addition to the diamond drill, endeavouring to 
prove the course of the leads and deeper ground. 

There is an average increase of over 12 grs. per ton in the quartz crushed ; a smaller quantity of 
quartz has, however, been treated. 
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The Spring Hill CodboIs and Cooper's Freehold Company have been added to the list of gold- 
producing mines, and there has been an increase of alluvial gold of over 3,000 ozs. during the quarter.

GORDON SUBDIVISION. 

Mr. Thomas Cotoan, Mining Surveyor and Registrar. 

Black Horse United Company, Egerton. — There is nothing of any consequence to report regarding 
this company during the past quarter. The stone at present being operated on is of poor quality, and is 
obtained from various depths ranging from 400 to 900 feet, but the mine being worked with good judgment 
and great economy, has enabled the management to make dividends out of small returns, the yield being 
only 1,221 ozs. 7 dwts. of gold from 8,116 tons of stone, or an average of 3 dwts. 0*23 grs. per ton. 
Prospecting operations have been carried on in the No. 8 level, north of the No. 1 shaft, but so far nothing 
payable has been discovered. One hundred and thirty-two men have been employed, and dividends to the 
value of 2s. per share, amounting to £1,000, have been paid during the quarter. 

The Egerton Company, Limited, Egerton. — This company have been raising stone from their 
quarry shaft only during the quarter, from depths ranging from 280 to 810 feet. During that time 9,451 
tons have been crushed, which yielded 3,846 ozs. 17 dwts. 22 grs. of gold, or an average of 8 dwts. 
3*37 grs. per ton. Dividends amounting to 12s. per share, equal to £15,000, have been paid during the 
quarter. Prospecting operations have also been carried on at the Sister Rose shaft, at a depth of 930 feet, 
but as yet nothing of a payable nature has been discovered. Two hundred and fifty men have been 
employed. 

Egerton, Discovery Company. — This company have been prospecting their ground during the 
quarter at a depth of 220 feet on a lode averaging 6 feet in width. A trial crushing of 100 tons was taken 
from the lode, which yielded only 2 ozs. 14 dwts. of gold, or an average of 12'96 grs. per ton. The 
company ceased operations on the 19th December, but intend to resume work with the view of testing the 
lode at a greater depth. Twelve men were employed up to the date of suspending operations. 

Nineteen Chinese are still engaged in washing the tailings from the Egerton and Black Horse 
companies' batteries, and, as I have been informed, have obtained about 55 ozs. of gold. 

The Parker's United Company, Gordon. — This company have continued regular crushings from 
depths varying from 350 feet to 625 feet Operations have been carried on at the 700-foot level, with the 
view of cutting the stone which has been worked at the 625 -foot level, but progress is slow in consequence of 
the hard and wet nature of the ground. Progressive works have also been carried on to the north in a level 
500 feet in depth, in which a strong lode has been discovered. No trial crushing has yet been made, but 
the estimated value of the stone is from 6 to 7 dwts. per ton ; 3,080 tons of stone have been crushed during 
the quarter, yielding 2,285 ozs. of gold, or an average of 14 dwts. 20*10 grs. per ton, and 201 ozs. 15 dwts. 
were obtained from treating pyrites, at works recently erected. One hundred and fifty men have been 
employed. Dividends amounting to 3s. 6d. per share, equal to £3,500, have been paid during the quarter. 

Parker's United No. 1, Quartz Mining Company. — This company have been engaged during the 
quarter in the erection of machinery and poppet-heads, which are now nearly completed. Eight men, on an 
average, have been employed during the quarter. 

Parker's No. 2 Company. — No work has been done by this company during the quarter. 

North Parker's Company. — This company have been engaged in prospecting their ground at the 
200-foot level, but not having met with anything of a payable nature have discontinued operations. They 
intend, however, sinking another shaft at the northern end of the leased ground. Ten men are employed. 

Parker's Company. — This company continued prospecting operations during the quarter until the 
8th December at a depth of 160 feet. A trial crushing of 32 tons was taken from a lode discovered at this 
depth, which yielded only 3 ozs. 8 dwts. of gold, or an average of 2 dwts. 3 grs. per ton. In consequence 
of the poorness of this yield the company ceased operations, but it is stated they intend sinking another 
shaft on a different portion of their lease. Fifteen men were employed up to the date of suspending 
operations. 

Parker's Freehold Company. — Since last quarter this company have continued to sink their shaft, 
which has now reached a depth of 555 feet. From the time of passing the 450-foot level, several quartz 
leaders, varying in thickness from 2 to 8 inches, have been met with, which are said to be gold-bearing to 
the extent of 6 dwts. to the ton. The company consider they have only 100 feet to sink before meeting a 
lode worked by the adjoining company (Parker's United Company). It is presumed the water level will 
be met with at this depth, and preparations are now being made for the purchase of a 20 horse-power 
pumping engine, fitted with *' Watson's patent pump." Fourteen men have been employed.

Parker's Extended Companj. — During the quarter this company have been engaged in prospecting 
their ground at the 100 and 210 foot levels. A lode averaging 2 feet in thickness has been discovered 
at these depths, but no stone has as yet been crushed. The quartz obtained from this lode has been stacked 
on the surface, and should the result from further prospecting the mine be deemed satisfactory, the company 
intend erecting machinery. Seventeen men are employed. 

Shamrock Company. — This company have been prospecting their ground at a depth of 320 feet along 
the course of a lode which is stated to be 3 feet in thickness, but no trial crushing has yet been made, 
although gold is stated to be visible in the stone. Twelve men are employed. 

Nine Chinese are still washing the tailings from the Parker's United Company's battery, and, as I 
have been informed, have obtained about 22 ozs. of gold. 

The Parker's United Miners Company, Moorabool West. — No work has been done by this company 
during the quarter. 

The Great Northern Parker's Company, Korweinguboora. — No mining work has been done by this 
company during the quarter, but six men have been engaged in the erection of a five-head battery, which 
is now nearly completed. An engine of 10 horse-power has also been purchased, but has not yet been 
erected. 

Alluvial Minino. 

Kerrit Bareet Company, Gordon. — This company during the quarter have continued prospecting 
operations, and have discovered a gutter which is stated to be 26 feet in width at a depth of 120 feet. A 
machinefull of washdirt was washed, which yielded only 12 dwts. of gold. The company are still engaged 
in prospecting the gutter. Thirteen men are employed. 

Lal Lal Ironworks, Lal Lal. 

This company have been engaged regularly during the quarter in raising and smelting iron ore and in 
manufacturing all classes of foundxy work. Eighty men have been employed. 



STEIGLITZ SUBDIVISION. 

Mr, D. Murphy^ Mining Registrar, 

There has been a slight improvement in quartz mining in this subdivision during the quarter just 
past. At Steiglitz there are still hopes that the good old times of the past will yet be revived, and 
strenuous exertions are being made to float two or three companies to again try some of the old ground that 
proved rich many years ago, but which was never properly worked. At Elaine some small trial crushings 
from the tops of the reefs have given splendid returns ; a few of them reaching as high as 6 ozs. to the 
ton, and one crushing of two tons yielded 15 ozs. The amount of quartz crushed during the quarter is 
not as great as that for the preceding one, but the average yield is a good deal higher than usual. There 
is very little doing in alluvial mining, although water has been very plentiful all through the subdivision. 
The alluvial and quartz diggings at Cargarie are now entirely abandoned. 



BLACKWOOD DIVISION AND BLUE MOUNTAIN SOUTH SUBDIVISION. 

Mr. John F. Hamen^ Mining Registrar, 
Quartz Mining. 

A slight increase in the total quantity of gold from quartz over that of the previous quarter has 
been obtained, owing to a larger number of tons having been crushed. The average yield of gold per ton, 
however, has been a few grains less. 

Some of the companies lately formed are more or less energetically carrying on progressive works. 
The Simmons Reef Amalgamated Mining Company have finished the erection of their winding and pumping 
engine. The lifts have been fixed, and preparations for commencing pumping are now being made. A 
turbine, which the company deems can be worked even more economically than a water-wheel, has been 
ordered from America ; when fixed a battery of twenty heads will be connected with the same. The 
Koh-i-noor Company, adjoining the Simmons Reef Gold Mining Company, are using water-power for 
pumping purposes, and have erected another wheel to drive a 10-head battery by the same means. The 
battery is now on the road, and tenders for its erection have been called for. At the 60-foot level a reef 
4 feet in width has been prospected, and is considered to contain payable gold. A drive from the old 
Koh-i-noor's main shaft, at the 120-foot level, is now being driven to intersect the reef. 

The New Cosmo Company recently finished the erection of a 10-head battery, with a portable sixteen 
horse- power engine attached. A crushing of 380 tons of quartz has taken place. The stone was from the 
60-foot level of a reef from 4 to 20 feet in width, and gave an average yield of gold of a little over 1 dwt. 
per ton. This not proving remunerative, the engine has been removed for pumping purposes to the shaft 
sunk by the old Snake Gully Company. Lifts are now being fixed, and when the water has been reduced 
a cross-drive at the 200-foot level will be commenced. 

The Clyde Bank Company's air shaft has been sunk to a depth of about 170 feet. It is calculated 
that another 30 feet will reach the tunnel level and enable the extension of the tunnel to be proceeded with. 

The Countess Company, late North Star Company, Union Reef, are engaged in the erection of a 
twenty-five horse-power winding and pumping engine. It has been asserted that the want of this kind of 
machinery has been the only cause of the failure of the mine to prove remunerative. There can now be 
scarcely any doubt of a prosperous future awaiting this company. 

The Undaunted Company, Blakeville, are driving on the line of the reef at the 200-foot level, and 
the quartz recently broken is considered to be of a payable charaeter. 

The Golden Tap Company, Bullengarook, are putting in a cross-drive at the 75-foot level to inter- 
sect the reef. Two other claims adjoining the company's area, north and south, have been applied for. 
Considerable interest continues to be taken in the prospects of the company. With the exception of some 
prospecting and fossicking, no permanent gold mining operations have been carried on in this locality. 
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Alluvial Mining. 

No new ground has been opened up. The majority of the miners are engaged in overhauling ground 
that has been previously worked. The Chinese population is gradually decreasing, about twenty of them 
having recently left, mostly for Tasmania. 

No miners are employed mining for metals or minerals other than gold. 

The average quantity of water sold was four sluice-heads, at about 6s. per week per sluice-head. 

The rainfall during the quarter has been — October, 4*94 ; November, 5'26 ; December, 3'66 ; total, 
13*75 inches. 



BALLAN SUBDIVISION.

BEECHWORTH DIVISION. 
Mr, A. Alderdice^ Mining Registrar, 

The past quarter has been a most unfavorable one for sluicers, little or no rain having fallen during 
tlint period, and in consequence the springs are rapidly drying up. Only one or two of the sluicing claims 
have been able to wash down, and these have not shown satisfactory results for the time occupied in 
working them. The sluicers cannot expect to have sufficient water to carry on full work before May, as 
tlie dryest quarter of the year has yet to come. 

The following are a few of the principal returns for the quarter, viz. : — ^Bolam and .Co., Three-mile 
Creek, 80 ozs.; Ah Sam and Co., Three-mile Creek, 794 ozs. (this for about eighteen month's work); 
Phillips and Co., Nine-mile, 270 ozs.; Trezise and Co., Stony Creek, 90 ozs. 

There has been a little activity in quartz mining during the quarter, principally at Stony Creek, 
where several good returns have been obtained, notably those from the reefs owned by Messrs. Trezise and 
Co., Croft and Co., and Bryce and Co. 

The alluvial mining at Stony Creek is at a standstill in consequence of want of water. The miners 
at work are stacking the washdirt until the first rainfall. The lead running through Hardisty's paddock is 
still proving more than payable. 

Elmer and Co. have been compelled to abandon their claim on the Deep Lead, Bowman's Forest, in 
consequence of their not being able to cope with the water. They speak confidently of the ground being 
payable, provided powerful machinery wer(} put on the ground. 

The Prospecting Quartz Company, Beechworth, have abandoned their reef (the Rose) as not being 
payable. The machinery has been purchased by the Hon. J. A. Wallace, who doubtless will not remove it 
from its present site until he has thoroughly tested the country in the vicinity of the reef. 

The Reform Reef, Myrtleford, has been let on tribute for the purpose of sinking the shaft and 
further prospecting the reef, which has not been paying well for some time past. 

The people of Eldorado have not yot given up the idea of re-opening the deep lead there. At the 
present price of tin in England any of the old claims would pay well to work for the black sand alone. It 
is a great pity that the owners allowed the machinery to be removed from all the claims, as it is certain, had 
it been left, one claim at least, giving employment to say 100 men, would have been at work now. 



YACKANDANDAH NORTH SUBDIVISION.

There is no mining as yet in this subdivision. 



YACKANDANDAH SOUTH SUBDIVISION. 
Mr, J, Smart, Mining Registrar, 

In alluvial mining, owing to the dry season, the miners do not work more than half time, as a rale, 
and many have temporarily suspended working their claims in order to get employment at the harvest. 

In quartz mining I have to report that the average yield of gold per ton is in excess of the return 
for the last quarter, and would have been still larger only for the accidental breaking of the shaft of the 
crushing machinery of the Pride and Stringer Mill when crushing for the Caledonian Company. 

Several of the abandoned reefs on Twist's Creek have been taken up with every prospect of success. 
The Wild Horse Quartz Mining Company have now started their new battery, and have crushed a quantity 
of mullock that was lying on the surface. Work will be resumed after New Year's Day, when some fair 
returns may be anticipated. 
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INDIGO DIVISION. 
Mr* R, Arrowimith, Mining Surveyor and Begisirar, 

Quartz mining cannot be said to have improved in this division during the quarter, and matters are 
likely to remain in the same condition until capital is invested to test the reefs at far greater depths than 
have yet been reached. It is to be regretted that the R. Burns Prospecting Company, formed for this 
purpose, has not met with that support at the hands of the public commensurate with the value and 
importance of the attempt. At present work has been suspended pending other arrangements. 

Alluvial mining, on the other hand, is improving. The Chiltern Valley Gold Mines Company will 
shortly commence blocking out. The Indigo Stockyard Company have been only moderately successful, 
although a large amount of driving has been done. They are still uncertain as to the whereabouts of the 
old Indigo lead, and are putting down a bore on its supposed course. 

Both the Star and Federal Standard companies have commenced to place their plants in position. 

A new company, to be named the Rutherglen and Murray Valley G. M. Co., have taken up a large 
extent of very promising country on the course of the Clydesdale and other leads north-east of Rutherglen. 

At no time has the general prospects of the alluvial mining interests been more promising than at 
present. A very large amount of capital has been introduced, together with most efficient machinery, 
which, under the direction of skilled and intelligent managers, can scarcely fail to fully develop the 
Tesources of this undoubtedly important mining division. 



WANDILIGONG SUBDIVISION. 
Mr. T, C, Kaighiuy Mining Registrar, 

The past quarter has been marked by much apparent dullness as regards the development of new 
payable mines, in fact mining matters in the subdivision may be said to be unprecedentedly quiet, 
notwithstanding that the yield of gold has been much in excess of the amount anticipated, even by the most 
■anguine. The returns from quartz reefs give an increase of over 400 ozs. ns compared with the previous 
quarter, while the average yield per ton from the stuff crushed also shows an improvement, being slightly 
over 1 oz. per ton as against 16 dwts. for the previous quarter. 

Another crushing plant has been removed from the subdivision during the quarter, the Honorable 
J. A. Wallace having taken the Prince Arthur Mill down for the purpose of re-erecting it on one of his 
mines in another portion of the colony. The Old Mongrel crushing plant, owned by Messrs. D. Munro and 
Co., which has lain unused in the township for many years, has at length been taken away. 

The Cornish Company has at length been favored with some payable stone. The Myrtle Company 
also have discovered a shoot of stone that, with their appliances for raising and crushing, will give a good 
return. Some very good stone has been crushed from the Try Again and a reef adjoining named the 
** Capes," which has just passed into Mr. Wallace's hands, and from which rich yields have been obtained. 

No record of any sales of water. 



BUCKLAND DIVISION. 
Mr, B, K. Smart, Mining Registrar, 

As is usual for the last quarter of the year, there is an increase in the amount of gold won, the returns 
from the alluvial being very satisfactory ; but, as European miners here, as a body, ignore sluicing, the bulk 
of this gold goes to the Chinese, about twenty of whom have lately deimrtcd from here for the land of their 
birth, taking with them from one to four hundred pounds sterling each. 

In my last report, the description of Henderson Bros.' new crushing mill, at Porepunkah, should 
have read thus : — The waterwheel is overshot and its size 20 feet in diameter, with 4 feet breast, and the 
spur-wheel is 12 feet in diameter, with an 8-inch face, *&c. 

The yield of gold from Harrietville would have been far heavier had it not been that the two large 
companies, known as the Tiddle-de-addle-de and the Jackass, have been engaged driving adits to strike their 
reefs some distance below their present workings. 

Some little stir was created a short time ago by the discovery, by a well-known prospector, of two 
reefs in the neighborhood of Bowstead's hostelry, on the summit of the Alpine range, and that these new 
finds were not mere myths, there is ample evidence in the fact that he parted with the most of his interest 
therein for a cash consideration to parties who personally inspected the reefs before purchasing ; but since 
then I have heard nothing more about them. 

The alluvial Left Branch, at Harrietville, alluded to in my last report as a place where coarse gold, 
in the shape of small nuggets, was to be obtained, has attracted some attention this last month. There are 
now four or five men prospecting, and also a few others that have managed to set in steadily to work, who 
are averaging 408. per week per man right through. 

The New Wallace Deep Lead Company are gradually commencing operations, a contract having 
been entered into with the Henderson Bros., after a very keen competition by tender, for a supply of poles, 
poppet legs, square timber, and sawn stuff, at prices somewhat lower than have hitherto been ruling. 

The Harp of Erin Company have crosscut for about 70 feet from their lower tunnel, and in doing 
so, when about half way, struck a small leader showing a little gold. This is supposed to be the line of 
the main reef, but a long distance south of the large shoot of stone previously worked. The workings on 
the upper levels are now completely drained. 

The results of crushings from the Frecburgli reefs I have been unable to supply, owing to the 
non-receipt of authentic particulars. I am sorry for this, as the stone was of better quality than that 
recorded in this report. One parcel yielded over 5 ozs. to the ton, and other lots from nearly 2 to 3 ozs. to 
the ton, and, had I been able to include these in the return, they would have very materially increased the 
rate per ton of the gross total. 

Mining in this division is sound and progressive. The claims, both quartz and alluvial, are yielding 
quite iip to the average, and mining machinery has been largely increased in quantity and value. 

Six heads of water have been sold at from 6s. to 20s. per head per week. 
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ALEXANDRA SUBDIVISION. 
Mr, A, B. Ainsworthy Mining Surveyor and Registrar, 

The feature of the quarter is the occupation of certain lease blocks at Buztons for tin mining. 
Valuable stream tin, discovered some years ago bj Hitchcock, Starling, and Guj, in one of the tributaries 
of Bishop's Creek, led to tbis movement. The extent of the deposit has not jet been fullj ascertained, and 
it is hoped that the parent lode maj be discovered, when something permanent will doubtless result. 

The results of the crushings of the Vulcan Company form the bulk of the quartz gold obtained — that 
company alone having crushed from the Lucky line. It is with regret that I find the Hope of Richmond 
Company have^ after patient and apparently exhaustive prospecting of their ground, determined to wind up 
their affairs at Durham Gully. The company obtained gold in patches in a number of places, but nothing 
of permanent value or payable. The Multum in Parvo patch yielded a nice little result to the discoverer, 
J. A. Palmateer. 

The Marchioness of Normanby Company's new shaft is down 80 feet. The Record Company have 
suspended work for a time. The Secundus Company are driving and prospecting some upper levels, 
pending future arrangements for working the block. 

At the Accident Reef, at Spring Creek, work has been stopped for the present. Little pocket patches 
are found now and again at Durham Gully, but nothing of permanent value. 

The alluvial mines have obtained but poor results during the past quarter. No water has been sold. 

Three miners have been prospecting for tin at Buxton. 



DRY CREEK SUBDIVISION. 

Mr. J, Pemberton^ Mining Begisirar^ 

Mr. Meade has completed his lower-level tunnel in the Unee claim, and is now raising good stone. 
There is nothing of interest to report upon, as mining matters have been very quiet during the past 
quarter. 



BENALLA SUBDIVISION. 
Mr. C. JET. fFheatland, Mining Registrar. 

During the quarter just past progressive work has been done in the quartz claims near Benalla, as 
will be seen from particulars in another part of this report. 

The Shannon Company, from their two crushings of 20 tons and 80 tons, obtained 65 ozs.'O dwts. 12 grs., 
and 155 ozs. 17 dwts. 12 grs. respectively. The Golden Crown Company, from a special crushing of 2} tons, 
realized the handsome return of 47 ozs. 4 dwts. The Golden Queen and Little Wonder claims have also 
obtained good results. 

The Lion Company's claim and crushing plant are, I understand, in the market for sale, as is also 
the crushing machinery of the Onward Company at Gowangardie. 

As regards alluvial matters, the New Temora Company are steadily developing their mine, and 
obtaining encouraging prospects. The erection of the Lady Ethel Company's machinery is not yet com- 
plete, but in about two months it is expected that the work of sinking will be resumed and the mine be 
opened out. 

Large areas of country have been taken up under the extended areas bye-law. One company has 
secured one hundred men's ground, commencing about three miles south-west of Benalla ; two other 
parties have obtained forty men's ground each in Goomalibee, and another party thirty men's ground in the 
parish of Warrenbayne. 

In the Gowangardie district very little is going on. The Grood Hope . and Good Hope Extended 
companies, near Violet Town, have applied for two leases, and, if they are granted, intend to carry on 
active operations. The formation, so far as has been ascertained, comprises granite-dyke, about 8 feet 
wide ; but sufficient work has not yet been done to prove the ground. From an experimental crushing of 
4 tons. 16 cwt. a return of 7 dwts. to the ton was obtained. 

At Goomalibee nothing has yet been done to require mention. 



GAFFNEY'S CREEK SUBDIVISION.

I have nothing cheering to report of this subdivision, the average yield having been unusually small 
A large number of claims are idle, and likely to remain so during the dry season. The Transit of Venus 
Company are making good progress towards the erection of machinery. The veins in the company's workings 
are looking well and showing gold. 

The returns from alluvial mines are barely up to last quarter's results. 

No water has been sold. Gold only is being mined for. 



WOOD'S POINT SUBDIVISION.

I have nothing new to report respecting mining in this subdivision. As apprehended last quarter 
the yields for the quarter ending with the year 1881 are very small. Lasting improvement can only be 
brought about by the investment of capital for further prospecting. At present this subdivision, with its 
great extent of auriferous country, and its numerous half-tried or wholly unprospected lodes, is almost 
entirely overlooked. 

The alluvial coutinnes to yield low wages on the average, with here and there a handsome return tq 
individual miners.

The 
only claims working are the old Londonderry and Luck's All ; the latter had a very payable crushing this 
quarter. 

No water has been sold. 

The alluvial yields are up to the average of small wages. 

Gold only is mined for at present. 



MITTA MITTA SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

I am very glad to be in a position to report that much general improvement has taken place va 
quartz mining during the quarter. The discovery of a reef near the junction of the Dark and Mitta Mitta 
rivers, about thirty miles up the latter river from the Mitta Mitta village, has raised the hopes of the 
miners. A trial crushing of stone, which had to be carried on pack-horses a distance of thirty miles, 
yielded at the rate of about 22 ozs. to the ton. The stone was taken from a vein or leader of about 
10 inches wide, running from the side of the reef; the other portion of the reef, which is about 3 feet wide^ 
is expected to yield about 3 ozs, to the ton. There is no change of importance in alluvial mining. 



MITTA MITTA NORTH SUBDIVISION.

The Extended Sailor Bill's Company, Mack's Creek, having 
finished the extension of their tunnel and struck the reef, which Is about 8 feet wide, intend to take out 
stone for crushing. Gold has been seen in the stone, and from appearances there is every possibility of the 
reef becoming richer.

There is not anything of importance to report upon for the past qaarter, as at the principal mines 
the men are at present occupied in sinking shafts, putting in cross-cuts, and doing dead work. 

Some parcels of quartz were crushed during the quarter, hut the returns were not of sufficient note 
to call forth anj special remarks. 

A great number of the companies have made calls to enable them to cany on work, which, of coarse, 
militates tor a time against the prosperity of the division. 

The United Quartz Crushing Battery erected to test the claims on the Kaiser line will soon be in full 
operation, and, judging from the large quantities of stone in that locality and from prospects obtained, I 
have no doubt the mill will be fully employed, and, if so, ought to pay the shareholders. 

There is nothing to report in alluvial mining, as only a few miners are engaged in that oo< 
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HEATHCOTE DIVISION AND WARANGA SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

The prospects from quartz mining in this division are encouraging. The Alabama and Butler's Reef 
Company crushed 145 tons recently, from which they obtained 253 ozs. 10 dwts of gold. A crushing from 
Messrs. Hall and McKay's reef, south of the Butler's Company, of 1 2 tons of stone gave the handsome yield of 
25 ozs. of gold. The reef, which was struck at a depth of 60 feet, is 1 8 inches in thickness. A crushing 
of 27 tons from Wiley's Reef, Mundy Gully, Tooborac, yielded 14 ozs. 17 dwts. of gold. A crushing from 
Devaney's Maori Tom Reef, at Major's Line, of 6 tons lately gave 17 ozs. of gold. This reef has averaged, 
so I am informed, 2 ozs. to the ton since May last. At Costerfield, a reef has been struck by the Bombay 
Company, at the bottom of the 270-foot level, the antimony being 6 inches thick. There is nothing to 
report of any consequence in connection with alluvial mining.

But little apparent change has taken place in this class of mining, although the quantity of gold 
purchased by the banks shows a large increase. 

Quartz Mining. 

On reference to my return under this head, it will be perceived that, although there has been a 
falling-off in the number of tons crushed, the gross and average yields of gold have been largely in excess 
of the previous quarter. In all the cases enumerated, the gold has been obtained by men working their 
own claims. The richness of some of the claims worked has given an impetus to co-operative mining. 

Mining for metals other than gold. — The Black Cloud Gold and Antimony Company have not 
furnished me with any report.

Quartz Mining. 

Three prospecting, three co-operative, and three ordinary quartz claims were registered during the 
quarter. These claims are situate at Blucher's, Havelock, Chinaman's, and Mosquito. Lange and party 
crushed 116 tons for 156 ozs. 3 dwts., and Thomson and party crushed 116 tons for 117 ozs. 6 dwts. from 
their claims near the reservoir. Mr. Stapleton, whose claim is on the Alexandra Reef, Mosquito, crushed 
25 tons for 52 ozs. 

What appears to he an excellent reef has lately heen found on the Talhot road, close fo the horough 
boundary. The prospectors have sunk a shaft 10 feet deep, and obtained quartz showing gold freely. I 
understand that several claims in the neighborhood have been marked out, but none of them have been 
registered as required by the bye-laws. 

Alluvial Mining. 

The works in connection with the Duke Company are progressing satisfactorily, and the machinery 
is in good working order. The rise near No. 3 shaft, for the purpose of draining the ground, has been put 
up 26 feet. The contractors have completed the winding plant at No. 3 shaft, and the erection of puddling 
machines is also progressing. The Berry Reform claim has been worked out and abandoned. The 
Carisbrook United Company are making good progress with their works. The Carisbrook Freehold 
Company have suspended operations at their No. 13 bore, at a depth of 120 feet, in red granite. They 
have now begun and are making satisfactory progress with their No. 14 bore.

The rise at the north- end broke into shallow ground at 96 feet 
from the lower level. The men are now driving through a ridge of reef between the two leads. The 
water in the mine of the Union Bank Company is gradually subsiding, and the shaft has been sunk to a

AMHERST DIVISION.

Alluvial mining in this division has been in a rather depressed state during the last quarter, on 
account of the winding-up of the Rip Van Winkle and Union Extended companies ; the plan!} of the former 
company, which cost £5,000 to erect, has already been removed ; and the latter company have stopped 
work, having driven over 1,200 feet to the west without discovering any payable gold. There is some 
encouragement, however, to be derived from the fact that the South Greenock Company (situated about a 
mile south of Mt. Greenock) have struck payable gold, having obtained 4 oz; 9 dwts. off the bottom of the 
shaft ; gold was also struck in the bore previously put down, but mining operations are stopped for a time 
in order to erect more macbinei*y. I have also to report that several miners along Kangaroo Flat have 
made very good wages lately by puddling. 

Quartz mining is rather at a standstill at present, on account of the principal mines not being yet 
opened up. The Union Q. M. Company, Amherst, have now sunk to a depth of 400 feet, and have put 
in a cross-cut about 70 feet. The North Union Company are still sinking, being down 160 feet without 
having struck water. The New Briseis Company have had to abandon the shaft at the south end of their 
lease, as the last crushing was not payable ; they are now cutting down an old shaft at the north end 
of their ground, on the same line of reef, where good gold had been obtained formerly ; they are now 
down 260 feet. Several rich patches, yielding from 3 to 4 ozs. to the ton, have been discovered by 
prospectors in small leaders near the surface. Dunston Brothers crushed 33 tons of quartz from the North- 
western reef, Amherst, which yielded 47 ozs. 5 dwts. 6 grs. ; and J. R. Walker and Co. have also been 
very fortunate, having crushed 300 tons at their own mill (lately erected), from the All Nations Reef, 
for a yield of 106 ozs. 6 dwts. All this stone was taken from near the surface. 

The amount received for sale of water for mining purposes, during the quarter, by the Borough 
Council, was £12 lis. 6d. 



AVOCA SUBDIVISION. 
Mr. D. O^Leary, Mining Surveyor and Registrar, 

During the quarter both alluvial and quartz mining have been progressing favorably, except for a 
breakage, since repaired, in a portion of the machinery of the Golden Stream Company. 

The Working Miners United, at Homebush, continue to occupy a foremost position, having realized 
during the quarter the handsome result of 2,134 ozs. of gold, which have been sold in Maryborough, and 
therefore not credited to the proper division. The course of the lead northerly, in this locality, has not 
yet been satisfactorily defined, and will remain doubtful until some of the shafts now being sunk in that 
direction shall be bottomed. 

In quartz mining the reefs of the Pyrenees have been engaging more than usual attention. In the 
West of England Hill, near Percydale, a good payable reef is being worked from the summit, underlying 
westerly 24^, and, in order to facilitate its working, a tunnel has been opened out at the base of the hill, to 
intersect the reef at a depth of about 213 feet. 



DUNOLLY AND TARNAGULLA DIVISIONS.

In both divisions there has been more activity in quartz mining during the quarter, and a little more 
in alluvial mining in the Dunolly Division. 

The Queen's Birthday Company have been sinking their shaft deeper, driving the 500-foot level, 
sinking winzes, and stoping the backs of the lode. The main shaft has been sunk to a depth of 632 feet, 
and the 600-foot level driven 500 feet north. In No. 2 winze, from the 500-foot level, the lode is 6 feet 
wide, and carrying a good quantity of gold. No. 6, or 600- foot level, is also being driven north, and the 
G^ldsborough shaft sunk deeper ; 6,657 tons of stone crushed during the quarter yielded 2,278 ozs. 1 1 dwts. 
of gold. King's Birthday Company have been sinking their shaft deeper, and driving their 540-foot level 
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south. Depth of shaft, 696 feet ; length of level, 293 feet. A sample of pjTites from the lode at the 
540-foot level has been tested at the School of Mines, Ballarat, and gave a return of 7 dwts. per ton. It 
is confidently expected that payable stone will be met with when a greater depth is attained. North 
Birthday Company have completed erection of pumping and winding plant, and are now sinking their shaft 
and a winze from No. 5 level deeper, preparatory to opening out. A little gold is occasionally seen in the 
stone. Curran's Freehold Company are sinking their shaft deeper. Harvest Home Company have sunk 
their shaft to a depth of 405 feet, driven levels and cross-cuts, and crushed a quantity of stone, but have 
not met with anything payable. North Harvest Home Company have had a crushing of 30 tons, which 
yielded upwards of 6 dwts. per ton. Welcome Reef Company have driven a cross-cut east 189 feet, but 
have not cut anything payable in it. Hoyal George Company have had some crushings about 8 dwts. per 
ton ; but, the water being too strong to carry on work to advantage with a whim, they have suspended 
operations pending the erection of steam machinery. Sydenham Company have sunk their shaft to 
300 feet in depth, driven a cross-cut from it, and driven their north level at that depth 231 feet, and are 
now driving that level further, and stoping the backs from it. Watson's Burnt Creek Company (alluvial) 
have done a good deal of driving during the quarter, but have not got any payable wash as yet. Old 
Poverty Company have sunk the shaft to a depth of 680 feet, opened out east and west at a depth of 
$74 feet, and are now cross-cutting at that depth, and also driving the level at 450 feet 150 feet further, 
and rising up from it to the 390-foot level, driving through the stone which carries a little gold, but, as yet, 
not in payable quantity. Yorkshire Company have been sinking their shaft, driving levels and cross-cuts, 
and stoping the backs from 332-foot level. Depth of shaft, 394 feet ; 2,195 tons of stone crushed during the 
quarter yielded 892 ozs. 1^ dwts. of gold. Caradoc Company have been sinking their shaft and driving a 
cross-cut ; they report having got the lode with payable prospects. A new reef, which has been named 
the '* Spondnlix," has been discovered by Mr. J. J. Robinson, at the head of Sparkes' Gully, Moliagul. 
The lode is thin, but remarkably rich ; 5 lbs. weight of stone was estimated to contain 2} lbs. weight of 
gold, and 22 lbs. weight of stone yielded 65 ozs. of smelted gold. Claims have been taken up, and are at 
work north and south of the prospecting claim, but none of the holders report having got the lode yet. Nuggets 
have been got in old alluvial workin$;s during the quarter as follows : — October 11th, a parcel of nuggets 
weighing about 23 ozs., by a party of Chinese in Dunolly Old Lead. December 1st, a nugget weighing 28 ozs. 
8 dwts., by Fletcher and Donald in Dunolly Old Lead. December 16th, a nugget weighing 16 ozs., at the 
Hard Hill, Dunolly. December 3 1 st, a small piece of quartz and conglomerate containing 29 ozs. of gold, by 
P. Secor, at the Hard Hill, Dunolly. On the 10th October, three nuggets weighing together 221 ozs., the 
largest being 175 ozs., and the next one 30 ozs., were sold at the London Chartered Bank by a miner ; but, as 
the seller declined to state where they were obtained, it is not known whether they were got in this locality or 
not. Belgian and Perseverance Company have sunk their shaft to a depth of 120 feet, and put in several 
drives and cross-cuts from it ; they have also sunk a shaft to a depth of 65 feet on the south end of the 
Perseverance Reef, driven the level at 50 feet, and a cross-cut at 65 feet, and are now driving a level north 
at that depth. 



INGLEWOOD DIVISION.

Without doubt mining matters have progressed to a considerable extent in this division, and there is 
every reason to predict a still more decided improvement for next quarter. 

Quartz prospecting has been pushed on with energy, notwithstanding the lack of capital and 
other disadvantages. Several new companies are in course of formation to work well-known reefs at 
luglewood and Wehla. 

The great success which has attended the Jersey Company has been a marked feature in local 
mining, especially towards the close of the quarter. This company, after a severe struggle of some years' 
duration, may be congratulated on having at length reached a safe landing. A reference to crushings will 
show a steady increase, culminating in a return of nearly 16 dwts. of gold per ton from 187 tons of stone. 
There is plenty of similar stone in sight, with a reef 8 feet wide, so that, on the whole, the Jersey Company 
will be fully justified in looking with confidence to a prosperous future. Their success cannot fail to have 
a most beneficial efiect on many similar mining ventures at Inglewood. 

Useful work has been done at the Maxwell, Morning Star, Madame Berry, City of Bath, European 
and Leicester Tribute, and other claims, while from the Burke's Flat Company returns continue excclleut 
as heretofore. 

A spurt has been given to alluvial mining by two large and important finds — the first, a fine nugget 
weighing, in the rough, 71 ozs., taken by Messrs. Brooker and Hase from 18 feet sinking at Old 
Inglewood ; the second, an exceedingly rich specimen weighing 131 ozs., taken by Messrs. Beattie and 
House from 7 feet sinking in ground near Greek Reef, Caledonia Flat. In the same claim were found 
about 30 ozs. of similarly rich pieces. From the nature of the specimens and their position when discovereci 
competent judges are of opinion that they denote the proximity of a rich reef. 

A little work is still being done in old ground, and the various puddling machines (mostly in the 
hands of Chinese) appear to be kept going. 



WEDDERBURN DIVISION.

QUABTZ. 

Smith and party have had a trial crushing of about (11) eleven tons of stone from their reef in 
Queen's Gully, which yielded 9} ozs. of gold. In consequence of the scarcity of water the stone hnd 
to be carted to Inglewood, a distance of twenty miles. Mandeville and Kinery have also struck what they 
consider payable gold in their reef at Farmer's Gully. 

Alluvial. 

There is nothing fresh to report in alluvial mining for the quarter. All the puddling machines have 
stopped working for want of water. Unless some heavy rain falls in January there will certainly be a 
water famine in this subdivision.

ST. ARNAUD NORTH SUBDIVISION.

In this subdivision during the past quarter many new companies have been registered, and several 
of them have commenced active mining operations. The New Bendigo Company have crushed 820 tons of 
stone for a yield of 662 ozs. 14 dwts. of gold. They are now driving along the course of the lode at the 
320-foot level, and stoping from 240 feet to 320 feet ; prospects still continue good. They have purchased 
new machinery for pumping and winding purposes, which is being delivered on the pround, and will shortly 
be erected. The Queen Semiramis Company have finished the erection of new winding machinery, and are 
getting out water which had accumulated, fixing new ladder ways, and putting the mine in order. The 
Gap Reef Company have erected a new whim, cut down, timbered, and centered their shaft 120 feet from the 
surface, and cross-cut at 100 feet 21 feet east to the lode. Albert Victor Extended Company have let a 
contract for sinking the new main shaft 100 feet from the surface, 32 feet of which has been sunk and partly 
timbered. No. 1 South New Bendigo Company are sinking their main shaft by contract, 100 feet from the 
surface, 62 feet of which is now sunk and timbered. No. 1 North New Bendigo Company have let a contract 
for sinking their main shaft 200 feet from the surface, and it is now down 25 feet. No. 3 South New 
Bendigo Company have let a contract to sink their main shaft 100 feet from the surface, and it is now down 
28 feet ; 54 tons of stone crushed from the old workings, taken 40 feet from the surface, yielded an average 
of 3 dwts. per ton. No. 2 South New Bendigo Company crushed 12 tons of stone for an average yield of 
1 oz. 2 dwts. of gold per ton, and another lot of 16 tons for an average of 1 oz. 8 dwts. per ton ; they have 
driven a cross-cut to tiie reef, and are now sinking a winze from the 100-foot to 150-foot levels. Rising Star 
Company are sinking tlieir main shaft from the 460- foot level a further depth of 100 feet. Lord Raglan 
Company are breaking out stone from the 100- foot to the 680- foot levels ; 725 tons of quartz crushed gave 
a yield of 609 ozs. 16 dwts. of gold. Hicks and party, Blink Bonny Reef, have erected winding and 
crushing machinery {^ve stamp heads) ; they have been engaged draining their mine and repairing their 
shaft, which has been some time idle ; they are about to drive a cross-cut at the 3(X)-foot level to cut the 
main lode. The Bell Rock Company are sinking their main shaft from the 400-foot level a further depth 
of 100 feet; it is now down 15 feet. South Bell Rock Company have erected a new whim, and are 
cleaning out old workings preparatory to further working the mine. Strathalbyn Company have cleared 
out an old shaft and put new ladders down to 120 feet ; 17 tons of stone crushed gave an average yield of 
7^ dwts. per ton. Hopeful Company have cleared out an old shaft to 130 feet, and put down new ladders ; 
they drove 30 feet along the course of a lode at this level, but found nothing payable, and are about to sink 
the shaft deeper. 

There is nothing to report in alluvial mining. 



CASTLEMAINE MINING DISTRICT. 



CASTLEMAINE DIVISION. 

Mr, T. L, Browny Mining Surveyor and Registrar, 

In alluvial mining the finds and prospects of the Deep Lead at Guildford, thence to Muckleford, are 
sufficiently good to induce the formation of more companies to work under the extensive areas of private 
property believed to overlay rich diluvial deposits of gold. The completion of contour races, conveying a 
supply of water to Barker's Creek, has given great impetus to sluicing operations ; tho^e sluicers who have 
washed up being well satisfied with their returns. 

In quartz mining tlie few reefs being worked are yielding encouragingly. The Wheal Terrill Tribute^ 
in driving at 300 feet deep from the Central Company's ground, found a fine reef 3 feet thick, from which 
465 tons of quartz yielded 290 ozs. 8^ dwts. of gold O'Connor and Co., from their new reef, obtamed 143 
ozs. from 103 tons of quartz. Lewis and Go.'s new find, east of Nimrod Reef, from 275 tons obtained 
159 ozs.l7i dwts. W. M. William's Reef, Dead-cat, is giving 1 oz. per ton ; and other reefs are showing 
good prospects. 

In deep sinking the Forest Creek Wattle Gully Company are down 530 feet with their engine shaft,, 
and have parties of men cross-cutting and sinking a winze to cut known runs of stone. The Nuggety 
Company have cut quartz at their 300 foot level ; the crosscut has tapped the water, and is draining the 
whole line of the Nuggety and Little Nuggety Reefs. The United Ajax Company have sunk their shaft 
to 425 feet. They are continuing sinking, and will cross-cut at 400 feet. 

The quantity of water sold during the quarter was — 260,944,000 gallons for sluicing, at ^d. per 1,000^ 
gallons; 2,500,000 gallons at 3d. per 1,000; and 750,000 at 4d. per 1,000, making an aggregate of 
941,302,000 gallons for the year 1881, and much more would be taken if obtainable. 
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FRYER'S CREEK DIVISION. 
Mr, Mark Amos, Mining Surveyor and RegiHrar. 

Population. — There has been a slight decrease in the population returns during the past quarter, but 
it is entirelj confined to alluyial miners, the number of quartz miners having increased, although not to a 
marked extent. 

Puddling and sluicing is still carried on with moderate success, do particular complaints having 
been made, it may be presumed the returns are mostly satisfactory. 

Companies. — The Royal Saxon Company have now fairly got their new machmery in working 
order, with an unfailing supply of water from the Coliban source, so that, with moderate yields and 
economical management, fair prospects may be predicted. The ground occupied by the present company 
proved highly auriferous in the early days, when Clark and party made their £40 and £50 per week per 
man by simply scratching the surface. The ground is now being opened out both north and south, with 
Tcry favorable indications ; and the line of reef extending north to Specimen Hill may be said to have a 
fair chance of being properly tested and opened out during the ensuing twelve months. 

The English-Australian Gold Mining Company are still engaged prospecting at different parts of 
the claim, and, from the encouraging nature of the crushings, have every reason to expect satisfactory 
returns during the next twelve months. The company have nearly 30 acres of land on the main line of 
reef connected with the New Era, Royal Saxon, and Rowe Brothers, &c., &c. The reef is from 1 to 5 feet 
thick, and worked at different levels from 150 to 260 feet from the surface, the yield for the past quarter 
having been about 3 dwts. to the ton. 

Renaissance Company, Specimen Hill, are making fair progress, although not generally successful 
up to the present period. The claim is now being worked on tribute. 

McDonald and Wilson, German Gully, are working two lease blocks, and have been engaged uninter- 
ruptedly for many years with varied success. They appear now to be on a good run of gold (1^ ozs. to the 
ton), but the thickness of the leader does not exceed 6 inches, the quartz is raised from the 90-foot 
level- 

Rowe Brothers, Cattle's Line of Reef. — This claim continues payable, with no signs of being worked 
out, although not so remunerative as in former years. 

Perron's Reef Company. — The mining manager reports very favorably of the progress made during 
the past quarter, the company having sunk their main shaft 50 feet deeper, the gold being obtained from a 
depth of 430 feet from the surface from a reef 12 feet wide. 

New Era Company, Perron's Reef. — A large amount of work has been and is still being done by 
this company, the number of miners employed gradually increasing in proportion as facilities are provided 
for extending the workings. There still appears to be an unlimited supply of auriferous stone between the 
SO and 380-foot levels. The width of reef ranges from 6 inches to 20 feet ; the average yield for the last 
quarter having been 3| dwts. to the ton. During the past year the company have crushed 21,590 tons, yielding 
4,047 ozs. of smelted gold, averaging all through 3} dwts., which is calculated to give very good dividends. 
There are no indications of exhaustion in this mine, the machinery and various works being in fine 
condition, and the general management good. 

Tarilta Gold Mining Company, Kangaroo Hill. — There has been no crushing for the past quarter, 
but the company have had such favorable prospects that they are about erecting new machinery, plant, &c., 
having secured suitable sites for water storage. 

Golden Eagle, Fryerstown, are prospecting at the 250-foot level, and will commence sinking the 
main shaft deeper in a few days. 

Chapel Hill Company. — The prospects of this company have proved so favorable as to lead to the 
ground being taken up both north and south. The reef or body of stone is 25 feet wide, taken from a 
depth of 82 feet ; the average yield per ton being a little over 7 dwts. This line of reef, neglected for 
many years, now under good management, is likely to turn out very profitable. 

Burdett-Coutts Company, Fiyerstown. — ^The workings being on the same line, and within a short 
distance of the reef in Brown's claim and the Enterprise Company, the manager is sanguine of cutting the 
lode within a short period. Brown's party have crushed, since they discovered the reef in Nuggety, about 
250 tons, averaging 2 ozs. to the ton, which realized altogether about £2,000. 

Enterprise Company, Commissioner's Flat, Fryerstown, have made a very important discovery of a 
gold-beariug lode during the last week of the quarter. The reef is about 20 feet below the old workings, or 
about 250 feet from the surface, and is 8 feet in thickness. It is estimated roughly that £500 worth of 
specimens were knocked out in the space of three or four days, one block of quartz containing at least 40 ozs. 
of pure gold. The underlie is westerly, the strike being about five degrees east of north. The ground 
was originally occupied by Small and Co., the Fryers, and Cumberland, and is undoubtedly vaduable. 
The original occupants invested thousands of pounds without striking a payable lode, and the present 
holders have secured all the advantages arising from previous explorations. 

Quartz Mining in general. — Taking a review of the past year's proceedings it can be safely 
affirmed that satisfactory progress has been made, for, although the average yield per ton of quartz crushed 
has not been quite so good as formerly, a much larger quantity of stone has been passed through the 
batteries ; and as the mines become more developed, with improved appliances and more efficient 
management, it is found that the poorer crushing stuff can be made remunerative.

Rising Star Company Quartz Claim. — The lode in from the face at the 250-foot level is 7 feet wide, 
and bears good payable stone.

Hepburn Rocky Lead Company are sinking their main shaft (11 feet 6 inches by 4 feet 6 inches), and 
are also erecting a larger pumping engine estimated to cost, when completed, £3,000. The shaft will be

Confidence is generally expressed respecting both quartz and alluvial claims, and it is thought thai 

this goldfield will still prove to be a fair field for the investment of capital. 

Water has not been over abundant, but say 40 sluice-heads have been in use, averaging a cost of 

158. to £1 per head. 

The Mount Franklin Estate Gold Minmg Company are now in over 200 feet from the end of the 
open cutting, or 600 feet from starting point at Jim Crow Creek. The steam and rock-boring plant is now 
on the claim, and will shortly be erected.

The Beehive Company are making good progress with their shaft ; since starting they have got 
down 100 feet ; the size of the shaft is 1 1 feet by 4 feet 6 inches. The boilers have been ti^en out, cleaned, 
and put in thorough repair, and preparation is being made for pumping as soon as they get to the water 
level. 

The Great Western Cymru Company are still pumping, and will have the mine drained in a week or 
two. The stamp batteries are being overhauled and repaired, in readiness for crushing operations. lu 
driving at the 200-foot level they have struck good stone, the quantity of which is estimated at 7,000 tons. 

The Independent Company, in sinking, have struck a new make of reef ranging from 1 foot to 4 feet 
6 inches in width, which shows good gold. 

The Tarrengower Company are still sinking their shaft, and making good headway with the 
rock-borer. 

Locks' Gold Mining Company, Irish Billy's Reef, is still producing good stone, averaging 5 ozs.

The Eaglehawk Alliance Company have opened up their bottom drive for 190 feet in length, showing 
golden stone the whole length. A battery is on the ground, and is being erected ; they have about 200 
tons of stone ready for crushing. 

No change in alluvial mining except that some of the puddlers have knocked off for a short time to 
go harvesting.

Very little change has taken place in this division during the last quarter. The slight increase in 
the number of alluvial miners is caused by the hydraulic sluicing claims at Warburton and Hoddle's Creek 
being worked by Chinese labor instead of Europeans. 

The small returns from quartz during the quarter are^ to be attributed to the fact that the two 
principal companies at Queenstown and Panton Hill have been sinking new and deeper shafts, which are 
not yet down to their proposed depths ; and the Pig-tail Company at Warrandyte having reached a slide in 
their shaft at a depth of 170 feet, which will involve sinking their shaft an additional 50 feet before the 
same can be worked economically. I have not received any return of crushings from the Pig-tail Company 
during the quarter.

The Mountaineer Company have taken possession of their leased ground, erected huts^ smithy, &c., 
and after cleaning out the old shaft, which was sunk about twelve years ago and abandoned owing to great 
cost of cartage of quartz to the nearest machine, they have decided on driving a tunnel to cut the reef. 
Men are now engaged at this work. 

All the reefs above referred to are known to be auriferous, and in my opinion are well worth the 
attention of bona fide investors. The great drawback to the proper development of the auriferous reefs 
which are known to exist in this district is the want of machinery. 

The Bairnsdale and Tambo Company are driving a tunnel towards the reef. It is the opinion of the 
principal shareholders that this tunnel when completed will save them the expense of erecting pumping 
machinery. 

Alluvial. 

I have not heard of anything worthy of special mention during the quarter, and am of opinion all 
engaged in this branch are satisfied, as I hear of no complaints.

BALLARAT MINING DISTRICT. 



CENTRAL DIVISION. 
Mr, David Christy^ Mining Registrar, 

In reviewing the progress of mining for the last quarter, and also making aU examination of mj 
statistical retams for that term, I am happy to be in a position to state that the farther development of 
minings particnlarly in quartz, in my division, shows unmistakably that enterprise, coupled with capitid, under 
judicious management, secures proportionately greater returns, and gives an enhanced value to the dividend- 
paying claims, as well as a stimulus to others. 

At no time have we been clear of unsuccessful cpmpanies on this goldfield, even in our best days of 
alluvial mining. 

In order to obtain a fair idea of the prosperity of this district and the chances of success, we must 
be guided by the average yields per ton, as shown in my statistical returns referred to, which bear evidence 
of a gradual improvement. 

The companies of most importance at present are the Band and Albion Consols, Crescent Company, 
Sei^eant's Freehold, Band of Hope Quartz No. 2 and No. 4, New Burra Burra, Young Band Extended, New 
Koh-i-noor, &o. Indeed, I may simply include the various companies engaged on the line of reef extending 
north from the Band and Albion Consols. 

Mundic has been found in veins in the Crescent, Sergeant's Freehold, and New Burra Barra companies, 
and the stone associated vdth it is highly remunerative. The mundic is similar to that obtained by the Band 
and Albion Company, on the track of which they discovered the very rich stone, which has rendered the 
line of reef referred to famous. It would therefore appear that this mundic may be regarded as an indicator 
to the paying stone on this lode in the Indicator Beef extending south from the Black Hill. 

Alluvial. — In this branch of mining, I have nothing new nor of any importance to mention. 

The small companies are making fairly remunerative wages, and the fossickers and Chinamen are 
keeping up their general average. 

The City of Ballarat Company are still energetically pushing on with their mining operations, and 
it is to be hoped that this company will soon be richly rewarded for their great expenditure and patient 
perseverance. 

The consumption of water by mining companies during the quarter was 101,200,000 gallons. Bate 
per 1,000 gallons : — Is. for boiler purposes, and 3d. for crushing and sluicing purposes.

BALLARAT SOUTHERN DIVISION. 
Mr, George Perry, Mining Registrar, 

Quabtz Mining. 

Ow|i^ to the large amount of progressive work which has been carried on in some of our principal 
mines, a^^smidler quantity of stone than usual has been crushed, consequently, the yield of gold from tliis 
source is considerably less this quarter than last. 
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The Little Hopewell Companj's Tributers No. 1, at Staffordshire Reef, have been engaged in 
prospecting at the 227-root level, and have recently struck a lode 4 feet wide, showing apparently payable 
gold. No trial crushing has yet been made, but 70 tons of stone have been raised to the surface, awaiting 
crushing. The Tributers No. 2 have also been engaged in prospecting at the 22-foot, level, and have struck 
a lode 50 feet to the east of that struck by the Tributers No. 1. It is 6 feet wide, showing coarse gold. A 
trial crushing is now being made, but the result will not be known in time for this report. 

The Speedwell Tribute Company have sunk their shaft to the depth of 240 feet, and are opening out 
at 230 feet. 

Charles Wilson and Son's have added four stampers to their battery, and have built in a new boiler. 

The Rising Star Company have sunk their shaft to the depth of 100 feet^ opened *out| and are now 
cross-cutting for the lode. 

The Williams' Fancy Company's Tributers, at Kangaroo, are working good stone, 8 feet wide, but in 
consequence of foul air, the quantity raised is much below the usual average. 

The Long Gully Company United, at Corindhap, have been engaged during the quarter in the erection 
of a ten-head battery, which is to be completed in five weeks. The estimated cost is nearly £3,000. 

The Golden Tunnel Company, at Mount Misery, have driven their tunnel 385 feet, but have not yet 
struck the lode. 

Alluvial. 

The McGill's Freehold Company, at Rokewood, are driving in wash from 2 to 3 feet thick ; seven 
machines of stufiE have been washed, for the total yield of 50 oz. 10 dwt. The prospects are considered good. 
Grant and party and Turner and party are doing well. 
The Lucky Company, at Kangaroo, are still doing exceedingly well. 
No water is sold in this division. 



BUNINYONG DIVISION. 
Mr. Bobert M, Harvey ^ Mining Surveyor and Registrar. 

QuABTZ Mining. 

This branch of mining has suffered from the scarcity of water ; mostly all the batteries have only 
been at work for half of the three months, still the yield has exceeded last quarter, and there is every 
prospect of a great improvement. The Imperial have just completed the erection of new machinery, at 
a cost of £2,000, to work the northern portion of their claim ; and the One-and-All Company are now 
erecting a new plant; the South Imperial have their battery nearly ready. This makes eight batteries, seven of 
which will be at work during next quarter. 

Excellent prospects have just been obtained by the Desoza, at their 230- foot level; and by the 
Ferguson Company, at 160 feet deep. 

On the Long Gully Reef, the Lady Mary Company are erecting crushing machinery ; and on the 
Devonshire, the Rubicon Company are working vigorously, proving their reefs. On the Napoleon, active 
operations are beiug carried on to work the reef at the Slow and Sure mine. Kitty's Reef appears to be 
quite neglected. 

Alluvial Mining. 

A good prospect has been obtained by a party working in Kitty's Gully, at a depth of 60 feet. The 
usual shallow working is being carried on. 

Lignite. 

The Victorian Brown Coal Company, Lai Lai, still carry on their works to a small extent, employing 
occasionally a few men. 



SMTTHESDALE DIVISION. 
Mr» John Lynchf Mining Surveyor and Registrar, 

The yield of gold for the quarter is the smallest that we have ever had to record. The falling-off is not 
confined to one locality, but is general throughout the division. At Haddon alone, there is a reduction of 
968 ozs. The Reform claim, the chief contributor for many years, no longer heads the list, the local yields being 
now dependent on the operations of the Chinese tributers within the Nintingbool estate. These Chinese have 
done well ; their skill, industry, and perseverance have been amply rewarded. The Reform is sinking a new 
shaft not far from the site of No. 1. It is not bottomed yet. The Racecourse Company too has suffered 
a considerable declension, but this is believed to be only temporary. The Haddon Valley Company has 
ceased working, not having found anything payable. Haddon Valley Consols, ahead of the latter, seems 
disinclined to start operations, probably discouraged by the failure of its neighbor. Along the valley of 
Smythesdale and Scarsdale there are but a few small parties at work ; none of these can be regarded as 
fortunate. The plant and furniture in process of erection by the Golden Belt Company, at Piggoreet, was 
burned early in January last, and that disaster has been the source of grievous delay and disappointment to 
all concerned. The work of reconstruction has, however, been pushed on with commendable activity, and 
is now in an advanced condition. The Springdallah Junction, at Happy Valley, is doing fairly well ; but 
that part of the division is in a languishing state. The Caledonia, at Bottle Hill, has bottomed, but has 
not as yet reached the expected lead. In quartz mining there is an awakening interest manifesting itself 
in many parts of the division^ The Britannia Reef has got into the possession of a new company, which is 
able, and appears to be willing, to give the place a proper trial. A lease of the ground has been applied 
for, and the application is at present under consideration. The Lancashire Reef, at Brown's, where work 
has been for a long time in abeyance, has also been brought into requisition, and under auspices which bids 
well for a successful issue. A quartz mining lease has been applied for by William Hodle, at the head of 
Candlestick Gully, Lin tons. This ground was partially worked twenty years ago, and paid well, although 
the equipment in all its parts was of the most imperfect character. 
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CRESWICK DIVISION.

I have the honor to report that the yield of gold for the quarter is nearly equal to that of the preyious 
quarter. In quartz there is a decrease of about 700 ozs., cai^ped by a smaller quantity of stone having been 
crushed, but the average yield is more than 11 grs. per ton greater than for the previous quarter. 

There is a slight increase in the yield of alluvial gold. There are now six diamond drills at work in 
the division, which will soon define the deep leads, and probably cause sinking to be proceeded with.

GORDON SUBDIVISION. 

Mr. Thomas Cowan, Mining Surveyor and Registrar, 

Black Horse United Company, Egerton. — The operations of this company were very much inter- 
fered with during the past quarter by a strike among the miners, who were idle for upwards of a month. 
There is nothing new to report, except, that there is a slight improvement in the quality of the stone lately 
crushed, which would justify the hope of further improvement. Daring the quarter 4,562 tons of stone 
have been crushed, for 832 ozs. of gold, or an average of 3 dwts. 15*51 grs. per ton. No dividends have 
been paid during the quarter. Since the strike the number of men has been reduced to 75. 

The Egerton Company, Limited, Egerton. — This company have been regularly at work during the 
quarter, raising stone from depths ranging from 280 to 810 feet, the returns from which are still exceedingly 
satisfactory. 8,967 tons of stone have been crushed during the quarter, yielding 4,779 ozs. 4 dwts. 12 grs. 
of gold, or an average of 10 dwts. 15*83 grs. per ton ; and dividends amounting to ds. 6d. per share, equal 
to £4,375, have been paid. Two hundred and fifty men have been employed. 

Egerton. — No work has been done by the Discovery Company during the quarter. 

Twenty-one Chinese are still engaged in washing the tailings from the Black Horse and Egerton 
companies' batteries. It is stated that 60 ozs. of gold have been obtained. 

The Parker's United Company, Gordon. — This company have continued to obtain regular ernshings 
from depths varying from 440 to 625 feet. The lode tapered off in the 440 and 625-foot levels, in the 
latter of which, and at the 650-foot levels, a slide appeared, which disturbed the stone. During the last 
month of the quarter a lode 5 feet in width was struck in the 700-foot level, and a drive has been con- 
structed a short distance along it« course, the stone showing gold freely. 1,257 ozs. of gold have been 
obtained from 2,700 tons of stone, or an average of 9 dwts. 7*46 grs. per ton; 70 ozs. have also been obtained 
by treating pyrites. One hundred and fifty men have been employed. One dividend of Is. 6d« per share^ 
equal to £1,500, has been paid during the quarter. 

Gordon. — ^The Parker's Company. — A slight amount of prospecting has been carried on by this 
company during the quarter, but, not meeting with anything of a payable nature, they have again ceased 
operations. 

The Parker's Freehold Company.— This company have been continuing to sink their shaft daring 
the quarter, which has now reached a depth of 675 feet. Eighteen men have been employed. 

The Parker's Extended Company. — This company are still engaged in prospecting their ground. 
A trial crushing of 76 tons was taken from the 100 and 150-foot levels, which yielded 142 ozs. 7 dwts. of 
gold, or an average of 1 oz. 17 dwts. 11 '05 grs. per ton. Nineteen men have been employed. 

The Shamrock Company. — Prospecting operations are still being carried on by this company at a 
depth of 835 feet. A trial crushing of 37 tons was taken at this depth from a lode between 3 and 4 feet 
in width, which yielded 38 ozs. of gold, or an average of 1 oz. dwts. 12*97 grs. per ton. The company 
are now engaged in sinking their shaft to a further depth, and employ 15 men. 

The Parker's United No. 1 Quartz Mining Company. — This company have completed the erection 
of the machinery mentioned in my last report, and are now engaged in sinking their shaft, which has 
reached a depth or 394 feet. Twelve men are employed. 

North Parker's Company. — Sinking operations have been discontinued by this comp&ny. 

No work has been done during the quarter by the Kerrit Bareet Company, the Parker's No. 2 
Company, or the Parker's United Miners Company, Moorabool West. The machinery has been removed 
irom the first and last mentioned.

Nine Chinese are still engaged in washing the tailings from the Parker's United Company's battery, 
and, as I have been informed, have obtained 22 ozs. of gold.

The Great Northern Parker's Company, Korweinguboora. — The erection of a 10 horse-power 
engine and a battery of five heads, mentioned in my last report, has been completed by this company. 
A trial crushing of 15 tons from a lode ayeraging 6 inches in widlii was obtained, which yielded 10 ozs. of 
gold, or an average of 13 dwts. 8 grs. per ton. Twenty-four men are now engaged in prospecting the mine. 

Alluyial Mining. 
No alluvial mining has been carried on during the quarter. 

Lal Lal Ibonwobks, Lal Lal. 

This company hare been engaged during the last eight weeks of the quarter in smeltiDg iron ore, ' 
which has produced 300 tons of iron. Ninety men have been employed. 

The information with regard to the amount of gold purchased was obtained from the managers of 
the Union Bank, Egerton, and the London Chartered Banks, at Ballarat and Gordon. 



STEIGLITZ SUBDIVISION.

Mining tbroughout this subdivision has been almost at a standstill, owing to want of water, especially 
at Steiglitz, no quartz having been crushed there for the past five months. Numbers of miners have their 
quartz and washdirt stacked or paddocked, waiting for rain to enable them to crush or wash. Nevertheless, 
things are looking very much better in all parts of the subdivision than they have done for the last three 
or four years. The Britannia Rival Company have erected machinery on their claim at Steiglitz, and are 
now ready to start operations if they had water. At Reid's Creek, near Meredith, the McRae Bros, have 
struck a small reef, bearing good gold ; and numbers of the inhabitants are now prospecting the locality, 
which is all freehold land. Alluvial digging has been carried on briskly during the dry season, but it is 
impossible to get anything like a fair estimate of the amount of gold obtained, as most of the diggers sell 
their gold in Ballarat. 



BLACKWOOD DIVISION AND BLUE MOUNTAIN SOUTH SUBDIVISION. 

Mr, John F. Hansen, Mining Registrar, 

The erection of the 10-head battery by the Koh-i-noor Company has been completed, and crushing 
operations were commenced on Monday the 20th March last. The battery is worked by means of a wheel, 
30 feet in diameter, driven by water-power. The water is obtained from the Government reservoir, which 
was opened for the use of alluvial miners working the banks and bed of the River Lerderderg seven weeks 
prior to starting the battery, consequently, the pressure had greatly diminished, the 9*inch outlet pipe giving 
only sufficient water to drive half the battery, namely, five stamp-heads ; if, however, a copious fiUl of rain 
should not take place almost immediately, crushing operations will have to be stopped for want of water, 
early in the month of April. Referring to my last report, in which I stated that a cross-drive from the old 
Koh-i-noor's main shaft had been put in at the 120-foot level to intersect the shoot of gold at the 60-foot 
level, I have now to report that this has been successfully carried out. The reef here is from 4 to 6 feet in 
width, and gold is freely seen in the quartz. I beg to forward a sample of the stone at present operated upon. 
From the appearance of the plates, it is almost certain that the returns will not be under 10 dwt. of gold per 
ton of quartz crushed. Taking into consideration that the winding, pumping, and crushing is entirely 
carried out by water-power, the working expenses of a reef of this size must be very moderate, consequently 
the yield of gold should be highly remunerative. In driving north and south no difference has been found in 
the character of the stone or country; there are 60 feet of backs to work upon, with a reef underfoot apparently 
of the same quality. It may not be out of place to state here that this mine was held by a public company 
at the time of the great rush in 1869 ; expensive machinery was erected, and a shaft sunk to a depth 
of 160 feet, but, as usual in those days, in this locality, almost no underground work was done to test the 
mine, the result being a complete collapse of the company, and the removal of the machinery. Afterwards 
the ground was taken up by a co-operative company (Williams Bros.), who obtained excellent prospects 
and payable gold at a depth of 60 feet ; the influx of water, however, was too much to overcome with the 
appliances at their disposal ; and the ground was again abandoned, and has been lying idle for about six or 
seven years until recently, when this new company was formed. 

The Simmons' Reef Amalgamated Mining Company have drained their mine to the bottom, or 
400-foot level, and the shaft has been substantially repaired ; a drive connecting the mine with the old 
Cornish Company's shaft at the 200-foot level, for the purpose of getting ventilation, has been completed, 
and the erection of the battery will be started shortly. 

The Countess Company have perfected the erection of a winding and pumping engine, and the 
sinking of the shaft another 50 feet will be started immediately. The New Cosmo Company, the New 
North Britain Company, and several more of the lately-formed conlpanies are all engaged in progressive 
works. 

Alluvial Mining. 

A specimen of 85 ozs. in weight, containing 54 oz. of gold, was dropped upon by a party of three young 
men at Back Creek (Simmons' Reef). The depth of sinking is about 20 feet, with about 6 feet of waah- 
dirt. The shaft was commenced some time back by two lads, who, coming upon some hard cement, left it, 
after which a second party bottomed ; but, finding no payable gold on the bed-rock, abandoned it, and the 
party above referred to took possession and thoroughly prospected it. They found the best of the gold in a 
wash 2 feet above the bottom, from which good wages, independent of the specimen, have been obtained 
during the last two months. 

No miners are employed mining for metals or minerals other than gold. 

The quantity of water sold has been, from the reservoir, about four sluice-heads, averaging about 
15s. per week per sluice-head. 

The rainfall during the quarter has been : — January, 0*34 ; February, 0*34 ; March, 1*50 ; total, 
2*18 inches.

BEECHWORTH DIVISION. 
Mr, Alexander Alderdicey Mining Registrar. 

The past quarter has been the very driest eyer experienced in this part of the colonj, and, in 
consequence, work bj the miners in sluicing claims has been nearly at a standstill, the races not giving more 
than one working day's water per week. There are creeks and springs in this division perfectly dry, which 
were never known to be so since the opening of the gold diggings. It is feared that unless the coming 
winter prove more than ordinarily rainy, the race owners will have a poor season, as the sources of supply 
are so thoroughly dried up that only heavy and continuous rains cud open them. 

The gold brought forward has been about the average quantity. The foUowing are some of the 
principal yields, viz. : — Rocky Mountain Company, Spring Creek, 733 ozs., from about l} acre of ground ; 
Ah Hen and Co., Spring Creek, 210 ozs., from 1 acre of ground ; Booth and Co., Hurdle Flat, 51 ozs., 
from I acre of ground ; Wallaby Tribute, Hurdle Flat, 140 ozs.j Reform Tribute, Myrtleford, 247 ozs. 

There is very little to report in alluvial mining. The sluicers generally are preparing for winter, 
by cutting and repairing races, opening springs, or building dams. There are severed claims at Stony Creek 
and Bowman's Forest ^m which washdirt cannot be operated on before rain sets in. 

The tributers in the Reform Company and the Wallaby Company have both struck very good stone 
which went over an ounce to the ton. Both the Reform and Wallaby reefs look better than they have 
done for years past. 

Several old reefs have been again taken up, but no crushing has yet been done. Mr. Biddington is 
putting up a mill at the Tubal Cain Reef, Stony Creek, and he is sinking a shaft for the purpose of striking 
the reef at 250 feet. It is said that payable stone was left in the bottom of the old shaft. 

Tunnels are being driven into the old Darling Grant and Waterloo reefs, Barwidgee. 

As soon as rain comes, a company intend opening the old Kneebone Claim, at Eldorado, where it \fk 
well known that both gold and tin were left, which would pay remarkably well to work now. 



YACKANDANDAH NORTH SUBDIVISION.

There is no mining at present in this subdivision. 



YACKANDANDAH SOUTH SUBDIVISION. 
Mr, J, Smarts Mining Registrar, 

In alluvial mining, owing to the extraordinary dry season, the creek sluicing claims have not been 
worked, and, in consequence, little gold has been obtained during the past quarter. 

In quartz mining, I have to report that the crushing machines at Sandy Creek, Back Creek, and 
Twist's Creek have been idle during the last quarter, for want of water. Several hundred tons of stone 
are now ready to be operated upon, from which good returns are expected. 

The abandoned Topaz Reef, at Clear Creek, has been taken up by a co-operative company, who are 
now erecting a water-wheel and battery to crush the stone, some of which is at grass, and is expected to 
yield good returns. 

INDIGO DIVISION. 
Mr, R, Arrowsmith, Mining Surveyor and Registrar, 

Quartz mining throughout the division has been unusually dull during the quarter ; this may be 
partly attributed to the extreme dryness of the season and consequent scarcity of water at the mills. Work 
is now easily obtainable at the large alluvial claims which are being opened up, and many men prefer 
steady wages to the uncertain income of the quartz miner in this division. 

The Robert Bums Prospecting Company have done little or no work during the quarter. Calls 
come in slowly, and some of the shareholders have withdrawn altogether ; consequently the directory have 
deemed it advisable to spspend operations, pending more satisfactory arrangements. 

A public company has been formed to work the claim of Harris and Hollow, at Rutherglen, and 
work has been recently commenced. The manager reports having struck a good face of stone, showing 
gold very freely. He expresses great confidence in the future of the claim, and is surprised that so small 
a portion of the reef has been opened up, considering the large quantity of gold obtained by the previous 
shareholders. The company has applied for the adjacent ground, and there is every reason to suppose the 
venture will prove successful. 

The alluvial claims of the Chiltern Valley Gold Mines Company and the Stockyard Mining Company 
continue in full work, blocking out and extending main drives ; while the Federal Standard and Star 
ompanies are busily engaged in the erection of their machinery and other preparatory work. 
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The companj who effected the purchase of the private land north of the Chiltern Valley Grold 
Mines Company haye commenced boring for the deep ground ; three bores have been put down, all too 
shallow, the next one will most likely be successful, when the erection of adequate machinery will be at 
once proceeeded with. 

Owing to the extreme dryness of the season, little or no gold has been obtained by the Chinese on 
the old workings. I observe a considerable quantity of wash dirt has been stacked, and no doubt, with a 
plentiful supply of rain, the returns of alluvial as wdl as quartz gold will be largely increased. 



WANDILIGONG SUBDIVISION. 
Mr, T. C, Kaighin, Mining Registrar. 

I have the honor to report that, owing to the extreme dryness of the past summer, no crushing of 
importance has been made from any of the quartz reefs in this subdivision, during the three months ending 
81st March. Such an occurrence is unprecedented in the mining experience of the subdivision, but it is 
anticipated that the crushings to be made during the present quarter will bring the yield for the half-year 
lip to the average of past returns, supposing rain to fall in sufficient quantities to work water-wheels. 

No fresh finds of quartz reefs of any value have been made during the quarter. 

Another large block of ground has been taken up by a Melbourne company on Upper Morse's Creek, 
for the purpose of working the deep alluvial ground. 

The Wandiligong Estate Deep Lead Gold Mining Company commenced operations, and attempted 
to sink a shaft in the deep alluvial ground in their claim, by manual labor ; a depth of 30 feet was attained, 
below which the great influx of water prevented anything more being done. Arrangements were then made 
for the erection of a steam plant on the mine, for crushing and winding purposes ; the boiler and engine of 
the old ^Home" crushing mill was purchased, and also the bob sand pumps of the defunct Bright Company, 
and a contract let for the erection of same, which is now under way; the contractor, Mr. W. H. Mitchell, 
is making good progress with the work. 

Tbe yield of alluvial gold for the quarter was 65 ounces. 



BUCKLAND DIVISION. 
Mr, Bm K. Smart, Mining Registrar, 

The yield of gold has been unprecedentedly low, owing to the mills having been unable to crush 
the quantity of stone to hand, and in many alluvial claims work has ceased altogether, owing to scarcity of 
water ; but the decrease in the amount of gold won is only temporary, caused by an exceptionally dry season. 
Faith in the resources of this division is still strong, and is evinced practically by such companies as the 
Trident, the New Wallace Deep Lead, and the Shamrock being all now busily engaged in the erection of 
very powerful machinery. 

The quartz returns from Freeburgh are very good, considering that only about thirty mines are at 
work at that place ; the reefs also are continuing good as they are worked downwards. Two large alluvial 
claims, one worked by Bunn and Co. and the other by a party of Chinese, have ceased work through 
the diyness of the river ; but this dryness, so detrimental to some, has been taken advantage of by several 
small parties to work the river bed, with very good returns, and by others to prospect the flats, by putting 
in very long cuts. 

At Harrietville Left Branch those alluvial miners that remained afler the rush and persevered are 
making wages. Recently there was on view a beautiful sample from Burke's claim, consisting of nuggets 
of from 8 to 9 dwts. each, with other coarse gold. 

Most of the new finds during the quarter have been at Running Creek and Harrietville. 

At Upper Buckland, Porepunkah, Running Creek, and Bright no quartz has been crushed during 
the quarter. 

No water has been sold during the quarter. 



ALEXANDRA SUBDIVISION. 
Mr. A. B, Ainsworth, Mining Surveyor and Registrar, 

The chief feature in the quarter's history is the material improvement and payable yield of the 
Vulcan Company's mine, particulars of which are given in the tabular forms herewith. The manager 
reports that he is now prospecting both on the dOO-ft. and 400-ft. levels, with encouraging prospects. 
There is a considerable amount of untouched ground over the above levels to the north-west of the present 
workings, which, it is to be hoped, will be tested shortly and with good results. The Marchioness of 
Normanby Company are down 100 feet in their new shaft. No. 6 Lucky has suspended operations pending 
negotiations for amalgamating with the Vulcan, whose machinery and position afford facilities for working 
that mine to great advantage. 

Mining in the Yea District is looking up. The veins in this part of the division promise well. 
They are substantial, and appear to extend across the country. The Providence Company still continues at 
work, though the yields are low at present. The permanent water-level being at a depth of 50 feet only 
from surface, powerful pumping machinery will be required before the mine can be properly developed. 
For the present the erection of further machinery has been stopped. The alluvial has been unusually poor 
during the quarter, but encouraging prospects are now being obtained along the immediate banks of the 
Groulbum. Here, as elsewhere, the exceedingly dry summer has afiected the mining industry materially. 
Three men during the quarter have been working intermittently on Tin Creek, a tributary of Bishop's 
Creek ; but the full extent of the stream tin deposit has not yet been ascertained. All other mining has 
been for gold. I hear of no water being sold. 
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DRY CREEK SUBDIVISION.

Alluvial mining is at a Btand-still, owing to the great want of water ; and there is nothing new to 
report relative to quartz mining during the past three months, except, that prospecting has been more 
vigorously carried on, and some very good results obtained on table Lsuid east of and adjacent to Mr. 
Meade's Unee claim, from the lower level of which claim good stone is abo now being raised. 



BENALLA SUBDIVISION. 
Mr. C. H. Wheatland^ Mining Registrar, 

Owing to the veiy dry weather that has prevailed here during the past quarter, there is little or 
nothing to report in connection with mining at Benalla. 

Many of the quartz claims have suspended operations temporarily in consequence of the want of water. 

The Shannon Company, however, has, I understand, a fair quantity of stone ready for crushing, and 
only awaits the desired change of weather. 

The New Temora (idluvial) Company has been extending its drives, but nothing noticeable has 
occurred. 

The Lady Ethel Company, I am informed, expects to be in full work by the middle of April. The 
Royal Exhibit Company is not at present working. 

The same dulness exists at Growangardie and Groomalibee, and, until the drought breaks up, I do 
not anticipate any alteration in the present state of afibirs. 



GAFFNEY'S CREEK SUBDIVISION. 
Mr, A. B, Ainsworth, Mining Surveyor and Registrar. 

Owing in a great measure to the want of water, the yields for the past quarter have been very small. 
Many of the mines are at a standstill ; others have reduced their stafE of men to the narrowest limits. 
The return from the Victoria Company includes 28 ozs. taken from the copper plates ; and the return 
from the Grolden Belt Company, 8 ozs. from a similar source. 

The Transit of Venus Company are pushing the erection of their machinery and mine connections with 
vigour, and the appearance of the rise now being put up is improving. It will be remembered that the 
trial crushings from this mine gave an ounce to the ton, so that the venture has excellent prospects. 
It is reported that the Rose of Denmark mine has passed out of the hands of the Bank, and is likely 
to be placed on the home market. The extent of the mine, its former yields, and the necessity of a 
considerable outlay to do justice to the lode, specially fits it for a large company such as the purchasers 
contemplate forming. Such a company would be able to undertake the permanent works required for the 
proper development of the mine. The well-wishers of the district will look forward with anxiety to the 
success of the owners in floating the venture. 

The Al Company have 50 tons of stone to grass, and will crush during the next quarter, as will also 
in all probability the Wallaby tribute party. The Golden Belt Company are now idle. The alluvial yielda 
are equal to past returns. 

I hear of no water being sold ; and no metal save gold is being mined for in this subdivbion. 



WOOD'S POINT SUBDIVISION.

The unusually dry season has seriously affected the yields in this subdivision ; and I have only two 
crushings to report. A small yield from Messrs. Mulholland and party's mine, Standen Creek, has not 
reached me, but it will be included in next quarter's return. These are, I believe, all the yields for the 
quarter. The Hope, the United and Alps, the Mountaiueer, the Sir John, the Lady Franklin, the 
Waverly, and the Prince of Wales companies have had no crushings. 

About a month ago Messrs. Folke's and Mainx, prospecting the old Perseverance ground, found a 
new lode on the Gippsland side of the range, at Matlock, which has been traced for about two miles to the 
north-west. The lode or diorite dyke is similar in composition to the Waverly lode, but with better defined 
veins. It underlays on the south side of tho range to the eastward, and is about 4 feet in thickness. The 
quartz veins run from 1 to 4 inches in thickness, dip north-east, and are at present from 18 inches to 
2 feet apart, varying in richness. Some unconunonly fine specimens, weighing from 2 to 8 ozs., with perhaps 
ten per cent, of quartz, were obtained from the first vein struck. Owing to the great extent of the lode, 
the find is a valuable one for the district, as it will, it is hoped, lead to a revival; as reefs of this class, when 
worked with economy and method, have proved payable down to the hard beds of diorite. There are four 
or five of these lodes or dykes in a zone half a mile wide, west of Matlock, and doubtless these will also, 
in their turn, receive attention. It is probable that these lodes or dykes will be found soft or partially 
decomposed to a depth in this locality of 300 feet. The All Nations tributers expect to obtain good dirt 
in about three weeks. The alluvial has yielded fairly, but quartz mining has generally been very dulL 
No metal is mined for but gold ; and no water has been sold during the quarter. 



BIG RIVER SUBDIVISION.

1 have nothing new to report of this subdivision ; the only two mining companies raising stone 
being as usual the Londonderry and Luck's All. The latter had no crushing for the past quarter ; the yields 
of the former have not been quite up to previous results. 

There are two men prospecting on the Surprise lode, but the Big River Reef has been again 
abandoned. In alluvial, the river workings continue to yield average results, and the sommer being 
unusually dry, there are more diggers working its lead than usual. 

Water, where sold, is paid for at the rate of 2s. 6d. to 4s. 6d. per sluicehead 

There is at present no metal save gold being worked for.

SANDHURST DIVISION.

During the quarter ending 31st March, quartz gold mining operations in this division have been 
carried on with great vigor, in fact it may be said that not for many years past, has so much 
energy been shown in prospecting. This is proved by the very heavy calls made, no less than £66,300 
having been called up in the three months, considerably exceeding the dividends, a state of affairs which has 
not been known here before. However when the money lias been spent, there is as a rule a tolerable 
certainty of success, and the work now being done will materially aid the future prosperity of the district. 
The portion of the division at present regarded as most important is the Snob's Hill Line where the 
discovery of the body of stone known as the Ellenborough Reef has reanimated the whole locality. The 
Belmont Company commenced crushing from this reef a few weeks since ; they are obtaining very rich yields 
and their mine may now perhaps be classed as the leading mine in the district. So far this is the only claim 
north of the Ellenborough that has reached the reef, but the other companies are vigourously searching for 
it, with good prospects of ultimate success. To the south, owing to the reef rising in that direction, there are 
several claims at work on it, but so far it has not proved as rich as to the northward, though there are 
indications of considerable improvement in this direction. On the Devonshire Line a large amount of pro- 
specting has been done, but without any great result at present. The Johnson's Line has been brought into 
some prominence during the quarter owing to the fine yields obtained, which have enabled the Princess 
Dagmar Company to pay regular dividends. The Johnson's and Webster's Company have had a trial 
crushing from the reef which proved to be very rich. The Confidence Extended Company have also been 
getting good returns lately. In other parts of the Eaglehawk district, there is a considerable amount of 
work going on with fair results. 

On the New Chum Line the returns have fallen off somewhat, but the Ellesmere, Gtiribaldi and New 
Chum Consolidated Companies mines have yielded well. Deep sinking on this line is being fairly tried 
as there are several claims below 1,000 feet and it is reported that gold-bearing quartz has been discovered 
at 1,500 feet and 1,700 feet. The North Old Chum Company have a shaft down over 1,300 feet» while the 
New Chum Victoria Company have met what is believed to be a payable reef at 1,223 feet and the Old Chum 
have similar experience at 1,106 feet. The operations of these mines are closely watched as the success or 
otherwise of deep sinking will influence future prospects. Further north on the Victoria Reef the Hercules 
and Energetic Company have obtained some good returns from a reef nearly 100 feet in width, but latterly 
the yield has fallen off. 

At the south end of the New Chum Line there is a large number of mines at work in deep ground, 
but the North Shenandoah is the only one which has as yet obtained good results. 
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On the Grarden Grullj Line the only company which is in a state of great prosperity is the celehrated 
Grftrden Gnlly United* Several of the other mines are idle or doing very little. On the Hustlers Line there 
is a fair amount of work being done, but in nearly every instance with singular ill-success. In the Golden 
GoUy and other outside portions of the district there are a number of companies carrying on work hot with 
moderate results. 

A noticeable feature in connection with mining operations here, is the considerable addition to mining 
machinery thronghout the district, several large plants having been recently erected or are now in course of 
erection. Labor-saving machinery, against which, at first a prejudice existed, is now largely used, and rock- 
borers are employed in nearly every mine of standing. These machines have proved themselves invaluable 
aids to prospecting. 

The Grovemment drill erected underground at Koch's Pioneer Company's mine, Long Gully, will 
prospect a very valuable tract of ground, and the one at the Albert Tribute Company's ground at Diamond 
Hill has already discovered two valuable runs of stone which are now being tested in the higher levels.

During the pkst quarter, most of the principal mining companies have been occupied in sinking and 
cross-cutting for the lodes. 

The Doyle's Company have sunk their shaft; a depth of 335 feet, and put in a cross-cut to the west, 
a distance of 125 feet, some nice-looking quartz was struck 7 inches wide, at about 100 feet from the shaft

The contractors at the Shepherds Claim have almost completed sinking the shaft ; when finished, 
they will then put in a cross-cut to strike the reef. 

The Empress of India Company are sinking their shaft, to cut the reef at a lower level. 

The North Langridge Gold Mining Company have got their shaft down to a depth of 116 feet ; a 
quantity of water was met with in sinking. At the lower levels of the shaft, a numher of quartz veins 
were cut.

Quartz Mining. 

The Cymbeline Proprietary Company have opened a reef in their mine situate north of Bristol Hill. 
From a trial crushing of 65 tons of stone, they obtained 43 ozs. of gold, or an average of more than 13 dwts. 
per ton. The main shaft is down 118 feet, and the reef is being further developed at the lower level. The 
reef has been proved to a depth of 70 feet. A contract has been let to carry the main shaft down to 200 feet. 
The prospecting shaft, at the southern boundary is down 30 feet, and a similar shaft at the northern 
boundary is down 50 feet. In this shaft, at a depth of 40 feet, a reef 18 inches thick was passed through, 
but at present there is no water in the neighborhood to try prospects. The stone looks well. There are 
about 35 tons at grass which, it is expected, will produce the same average as the former crushing. Thirteen 
men are employed at the mine. 

The Mariners Reef Company, are making substantial progress with all the works at their mine. A 
ornshing of 230 tons, taken from the Soldiers and Marine reefs, gave a return of 189 ozs., or an average 
of more than 16 dwts. per ton. The average thickness of each of these reefs is 2 feet. Thirty-six men 
are employed at the mine. During the quarter there were registered, four prospecting, two co*operative 
prospecting, and five ordinary claims, situate in various parts of the division.

The levels in the leading washdirt 
drives, from No. 2 and No. 3 rises were lost ; this necessitated the putting up of another drive, and opening 
out at a deeper level^ from which the gutter was reached ; the wash looks very wolL

Hdwts. of smelted gold, taken from the 400 to 500-foot levels and the winzes now 
heing sunk helow those levels. The last crushing of 1,020 tons gave a yield of 329 ozs. of gold. The 
company are now sinking the main shaft, which is 645 feet deep, they have driven north at the 600-foot 
level 280 feet along their eastern reef, and are now crosacutting for the western lode, which they expect to 
strike at between 70 and 80 feet. They are sinking two winzes from the 500 to 600 foot levels, where the 
prospects are of a very payable character. At the 500-foot level a drive is being carried along the course 
of the lode, which is now 675 feet north of the shaft, and the reef is 10 feet wide, containing payable gold. 
A winze is also being sunk at the northern extremity of their ground conjointly with the North Birthday 
Company from the 400-foot level. Good gold is seen in the stone, which is encouraging for both companies. 

The North Birthday Company are engaged sinking their nmin shaft from the present depth, 564 
feet, and intend to sink to 600 feet before opening out At the 400-foot level No. 1 winze is being sunk ; 
present depth, 103 feet. At 100 feet down drives have been opened out north and south along the lode. 

The Sydenham Company are stoping between the 200-foof and 300-foot levels. They started 
sinking their shaft a further depth of 100 feet, and are driving the main level along the course of the lode, 
north. The stone crushed yielded from 15 dwts. to 1 oz. per ton. A portion of the company's ground 
west is let on tribute ; the stone taken therefrom yields 7 dwts. per ton, and is raised within 80 feet from 
the surface. 

King*s Birthday Company are still continuing to drive along the course of the lode at the 540-foot 
level, and have recently met with a change of country, with good indications, but up to the present time 
no gold in payable quantities has been met with. 

Curran's Company have sunk their shaft to 500 feet, and are making preparations to open a cross- 
cat for the reef at that level. 

Yorkshire Company have just finished sinking their shaft to a depth of '410 feet from the surface, 
and have put in a cross-cut to the reef at 400 feet, and are commencing a new level at that depth. The lode 
is 7 feet thick, showing gold freely in the stone. In working at the 330-foot level the reef divided, and 
the eastern portion was found to rise east of that previously worked down, leaving about 16 feet of blank 
country between. This body of stone is 3 feet 6 inches thick, and carries good gold with it, so that, in all 
probability, the company will have a lot of profitable work before them above the 3 30- foot level, as this 
body of stone has not yet been touched higher up. 

Poverty Reef Company have sunk their shaft to 680 feet from the surface, and at 674 feet opened 
cross-cuts east and west of the shaft. The former has been driven 59 feet, and left for the present ; the 
latter, or western cross-cut was driven 45 feet, and quartz lodes were met with towards the end. The 
appearance of the country generally is improving. 

Working Miners' Company, Cay's Diggings, are at present engaged in enlarging their shaft at the 
200-foot level, in order to put in a plunger lift, and are about to sink 100 feet deeper. They are raising 
stone from the 130-foo|; level sufficient to keep five stamp-heads crushing. 

Kangaroo Company, Cay's Diggings, have let a contract to sink their shaft 100 feet from the 
surface. They are now down 60 feet, and timbering up. 

Loddon Valley Company have commenced erecting a new crushing plant of 15 stamp-heads and 
18-inch cylinder engine, and expect to be ready to start crushing in about two months. 

George Beef Company, Bealiba, have completed the erection of their winding plant and 1 1-inch 
cylinder engine. They are now baling out the mine, and will commence breaking out stone immediately, 
and sinking the shaft deeper. 

Welcome Company have been engaged cross-cutting both east and west of their shaft. They opened 
out in the narrow run of quartz, met with in the eastern cross-cut, 50 feet north of which they are rising oa 
the stone. The gold, so far, is patchy. 

In alluvial mining there is nothing to report. The want of water for all purposes has been severely 
felt during the last few months. For domestic purposes it has to be carted, in some instances, for several 
miles ; therefore all prospecting is stopped for the present. 



INGLEWOOD DIVISION.

Of mining in the Inglewood Division during the quarter but little of importance can be recorded, 
the prolonged drought having proved a serious obstacle to progress in both quartz and alluvial ventures. 

The Jersey Reef Quartz Mining Company struck good gold-bearing stone in their lower level, and 
it is satisfactory to know that there is every prospect of their energy and perseverance being amply rewarded. 

Some steady useful work has been done in other reefs. Those in and around Wehla are again 
beginning to attract attention, and no doubt, with the advent of suitable machinery, the payable nature 
of the stone in that locality will be tested to advantage. 

In alluvial, Berlin still from time to time reminds us of its golden reputation, a very nice nugget, 
weighing 109 oz. 6dwt pure gold of best quality, having been unearthed there in the early part of February. 

A company has been formed to work ground in Catto's paddock, in proximity to the old lead, the 
promoters being sanguine of success. 

Considering the great difficulties encountered during the past three months, the return of gold is 
highly creditable to the patience and perseverance of the miners throughout this division, and, under improved 
conditions, better results may be confidently anticipated for next quarter.

The Lord Nelson Company have been raising stone from 100, 200, 270, 400, 500, and 680-fect 
levels, the reef varying from 6 inches to 3 feet thick. 

New Bendigo Company have recently purchased the mining plant of the Harvest Home Company, 
DunoUy, and tenders have been accepted for its removal and re-erection. The contract time for completion 
of the work is the end of June next. They are now driving along the course of the lode at tlie 200>feet and 
300-feet levels ; at 300 feet the lode is 6 feet thick, and shows gold freely in the stone in both the north and 
south s topes. 

No. 1 South New Bendigo are sinking their shaft, and are now down 142 feet They have erected a 
whim, and intend to sink to 300 feet before opening out for the reef. ' 

No. 2 Soutii crushed 72 tons, for 74 ozs. of gold, taken 75 feet from the surface, where the lode is 
2 feet thick. They are now sinking on the underlie of the reef from 100 feet, and intend going 60 feet 
deeper before stoping. The stone is still carrying very payable gold. 

No. 3 South are sinking their shaft to 150 feet, and are now down 130 feet. 

Albert Victor Company are sinking their shaft, and have reached 184 feet 6 inches, and intend sinking 
to 200 feet before opening out. 

Albert Victor Extended are sinking .their shaft, and are now down 87 feet from surface. The 
company intend to sink to a depth of 100 feet. Stone has been struck in the shaft showing gold. 

Queen Semiramis Company have been engaged timbering their underlie shaft from 300-feet to 400-feet 
levels ; they are now continuing to sink deeper, and are down 437 feet from the surface. The stone being 
raised looks well, quite equal to that previously obtained. They are also driving a cross-cut at 300 feet, and 
are prospecting for another reef, which they expect to strike shortly. 

Wilson's Hill Company have completed the erection of winding and pumping plant ; and are now busy 
with the erection of 20 heads of stamps for crushing purposes, also appliances for saving gold and pyrites. 
They have started clearing out the main drives and passes preparatory to raising stone for crushing. 

New Bell Rook Company have been repairing old and adding new machinery and appliances, and 
restoring the shaft from the surface down to 385 feet, and have cleaned up the level at that depth, and found 
the reef an average width of 6 feet, 72 feet north of the shaft. The reef is a cross one, underlying south, 
and there appears to be a run of payable stone underfoot. They have sunk the shaft a further depth of 
55 feet, and still continue sinking ; they have also started a cross-cut for the reef at 436 feet from the 
surface, which has been driven 25 feet, and they expect to strike the reef 19 feet further ahead. 

South Bell Rock Company have been driving on the course of the lode at 200 feet, and, finding the 
stone going down, have determined to sink the shaft 50 feet deeper. 

No. 1 North New Bendigo Company have sunk their shaft 100 feet 6 inches, and are going down to 
200 feet.

CASTLEMAINE DIVISION.

There is again a slight decrease in mechanical appliances, but very little difference in the number or 
occupation of the miners. Some of the more shallow sluicing claims at Forest Creek are becoming worked 
out, and some claims at Barker's Creek have not yet cleaned up. Prospecting for deep alluvial leads in the 
Muckleford Valley and Loddon Plains is being prosecuted with energy and promise of success. 
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The Forest Creek Wattle Gully Qaartz Mining Company have, by an expenditure of £3,500, erected 
efficient machinery for pumping and winding, and have sunk their engine shaft from 450 feet to 560 feet, 
upon an underlay of 78° 45', through very hard country, which has now changed to blue slate and quartz, 
carrying quantities of pyrites, blende, and galena, with a little gold. (This is the deepest shaft and find of 
auriferous quartz in the Castlemaine Division.) The company have also sunk a winze from the SOO-foot to 
450-foot levels, which thoroughly ventilates the mine, and will enable them to extend their 450-foot level 
to the central mine, which has yielded such rich returns. 

The Central Wattle Gully Company, from their 1 10-foot level, continue to follow large bodies of easily- 
got stone now over (60) sixty feet wide, running N.W. from the footwall ; 541 tons yielded 216 oz. of gold. 
The Wheal Terrill Tribute, from 626 tons of stone from the SOO-foot level obtained 419 oz. 11 dwt., in 
addition to the gold from a large quantity of rich pyrites sent to Sandhurst and other places for 
treatment. 

At the Old Wattle Gully mine, the shafts and levels have been repaired, and men are now breaking 
stone for crushing. 

The General Garfield Company, situate upon the line, and midway between The Argus and Old 
Quartz Hill reefs, have a regular body of quartz, underlaying to the west, hx)m 3 feet to 10 feet wide. A 
crushing of 80 tons, from the water-level 50 feet, yielded 1 oz. of gold per ton ; from another crushing of 
141 tons, 77 oz. 1 dwt. of gold were obtained. The reef cannot be followed without drainage machinery. 

The once famous White Horse or Reservoir Beef, and also the Post Office reefs are likely again to 
be worked. Companies are being formed, and machinery enquired for. 

The Eureka-Phoenix Quartz Company — who have hitherto confined themselves to the operations of 
tributers — working quartz leaders found east of the Eureka Beef, obtained from 5,054 tons of stone 
1,700 oz. 5 dwt. of gold, which gave the company £2,520 14s. lOd. towards the purchase of the mine and 
working expenses. Finding these surface leaders are running out, the company contemplate enlarging their 
share-list and capital, to enable them to follow the same rich runs of stone within their lease, as those in the 
South Eureka, the North Eureka, and the Vineyard reefs, which have dipped north under the water-level. 

The Nuggety Company have drained aU that line of reef^ and are sinking and prospecting on three 
lease blocks. 

The Ajax United Company employ 40 men on wages and tribute. They continue sinking their 
engine-shaft, from which they are cross-cutting east at the 400-foot level towards the Bolivia Beef, and now 
have leaders of quartz and pyrites intersecting their cross-cut. The Ajax are the only company who possess 
a rock-drill with Normanby air-compressor, &c., but, from mismanagement or other cause, it is not made a 
success. 

Mineral. — Slate and Flaggino. 

Three mineral lease blocks are being worked in Specimen Gully, giving employment to 47 men, in 
addition to several draymen.

FBYEB'S CBEEK DIVISION. 
Mr, Mark Amos, Mining Surveyor* and Registrar. 

Population. — There has been a slight decrease in the population during the past quarter, engaged 
both in alluvial and quartz mining ; the former, no doubt, being attributable to the gradual exhaustion of the 
alluvial gold deposits, and the great deficiency of water supply for sluicing purposes. There is still a lai^e 
area of ground which would pay moderately for sluicing, if water could be supplied at a very cheap rate, 
so as to meet the views of those prepared to enter into extensive sluicing arrangements. 

Quartz mining in general has not improved to any great extent since Christmas, although a consi- 
derable amount of prospecting has been going on. Several companies are pushing on their underground 
workings, with a view of striking certain auriferous lodes presumed to traverse their claims, and great hopes 
are entertained of new and important discoveries being made within a very short period. 

The Spring Gully and Grerman Gully reefs are likely to attract particular attention ere many months 
have elapsed, and there can be no doubt that it only requires a little spirited mining enterprise to develop 
their resources and determine their auriferous character. 

Benaissance Company, Specimen Hill, Chewton. — The ground occupied by this company was formerly 
very rich near the surface, and some thousands of pounds have been spent on machinery at different periods. 
The present yield is only 1 dwt. to the ton, but the mining manager reports that 1^ dwt. to the ton would 
pay wages and working expenses. It is somewhat remarkable that pieces of gold, varying in size from 
\ oz. to 1 oz., are occasionally found under the stamp heads. 

Bowe Brothers. — The yield from this claim has been rather satisfactory during the past three months, 
the average being 3| dwts. to the ton ; the greater portion of the stone was taken from the 350-feet level. 
The company have been doing a great deal of dead work of late, driving and sinking, and are now about 
sinking a new main shaft, tenders having been invited for 100 feet. 

New Era Company have had very good returns of late, no signs of exhaustion in the mine, and 80 
men constantly are employed. The company have crushed nearly 5,000 tons quartz, yielding about 900 ozs., 
averaging 3-^ dwts. to the ton, taken principally from the 380-feet level. Fifty tons of pyrites have also been 
operated on, yielding 1 oz. 8 dwts. to the ton ; the proportion of pyrites is equal to about 1 per cent, on the total 
amount of quartz crushed. A short time since a new lode, 4 feet wide, underlying to the east was discovered, 
at a depth of 430 feet ; the stone looks promising. Altogether the company's prospects are very encouraging. 

McDonald and party, German Gully, are still making fair wages, having been engaged working the 
claim for nearly twenty years past ; the average yield is about j oz. to the ton, and the reef 9 inches wide. 
The reef which they are working is presumed to be on the same line as the reef at Chapel Hill, where a 
company has recently been started. 
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The Enterprise, Golden Eagle, Bardett-Coutts, and Golden Valley companies are all under able 
management, and making fair progress, the former company being likely to strike a rich lode extending to 
the Old Cumberland Company's ground, and continuing south towards Nuggety Gully.^ It is to be hoped 
the anticipations of the manager will be realized, as a large amount of capital has been expended on this line 
of reef, and some good returns would be duly appreciated. 

The Ferron's Reef Company. — ^The manager reports they have been principally engaged in dead 
work during the past quarter, driving and cross-cutting at the d80-feet level, and sinking a winze at the 
d20-feet level. The yield of gold has been very moderate, but better returns are expected during the next 
three months. 

English Australian G.M. Company have made fair progress md got through a considerable amount 
of prospecting during the past quarter ; but it would seem that a large quantity of comparatively poor stone 
has to be raised and crushed in order to keep the battery fully employed. The quantity of quartz crushed 
has been 2,160 tons, averaging 3^ dwts. to the ton ; width of reef, 1 to 3 feet, at from 130 to 360 feet from 
the surface. This company have also operated on a quantity of pyrites, about 25 tons, averaging 1^ oz. to 
the ton ; this indicates something of an important character with reference to the different minerals 
associated with gold, and the necessity for improved appliances in the more economical disintegration of the 
minerals. The different mining companies would do well to consider this subject. 



HEPBURN DIVISION.

The great want of water during the past quarter has been the cause of small results both in quartz 
and alluvial workings. 

The Argus Quartz Company's ground and machinery have changed hands, Mr. Macmillan having 
purchased the plant and claim. 

The Cornish Quartz Company are still sinking and pumping at the same time ; the total depth of 
the shaft from the surface is now 483 feet ; they are driving both north and south from the shaft, on 
Freeman's and Collier's reefs, and the lodes are improving in general appearance. 

The Criterion Quartz Company are driving north and south on the main level ; it will be seen by 
the tabulated statement that over 1^ oz. per ton is the result of operations in the mine. 

The German Gully Company also has given 1 oz. 7 dwts. average per ton. 

The Morning Light Company gave 1 oz. 3 dwts. to the ton. 

The Rising Star Quartz Mining Company has yielded over 5 dwts. to the ton ; the company have 
now ceased operations, pending the erection of a new engine, and the thorough overhauling of the mine. 

In alluvial workings very little can be reported, and no water has been sold, the races and sources 
having been, comparatively speaking, dry. 



TARADALE AND KYNETON SUBDIVISION.

Mining matters during the past quarter have been unusually dull. There has been a falling-off in 
the yield of gold and the number of miners employed. This is partly due to the Humboldt and Rising Sun 
companies having stopped mining in order to erect machinery, and the Ironstone Hill Company having 
ceased working. The Great Wonder Company are sinking. The Aroona and Sampson companies are putting 
in prospecting drives ; the Rose and Shamrock and Ham's party by tunnelling are making fair wages ; Brown 
and party, at Well's paddock, are still driving for Bell's lead ; Bellott and party are preparing for taking out 
wash-dirt; the Humboldt Company will start in a few weeks; the Mammoth Company, Malmsbury Reservoir 
reserve, are sinking ; in shallow ground very little has been done, want of water having been a great draw- 
back to the miners, who had to stack their dirt or cease operations ; there is no doubt that the coming 
quarter will be far more prosperous. 



TARRANGOWER DIVISION.

QUABTZ MiNiwa. 

During the quarter there has been a great falling-off in the yield of gold from quartz. The Alliance 
Company have just started their new battery of 20 stamp-heads, which is expected to put through 200 tons 
of stone per week. The prospects in the mine look well ; a payable reef has been opened up for a length 
of 250 feet, and a sufficient number of miners employed to keep the battery in constant work. The Great 
Western Cymru have also started crushing, the first washing-off from 250 tons of stone gave 252 J ozs. of 
gold, and from No. 3 drive good stone is being got. The Beehive Company are erecting machinery, and 
m^tlring preparations for pumping. The Eaglehawk Union Company, at the 700-feet level are boring east 
with the diamond drill, and are now in about 360 feet, but nothing of importance has been struck. The 
Tarrangower Nuggety Company have struck the reef in their shaft, and the stone shows a fair prospect of 
gold. The Grand Junction Company have also started their new plant, and have commenced baling and 
cutting down the engine shaft. The John Mclntyre Company, on Mount Tarrangower, have struck gold, 
and are preparing for a crushing. The Carly le Company are getting payable stone at 1 50 feet from the 
surface. The Biesurgam Company (Bell's Reef) are getting fair prospects from their mine ; they have 
opened the reef about 90 feet in length, and gold can be found the whole distance. 

Alluvial Mining. 

Owing to want of water, the puddling machines have not been at work during the quarter. No 
other change has taken place. 
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ST. ANDREW'S DIVISION.

Allavial mining in this division is now confined to a few parties working in gullies, and to Chinese, 
whose earnings average much the same as usual. A considerable number of miners of a more enterprising 
type have left for other goldfields, or for employment on public works. 

QUAETZ. 

The returns from quartz are much under the lowest average, which has to be attributed to the fact that 
the Reefton Quartz Mining Company have let their mine on tribute, and the tributors have not advanced 
their workings so far as to enable them to commence crushing operations. 

Work at the Pigtail Company's mine, at Warrandyte, has remained suspended during the quarter. 

The two new companies working the Oram's Reef line, named the Bacchant^ and Phoenix Quarts 
Mining companies, have finished deepening their shafts, and have cut the reef. The former company have a 
fine body of rich quartz landed, estimated to be about 10 tons, showing gold ; the stone is considered quite 
equal to any that has been taken from this line of reef. 

Phipps's Reef Company, Diamond Creek, have sunk a shaft to a depth of 100 feet, and have let 
contracts to sink 200 feet deeper. 

The antimony mine, known as " Boardman's," at Ringwood, is being worked under tribute, and the 
tributers have been fully employed during the quarter in pumping water and repairing such damages as are 
the usual result of a mine remaining unworked for so long a period. These preliminaries will be shortly 
concluded, and I have no doubt mining will be fully resumed during the ensuing quarter. 

No water has been sold during the quarter. 



BLUE MOUNTAIN NORTH SUBDIVISION.

There have been no returns as yet from the Triumph Quartz Mining Company, Amelia Beef. 
Great difiiculty has been experienced in getting out the water and cleaning up the mine, but there is every 
confidence felt that, when the difficulties are overcome, the venture will pay excellent dividends. Upwards ot 
£2,500 have already been spent on the mine by the present company. 

The Confidential Company, Alma Reef, are getting out the water rapidly, and will shortly be raiaing 
stone. 

Those claims have been so long abandoned that much time and money must necessarily be expended 
in re-opening them. 

The other companies who hold leases have as yet shown very slight symptoms of making a movement. 

The alluvial miners appear to have obtained their usual amount of gold.

Drought has greatly crippled mining operations during most of the past quarter, a number of claims 
being now at a standstill. 

At the Grand Junction Company, Black Lead, another engine has been erected for pumping with 
18-inch pipes, but at present the 12-inch lift has proved ample for all requirements. The shaft is down 
over 100 feet, and is well timbered, the drift being easily mastered. Three claims — ^north, east, and south 
respectively — have been marked out. 

On Eaglehawk Reef, at Armstrong's, several trial crushings have been put through the stampers, 
the last giving a return of 15 dwts. per ton.

A company is, I beUeve, about to be fonned to effectually test tbe quartz reef at Surface Hill, near 
Baglan, which until lately was retained in the possession of the original prospector, who unearthed some 
exceedingly rich specimens from it a little time ago.

There is no particular change to report during the quarter. 

Water is becoming scarce for sluicing purposes, in consequence of which work on a number of 

claims has been suspended. 

Work is again being resumed at the reefs at Dry Gully. The great drawback is the want of 
machinery. A company has been formed, holding 40 shares of £20 each ; and an engine with battery 
has been purchased, which is expected to arrive about the latter end of the month ; and its arrival is 
anxiously looked forward to by the cUum-holders, who have about 300 tons of stone waiting to be crushed. 
The majority of the claims are getting payable stone. 

At Swift's Creek Mr. Forsyth is getting a new battery and waterwheel. He has about 40 tons of 
stone ready for crushing, which will prolmbly average about 25 dwts. of gold to the ton.

' The Victoria Company have put on men to drive a tunnel, expecting to work the mine to better 

, advantage than by sinking the shaft referred to in my last report. Crushing operations are still suspended, 

' owing to a scarcity of water. 

No. 1 NorUi Victoria Company have suspended operations for the present. I am not aware of the 

cause. 

The Solway Firth Company have two men engaged in tracing the lode. 

The Mountaineer Company have decided on calling for tenders to further drive their tunnel, in lieu 
of employing men on wages. 
i The Baimsdale and Tambo Company, after driving a tunnel for forty-four (44) feet through very 

[ hard country, have decided to abandon the work, and are now taking steps towards sinking a shaft. 

Alluvial. 

In this branch I have not heard of anything worthy of record. The miners generally seem to be 
earning fair wages. 

BucHAN Silver and Lead Mines. 

I hear that the works at the Nevada Company's mine are being gone on with. 

No other minerals to report upon, and no water sold for mining purposes in the subdivision. 
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BOGGY CREEK SUBDIVISION.

A great improvement has taken place in alluvial mining during the quarter just ended. Owing to the 
low state of the Mitchell River this season many of the miners have been doing remarkably well. Some 
claims have averaged £30 per week per man. Some good finds have been made in abandoned ground. 

A few quartz claims were marked out during the quarter. 



CROOKED RIVER DIVISION.

In quartz mining there has been little done in this subdivision during the quarter : only one small 
parcel of stone has been crushed, and the yield from it has not been good. Prospecting, however, is still 
being carried on, and there is some likelihood of more stirring times in the future. 

On King's Spur, Dargo High Plains, a considerable quantity of ground has been taken up under 
Miners* Rights, and more applied for under lease ; the ground is basaltic, and it is proposed to prospect 
for deposits of alluvial gold under that formation. It is very probable that this venture will turn out 
profitable, as all the miners who have worked the creek, heading from this tract of country, concur in the 
opinion that such deposits exist under the basalt ; and some, who continued operations till they got under 
the edge of it, got fair gold as far as they were able to proceed. 

A new reef is being opened at Thirteen-mile Creek, Harrietville road. It was discovered about siz 
months back, and has recently been purchased by Messrs. Bradley and Caughey, who are sinking on it to 
test the extent of the gold-bearing stone. Should the investigation bring to light satisfactory prospects, 
tliey intend to erect a battery. Such a proceeding should give a considerable impetus to mining about that 
locality, as prospectors will then be able to put their discoveries to the only reliable test. 

The Good Hope Company are now putting up a rise to connect the old workings with the present 
ones ; it is now a distance of about 80 feet up from the level, west of the No. 4 Tunnel, and in its progress 
the workmen cut a vein of quartz about 8 inches in thickness, and tolerably rich ; they however got through 
it in about 10 feet, and have not met with any more like it. 

The Treasure Hill Company are continuing on the Little Dorrit, and offer part of their mine on 
tribute, with the privilege of having their stone crushed at the company's battery at a cost of 7s. 6d. 
per ton. 

In alluvial there has been a slight improvement, but nothing very important has occurred. 

No mining is done in this sub^vision for metals or minerals other tiian gold ; ai^d no water is sold 
for mining purposes. 



DARGO SUBDIVISION.

QUABTZ MllONQ. 

There has be^n great depression in this branch of mining during the quarter, owing in a measure 
to some of the mills having been stopped for want of water. The Exhibition Company have a large 
quantity of stone at grass, but are unable to crush until rain falls. The Normanby Company are still 
engaged driving, and have also a parcel of stone at their battery awaiting the rain. The Mount Budgee 
Tributors are in the same position. Fogarty and Co. (Pamell Reef) are still sinking, their shaft being now 
over 100 feet deep, the reef looking remarkably well. The trial crushing from this shaft, at 80 feet, gave 
the satisfactory yield of 10 ozs. 6 dwts. 9 grs. per ton. Grood reports are to hand from the Mount Birregun 
Company, the stone on which they are now sinking, on the Republic Reef, being variously estimated at 
from 10 dwts. to 2 oz. per ton. 

Alluvial Mining. 

The exceedingly dry season has been rather favorable to the alluvial miners in this subdivision, the 
principal workings being in the beds of the Dargo and Wentworth rivers, and the dry season has consequently 
assisted their operations. Fully the average amount of alluvial gold has been obtained. 

No water is sold, and no metal or mineral other than gold is mined for in this subdivision. 



JERICHO DIVISION.

Considerable impetus has been given to quartz mining in this division daring the quarter, in conse- 
quenco of the discovery by Messrs. Mannix and Folks of an extensive auriferous dyke, near Toorak, 
apparently very rich. Some fine specimens have been unearthed, from which rough pieces of gold were 
broken off and exhibited to visitors. 

In past years many specimens and some fine surface gold were found in the vicinity of this discovery, 
which at the present time appears to be one of some importance. 

The dyke, as far as has been tried, is about 4 feet wide and intersected by quartz veins carrying 
gold. A shaft 15 feet deep has been sunk. 

A trial crushing will be sent to a machine in the neighborhood in about two weeks. 

Some claims have been taken' up on this line, under miners' rights ; and one lease, of 20 acres, has 
been pegged off. 

The alluvial miners are still making a low average rate of wages, although the water in the smaller 
creeks has been very scarce. 

No other mineral or metal than gold mined for. No water sold. 
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ABERFELDY SUBDIVISION.

Quartz mining prospects in this subdivision have improyed a great deal during the quarter. Several 
abandoned claims have been pegged out again, with the intention of applying for them on lease. Good 
payable prospects have been obtained from all of them. 

Most of the miners have been engaged for some time in erecting crushing plants and pumping 
machinerjy so that there has been no quartz crushed in this subdivision during the quarter. 

Alluvial miners have not done much good, owing to the scafcity of water. 



DONNELLY'S CREEK DIVISION.

The Bismarck United G. M. Company have just completed another crushing. 230 tons of stone 
gave the very satisfactory return of 566} ozs. of gold. The mine continues to look weU. The other claim- 
holders on this line of reef continue prospecting. At Fulton's Creek, the company of that name are erecting 
machinery, which, when completed, crushing will commence. Shaw's party, about a mile southerly, have 
intersected a diorite dyke containing auriferous quartz veins, and are now driving on the course of the 
•dyke. The first contract for the main shaft for the Toombon G. M. Company (120 feet) has been com- 
pleted. The company are now excavating for machinery, and carrying out other necessary dead work. 

Gold only is mined for, and no water has been sold. 



STRINGER'S CREEK DIVISION.

Quartz. 
The gradual decline in the average yield per ton, and the consequent falling-off in the total quantity 
of gold obtained in the division, referred to in my last report as having been going on for years, would 
appear to have reached the lowest point during the fourth quarter of last year, when the average per ton 
was 13 dwts. 7*63 grs. For the quarter just closed it was 17 dwts. 2*76 grs. It is true that this is not a 
very great improvement, but it promises to be not only permanent but progressive. The Long Tunnel 
Extended mine, as was anticipated, improves greatly as it is opened up. The shareholders in the North 
Long Tunnel have conmienced extensive and permanent works, which, if carried on with the same spirit and 
good management as marked the conduct of their neighbors to the south, will, beyond a doubt, meet with 
its reward in due time. In the Long Tunnel mine a gold-bearing stone has been met with in driving the 
^23-foot level, which may prove to be a new formation. The yield from the other levels in this mine has 
improved during the quarter. I have nothing fresh to report about the outside mines. Only a few of 
them* have been worked during the quarter, no doubt on account of want of capital, which is the great 
drawback to mining in this division. 

AXLUVIAL. 

No new ground has been opened up, but the miners appear content to work in the rivers and creeks, 
continuing, on t£e average, to make fair wages. 



RUSSELL'S CREEK DIVISION.

Since my last report, The Tangil Long Tunnel Company have had a crushing of 28 tons of stone, 
which turned out very well ; giving them the handsome return of 313 ozs. 13 dwts. of retorted gold ; this, I 
am happy to say, paid ofE all cost of cutting their race, erecting machinery, &c.| and enabled them to declare 
a dividend of close on £40 per one-sixteenth share. 

Prospecting for quartz is now the order of the day, and I have every reason to believe that this 
division will again come to the fore. 

The Standard Company seem undecided as to the power to be used for crushing ; if they take advantage 
of the water-power running right alongside of their mine they will be able to crush a vast amount of stone, 
that otherwise will have to be left in the mine. 

Messrs. Kelly and Company and Peter McLaren are pushing on with their work, McLaren has a 
fine reef, about 14 inches wide, apparently carrying gold through the stone. 

No water sold in this division. 



BENDOC SUBDIVISION.

In alluvial mining in this subdivision there is little or no alteration to report, most of the miners 
being on gold, and they appear satisfied with their earnings, their time in many cases being divided between 
their selections and claims. 

The puddlers at the Back Creek have made, on an average, good wages for many weeks, their earnings 
when divided, amounted to from £4 to £5 per man per week. At the present time they have little or no 
forage to find for their horses, which in the winter months becomes an item. As the ground is remarkably 
patchy, no permanent returns for any time can be looked forward to. No. 2 puddling machine is being 
erected on the Bendoc River.

NEW VEGETABLE FOSSILS OF VICTORIA. 

DE8CBIBED BY BABON FBBD. YON MUELLER, K.C.M.G., M.D^ Ph.D., F.B.S., F.O.a 

PleioelinU. 

Fruit localicidal, 7-9- rarely 6-yalved, oyate-globular or ovate or rarelj depressed-globular, of woody 
hardness, slightly, tubercular-rough outside ; valves thick, tardily and partially or often very imperfectly 
seceding from each other, mostly of permanent coherence towards the base. Free centnJ axis none. 
Seeds solitary in each cell, usually few or even one only developed in each fruit, occasionally all missing ; 
when well developed completely filling the cavity of their cell and pendent from its summit, oblique- 
ellipsoid, minutely apiculated, towards the hilum somewhat attenuated, fixed to a very short funicle ; 
membranous appendage none. Raphe dorsal, partially seceding. Testa thin and smooth. 

The generic name, composed of rXthc more, and kXivI^ couch, alludes to the comparatively numerous 
valves, on the cavities of which the seeds are embedded. 

Pleioclinis Couchmaniu 

In the middle pliocene drifts, overflown by lava, at Nintingbool and Haddon, near Ballarat. The 
plant, of which as yet the fruit only has become known, is dedicated to Major Couchman, who, as Secretary 
of the Mines Department of Victoria, has most readily promoted the palseontologic researches initiated by 
his predecessor. The specimens were mainly obtained through the circumspect assiduity of 
D. W. Spence, Esq., and are by no means of such wide occurrence as the fruits of Spondylostrobus 
Smythii, Phymatocaryon Maokayi, Penteune Clarkei and Celyphina MacCoyi. LocaUy the Pleioclinis 
fruits pass as " nutmegs " among the miners, so called from some fancied resemblance to the well-known 
spice-seeds of that name. As indicated in Major Shepherd's accurate lithographic drawings, the length of 
this fruit varies from hardly half an inch to rather more than one inch ; the dehiscence is more definite at 
the summit than towards the base. Exceptionally a five-valved specimen may occur, this fossil then 
bearing great resemblance to Penteune trachyclinis, but exhibiting the characteristic narrower and less 
turgid seeds, which moreover occupy a longer space in the cavities, while besides the valves do not 
separate so readily. Thus, as a genus Pleioclinis is distinguished from Penteune by the plurality of valves 
already, so far as in our present state of knowledge can be judged ; but the great constancy of the number 
of fruit- valves in genera of Sapindaceae and allied orders of the now living vegetation Of the globe forbids 
incorporating this new species of fossil fruit in Penteune. Indeed the genus, now established, was indicated 
when a doubtful species was added to Rhytidotheca, R. pleioclinis (Observ. on new veg. fossils, I. decade^ 
p. 20, pi. YI., fig. 1-4), that plant constituting in reality a second oongener of Pleioclinis, which I now 
would wish to distinguish under the name PI. Shepherdi, in appreciation of the services rendered by 
Major Shepherd's artistic talent in illustrating so many fossil relics. The genus Rhytidotheca, as extended 
researches from additional material have proved, is to be restricted to Rh. Lynchii solely. The generic 
characteristic now given of Pleioclinis applies to PI. Couchmanii mainly, from which PI. Shepherdi difiera 
in smaller size of fruit, in comparatively thinner valves, in their coherence at both extremities (though 
their lateral dehiscence is more perfect), and in comparatively narrower seeds. 

Ochikodoearyan* 

Fruit large, globular or verging into an ovate form, outside very uneven from copious verrucular 
and scantUy ridged prominences, inside even ; pericarp of considerable thickness and almost of bony 
hardness. Septa none. Seeds unknown. Greneric designation from ^diaii\^ warty, and xa^vov nut. 

As the name implies, this genus of fossil plants approaches in outer verrucular roughness of the 
fruit to Phymatocaryon, while the large size, the valveless structure and the absence of dissepiments of 
the fruit bring the genus nearer to Plesiocapparis, from which again the roughness and greater hardness of 
the pericarp distinguish it. The outward resemblance of the nut to that of Xylocaryon is also very great> 
but finom the cavity no ridgelike protrusions arise interjacent to the lobes of a large seed. 

Oehtkadocaryon Wtlhinsonii. 

In the upper pliocene formation of Gulgong ; C. S. Wilkinson, Esq. 

Although this conspicuous fossil nut has not } et been found within the territory of the colony of 
Victoria, it was deemed desirable to include it in tlie series of illustrations, explanatory of our pliocene 
flora, especially as this fossil plant of probably arboreous growth was coeval to the many other trees, the 
fruits of which have been rendered known through these Decades ; and as in all likelihood the Ochthodocaryon 
will also yet be discovered in Victorian auriferous drifts. 

It seems, that as yet no more specimens of this fruit have turned up, than the two delineated on 
pbfcte IV. of the Report of the New South Wales Mines Department for 1878. Hence the ordinal location 
of this genus, in our present unacquaintance with the characteristics of the seeds, remains still unsettled. 
The first description of the genus and species appeared at page 171 of the above quoted report. 



EXPLANATION OF LITHOGRAUS. 

PLATE XIX. 

Pleioclinii Couchmanii.— Fig. 1-4, side-view of reversed fruits. Tig. 6, fruit seen from above. Fig. 6 and 7» 
fruits seen from below. Fig. 8, tranirerse section of a fruit. Fig. 9-11, longitudinal sections of reversed fruits. 

Ochthodocaryon WilkmsoniL—Fig, 12 and 15, side-Tiew of fruits. Fig. 13 and 16, fruits seen from below. 
Hg. 14 and 17, longitudinal section of fruits. 
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In condading the carpologic definition of fossils for the second decade of these plants, it will be 
desirable to place on record, what in the coorse of the last dozen years through accumulation of larger 
material has been ascertained in reference to additional characteristics of the fruits hitherto illustrated. 
Spondylostrobus Smjthii; fruit-specimens were collected by Mr. Spence, near Ballarat, quite conically 
attenuated, the valves proceeding from near the base, ceasing however at two-thirds of the height of the 
fruit ; a six-valved variety occurs of less than one inch measurement, while also forms have been met with 
considerably larger than any at first illustrated. The relation of the genera Tricoilocaryon and Pentacoila 
to Spondylostrobus needs yet to be traced ; when fruits of the latter remain covered by water for some 
time, after they became dislodged from the dry sediments through mining operations, then the cones are 
assuming an almost pulpy softness, the organic distinction between valves and axis gets obliterated, and the 
fruit in that state may readily be taken for a sort of berry with five or a lesser number of seeds ; the form 
of the latter and their position towards the central portion of the column would indicate whether such an 
apparently baccate fruit was merely a mollified state of a Spondylostrobus-cone. Celyphiua MacCoyi fruits 
present occasionally sizes of nearly two inches measurement, and a pericarp of fully half-inch thickness ; 
the attachment of the ovules is parietal ; henc^ it would seem that no dissepiments are developed 
evanescent in age, when the Celyphina-fruits are so large and so roundish, as to resemble externally those 
of Flesiocapparis prisca, a distinctive difFerence may still be noted in their proportionately thicker pericarp 
and comparatively smaller cavity. Penteune Clarkei fruits have also been found quite two inches long, 
and Pbymatocaryon Mackayi fruits have likewise been gathered fully one and a half inch long, the latter 
continuing their characteristic roughness, thus abnormal four-valved forms of either remaining readily 
distinguishable. Platycoila Sullivani exhibits not always the first noted valvular structure of the fruit, 
though the described dehiscence seems not to have been accidental. Bhytidotheca Lynchii produces as 
many as four ovules in one cell ; the well-ripened solitary seeds become at each extremity elongated into 
a winglike membrane. Conchotheca rotundata seems to have its fruit laterally affixed to a stipes, as is the 
case with many Grevilleas, the place of communication with the pericarp being near the middle of the 
posterior side ; the well-developed seed completely fills the cavity, is flat-compressed, almost truncate at 
one extremity and slightly apiculate at the other ; the testa is membranous, minutely rough from granular 
elevations, which are mostly arranged in short lines, giving to the outside of the seeds a pretty appearance. 
From the matrix, in which fossil fruits of various kinds were embedded, Mr. Spence obtained also detached 
remnants of leaves, which however could not be traced to any of the particular species of plant, which 
received their names in these pages from carpologic investigations solely. 

Spondylostrobus Smythiu 

The huge fossil stems with remarkably light and fissil wood, noticed in the auriferous drifts at 
Haddon, are assumed by the writer to belong to Spondylostrobus, with the fruits of which this wood is 
there associated. Mr. Ferd. Krause, G.E., the accomplished Geologist and Mineralogist to the School of 
Mines, at Ballarat, forwarded chips from a stem, which was upwards of three feet in diameter, where laid 
free by the drive of ji mine. Anatomic examination, as now shown, places the tree, yielding this wood, in 
the series of Cupressinous Conifers, as defined histologically by Dr. H. R. Gceppert, Director of the Botanic 
Garden of Breslau — who in his grandly scientific establishment for a long series pf years has traced also the 
connections between the fossil and living species of Coni ferae from arboreta as well as museum-material. In 
his ''Monographic der Fossilen Coniferen," issued in 1850, and in his ''Revision der Arbeiten ueber die 
Staemme der Fossilen Coniferen," published last year, he describes the tribe of Cupressinse xylo-logically 
as follows : '' Margined dots in the tracheidos, forming simple rows ; smaller uniform edgeless dots in the 
medullary rays ; resin-ducts simple," — in contrast to Araucarieas with : " Dots of tracheidas closely 
approached in simple or double spiral rows ; dots of medullary rays very small and usually edged " (the 
Pinacese, Taxacese and Gnetacese requiring no allusion on this occasion). We have neither in the locality, 
where the coniferous stem was unearthed, nor as far as known elsewhere in Australia any fossil cupres- 
sinous trees coeval with Spondylostrobus ; inasmuch as the conifer from the Travertin of Tasmania belongs 
to the tribe of Araucariese, indeed in all probability to the typical genus Araucaria, and as such it was 
described and illustrated in the drd Quarterly Report of the Department of Mines for 1879. What relation 
a very similar conifer, placed by Dr. Feistmantel doubtfully into genus Brachyphyllum (Palseontographica 
1880, p. 97-99, t. vii. fig. 3-6), may bear to Araucaria Johnstoni, further researches must prove, when well- 
developed fruits and also the stems of both shall have been discovered. The supposed Brachyphyllum 
•came from a clay-band in an isolated coal-seam of Lithgow-valley in New South Wales. It seems very near 
to Araucaria and not congeneric to the genuine Brachyphyllum mamlllare (Brogniart) of the oolithic 
formation in Britain. To the admission of these two fossil species of Coniferse into Araucaria can be the 
less objection, since J. St. Gardner was led by his researches (" Nature," 1880, p. 199-202), to extend the 
limits formerly assigned palaeontographically to that genus, and as Lesquereux has traced true Araucarias 
4o the Triasic, Carruthers to the Jurassic, and lastly Gardner to the eocene epoch.

BALLARAT MINING DISTRICT. 



CENTRAL DIVISION. 

Mr, David Christy^ Mining Begistrar. 

^ In reTiewing the progress of mioing in this division for the past quarter, I haye the pleasing dutj 
of stating that there has been an increased yield of gold obtained, viz., 860 ozs. 18 dwts. 13 grs. ; and, 
judging from the returns, I think it may be fairlj presumed that this will oontinue, provided capital be 
invested and judiciously expended in mining enterprise. 

From the important discovery of auriferous quartz made in the mine of the Young Band Extended 
Company (producing 1,907 ozs. 12 dwts. of gold from 355 tons, and averaging 6 ozs. 9 dwts. 11*29 grs. 
per ton), it will be seen that this goldfield will bear favorable comparison with any other quartz mining 
district in the colony. 

The vertical reef or lode in the Young Band Extended Company averages 7 feet in width, at a 
depth of 500 feet from the surface, and the flat reef is between 20 and 25 feet in width. 

Alluvial. 

I have nothing of importance to report in this branch of mining. 

The City of Ballarat Company, are vigorously prosecuting their underground workings, and they are 
deserving of every success for their long years of patience and perseverance.

Quabtz Mining. 

Since my last report tiie total returns from quartz mining hare considerably improved, and there is 
a reasonable prospect of the continuance of the improvement. 

The Little Hopewell Company's Tributers No. 1, at Staffordshire Reef, have struck a large body of 
quartz, which is paying them handsomely. The Tributers No. 2 have given up their tribute, in consequence 
of the lode proving unremunerative. 

The Speedwell Tribute Company have struck the lode, which at present is very poor, bnt it is 
improving going south. 

Charles Wilson and Sons have not done so well as expected, the stone crushed being very poor. 

The Rising Star Company have driven 200 feet, but have not yet met with anything payable. 

The Williams' Fancy Company's Tributers, at Kangaroo, have done very well. 

The Long Gully Company United, at Corindhap, have completed the erection of their battery and 
winding plant and started crushing. They have about 400 tons of stone on the surface, which it is estimated 
will yield 8 dwts. per ton. The lode is from 2 to 11 feet wide. 

The Golden Tunnel Company, at Mount Misery, have driven their tunnel 495 feet, but have not yet 
struck the lode. 

Alluvial. 

The McGilFs Freehold Company, at Rokewood, have recently let their mine on tribute to a party of 
Chinamen. 

Turner and party and Grant and party, at Break-o'-Day, are doing fairly. 
' The Lucky Company, at Kangaroo, have done well, having divided £108 per man tta the quarter. 
No water is sold in this division. 
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BUNINYONG DIVISION. 
Mr. Robert M. Harvey^ Mining Surveyor and Regiatrar. 

Quartz Mining. 

The total yield for the past quarter slightly exceeds that for the previoas one^ notwithstanding that 
the Llewellyn mine stopped work, through the destruction hy fire of the buildings and portions of the 
machinery, just as the prospects had become good. Steps are being taken to renew the buildings and pnt 
the machinery in good order. I have not got complete returns from Webb Brothers, owing to the illness 
and death of one of the partners. A pyritoos reef has been struck in their mine about 2 feet thicky 
which, after crushing in the usual manner, gave about two-fifths of the total bulk as pyrites. 
Eleven tons of stone operated on have yielded a fraction of over 3 ozs. of gold to the ton. The 
company have other 35 tons ready for treating ; and the adjoining claims, north of the Eagle, are reported to 
have got a continuation of the vein. I shall forward sample and special report when I can get down the 
mine to inspect it. The returns include crushings firom the Buninyong Estate and Fei^son's, which are 
now added to our gold-producing mines. The other mines in the division continue to give fiur returns, except 
the One-and-All Company, whose small yield of 1 dwt. to the ton weakens the general average. A new 
feature is the striking of a large reef at Kitty's ; a trial crushing of 51 tons yielded 5 dwts. 8 grs. to the 
ton. Much interest is taken in this locality, which, from its richness in surfacing, is anticipated to be 
also rich in quartz. It is likely now to get a fair testing ; the depth from which the above trial lot was taken 
is under 40 feet. The Rubicon mine has also had a trial. Fifty tons of stone from the Desoza mine, 
crushed at Ballarat, yielded an average of 5 dwts. per ton. 

In alluvial mining there is nothing new to report. 



SMYTHESDALE DIVISION. 
Mr. John Lynch^ Mining Surveyor and Regiiirar, 

The total yield of gold is but slightly in excess of the very small return for the previous quarter. 
At Haddon the returns from the Trunk Lead and Reform mines have improved considerably, but I regret 
to state that the yield from the Racecourse mine shows a further decline — that for the past quarter being 
700 ozs. less than the returns for the previous quarter. The plant at the No. 2 shaft is being rapidly erected, 
and, no doubt, the yields will soon show a decided improvement. At Fox's claim some time has been lost in 
erecting a new plant ; but the mine is again in full working order. The Chinese tribute parties in the 
Nintingbool Estate are doing very well ; and they have lately taken up several claims to the north of that 
property. Along the main trunk lead from Smythesdale to Piggoreet very little mining is in progress. A 
few small claims are still at work, but the results cannot be considered satisfactory. The New Grolden 
Belt Company have completed the re-erection of their plant, which was destroyed by fire in January last, 
and very general satisfaction is expressed that this claim will be soon able to resume shaft sinking. A large 
claim has been taken up south of the New Golden Belt by Mr. Bebro and others, of Ballarat. It includes 
the shaft of the late Cape Clear Company, and they propose to clean this out and erect a plant there. 
I think that this claim is likely to be a success. At Piggoreet, Happy Valley, and Lintons, there is nothing 
fresh to report. In these localities a few old claims still yield fairly well, but no new discoveries have been 
made. At Camgham, the Lily and Caledonia companies have obtained good prospects, and the shareholders 
are hopeful of the best results. Mark and Son crushed 736 tons of tailings, which yielded 41 ozs. 12 dwts. 
of gold. 

In quartz mining the only item of interest is the discovery of rich stone in the mine of the Grolden 
Age Company, Lancashire Reef, Newtown, on the last day of the quarter. 



CRESWICK DIVISION. 
Mr. Jamee Stevenson, Mining Registrar, 

I have the honor to report that there is an increase in the yield, both for quartz and alluvial, for the 
quarter. In quartz the increase is slight, being a little over 30 ozs.; but the average increased yield of the stone 
crushed is over 6 grs. per ton in excess of the average yield for the previous quarter. 

In alluvial there is an increase of over 4,000 ozs., distributed over all Uie mines on gold. The Berry 
Consols, North Australasian, and Lone Hand companies have commenced sinking shafts, but it will be a 
considerable time before they will be bottomed.

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GORDON SUBDIVISION. 
Mr, Thomas Cowan, Mining Surveyor and Registrar. 

The Black Horse United CompaDj, £gertoii. — The improveinent in the quality of the stone mentioned 
in mj last report has been fnllj realized, 1,625 ozs. 19 dwts. of gold (or an average of 4 dwts. 15'74 grs. per ton) 
having been obtained from 6,555 tons of stone crushed, whilst the average yield of gold per ton for the 
previous quarter was only 3 dwts. 15*51 grs. No dividends were paid during the first quarter of the year, 
whilst dividends to the amount of £1,500 have been paid during the quarter ending June. 109 men have 
been employed. 

The Egerton CSompany, Limited, Egerton.— There is nothing new to report in connection with this 
company. Excellent stone is still being raised from depths ranging from 280 to 810 feet. 9,037 tons of 
stone have been crushed, yielding 5,223 ozs« 14 dwts. of gold, or an average of 11 dwts. 13*45 grs. per ton. 
The large amount of 12s. per share, or a sum equal to £15,000, has been paid in dividends during the 
quarter. Active prospecting operations are still being carried on towards the southern boundary of the 
company's leasehold, but as yet no quartz lode has been met with. 250 men have been employed. 

Egerton. — Twenty-seven Chinese are still engaged in washing the tailings from the Black Horse and 
Egerton companies' batteries. It is stated that 66 ozs. of gold have been obtained. 

The Parker's United Company, Gordon. — This company have continued regular crushings from the 
lode at the 700-foot level mentioned in my last report, and have connected this level with that at the depth 
of 650 feet. Prospecting has also been carried on at the 750-foot level. 2,626 tons of stone have been 
crushed during the quarter, yielding 1,392 ozs. 2 dwts. of gold, or an average of 10 dwts. 14*45 grs. per ton. 
89 ozs. 16 dwt. of gold have also been obtained from pyrites. No dividends have been paid during 
the quarter. 140 men have been employed. This number includes ten men employed* at the Parker's United 
No. 1 Company, who are engaged in sinking a shaft towards the southern portion of the Parker's United 
Company's lease block. This shaft has now reached a depth of 498 feet. 

Gordon. — The Parker's Company have suspended operations for the present, but, I believe, are now 
making arrangements to resume work. 

The Parker's Extended Company. — This company have raised 120 tons of stone during the quarter, 
from depths ranging from 100 to 210 feet, which yielded 98 ozs. 7 dwts. 18 grs. of gold, or an average of 
16 dwts. 9*55 grs. per ton. Twenty-one men are employed. 

The Parker's Freehold Company. — This company have been regularly engaged in sinking their shaft 
during the quarter ; it has now reached a depth of 765 feet. Tweny-five men are employed. 

The Shamrock Company. — This company have been engaged in sinking their shaft from the depth 
mentioned in my last report to a depth of 410 feet. A chamber has been constructed at a depth of 400 feet, 
and a drive commenced to strike the lode found at a shallower depth. Fifteen men have been employed. 

The Central Parker's Company. — This company resumed operations about tbe end of -the last month 
of the quarter. Three men are employed in sinking a shaft which is now down to a depth of 35 feet. 

The South Shamrock Company. — This company, whose ground is situate to the south of the Shamrock 
Company, and is held under the mining bye-laws, have sunk several small prospecting shafts to ascertain 
the course of the lode. They have now selected a site for the main shaft, where sinking operations will be 
commenced. It is stated that fair prospects have been obtained from surface leaders, which the manager 
considers will lead to the main lode. Two men have been employed during a portion of the quarter. 

Nine Chinese are still engaged in washing the tailings from the Parker's United Company's battery. 
It is stated that 22 ozs. of gold have been obtained during the quarter. 

Summer Hill Company. — A company has been formed under this title, and arrangements have been 
made with the owner of sold allotment 14b of section 17, parish of Moorabool West, to work the quartz reef 
which is known to exist within it. An old shaft has been cleaned out to a depth of 110 feet and a 
15-hor8e power engine has been purchased, at a cost of £450, and erected on the ground. This price does not 
ioclttde cost of cartage and erection. Fourteen men are employed. 

Great Northern Parker's Company, Korweinguboora. — This company have crushed 85 tons of stone, 
obtained from the surface down to a depth of 50 feet from a lode averaging 8 inches in thickness, which 
yielded 67 ozs. 2 dwts. 15 grs. of gold, or an average of 15 dwts. 19*09 grs. per ton. Twenty-five men are 
employed. The company have also crushed 9 tons for hire, which was obtained from the same lode by a small 
co-operative party of three men. This stone yielded 3 ozs. 11 dwts. 8 grs. of gold. 

Alluvial Mining. 

A claim of four men's ground has been applied for in All Nations Gully, Egerton, where one 
European and three Chinese have been employed during the last two weeks of the quarter in prospecting 
from a depth of 57 feet ; 2 ozs. 16 dwts. of gold have been obtained. 

Lai Lai Iron Company, Lai Lai. — No work has been done on the ground by this company during 
the quarter, but fifteen foundry men have been engaged in re-casting pig metal. 



STEIGLITZ SUBDIVISION. 
Mr, D, Murphy, Mining Registrar. 

During the past quarter there has been an improvement in quartz mining in my subdivision. Some 
small crushings, obtained at Elaine, have given very good returns, the result being that a number of claims 
have been marked off, including about 60 acres of ground in the immediate vicinity of the Elaine township. 

The reef disc6vered by McRae Bros., at Woodbourne, is likely to prove a rich one ; a trial 
crushing of 10 tons of stone yielded the fine average of over 4J ozs. of gold to the ton. When first 
discovered, this reef ivas only about 7 inches wide at the surface ; but, on sinking about 20 feet, 
it was found to be gradually increasing, and at that depth was about 15 inches in width. The reef is 
situated on private property, at about three miles distance from the Meredith Railway Station, and is quite 
a new discovery. 

Alluvial Mining. 

There has been no change in this branch of mining during the quarter. 

Water is plentiful, although there has not been enough rain to fill the dams and reservoirs. 
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BLACKWOOD DIVISION AND BLUE MOUNTAIN SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

Quartz Mining. 

Much actiyitj has of late been displayed in this branch of mining. Large areas have been taken 
up, and are still applied for under the leasing regulations ; and, although some of the recently-formed 
companies will undoubtedly collapse, like many previous ones, good evidence remains that others will 
succeed in making remunerative ventures to the shareholders interested. 

The Simmons' Beef Amalgamated Mining Company ai$ pushing on the erection of a 20-head 
battery, and a portion of the fixtures of the turbine has been delivered on the claim. Driving and cross- 
cutting at the several levels of the mine have been carried on with vigor. Payable stone has been dropped 
upon in many places, and some of the quartz is well studded ^iMth gold, and of a rich appearance. 

The first cleaning up by the Koh-i-noor Company of 57 tons of quartz crushed gave an average 
yield of over 12 dwts. of gold per ton. The quartz was obtained at the 120-foot (lowest) level, in about 
80 feet on the course of the reef. When stoping commeaced the yield dropped ofiE greatly, and the last 
150 tons crushed gave only a Httle over 1 dwt. of gold per ton ; consequently, this work was discontinued, 
and driving north and south on the line of reef has been re-commenced. The western reef, which is a 
yery large one, has been recently cut in a cross-drive, and is now being opened out. 

The New North Britain Company's (Wright's Reef) first crushing averaged a little over 8 dwts. of 
gold per ton, not sufficient to pay working expenses ; it is expected, however, that the yields from the next 
and subsequent crushings will be of a paying quality, as the reef, both north and south, has greatly 
improved in appearance, and is showing gold frequently. 

The Struck Oil, a co-operative company in the same locality, adjoining the Ida Company's mine 
north, have driven their tunnel, in very hard ground, a distance of close upon 500 feet ; the work was done 
by contract, at the rate of 14s. per foot. The reef, it is presumed, must be in close proximity ; when cut, 
there will be some 150 feet of backs to operate upon. The shareholders are sanguine of having a profitable 
future before them^ as some excellent returns were obtained from the upper levels. The infiux of water, 
however, was too strong to overcome with the appliances at command, and operations had to be 
discontinued for a time. 

The sinking of the Countess Company's main sbaft. Union Reef, has been greatly retarded on 
account of having to contend against the hardness of the ground and heavy infiux of water. A depth of 
186 feet has been reached ; at 200 feet it is intended to open out. 

The New Sultan Company's main shaft, which has been sunk to a depth of 914 feet, and from 
which nearly 100,000 ozs. of gold have been obtained, will most likely be abandoned shortly. The lifts have 
been drawn to the 500-foot level, and the remainder are also to be drawn. It seems, however, that the 
company does not intend to abandon the mine, as another shaft is now being sunk to thoroughly prospect 
the western lodes ; these lodes have not been much worked hitherto, and in prospecting the same ' the 
company obtained a yield of over 1 oz. of gold per ton from 55 tons of quartz crushed, from a depth of 
50 feet. The sinking of this shaft another 50 feet is now being proceeded with ; when finished, opening 
out will commence. 

The Victoria Company, Yankee Reef, cleaned up on the last day of the quarter witih the excellent 
result of 160 ozs. of gold, from 90 tons of quartz operated upon. This company consists of six co-operative 
shareholders, and, no extra labor being employed, they have a very handsome sum to divide amongst themselves. 
The area has been held and profitably worked by them during the last ten years, and was at one time occupied 
by the Clunes and Blackwood Company, famous for its extravagant expenditure in machinery, &o.— about 
£16,000 in less than twelve months — ^without in any way prospecting the mine. One small crushing was 
t^en out^ yielding • less than 1 dwU of gold per ton of quartz crushed ; the consequence was that the 
company was wound up, and plant removed out of the district. 

AxLtJTiAL Mining. 

A nugget of pure gold of 10 ozs. 15 dwts. in weight was got by an old Blackwood identity on the 
banks of the Lerderderg River, near Simmons' Reef. The finder is the father of one of the party of young 
men who dropped upon the 85 oz. specimen referred to in my last quarter's report. 

No miners are employed mining for metals or minerals other than gold. 

No water has been sold during the quarter. 

The rainfall during the quarter has been : — April, 5*46 inches ; May, 5*86 inches ; June, 8*52 inches ; 
total, 14*84 inches.

BEECHWORTH DIVISION.

It is now past mid-winter, and in ordinary seasons all the sluicers would be at full work ; but at 
present the water is as scarce as if the season were mid-summer. Very few claims can give more than 
half-time employment to the workmen, and in consequence there is a considerable falling-oS in the out-put 
of gold from the alluvial mines. 
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The scarcity of water has led many of the mine-owuers to give more attention to the opening of 
springs and the conservation of water in reservoirs and dams. Several tunnels have heen commenced, and 
put into hills in the neighhorhoods of Beechworth and Stanley, and, so far, these have given fair results in the 
shape of increased water supply, and it is thought that when a wet season takes place the owners of these 
tunnels will be well repaid for all their outlay. 

The returns of quartz for the quarter exhibit a very marked increase in the yield of gold per ton, 
notably the Stony Creek reefs, where Croft and Co. obtained an average of 4 ozs. 15 dwts. of gold from 52 
tons of stone, from the Melbourne Reef ; Bryce and Co. (Hare Reef), 2 ozs. 7 dwts. per ton, a small lot 
from this reef giving over 8 ozs. per ton also. MuUer and Co. got nearly 6 ozs. per ton from a few tons 
crushed from their reef. 

At Myrtleford, also, more activity prevails in reefing than for some time past. The Reform Com- 
pany have again got on to good stone, and 56^ tons gave 481 ozs. of gold. It is thought that there are 
many years' work in this reef yet, and that it will continue to produce as well as ever it did. Alton and 
Co., at the BufEalo Creek, have a very good show in the Anchor Reef, having obtained 1 oz. 4 dwts. per 
ton. 

The Old Tubal Cain Reef, at Basin Creek, has been^taken up by Mr. Blddington, who found a 2-^foot 
reef at about 190 feet in depth, carrying fair prospects of gold. He is erecting a battery and pumping 
machinery, and in a short time he will start crushing. It is intended also to crush for the public at this 
mill ; and Trezise and Co., of Stony Creek, are packing over some good-looking quartz to be put through* 

The Rose Reef mill, &c., is again to be started, Mr. R. Warren having purchased it from the 
proprietor. The retention of this mill near Beechworth will enable the reefers at Three-mile and Stanley 
to get their quartz crushed cheaply and near at home. It is intended to give the reef another trial, as the 
old company did not sink thereon to any great depth. 

There is a considerable area of country on the Beechworth side of the Wooragee Range which has 
been neglected by prospectors. It is known that there are many reefs in this area, and that they are within 
the golden line ; yet these have not been tried, because of the difficulty of getting the stone cru shed. It is thought 
that the Rose mill being again started may lead to this belt of quartz country being vigorously prospected, 
and that good reefs will be found. ' 

The Wallaby Company have had another fair crushing from their reef at Hurdle Flat, and the stone 
continues to look well. A small crushing is also being tried from the Kingston Reef, Hurdle Flat ; the 
stone looks promising, and the reef is a good size. 

The alluvial miners at Stony Creek and the Forest cannot get their washdirt operated on because of 
the great scarcity of water. There are many hundred loads at grass, which it is thought will give aa 
average of about 5 dwts. per load. 

Boring is to be started at Eldorado, and a company has been formed to work some ground in the old 
Kneebone Company's claim. The present high rate ruUng for black sand (tin) has induced some of 
the miners formerly working there to again open out ground, which is known to be payable. 



TACKANDANDAH NORTH SUBDIVISION.

There is no mining at present in this subdivision. 



TACKANDANDAH SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

In alluvial mining the total return of gold for the quarter is snaall, owmg to the want of water during 

the first part of the quarter. 

In the Premier tail-race (Messrs. Jessop and Fletcher), work has proceeded rapidly, over 80 yards 
having been cut during the quarter ; this makes over 100 yards completed since the new work was commenced, 
and, although a large number of men have been employed, the result must be looked upon as good work. The 
rock excavated is hard granite, and is considered by experts to be of excellent quality. Messrs. Jessop 
and Co. are sparing no expense in making the race a first-class one. The total outlay will exceed^ from 

first to kst, over £5,000. «, « t. i x^_x a 

In quartz mining, I have to report that the Topaz Quartz Company, at Clear Creek, recently started 

their new battery, with every prospect of success. 

The Caledonian Company, at Clear Creek, have discovered a new reef, about 2 feet wide, near 
their present workings. The stone, which shows gold, is expected to yield 2 ozs. to the ton. 

The Bon Accord Company, at Hillsborough, are having about 200 tons of quartz crushed at thft 
Wilberforce mill. MagilPs prospecting claim, in the same vicinity, is looking very well. 

At Twist's Creek, several dauns, which afford favorable prospects, have been registered during the 
last quarter. 

INDIGO DIVISION. 
Mr. R. ArrotDsmithy Mining Surveyor and Registrar. 

There is now every probability that quartz mining will be vigorously pursued in the Rutherglen 
portion of the division. A large number of mining leases have been applied for, and nearly all the available 
ground on the known lines of reef has been marked out, with a view to the formation of mming companiea. 
With the capital and energy that is being introduced, there can be no doubt as to this long-neglected locality 
receiving a fair trial. 
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It is worthy of remark that no greater depth than from 150 or 200 feet been attained on any of 
the reefs. At these respective levels the easily-worked sandstone and clay schists change into a rock of dark 
bluish-gray, intersected with numerous thin metalliferous veins, much of the same charucter as is to be 
observed in all extensive quartz mining districts. To the hardness of this type of rock, and the attendant 
expenses in working, is to be attributed the little progress hitherto made by the small companies of 
co-operative miners. 

The Great Eastern Company are rapidly opening up their mine, overhauliug machinery, &c. In 
a few weeks it is expected the claim will bo in a dividend-paying condition. 

The other recently-formed company, the Revival, on Campbell's Reef, are also engaged on prepara- 
tory works, sinking shafts, &c. They have commenced the erection of a new battery, of fifteen heads, of 
the most approved construction, and a contract has also been let for the excavation of a large reservoir. 
None of the other companies show any signs of commencing work. 

At Chiltem there is nothing new to report. The cmim and machine of the Magenta Company are 
still idle, and the Robert Burns Prospecting Company has not resumed work. 

The stone raised at Rutherglen and Chiltem, although small as regards quantity, shows the very 
satisfactory average of 1 oz. 4 dwts. 1 '20 grs. to the ton. 

The working of the large alluvial mines is being steadily pursued, with a fair amount of success. 
This remark applies equally to the Chiltem Valley and the Indigo Stockyard companies. The Star and 
Stockyard companies are still busily employed erecting their extensive machinery, sinking shafts, &c. 

The Cliiltern Consols Company, who purchased the private ground north of the Chiltem Valley, 
have been busily engaged in boring, and report having not only struck deep ground, but also obtained a very 
fair prospect of gold. Machinery is to be shortly placed ou the property. 

At no time for very many years have the prospects of the division been more promising than at 
present, both as regards alluvial and quartz mining. The progress of the newly-formed quartz mining 
companies at Rutherglen, who intend following the veins to low levels, is watched with much interest. 
There is every reason to believe these companies will meet with the success they deserve, and will largely 
benefit the entire district. Perhaps there is no finer field in the colony for quartz mining than the 
extensive district surrounding Chiltern, and it is one to which capital and enterprise should ultimately be 
directed. 



WANDILIGONG SUBDIVISION. 
Mr, T, C Kaighin^ Mining Registrar. 

Although at the present time very few crushing mills are at work, a considerable quantity of 
stone has been operated upon during the latter portion of the quarter just closed. Unfortunately a number 
of mills capable of doing a lot of work have been idle during the whole of the past three months, amongst 
which may be noted the Buck-Eye and Never-too-Late, Upper Morse's Creek ; the Try Again, right 
branch Growler's Creek ; the Hillsborough, and also some smaller plants. 

In the last-named mine a large amount of prospecting has been done of late without striking 
anything payable. The Cornish Company, in the adjoining gully, have been on a golden reef for some 
time ; a crushing of 150 tons, as shown by the returns, has given a very satisfactory result. This company is 
now engaged in putting the battery in repair. 

The London Company have been driving on the line of reef at the 600-foot level during the quarter ; 
a shoot of stone carrying gold has been cut, but no crushing has been made up to the time of writing. A 
tribute party has commenced working a portion of the Oriental Reef. 

Tlie tribute paii;ies in the Myrtle have abandoned that mine after having had one crushing each. A very 
rich reef is now being worked by Chalwell and Co., on the west range of Morse's Creek, south of the Old 
White Star, a crushing from which gave a return of over 1 1 ozs. to the ton. A good reef has also been 
discovered to the south of Messrs. Chalwell and Co.'s claim, supposed to be a continuation of the line 
worked by them. 

Payable stone has been again obtained in the Old White Star workings. 

The Wandiligong Estate Deep Lead Gold Mining Company, having purchased the boiler and engine 
.of the Old Home quartz mill, and the bobs, pumps, &c., of the Old Bright Company'^ claim, have 
completed a compact little plant on their mine ; and the first shaft has been bottomed, at a depth of 85 feet, 
on payable wash. The company are now sinking in the rock before opening out, and are down nearly 
95 feet. As it is expected that the ground will run deeper, the shaft will be continued down some distance 
farther. A second shaft is to be put down at once, to effect which a portable IG-horse power engine 
liaa been procured and landed on the mine from Melbourne. 

No record of any water having been sold. 



BUCKLAND DIVISION. 
Mr, B, K. Smart, Mining Registrar. 

There has been a very satisfactory increase in the yield of gold since the previous quarter, although, 
perhaps, not so large as was anticipated ; but many of the quartz claims have been doing dead work, and 
the past quarter was well advanced before all the alluvial claims had a sufficiency of water. 

Good progress has been made in the erection of machinery at the New Wallace, Deep Lead, The 
Trident, and the Shamrock claims. The Trident Company's crushing mill is near completion, and they 
have a large quantity of stone of good quality at grass, all ready for crushing. 

The plant of the Shamrock Company is completed, and consists of one stationary engine of 15-horse 
power for pumping, one also of 8-horse power for winding, and one portable engine of lO-horse power 
fitted for the crushing mill, which has two batteries of foor stamps each. The cost of these new additions 
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and improvements is about £4,500, and the total value of the whole plant, at the least, £6,000. The 
erection of this machinery, with other important works, have been carried out under the able management of 
Mr. George Jones, the mining manager, who has resumed work in the mine with a large body of men. The 
shaft is now being sunk 200 feet additional, commencing aX a point 140 feet from the surface vertically, but 
600 feet from the mouth or first commencement of the underlie shaft, which follows the course of the reef. 

At Freeburgh no quartz has been crushed, but several parcels are being raised, and the reefs, if 
anything, are improving in quality. The Harp of Erin Company, after driving about 800 feet through 
extraordinarily hard ground, are now rising up, with the object of breaking into the old workings, from 
which they will be enabled to follow the lode downwards, its direction at present being very uncertain. 

At Upper and Lower Buckland very little indeed seems to be doing. 

The Jackass Company, at Harrietville, are driving an adit at a lower level, and, judging from the 
present appearance of the ground, which is very hard, it is likely to take twelve months to complete. 

The Harrietville Estate Deep Lead Company are only waiting for fine weather to set in to commence 
hanling heavy timber for their pumping machinery. 

The New Wallace Deep Lead Company's shaft is down 40 feet, with water ikiaking about 180 
gallons per hour. 

The richest stone raised in the division during the quarter was got at Running Creek, by Matthews and 
Co., and averaged 4 ozs. 1 7 dwts. per ton. 

The Chinese population seems to be gradually diminishing. 

I have no information as to the sale of water. 



ALEXANDRA SUBDIVISION. 

Mr, A. B. Ainsworth^ Mining Surveyor and Registrar. 

The returns for the Alexandra subdivision show an improvement on those of last quarter. There 
are two companies now raising stone south of Alexandra township ; the Vulcan Company, who show a 
payable yield, obtained from remaining blocks between the old 300 and 400-foot levels ; and Hugh Pickering 
and Co., whose reef is improving, and has yielded well for the labor expended. A vein, which appears 
identical with the Old Colleen Bawn Reef, has been struck near the town, and appearanees promise payable 
stone. The most improving part of the district is that around and south of Yea, where the Ti-tree reefs 
and several others, which, although now being only prospected, promise to swell future returns. The allmvial 
miners have obtained yields rather above the usual average. 

Negotiations are still pending for amalgamating No. 6 and No. 2 claims on the Lucky line, 
but it is hoped they will be shortly brought to a close, when more extended operations may be expected oa 
that line. 

The tin leases at Buxton are idle ; only gold is being mined for in the subdivision at present 

No water has been sold. 
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DRY CREEK SUBDIVISION*

More activity has been displayed in alluvial mining since the recent rainfall, although nothing 
worthy of remark has occurred since my last report. 



BENALLA SUBDIVISION.

During the past quarter very little activity has been shown in mining operations in this subdiviflion* 

The I^dy Ethel Company (alluvial) have been reorganized, but have not yet re-commenced work ; 
they will, I am informed, do so under a new proprietary in August next. 

The New Temora Company (alluvial) have been idle during the quarter, beyond the work neoessary 
for keeping the mine dry ; they are in treaty for the transfer of their property to a large and influential 
company, and it is to be hoped, for the sake of the district, that the negotiations will be carried throughf 
and the mine, with a fresh infusion of capital, brought into a successful position. 

A quaitz claim (the Early Morn Extended) has been taken up by a Ballarat miner (Mr. Robinson), 
who is now at work with a party of men. This claim is near the Shannon Company's ground, from which 
some good returns were once obtained. The main shaft is noiv down 60 feet, and Mr. Robinson expects to 
strike the Shannon lead. 

At the Morning Star claim a party are at work, and some satisfactory specimens have been obtained* 

The above are the only items worth recording during the quarter as regards Benalla ; and at 
Gowangardie nothing of any interest has occurred, except that a party of four prospectors have gone there 
from Shepparton, but I have heard no more concerning their movements. 

The Onward Company have parted with their machinery to a company in Corowai New Soatb 
Wales.

The Lauraville Company have had no 
crushing. The Great Eastern, Victoria, Danabrot?, Rose of Denmark, and Eldorado companies are not 
working ; and the two yields given in the return are the only ones obtained for the quarter.

Alluvial mining affords no surplus, and no outside capital of any amount is flowing in ; as a consequence, many 
lodes remain unworked, though numerous and promising, and there is no immediate prospect of improve- 
ment. It is possible that a yield of gold has been obtained by Messrs. McGregor and party, at the Royal 
Standard, which is not included in the returns, but, owing to heavy snow on the ranges, communication 
is intercepted, and no information has yet reached me. The owners of the Hope mine, Morning Star Reef, 
are crushing from a fine vein 2 feet thick and of great length, as also from a mullock vein, showing some 
18 feet below in their workings ; they expect a payable yield. The AU Nations mine is idle. 

Only gold is mined for in this subdivision. 

I hear of no water being sold ; of late it has been abundant. 



BIG RIVER SUBDIVISION.

I have little new to report of this subdivision. Only one crushing is recorded for the quarter, that 
of the Boscobelle mine (Messrs. Kelly and Dunn), which continues steadily at work. The yield is not as lai^e 
as usual, but it was obtained at less than half the expense of labor hitherto incurred, and should pay the 
proprietors well. 

The Luck's All Tributers have had no crushing. The Surprise Reef, taken up under miner's rightly 
is being tested by a trial crushing, which, however, will not be washed up for a week or more. 

The alluvial miners have averaged their usual modest wages for the quarter. 

Only gold is mined for. 

I hear of no water having been sold ; where sold, the price is 4s. 6d. per sluice-head. 



MITTA MITTA NORTH SUBDIVISION.

No crushings of any importance have taken place during the quarter. 

The Maritana mill has just commenced crushing. Davies's battery will start work in the course 
of a few days ; this will be a great help to individual miners, as there are many small lots of stone 
at grass awaiting treatment. 

At the Alfred Tin mine work is progressing, and the following machinery is being erected : — One 
engine, 86-horse power ; one stone-breaker, one duuble-roller mill, one Hemely mill, with runners to be 
equal to sixty-five stamp-heads. The wliole of the machinery is to be covered with a galvanized iron roof. 

There are two tunnels on No. 2 claim ; one is 96 feet long, running east and west along the coarse 
of the lode, which is about 9 feet wide in the face. No. 2 tunnel is 250 feet long, with a similar lode. In 
the adjoining claim, No. 1 tunnel, on the same course, is about 4 feet wide. The two claims employ about 
twenty-eight men. The Alfred Extended Company are driving a tunnel ; six men are employed in working 
the lode. The Burrowye Company are putting in a tunnel, at which four men are employed. 

The Red Bank Company, whose workings are situate some ten miles from the mine of the Alfred 
Company, have just opened up a fine lode ; a trial smelting therefrom produced 50 per cent, of tin. The lode 
}s now being opened out, and prospecting is being carried on. In the adjoining leaseholds progressive work 
is being pushed ahead. 

Much interest is felt as to the first trial crushing of the Alfred Company, as it will be the initial 
practical test of the lode. 

There are 113 miners employed in this subdivision mining for tin. 



MITTA MITTA SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

A copious supply of rain lias enabled shiiccrs to actively resume work, and caused an increased return 
for this quarter, otherwise there is nothing i'rush to note in alluvial mining. 

I am glad to be enabled to report very favorably of our quartz reefs ; a small crushing from one of those 
newly discovered, between the Dart River and Miller's Creek, yielded at the rate of 11 ozs. to the ton; and 
ftnothcr recently-opened reef, near the Junction of the Snowy Creek and the Mitta Mitta River, returned at the 
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rate of 7 oz8« to the ton. Tlie Yellow Girl mine has giyen a very payable return. Fresh reefs are being 
opened on Miller's Creek by a newly-formed Melbourne company with considerable capital ; great expectations 
are formed of the ultunate success of this company, the manager of which is a man of long experience and 
well-known energy. Altogether our prospects are brightening. 



BETHANGA NORTH SUBDIVISION.

There is very little to report upon for the past quarter ; the only crushing was one of 20 tons, which 
gave a yield of 2 ozs. 12 dwts. of gold per ton. 

The Hon. John A. Wallace's blast furnaces have put through 55 tons 1 8 cwt. 2 qrs. of ore, but the quan- 
tity of gold has not yet been ascertained, the lodes are looking well. A tunnel has been commenced on 
Conness's lease. Flagstaff Hill, and a defined lode of black jack (more or less undecomposed ore) met with ; 
the lode is said to be 4 feet wide, and the stuff can be shovelled out. 

The Bethanga No Liability Company, known as " Harris and Hollow's " have treated (wet process) 
about 170 tons of pyrites, but the yield of gold therefrom has not yet been determined. In the Wombat 
and Pride of Bethanga claims, worked by this company, the reefs bear north-east, and are about 2 feet wide. 
The number of men employed is about 60, and room for many more is being made. The present drawback 
is the scarcity of carters to supply firewood. The machinery of the company consists of two engines of 
40-horse power, eight stamp-heads, three whips, one huddle (Mundy's patent), two grinders (Wheeler's), one 
amalgajmator (Wheeler's), Tyrolese mills (Resales), one stone-breaker, and three furnaces capable of treating 
60 tons of pyrites per week. 



JAMIESON SUBDIVISION.

Quartz mining throughout the subdivision has been unusually dull during the quarter ; this may be 
attributed to the continued dry season, and the fact that the motst productive reefs are worked by water power. 

The Sailor Bill's Tributers have done a considerable amount of work, and stacked some 300 tons of 
stone ready for crushing. The quartz is of good quality, the gold being seen freely in it. 

Extended Sailor Bill's Company have struck a reef in the face of tlie drive, now in some 900 feet. 
The reef is 3 feet thick, but up to the present no gold has been seen in it. It is the intention of the share- 
holders to drive on the quartz, it being the opinion of the mining manager that the reef is on the Derby line, 
which was of a payable nature when worked on the surface, but could not be sunk upon in consequence 
of the quantity of water to contend with. 

The Star of the West Company, Mack's Creek, are still prospecting for the main line of reef, and 
timnels and cross-cuts have been put in to a distance of 600 feet. The company are now driving in qnarti 
ground of a very broken nature. 

The proprietor of the Alabama Company (Mr. Polo) intends putting machinery on the ground, the 
last crushing of 1 } ozs. to the ton having been exceedingly satisfactory. 

No water has been sold during the quarter. 



SANDHURST MINING DISTRICT. 



SANDHURST DIVISION.

During the past quarter mining in Sandhurst has attained a high state of prosperity, the gold yield 
from quartz having increased at a wonderful rate, being nearly 40 per cent, above the yield of the previous 
quarter. The returns for the past quarter are in excess of any previous quarter for years past. This 
will suffice to show that the amount expended during the last two years in prospecting is now bearing good 
fruit, but the increase in the returns is, as will be seen by the subjoined tabular statement, to some extent 
dae to the fine yields reported by our two leading miftes, the Garden Gully United and the Belmont and 
Saxby. A general improvement in the yield in the Snob's Hill and New Chum lines of reef, as the result 
of vigorous and judicious prospecting, has also contributed to swell the yields, while the dividends show a 
corresponding increase. The calls still continue heavy, showing that the progressive mines are actually at 
work. As a rule the calls are cheerfully paid, the shareholders thus indicating their confidence in the 
ventures. The tendency to fioat companies for merely speculative purposes has, to a great extent, disappeared, 
for although mining speculation continues brisk, the public will not countenance any venture of the genuine- 
ness of which good proofs are not forthcoming. 

With regard to mining operations, work on the leading lines is in full swing. On the New Chum line it 
is satisfactory to note, in the interests of deep sinking, that the Shenandoah Company are getting good returns 
from a reef 900 ieet below the surface. On the Garden Gully line also the Londonderry Company have 
cut what promises to be a payable reef at 1,140 feet. On the Snob's Hill line the tracing of the rich 
£}llenborongh Reef, north of the Belmont, has been a matter of greater difiiculty than was anticipated, but 
therci appears a probability of an early solution being arrived at. The once famous Hustler's line, which has 
been very dull for some time past, has become more prominent recently^ owing to the Hustler's Beaerve 
Company having obtained some very good stone.

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The outside portions of the diyision are receiving fair attention, and there appears to be a strong 
probability of a large field being opened np at Kamarooka ; here the Homeward Bound Company is actaally 
at work, in opening up a big reef at 300 feet, and, in consequence of the good prospects obtained, a large 
area of ground has bceen taken up in that locality. Should the first crushing, which will take place in a 
week or two, when the company's crushing machinery is completed, turn out well, this portion of the district 
will be of considerable importance. 

On the whole, the division is in a very prosperous state, and it is confidently expected that this 
prosperity will not be of a merely transitory nature but genuine and lasting. 

The latest improvements in mining machinery are coming into general use, with good results.

KILMOBE DIVISION. 

Mr. G. Davis, Mining Registrar. 

There is not much change to report during the quarter, although work is being carried on at ail the 
principal mines ; most of the companies are still engaged cross-cutting and finishing the erection of maehinerj. 

The Doyle's Company have crushed a small parcel of stone, which gave about 8 ozs. to the load ; 
they are now engaged in putting in a drive to the north along the lode, and rising from the lower level to 
catch the rich shoot of gold they have left above. 

The Crown Company adjoining are working from the Doyle*s shaft, and taking out some very good 
quartz, which they intend to crush shortly. They are also driving from their own shaft to the west^ in the 
hope of striking the same run of quartz. Work is being carried on from the Doyle's shaft. 

The Langridge Extended Company have almost completed the erection of their battery. They are 
now raising stone from the mine, so that they will shortly have their first crushing at their own battery. 

The Shepherd's Company have sunk their main shaft, and are now driving for the lode. 

The Bismarck Company have sent some stone to the battery, which gave a fair yield ; they have » 
large body of quartz. 
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The North Langridge Company are cross-cutting east and west^ to strike the lodes running through 
their lease. 

The Overland Company are erecting machinery on their claim. 

A crushing battery is in course of erection at the Strath Creek. 

The Apollo Gold and Antimony Company, Sunday Croek, have nearly completod the erection of 
their battery. 

The Sovereign Company are driving to cut the Langridge and Doyle's reefs which intersect their 
ground* 

Parcels of quartz from some of the other claims have been tested during the quarter, but none were 
deemed of sufficient importance to call forth any remarks. 

Very few miners are engaged in alluvial mining. 

The weather has been showery, but no floods have occurred. Fears are entertained, from present 
indioations, of anothor dry summer. 



HEATHCOTE DIVISION AND WARANGA SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

The North Costerfield Gold and Antimony Mining Company, Costerfield, recently put five charges 
of ore through their furnace, taken from the 820-foot level, which yielded 1 ton 18 cwt.

Four tons of stufE have been raised by this company during the past month from the reef, which 
averages 7 or 8 inches thick. The 320-foot level has been driven a further distance of 23 feet ; the total 
distaooe from the croes-cut being 518 feet.

Quartz mining has been almost at a standstill, the largest companies not having yet opened out. The 
Union Quartz Mining Company at ^mherst have struck payable gold at 400 feet and have now 30 tons at grass, 
which is estimated to yield about 5 ozs. to the ton.

In this subdivision, as a sort of counterpoise to the abandonment of the North Homebush shaft, at 
Homebush, it may be mentioned with satisfaction that the Golden Stream Company, Avoca, have succeeded, 
after great care and difficulty, in bottoming their shaft ; on this event the shareholders and those having the 
management of the mine are to be congratulated. The North Homebush Company, having increased their 
capital, are engaged in boring for a suitable site for a new shaft. The Working Miners United Company 
continue to ^ive satisfactory yields, 3,800 ozs. 1 9 dwts. having been obtained during the quarter ; wbilo 
1,062 ozs. 12^ dwts. were realized from the Old Working Miners ground. 

In quartz mining it is expected that desirable results will arise from the erection of machinery at 
Lexton, in connection with the Lexton Company's property ; this work is now approaching completion, and 
there is every probability of rich returns from the stone, judging by that already tried. At Vale's Reef a 
fairly satisfactory crushing has been realized during the quarter. These are the only items worthy 
of mention. 



DUNOLLY AND TARNAGULLA DIVISIONS.

During the past quarter the Queen's Birthday Company crushed 6,990 tons of quartz for a yield of 
1,908 ozs. 2 dwts. 12 grs. of gold. Their main shaft is now being sunk a further depth of 60 feet, the 
present depth from the surface being 673 feet. The company are stoping between the 500 and 600-foot levels. 
A winze is also being sunk from the 500- foot level, 140 feet further north, and is down 97 feet, where the 
reef is from 5 feet to 6 feet wide, carrying payable gold. The 500-foot level has been extended 605 feet 
north along the lode from the cross-cut, which is 45 feet north of the main shaft. Stoping is also being 
carried on from the bottom level north of the shaft, where the reef is from 6 feet to 20 feet wide, and gold 
is occasionally seen in tlie stone. 

The North Birthday Company have sunk their main shaft to 610 feet from the surface, cut a 
chamber, and started a cross-cut, which has been going through hard white quartz for 20 feet, supposed to 
be the Goldsborough lode ; there is no appearance of the wall at present. They are also sinking winzes at 
the north and south ends of their ground from the 400-foot level ; the one to the north is driven 60 feet, 
where the reef is from 2 feet to 3 feet wide, heavily charged with minerals, and carrying payable gold. 
The one south has been sunk 50 feet, the reef being 18 inches thick, carrying payable gold. 

The Specimen Reef Company, Waanyarra, are crushing quartz obtained from 80 feet below the surface, 
where the reef is from 5 feet to 7 feet wide, carrying a little gold. In driving north the quality of the 
stone has very much improved. The great drawback in this locality is want of water for crushing 
purposes. 
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The Sydenham Company are sinking their main shaft to 400 feet deep ; the present depth is 
S80 feet. They are also stoping hctwocn the 200 and 300-foot levels. The prospects of late in going north 
have very much improved. 

The King's Birthday Company are still driving alonnr the course of the lode at the 540- foot level, 
and have reached a distance of 530 feet south of the shaft. 

The Yorkshire Company are driving along the course of the lode at the 400*foot level, and are 
putting up a rise from the 400-foot level to meet a winze which has heen sunk 47 feet from the 800-foot 
level. Stone is being broken out from between the 200 and 330-foot levels. 

The Old Poverty Reef Company are still cross-cutting east and west of their shaft at the 674-foot 
level ; the eastern cross-cut is now in 83 feet^ and the western 112 feet from the shaft. 

The South Yorkshire Company are driving along the lode at the 250-foot level; at 12 feet north 
from the cross-cut they got the reef, 3 feet wide, with payable prospects. 

The Carradoc Company are at present crushing, and will not clean up until next week. 

Curran's Company are driving along the course of the lode at the 500-foot level, and are cross-cutting 
at the 400-foot level ; this drive is now in hard quartz, with no sign of an eastern wall. 

A new veef was recently discovered by Job Lees, about two miles north of Danolly ;. the lode near 
the surface is narrow, being from 6 in. to 9 in. wide. Some very rich specimens were obtained, therefrom. 

There is no change to report in alluvial mining. 



INGLE WOOD DIVISION. 
Mr, F, E. fforan, Mining Registrar. 

A review of the work done in this division during the quarter^ discloses on the whole most satisfactory 
progress, tending directly to the development of mines, which, for the past fifteen years, have received 
ficant attention. It is a well-known fact, and one the subject of frequent remark, that most, if not all of the 
numerous reefs in this division have never been thoroughly tested. This would appear to be owing to the 
existence of the many extraordinary rich " caps," which in former years gave such magnificent returns by 
the expenditure of comparatively little labor, thereby creating a disinclination to follow the stone to the 
lower levels. It is indeed only of late that attention has been turned to those anriferous lodes, which, 
experience teaches, exist below the water level, and it is most satisfactory to know that, where deeper sinking 
has been resorted to, success has invariably followed ; the want of adequate machinery being the only serious 
drawback. 

To return to the present. The Burke*s Flat Gold Mining Company's mind*, the deepest in the 
division, gives its steady fortnightly yields as heretofore. The Jersey Quartz Mining Company at their 
d25-foot level, have struck a reef, which has all the indications of being permanent, and the latest crushing 
from which gave nearly 9 dwts. per ton. A drive of 167 feet in length has just been completed, connecting 
the winze with the main shaft, and larger crushings may be looked for during the current quarter ; there 
being less dead work to get through. 

The Maxwell's Company have twelve men employed prospecting for a rich lode lost many years ago. 
The finding of this lode, it is confidently anticipated, will give a further impetus to mining in and around 
Inglewood. 

The Columbian Company have men employed cleaning the shaft and drive, and will shortly start on 
the same reef from which the stone was formerly obtained. 

The Madame Berry Company's shaft, on the Morning Star line of reef, is now down 220 feet, and the 
bed logs and foundations for new machinery are in proper position. 

At Elingower the Black Horse Reef has been attracting attention, excellent gold-bearing stone having 
been raised by a co-operative company now at work. 

A strong company has been formed to work a leasehold at Thompson's Gully, where an immense 
body of payable stone, easily obtainable, is known to exist. The want of crushing power having hitherto 
retarded progress in that locality, the company intend erecting a 24-head battery. 

Matthewson and Shiel's claim, on the City of Bath Reef, worked by manual labor only, has been 
giving returns of nearly half an ounce per ton. 

There is nothing of interest to report in alluvial. 



WEDDERBURN DIVISION.

During the quarter there has been a crushing from the Erin-go-Bragh Reef of 81 tons of stone, 
which yielded about 4 dwts. to the ton ; and about 25 tons from Green's Reef, which went rather less than 
5 dwts., in both cases one*-third less than was expected.

The mineowners in this subdivision during the past quarter have been making good progress in 
sinking shafts, prospecting, and erecting machinery. 

The New Bendigo Company have been erecting powerful machinery for pumping, winding, and 
erushing purposes, which will shortly be completed. They have crushed 625 tons of stone for 
236 OSS. 11 dwts. of gold, and sunk their main shaft to 370 feet from the surface. The prospects of the 
mine continue very good. 

The No. 1 South New Bendigo Company have sunk their nmin shaft to a depth of 200 feet, and 
slabbed and centered it to the bottom. They are putting in an opening '' set " at the lowest level, and, 
when this is completed, sinking will be continued a further depth of 60 feet. 

The Albert Victor Company have sunk their main shaft to 200 feet from the surface, and have 
opened out at that level, and are driving a cross-cut east to the reef. 

The Albert Victor Extended Company have sunk their main shaft to a depth of 72 feet from the 
surface, and are about to open a cross-cut at that level. 

The Strathalbyn Company are raising stone for crushing from the 170-foot level ; the prospects are 
very encouraging. 

The Wilson's Hill Company have been erecting powerful machinery for pumping, winding, and 
crushing purposes, also new appliances for saving pyrites ; they will be ready to commence crushing in 
about a month. The plant is, in my opinion, the best and most complete we have in this subdivision. 
They have also been engaged cleaning up drives at the 300, 400, and 500-foot levels, and are now breaking 
out stone for crushing from between the 400 and 500-foot levels, with very favorable prospects. 

The Star Company have had a crushing of 149 tons of stone, taken from between the 460 and 
560-foot levels, which gave a yield of 123 ozs. 10 dwts. 6 grs. of gold. This company have four distinct 
lodes running through their ground, all of which carry payable gold. 

Hicks and party. Blink Bonny Beef, have crushed 43 tons of quartz during the past quarter for a 

irield of 96 ozs. 7 dwts. of gold. They are at present breaking out stone from the 220-foot and 290-*foot 
eveb, with excellent prospects ; the lode is 1 foot wide.

CASTLEMAINE DIVISION. 

Mr. T, L, Brown^ Mining Surveyor and Registrar. 

There has been no change worthy of note in the number or occupation of our miners or in the 
amonnt of our mechanical appliances during the past quarter. An impetus was given to sluicing opera* 
tions from the rainfall having softened the ground and given an extra supply of water, but some of the 
larger companies have not yet cleaned up. 

The Grand Trunk Company, at Guildford, obtained 611 ozs. 4 dwts. as the result of thirty-one men's 
work for six months. They have a wide extent of wash-gravel under the basaltic rock, at 200 feet in depth, 
which goes about 2 dwts. to the ton. 

Quartz Mining. 

In quartz mining the most important discovery to note was that by the Forest Creek Wattle Gully 
Company of gold-bearing quartz in their shaft at 600 feet. This has caused excitement, especially 
amongst those who doubted tiie existence of gold in depth in this locality. Large bodies of quarts of a very 
promising character have been sunk through, the excavated mullock yielding from 6 to 6 dwts. to the 
ton. The company have commenced to open out at 600 feet easterly, towards the reef. 

The Ajax United Company continue sinking and cross-cutting. Their shaft is down 497 feet, in 
bands of slate. The 400-foot cross-cut has been extended to 182 feet east, where a 6-inch flucan takes the 
place of the reef on a sandstone footwall. The company purpose driving north to cut the new formation 
of quartz found in the 300-foot level. 

The Perseverance Company, Argus Reef, have discovered a new body of golden quartz east of the 
old workings ; 91 tons yielded 89 ozs. 18 dwts. 
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The Garfield Company have been making necessary works for a reservoir, machinery, smithy, 
engine-shaft, &c«; and their prospects have been materially improved by Lamb and Co.— claimholders inside 
the company's lease— having found the reef at a depth of 40 feet, and from which splendid specimens are 
being obtained. 

Several new lease-blocks and claims have been taken np. From one, north of Monk's Hill, 9 dwts. 
per ton is being obtained. 

Mineral — Slate and Flaooing. 

Four mineral lease blocks are being worked, and fifty men employed in obtaining slate and flagging, 
while an increased number of men are engaged quarrying and working granite, at Mount Alexander, 
Harconrt. 

The quantity of water sold has been 220,374,000 gallons, at \d, ; 2,250.^ gallons, at 8d. ; 
750,000 gallons, at 4d. ^ ' 



FRYER'S CREEK DIVISION.

Alluvial Mining, Sluicing, &c. — There has been considerable activity of late, now that water is 
abundant, and sluicing operations can be carried on without hindrance ; but there is nothing particularly to 
note with regard to any specially good yields, excepting those from Mein's Freehold Gold Mining 
Company, referred to under another head. 

Golden Eagle Company have been driving at the 380-foot level on quartz, and are also engaged 
sinking the main shaft deeper, having now attained a depth of 403 feet from the surface. They have had 
no crushings during the past Quarter. 

Mein*s Freehold Gold Alining Company have made good progress in the development of their mine 
during the past six months. Within a portion of the period mentioned 582 ozs. of gold have been obtained 
from 7,000 loads of washdirt, from a depth of 230 feet, the lead being 100 feet in width. Some 300 men 
and boys are regularly employed. 

Renaissance Company have slightly improved their prospects since my last report, and are now 
working on a body of quartz 6 feet wide, averaging 2 dwts. to the ton, which, although not highly 
remunerative, will pay working expenses. 

Ferron's Reef Company have been engaged raising quartz from the 380-foot level, which proved only 
moderately payable ; they have also done a great deal of dead work in different parts of their mine. 

New Era Company .-^The company have added considerably to their plant during the past quarter, 
having procured and erected a new pumping engine of 25-hor8e power, at a cost of £800, which will enable 
them to attain a depth of 1,000 feet, and thoroughly drain the mine at all the lower levels. The machinery, 
which works admirably, has been supplied by Messrs. Thompson and Co. An important discovery has 
been made in this mine during the past few weeks, viz., a lode from 4 to 6 feet wide at the 430-foot level ; 
it has been driven north and south 180 feet and continues the same size, gold being visible in the stone, 
and altogether it presents an appearance of permanency ; 5,640 tons of quartz have been raised and crushed, 
averaging 3 dwts. to the ton ; this yield has given fair dividends. 

Perseverance Company. — This company has re-commenced mining operations, having been reorganized; 
there are now about twelve men employed, and quartz is being raised and crushed from the 170-foot level ; they 
have a body of stone about 4 feet in thickness to operate on, and it is anticipated the yield will be fairly 
remunerative. 

Chapel Hill Company will soon be in a position to crush their own quartz, having recently purchased 
a plant, which is about to be removed and re-erected on their own ground. A vast quantity of auriferous 
quartz can be easily raised, which is expected to pay beyond working expenses. 

Enterprise Company. — The company have been sinking their main shaft deeper. A trial crushing 
of a lot of quartz raised from the western side of the shaft returned about 2 dwts. to the ton, not sufficient 
to pay working expenses. Active preparations are, however, being made for prospecting the ground 
formerly held by the Fryers and Cumberland companies, which have been amalgamated with and form part 
of the Enterprise Company. The manager considers the company have fair prospects. 

Quick and party. — A so-called new reef has been recently discovered near the Church of England 
reserve, Fryerstown, running in a line parallel with the Catties and Nuggetty lines, and about 15 or 20 
ohains west therefrom. The leader is about one foot in thickness, underlying west. Quartz, yielding 
14 dwts. to the ton, is being taken from a depth of 20 feet. At the present time it would be premature to 
hazard any opinion as to its permanent character. 

Quartz mining in general.-— Taking a general review of mining operations during the past three 
months, the gold returns in the aggregate have not been so satisfactory as might be desired ; but it 
occasionally happens that the falling-off during one quarter is compensated for at a subsequent period, 
therefore there is no necessity to anticipate a continuance of poor yields, when fresh discoveries are of 
frequent occurrence. 

There have been 13,074 tons of stone crushed altogether, averaging 2^ dwts. of gold to the ton. 



HEPBURN DIVISION.

The German Gully Quartz Mining Company, Yandoit, have sunk their shaft to the depth of 337 
feet, and opened out at that level, from whence parcels of 60 and 30 tons of stone were obtained, which gave 
but small results. 

The Forest Quartz Mining Company, Bullarook, sunk a shaft 50 feet in depth, in which gold was 
struck. A portable engine and battery of eight heads of stampers have been erected at about 20 chains 
from the shaft, to which a tramway is laid. 
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The VinoyarJ Quartz Mining Company, St. George's Reef, have sunk a shaft 120 feot deep, and 
have erected a lO-horse power winding engine. Thej intend to sink 40 feet deeper, and then open out. 

The Mount Franklin Estate Gold Mining Company are now 800 feet from the tunnel mouth. They 
have procured an American rock -borer, at a cost of £800. 

The Rising Star Quartz Mining Company are sinking in the 300-foot level ; they have gone down 
80 feet, and intend going 30 feet more ; they will then open out to the west, the drives having been generally 
easterly. An engine of increased horse-power has been substituted for that formerly in use. 

The Cornish Quartz Mining Company's main shaft is now 536 feet deep. The company have 
opened out, and are cutting a chamber, and will drive westerly. 

The Morning Light Quartz Mining Company, Wonderful Reef, have erected a battery of eight heads 
of stampers, and put in a tunnel 500 feet in length from the foot of the hill, which is oonnected with the 
shaft on the hill by means of a jump-up and shaft 150 feet in depth. 

The Sailor Prince Company continue working in the gutter. 

The Hepburn Homo Paddock Alluvial Gold Mining Company's ground has heretofore been shown in a 
map of Creswick claims, causing me some trouble. I am indebted to the Secretary for Mines for correction in 
connection therewith. The manager reports a total of 3,801 ozs. 7 dwts. of gold obtained from the 
oommencement of the quarter to the 26th June. 

Three nuggets were reported to have been got at German Gully, Yandoit, but very contradictory 
statements were mode respecting the finds. Further enquiries will no doubt shortly afford some reliable 
iofonnation. 

The South Star Quartz Mining Company, Blind Creek, have sunk and timbered a 240-foot shaft, 
10 feet by 4 feet, with three compartments, and have erected a 20-horse power engine and plant, with boiler 
28 feet by 6 feet 6 inches in diameter. The crushing plant has not yet been obtained ; pumps 8 inches 
in diameter are on the claim. 

The Hepburn Rocky Lead Alluvial Gold Mining Company have sunk a shaft 110 feet deep, 11 feet 
6 inches by 4 feet 6 inches in tlio dear, timbered in three compartments, and have erected two engines, each 
22-inch cylinders. Two boilers, 26 feet by 6 feet 6 inches in diameter, are in the course of erection. 

The Oliver Cromwell Quartz Company, Glengower, sunk 60 feet and drove 40 feet. Grold was 
visible when crossing the spurs of quartz, but, as no crushing plant is ready, the claim has been protected 
for three months. 

Hamburg and Glamorgan Reefs Company, Yandoit. — Tenders have been received for sinking a shaft 
100 feet deep, and driving for a lode will proceed at once. 

Grand Junction Gold Mining Company, Yandoit. — The manager reports having sunk a shaft 9 feet 
by 3 feet and 75 feet deep, through basalt, for alluvial ; black clay and water were met with. Machinery 
is to be erected, and 10-inch pumps fixed forthwith. 

The Argyle Gully Quartz Mining Company have 40 tons of quartz ready for crushing. Their shaft 
has been sunk and timbered 50 feet in depth. 

Pagarutti and party are sluicing the bottom of the reservoir near Station Hill, but they will not 
clean up till the end of 1882. 

Wombat Quartz Mining Company, at St. George's Reef, have let a contract for a tunnel of 250 feet 
in length for the sum of 6s. lid. per foot. 

No water can be reported as having been sold. 



TARADALE AND KYNETON SUBDIVISION. 

Mr. 5. Dorman, Mining Registrar, 

Mining matters in this division during the past quarter have been almost without alteration ; a slight 
decrease is shown in the yield of gold. Two or three claims have nearly ceased operations, not yielding 
sufficient to pay expenses. There has been no return from quartz, the batteries of the Hum^boldt and Rising 
Sun companies not being completed. I notice that by far the largest proportion of gold is taken from claims 
on private land. The Ellis's Extended Company will shortly become a good paying claim ; it is situate west 
of Ellis's Freehold. The lead or gutter appears to be running towards Barlold. Should this prove to be 
the case, a very large extent of country will, without doubt, be opened up. The batteries of the Humboldt 
and Rising Sun companies being near completion, there will probably be a fair return from quartz during 
the ensuing quarter. At Lauriston the yields are improving, Young's Freehold and the Perseverance 
companies being on payable dirt. In shallow workings nothing worthy of report is doing, the returns being 
from 158. to 25s. per week per man. 



TARRANGOWER DIVISION.

Quartz mining has considerably improved during the quarter ; the yield of gold has more than 
doubled, owing to the good returns from the Great Western Cymru Company, Lisle's Reef. Since 
starting, they have paid off liabilities of £3,000 to the original company for their engines and plant, 
and also a dividend to the shareholders of Is. per share on 30,000 shares. The prospects of the mine are 
still good. 

The whole of the ground along the line of Lisle's and three other parallel lines of reef, from Parkin's 
Reef on the south to Target Gully on the north, a distance of a mile and a quarter, has been recently taken 
up, and several claims are getting gold, especially the Exhibition Company's claims Nos. 1 and 2, the last 
crushing of 103 tons from which gave 254 ozs. 17 dwts. 12 grs. of gold ; and the claim known as the Young 
Nuggetty, on the same line, gave 153 ozs. 5 dwts. from 194 tons, the reef being about 2 feet 6 inches in 
thickness. 
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The Grand Junction Company have progressed rapidly with the tunnel in Manton's Gully since the 
Tock-borer was introduced. They will strike the reef in the course of two or three weeks. The work in the 
mine below the tunnel consists of baling water and the enlar<;enient of the engine-shaft, so as to admit of the 
introduction of the rock-borer for the further development of the mine* The rock-borer, as far as mining is 
concerned, is likely to cause a revolution in Maldon. The rock here is of the hardest description, it being 
metamorphosed slate and sandstone ; this kind of rock is what the borer is best adapted to deal with. 

Several new companies have been floated during the quarter ; three on the German Reef line, the 
North German, the Old German, and the South German ; they are all making preparations to start working. 
The Old German have purchased a steam engine for pumping and hauling, the cost of which, including the 
erection, was about £1,400. 

In Locke's Mine, Sandy Creek, where the reef was lost through its displacement by a dyke, the reef 
has again been found 25 feet east, and it shows prospects as good as when it was cut off. 

In alluvial mining there is no change to report. 



ST. ANDREW'S DIVISION.

I have very little improyement to report in this division. 

In alluyial mining, however, there are several parties of working miners at Hoddle's Greek who 
have made very good returns over and above wages. 

The Britannia Hydraulic Sluicing Company, near Warburton, have let a contract for cutting a deep 
tail-race, which, it is hoped, will give scope to some extensive sluicing operations on the Britannia Creek. 

The Warburton Hydraulic Company have let their mine on tribute ; they intend cutting down their 
tail-race, which runs through solid granite boulders. The operation will be a very expensive one, but the 
present state of the race is the principal barrier to the successful working of their lease-block. 

Sluicing at Reefton has not been practicable during the quarter, from the itisufficieney of water to 
work the hoses. 

QuABTZ Mining. 

The Central Company's mine, Reefton, is now being worked on tribute ; the reef is better defined, 
and has increased in thickness, carrying good shoots of gold at a lower level than was formerly worked* 
Other claims are being prospected in that locality. 

The Phmnix Company, Aram's Reef, Kingstown, are still sinking. A small crushing from 14 tons 
has yielded 7 ozs. to the ton. 

The Diamond Creek Company are putting down a new shaft, intended to be sunk to a depth of 
300 feet. 

A new reef has been discovered near the Wet Gully, Eltham. A trial crushing, from which yielded 
1 oz. 9 dwts. 12 grs. to the ton. The line of reef bears N. 10° W., and is about 10 inches thick. The 
quartz near the surface is strongly impregnated with oxide of iron, and the gold, which is remarkably fine, 
is scarcely perceptible in the stone. 

MlNEKALS. 

The new Ringwood Antimony Mining Company is now employing thirty hands. A large quantity 
of rich ore is being raised and forwarded for shipment. 

The Ringwood Company is also preparing to re-commence operations. 
No water has been sold in this division during the quarter. 



BLUE MOUNTAIN NORTH SUBDIVISION.

Two mines, the Triumph and Confidential, have been at work during the last quarter. The former 
had a trial crushing of 18 tons at Barry's Reef, which gave a return of 1 oz. 18 dwts. to the ton. The 
Confidential has not yet come upon payable stone. Both companies have been seriously retarded in their 
work through defective machinery. When the engines gave way the water rose in the mines, and a great 
loss accrued to the shareholders, who have now to pay heavy calls, which would not have been required 
had the engines supplied been up to their work. These misfortunes have militated very considerably 
against the success of mining enterprise in the subdivision. 

The few sluicers and fossickers appear to have obtained the usual average of gold. 

A lease has been applied for by a company to work the deep lead at Garlick's, and on the issue of 
the lease I believe the work will be proceeded with. 



ARARAT MINING DISTRICT. 



ARARAT DIVISION.

Owing to the seasonable rainfall several sluicing claims are again at work, and the yield of gold has 
shown an increase of about 40 per cent, on that of the previous quarter. 

In quartz prospecting nothing payable has been developed, but several parties a re persevering in 
their search, especially about Moore*s Reef. 

At the Grand Junction claim. Black Lead, the shaft has been put down and secured to a depth of 
170 feet.

In my last report I ventured to predict that the average yield per ton, which had been gradually 
declining for years, had reached its lowest point in this division during the fourth quarter of last year. I 
have DOW to report not only that the remarks then made have been fully justified by the results of the 
quarter just closed, but that the improvement promises to continue, and to be even more favorable daring 
the quarter just entered upon.

'-from 10 dwts. to 1 oz. per ton. 

The North Long Tunnel Company and the Groat Northern Company are each engaged with dead 
and permanent works.

The Wellesley Quartz Mining Company, who hold land north of and adjoining the above-mentioned 
claim, have made a good start, and are pushing on with a tunnel. 

Messrs. Struan and party are making headway with their tunnel. Some very rich quartz specimens 
have been obtained in their ground, which is south of and adjoining the Tangil Long Tunnel Company's 
okdm. 

The Standard Quartz Mining Company have opened up some very fine stone ; they have a reef aboat 
15 inches wide. When driving south of some old workings they struck a good vein of stone carrying gold. 
Outside work is receiving attention now, in anticipation of the arrival of the battery, which will be on the 
ground in a few days. The company have wisely determined to crush by water-power. 

Mr. J. Hudson, who was sent out by a party from Walhalla to prospect for quartz, has been rowarded 
by discovering a fine reef, which is said to carry fair gold. Mr. Surveyor Whitelaw was here recently to 
0arvey a lease block for the party at Camp Creek. 

The Tangil Company are busy getting timber for their battery. 

The Southern Cross Company's mine has been placed on the market, and all the shares have been 
taken ap. 

The Moondarra Company, ^ Cement," have also placed their property on the market with eqaal 
laccees. They are now taking levels for a water-race. 
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BENDOC SUBDIVISION.

Alluvial mining in this subdivision for the quarter ended appears, on the whole, satisfactory, nearly 
all the miners being on gold, many having made good wages, and others, that are on poorer ground, are 
working steadily ; expecting to discover richer patches by following up the leads. 

The puddlcrs have been chiefly engaged trying poor stuff which they consider to be hardly payable, 
bat, as the nature of the ground is patchy, they keep no account of the quantity of stuff puddled. The 
returns from their washings will not be known until they clean up.

BALLARAT MINING DISTRICT. 



CENTRAL DIVISION. 
Mr. David Christy^ Mining Registrar, 

I have the honor to report that, during the past quarter, quartz mining has been prosecuted with 
energy, as shown by mj statistical returns. 

The New Band and Albion Company, south of the Redan line of reef, recently met with favorable 
indications in their workings, whilst driving in an easterly direction from the chamber at the 280-foot level. 

The Owen's Freehold, Star of the East, and other companies are awaiting the result of the further 
discoveries that will, in all probability, be made in the mine of the New Band and Albion Company, when, 
no doubt, an impetus will be given to operations in that particular portion of the Sebastopol plateau. 

Alluvial Mining. 

From a report received from the manager of the Mount Rowan Company, whose ^ne is situated 
at the base of Mount Rowan, on a spur of the Main Dividing Range, near Dead Horse Lead, there is every 
likelihood of a payable goldfield being discovered in that direction. The shaft was opened out at a depth 
of 180 feet, for the purpose of working a tributary lead, formerly held by the Rose Hill Company in 
1872, from which £4,920 was paid in dividends during a period of eighteen months, after paying wages, 
expenses, and a tribute of 15 per cent, royalty. This mine is in a direct line south from that of the 
Grolden Age Company^ whose last return yielded 88 ozs. from 77 tons of quartz.

BALLARAT SOUTHERN DIVISION.

Quabtz Mining. 

Owing to the temporary stoppage of several of the batteries, the total yield of gold obtained from 
this class of mining during the past quarter is not so large as was anticipated. 

The Little Hopewell Company, at Staffordshire Reef, are raising and crushing stone which barely 
pays expenses. The Tributers No. 1 are raising excellent stone from a lode 8 feet wide, at a depth of 227 
feet. 

The Speedwell Tribute Company have been prospecting the deep ground, but not finding anything 
payable, have started crushing the surface leaders. 

Charles Wilson and Sons are prospecting, and have taken up another quartz claim to the east of and 
adjoining the Little Hopewell Company's claim. A contract for sinking a shaft has been let. 

The Rising Star Company, not finding payable stone, have suspended operations. 

The Williams' Fancy Company's Tributers, at Kangaroo, having worked out their present levels, are 
making preparations to sink deeper. The company have purchased a winding and pumping plant, which 
will be erected without delay. 

The Long Gully United Company, at Corindhap, have crushed 800 tons of stone during the quarter, 
which yielded 75 ozs. 18 dwts. of ^Qld, or ap average of 1 4wt» 21*54 grs. per ton. They are prospecting 
for better sto^^^ 
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The Golden Tannel Company, at Mount MUerj, hare driven their tannel a further distanoe of 72 
feet, or a total distance 667 feet. They have not yet Btruok payable quarts. 

Alluvial. 

The McGiirs Freehold Company, at Rokewood, have discarded the Chinamen, and let their mine on 
tribute to a party of Europeans, who are working with a fair amount of success. 

Grant and party, at Break-o'-Day, are doing well. Turner and party ore not making current wages. 

At Pitfield Plains two large claims have recently been taken up by Mr. Billings and others, of 
Ballarat,

Quartz MiiaNO. 

The yield for the last quarter is nearly one-half more than that for the previous quarter, and when 
the new plant of the Buninyong Estate Company is completed, the yield is likely to increase still further. 

The quartz obtained in the mine of Webb Brothers is of a singular nature ; the reef is 4t\ feet thick. 
725 tons therefrom yielded 230 tons of pyrites. There are no appliances in the Ballarat district sufficiently 
efficient to treat the quantity of pyrites that this mine yields, thus, of the 230 tons referred to, only 120 
were treated, which yielded at the rate of over 2 ozs. of gold to the ton ; as the reef is opened up, it appears 
to increase in size. 

Nothing has as yet been proved at the mines on Kitty's Ranges. 

A new crushing plant is being erected at the Buninyong Estate mine, and another has been purchased 
for section at the Bubicon mine. With these additional crushing works, I expect largely increased yields. 

Alluyial Mining. 

With the exception of some good yields of gold having been obtained by the Union Jack Company, 
I have nothing new to report. 



SMTTHESDALE DIVISION.

The yield of gold has been less for the last quarter than it has ever been known for an equal period. 

This was maioly owing to the stoppage of work in No. 1 shaft. Racecourse, Haddon, and to operations 
in No. 2 shaft having been confined to reef driving. 

The bulk of the gold obtained from Haddon lately has come from the Chinese parties within the 
Nintingbool Estate. In no other part of the division has alluvial mining been successful. The New 
Golden Belt Company, at Piggoreet, are gradually progressing, but the work is difficult, and, consequently, 
slow. A very good run of quartz has been obtained from the Lancashire Beef, Browns. The average 
return from several crushings gave 7 dwts. 6^ grs. per ton. Encouraged by these prospects, another large 
claim has been taken up on the same line of reef. The Canico party, near Carngham, have obtained 67 ozs. 
of gold from 200 tons of quartz. Considering that the stone is easily got, they regard this return as satisfactory. 
The Britannia Company are said to have got a good prospect. This venture is looked upon with great favor. 
Sluicing operations have been profitably conducted during the quarter. A great number of miners have 
left, and are still leaving, this division for other localities. Beyond these few facts there is nothing of 
special interest to record. Mark and Sons, Carngham, have obtained 35^ ozs. from 845 tons of tailinga 
from the Lily Company, and 4 ozs. 14 dwts. from 50 loads got from other sources. 



CRESWICK SUBDIVISION.

I have the honor to report that there is a considerable increase in the yield o*f alluvial gold in the 
Creswick Subdivision for the past quarter.

CLUNES SUBDIVISION. 

Mr. C. A,C. CressweUj Mining Registrar, 

In submitting my first report respecting the progress of the mining industry in this newly created 
sabdivision of the Ballarat Mining District, named ** The Clunes Subdivision," I have the honor to inform 
you the mining prospects are very much improving. 
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In the town of Clnnes, in the old established mines, such as the Port Phillip, the New North Clunes, 
and the South Clunes, which have been steadily working for mao j years past, little has transpired worthy of 
special mention. In the Port Phillip Company's mine they are still driving cross-cuts at a depth of 1,190 
feet, in order to reach the lodes that proved so remunerative at the upper levels. It is a curious circumstance 
that these cross-cuts are being driven through a very hard igneous rock of the color of bluestone, very like 
it, but much harder ; progress, therefore, is very slow. A rock borer, worked by compressed air, is being 
used. The New North Clunes, South Clunes, and Perseverance companies have been engaged, during the 
past quarter, raising quartz for crushing and doing a little progressive work. 

In the Lothair Company's mine within the last week they have struck the lode of quartz that had 
been previously worked remuneratively at the upper levels. It is over 6 feet thick, and shows gold freely, 
besides being heavily charged with pyrites. The manager says the lode looks better than anything he has 
Been in the upper levels. It was stntck at 864 feet from the surface. The company will continue to 
drive at this level for another lode which was also worked remuneratively at the upper levels. The manager 
speaks highly of the rock drill used in this mine, stating it has exceeded hand labor by at least 100 per cent. 

Of the two alluvial prospecting mines at work in Clunes, the Bute and Downes Amalgamated Com- 
pany, situated to the south of the township, are seeking for the lead previously worked by the Lothair 
Company. They have sunk their shaft to a depth of 390 feet from the surface below the schist rock, and 
are now driving for the Lothair lead at a level of 320 feet. It is expected that they will strike the lead 
very shortly. The other mine, held by the Clyde G. M. Company, is situated to the north of the town- 
ship. At the site where the shaft is being sunk, a hand bore was put down, and a wash 5 feet deep, from 
which a prospect of gold was obtained, was passed through at 200 feet from the surface. The shaft is now 
down 167 feet, and the company expect to strike the wash in the course of the next three weeks. A great 
deal of interest is centred in these two alluvial mines, as, should they turn out to be a success, and there 
is great probability of their doing so, a considerable impetus will be given to mining in this locality. 

On the Smeaton side of this district, the Grand Junction Company are still driving to discover a 
lead, the ground dipping slightly in the direction of the drive. At the Clover Hill and Berry Consols 
Extended companies, diamond drills are at work. At the former, bores Nos. 5 and 6 have been put down 
and bottomed during the quarter ; bore No. 7 is down 263 feet in rock. At the latter they are preparing to 
sink a shaft, having discovered deep ground. 

Nothing has been done during the quarter at the following companies' ground : — The Clover Hill 
Consols, North Seven Hills, Kingston Leads, Spring Hill and Central Leads, the Moorookyle, Hepburn 
Junction, and the Spring Hill Leads, all on the Smeaton side of this subdivision. 

The yields of gold obtained by the various companies have been given in the statistical portion of 
this report. The only dividend paid during the quarter has been £514, by the New North Clunes Company. 

The quantity of water bought by the various companies during the quarter has been as follows : — 
The Port Phillip Company, 26,982,000 gallons; New North Clunes Company, 5,260,000 gallons; 
Perseverance Company, 1,625,000 gallons ; South Clunes Company, 11,745,000 gallons ; Lothair Company, 
406,000 gallons. 



GORDON SUBDIVISION. 
Mr. Thomas Cowan, Mining Surveyor and Registrar, 

The Black Horse United Company, Egerton. — There is nothing new to report for the quarter 
concerning this mine. The company still continue to raise stone from the various levels, ranging from 
400 to 900 feet in depth. The yield of gold is 245 ozs. 17 dwts. less than that of the previous quarter, yet, 
notwithstanding this, the company, through strict economy in the expenditure of its funds and skilful 
management of its mining operations, have been enabled to pay three dividends of Is. each, equal to an amount 
of £1,500. Ninety-five men have been employed, and 8,896 tons of stone have been crushed during the 
quarter, yielding 1,280 ozs. 2 dwts. of gold, or an average of 2 dwts. 21*07 grs. per ton. 

The Egerton Company, Limited, Egerton. — This company still continue to raise stone from depths 
varying from 280 to 810 feet, and well maintains its reputation as being one of the best paying mines in 
the subdivision. Three dividends (one of 48. and two of 3s. each), amounting to a sum of £12,500, have 
been paid during the quarter. The company is likewise engaged in doing what is necessary in well managed 
mines, viz., a large amount of prospecting (dead work). 9,208 tons of stone have been crushed during the 
quarter, yielding 4,496 ozs. 19 dwts. of gold, or an average of 9 dwts. 18*41 grs. per ton. The company 
still employ 250 men. 

South Learmonth and Egerton Amalgamated Company. — Six men have been employed during the 
latter portion of the quarter in overhauling the machinery and repairing the shaft. 

Egerton. — Two men have been employed during the last eight weeks of the quarter in prospecting 
for a quartz lode in Mr. R. W. Tanner's block, at the north-west angle of the township. A shaft has been 
sunk to a depth of 50 feet, and a large body of stone met with near the surface, but, as yet, no trial crushing 
has taken place. 

It is stated that 66 ozs. of gold have been obtained by the twenty-seven Chinese who are still 
engaged in washing the tailings from the Black Horse and Egerton companies' batteries. 

The Parker's United Company, Gordon. — This company have raised and crushed 2,400 tons of stone, 
taken from the 550, 650, 700, and 750-foot levels, which yielded 1,212 ozs. 18 dwts. of gold, or an average 
of 10 dwts. 2'58 grs. per ton. One dividend of Is. per share, equivalent to a sum of £1,000, has been paid 
during the quarter ; 130 men have been employed. 

The Parker's United No. 1 Company, Gordon. — This company have completed sinking their shaft 
at a depth of 509 feet. After opening out at the 500-foot level, a drive was constructed 163 feet to the 
west, which passed through two quartz lodes ; fourteen men are employed. 

The Parker's Extended Company, Gordon. — 169 tons of stone have been raised during the quarter, 
from depths ranging from 100 to 210 feet. The yield obtained from this quantity of stone was 170 ozs. 
5 dwts. 9 grs., or an average of 1 oz. dwts. 3*6 grs. per ton. The company are now engaged in the 
erection of a 7 } -inch double cylinder portable engine. Twenty-eight men have been employed. 

The Parker's Freehold Company. — This company are still engaged in sinking their shaft. Twenty- 
one men are employed. 
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The Shamrock CompADj. — ^This company have been engaged daring the quarter in proBpecting their 
gronnd at depths of from 820 to 400 feet. Stone has been met with, but its value has not yet been tested. 
Twenty men are employed. 

Daring the quarter eighteen men have been engaged in sinking shafts on the ground of the South 
Shamrock, Shamrock Consols, Central Parker's, and Parker*s companies' claims. Four men have also been 
engaged daring the last month of the quarter in testing, by cross-cuts, the surface of the land comprised 
within lease application No. 57 (J. Northey). The surface indications have been sufficiently enoooraging 
to justify the applicant in determining to sink a main shaft. 

Nine Chinese are still engaged in washing the tailings from the Parker's United Company's battery. 
It is stated that 22 ozs. of gold have been obtained during the quarter. 

Moorabool West. — Summer Hill Company. — This company have been engaged during the quarter 
in prospecting their ground at the 100-foot level, and sinking their shaft which has now reached a depth of 
181 feet. They are now engaged in the erection of an engine and battery of ten heads. Thirty men are 
employed. 

Korweinguboora. — Great Northern Parker*B Company. — Stone has been raised by this company 
during the quarter from the various levels from the surface down to a depth of 60 feet. Forty tons have 
been crushed, yielding 33 ozs. 15 dwts. of gold, or an average of 16 dwts. 21 grs. per ton. Ten men are 
employed. The company have also crushed on hire 50 tons from small co-operative parties consisting 
altogether of nine men, which yielded 16 ozs. of gold^ or an average of 6 dwts. 9'6 grs. per ton. 

Alluvial Mining. 

Work in AH Nations Gully, at Egerton, was continued during the first six weeks of the quarter^ but. 
In consequence of being flooded out, operations ceased. It is stated, however, that the company intend 
resuming operations. 5 ozs. of gold were obtained during that time. 

Lai Lai Iron Company, Lai Lai. — No work has been done at the mime by this company during the 
quarter, but forty men have been employed in cutting firewood and burning charcoal. Fourteen men have 
' also been constantly employed at the company's branch foundry at Ballarat in re-casting pig metal. They 
intend resuming operations at the mine in about a week's time. 



STEI6LITZ SUBDIVISION. 
Mr. D. Murphy y Mining Registrar, 

There is a decrease in this subdivision in the yield of alluvial gold as compared with that of last 
quarter, owing to the creeks and river having been at one time flooded, thereby preventing the diggers from 
working the old beds. Quartz mining, although not improved, is still about the same as last quarter, but 
I have hopes that I shall be able to report more favorably on this branch at the end of the next quarter. 

At Morrisons, a reef (the first ever found in the locality) has been discovered by Glesson and Sons, 
yielding over 1 oz. to the ton, which, if it prove payable, will, in all probability, revive that old and well 
known goldfield. 

The total rainfall during the winter has been less in this subdivision than that for the previous 
corresponding season, or, in fact, for years ; and unless we have a heavy fall during spring, there will 
be a scarcity of water for the summer months. 

Only 35 tons of quartz were crashed at Steiglitz during the quarter, and the owner refused to have 
the ^ield published. 



BLACKWOOD DIVISION AND BLUE MOUNTAIN SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

Quautz Mining. 

The Simmons* Hcef Amalgamated Mining Company have finished the erection of their 20-head 
battery, to be worked by means of a turbine wheel driven by water power. Crushing operations, which 
commenced about two months ago, have been greatly retarded by the repeated breakage of the pinion wheel, 
caused, it is presumed, by the strong vibration of the revolving rod, consequently, some alteration in the 
gearing had to be made, and this having been effected about a month ago, no further breakage occurred^ and 
crushing operations have been carried on without interruption since then. 950 tons of quartz have been 
operated upon, giving an average yield of about 1| dwts. of gold per ton of quartz crushed, which is not of 
a remunerative nature ; the quartz, however, consisted mainly of stone from old blocks left by a former 
company, and that raised from the several drives on the line of reef driven for the purpose of cutting the 
rich shoots of gold previously worked by the Cornish and the Crown companies ; when these are reachedi 
and the drive at the 400 feet extended to intersect these shoots, profitable and highly remunerative results 
may be anticipated. 

The New North Britain Company, Wright's Reef, obtained an average yield of close upon 4 dwts. 
of gold per ton from 420 tons of quartz crushed. The quartz was got by driving along the reef, both north 
and south, at their lowest (110 feet) level. The yield did not leave any profit, but it enabled the company 
to dispense with calls during the quarter, and as the reef at the south end has greatly increased in width, 
. and shows gold more frequently than hitherto, the shareholders are sanguine of this company proving to be 
the first dividend-paying one of all the recently formed companies in this division. 

The Clyde Bank Company have driven their tunnel a distance of about 1,040 feet ; the ground passed 
through recently consists mainly of quartz leaders and black slate, indicating the vicinity of the reef. 
When the reef shall be struck, it is presumed that there will be an immense quantity of quartz to operate 
upon, and as the company intend to use water power for crushing purposes, there can be scarcely any doubt 
but that the venture will prove remunerative, provided a sufficient supply of water for crushing purposes 
can be obtained, inasmuch as the All Nations Company, who previously occupied the area, paid handsome 
dividends when crushing with steam power, from quartz raised from the higher levels. It may not be out 
of place to state here that, in the event of another reservoir being erected at the Upper Lerderderg, this 
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company, m well as sdtrdral others, would be in the position to make the water available after having been 
used bj the several companies at Sunmons' Reef. Hitherto the main drawback of crushing successfully 
with water power was attributed to the fact that sufficient water could only be obtained during the winter 
months, consequently, very limited, if any, working could be carried on during summer, and the money earned 
during one half oT the year had to be relied on for maintenance during the other halfl This, however, 
would be changed entirely if another reservoir were erected, as it would have the effect of giving 
remunerative emplojnnent idl the year round to a large number of miners. 

The New Sultan Company have abandoned their main shaft, the pumps have been drawn, and 
winding and pumping engines are idle. They are now prospecting their western lode, and a shaft has been 
sunk to a depth of 100 feet. A party of six tributers are working the south-west portion of the claim very 
successfully ; they obtained the handsome return of 337 ozs. of gold for the quarter. A set of plunger 
workmgs and 300 feet of 10-inch pipes have been disposed of, and removed out of the district, and, 
altogether, about £3,000 worth of machinery, pumps, and wire ropes are offered for sale by the company. 

The New Cosmo Company have ceased operations, and offered their machinery for sale. All the 
quarts claims in this locality (Snake Gully), as well as those situated at BuUengarook and Blakeville, are 
idle at present. 

Alluviax* Mining. 

Some excitement was created a short time back at BuUengarook, caused by the rumor of a 10-oz« 
nugget having been found there. I have not been able to trace the disposal of the same, nevertheless there 
are good reasons to credit the rumor, as it is stated that the person who dropped upon it was at that time 
digging on private property, consequently his silence on the subject. A nugget of 1 oz. 13 dwts., however, 
was got in the same locality — namely, Goodmans' Creek — where about ten or twelve miners are working 
alluviums, but, on the whole, with very moderate results. 

No miners are employed mining for metals or minerals other than gold. 

No water has been sold during the quarter. 

The rainfall during the quarter has been — July, 6*93 inches ; August, 4*23 inches ; September, 
2*64 inches. Total, 13*80 inches.

BEECHWOBTH DIVISION.

The copious rainfall during the quarter has enabled the sluicers to get to work at last, and most of 
them are making full time now. One or two companies have washed down, but the result has not been 
altogether satisfoctory, as more labor than usual had to be paid for, on account of the scarcity of water in 
the early part of the season. 

The following are the principal yields for the quarter, viz.: — ^Break-o'-day Company, Three-mile, 
881 ozs.; United Company, Three-mile, 269 ozs.; Lower Nine-mile Company, 110 ozs.; Reform Company, 
Myrtleford, 240 ozs.; Trezise and Co., Stony Creek, 117 ozs. 

There have been some good crashings of quartz from Stony Creek, Trezise and Co. obtaining 
2 ozs. 3 dwts. per ton for 54 tons ; Gr. Croft and Co., 1 oz. 13 dwts. per ton for 18 tons. The Reform Reef, 
at Myrtleford, has not turned out so well as last quarter, the stone only averaging about 9 dwts. per ton. 
The trial crushing from the Tubal Cain Reef, Basin Creek, went ^ oz. per ton ; the reef is well defined and 
nearly 3 feet wide, and when properly opened up will pay well. This reef has been abandoned for many 
years, and was thought not to be payable. 

The alluvial claims in Bowman's Forest have only partially washed up, as water is still very 
scarce in that locality. The dirt operated upon went from 3 dwts. to 4 dwts. per load ; but this will not 
pay very well, as a great deal of labor has been spent upon the claims. The Murmungee Sluicing Company 
are on dirt that will go about 2 dwts. to the cubic yard, and if they had a plentiful supply of water, this 
would pay handsomely. 

There is a lull at present in the alluvial claims at Stony Creek, as water is still scarce there ; but 
matters will be more lively when the springs are opened. 

At Eldorado, the Try Again Company bottomed their bore at over 250 feet, and obtained a fair 
prospect of gold and tin. Preparations are .being made to put machinery on the ground, the shaft having 
been sunk down to the water level. Should this claim prove payable, it is likely to induce other companies 
to try the ground that has been left so long idle at Eldorado. 



YACKANDANDAH NORTH SUBDIVISION. 
Mr, J. C. Forster, Mining Registrar, 
There is no mining at present in this subdivision. 
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YACKANDANDAH SOUTH SUBDIVISION. 
Mr. J, Smart, Mining Registrar, 

In quartz mining at Twist's Creek I have to report that the North Eastern Company's tunnel is now 
driven to a distance of 500 feet, leaving about 80 feet to be driven before striking the reef. The companj 
have decided to erect machinery, and, with that view, have registered a machine site. 

The Kearney Reef Company have had a trial crushing of 16 tons of stone, which yielded at the rate 
of 1 oz. per ton. They took up their claim on a reef which was abandoned for years. A great deal of 
work has been expended by the present proprietors (Messrs. Lynch, Gorman, and Priestly) in clearing away 
the mullock left in the mine by the former owners, who could not make it pay at 1 oz. to the ton with a 
well-defined reef. The lifting machinery is now complete and all dead work done, so the company may be 
considered as having a good prospect of doing well. The same company have had another crushing from a 
claim held by them, called the Hunter, which yielded, from their trial crushing of 15 tons, at the rate of 
1 oz. 6 dwts. per ton. A crushing of 52 tons from the Reform Reef yielded 1 oz. 11 dwts. of gold per ton. 
I may remark that the reefs which have been taken up recently at Twist's Creek, after having been 
abandoned for years, are now found to be capable of yielding good returns. 

Laton and Co., at Sandy Creek, have had a crushing of 73 tons of stone, which yielded 283 oza* 
10 dwts. of gold ; the stone was got by two men within four months, which shows the reef to be ezoep* 
tionally good. 

In alluvial mining I have nothing new to report. 



INDIGO DIVISION. 
Mr, R, Arrowtmith, Mining Surveyor and Registrar. 

Although several new claims have been applied for under the leasing regalations, with a view to the 
formation of mining companies, a much smaller quantity of stone has been crushed daring the quarter than 
usual. 

The machine of the Revival Company, at Rutherglen, has been started. The battery consists of fifteen 
head of stampers, worked by a 15-horse power engine, which was supplied and erected by the Langlands 
Foundry Company, and is a splendid piece of machinery, complete in every respect^ and reflects the lughesi 
credit on the manufacturers. 

The company have commenced on a quantity of stuff obtained above the 130-foot level, consisting 
chiefly of slaty rock, intersected by numerous small quartz veins, taken out to a width of about 5 feet. It is 
expected to prove payable, and, in the meantime, the main shaft is being sunk to test the reef at lower 
levels^ when an improvement in the quantity and quality of stone is confidently anticipated. 

The Great Eastern Company, who have hitherto confined their operations to working out quarts 
above the 180-foot level, without meeting with any very payable stone, are now sinking anoti^er 100 feet^ 
where it is intended to cross-cut the reef. In common with other mines throughout this division, experience 
has shown that the question of the occurrence of payable reefs depends on what may be obtained at greater 
depths^ where it is not unreasonable to suppose reefs of a permanently payable character will be discovered* 

The old Golden Bar Claim has been taken up and a company formed. 

The alluvial chiims of the Chiltem Valley and the IniUgo Stockyard companies continue in fall 
work. The Federal Standard Company, in opening out their drives, have discovered what appears to be 
▼ery payable washdirt. The StAr Company are still engaged erecting their machinery. The Chiltem 
Consols Company are so far satisfied with the prospects obtained in boring, that they intend ereotiog 
naachinery forthwith. 

Active steps are being taken to float the large claim of the Rutherglen and Murray Valley Companyi 
at Rutherglen. Much of the scrip has been sold, and it is probable, in a few weeks, will be witnessed tixe 
commencement of boring operations. The claim comprises about 3,000 acres, at the junction of the best 
of the Rutherglen leads, and to all appearances the venture ought to prove highly successful. 



WANDILIGONG SUBDIVISION.

Quartz mining in this subdivision during the quarter has, on the whole, been very quiet, although 
the yield of gold has been greater than duiing the previous three months, when a larger quantity of stone 
-was operated upon. The increase in the quantity of gold now is due to the good quality of the stone crushed 
from the Cornish Company's mine, Growler's Creek, and from Messrs. Chalwell andCo.'s claim, Morse's Creek. 

The shoot of stone in the Cornish mine now being worked promises to be both rich and pernuinent* 
A new battery has been erected and other improvements to the plant effected during the quarter, which 
will enable the company to have regular returns as soon as the machinery is again put in motion. 

A couple of small patches of rich stone have been taken out of the Hillsborough Company's lease 
block since last report, and the company are now arranging to work the mine on tribute. 

The London Company have been prospecting the reef in their bottom tunnel for some time past, and 
their perseverance has been rewarded by a shoot of stone being cut that affords prospects for a payable yield. 
As the mouth of the tunnel where the quartz will be discharged is only a short distance from a crashing 
phint, the cost of putting the stone in the battery will be very trifling ; a few pennyweights per ton will 
give a return that will pay expenses and leave a profit for the propeietors. 

The operations of the company formed to work the deep ground in the valley of Morse's Creek 
have attracted considerable attention of late. The first shaft started bottomed on what was thought to be 
payable wash, but as doubts were expressed as to the shaft being in the deepest ground, it was decided to 
sink several feet further before opening out, which was done, and at about 105 feet from the surface a 
drive was put in west a distance of 60 feet, and then continued north 60 feet further, when washdirt was 
struck, of a highly auriferous nature. The surface works are being proceeded with, and the sluice-boxes 
will be called into requisition in about a fortnight. The pumping plant at the second shaft of the same 
mine has been completed and sinking resumed iu good working ground, the depth now being over 70 feet. 

No returns of any water sold. 
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BUCKLAND DIVISION. 
Mr, B, K, Smart, Mining Registrar, 

The jiold from the alluviums would have been larger had it not been that some of the Ovens River 
claims sufEered from the recent floods. 

The deep leads supposed to exist in the valleys of the Ovens and Buckland rivers and Morse's 
Creek have been attracting a considerable share of attention. 

The Ovens River valley has been pegged out from Harriet ville downwards for about twenty-five miles, 
and the Buckland River valley for about ten miles upwards, commencing at a spot not far from the junction 
of the two before-mentioned rivers, adjoining the New Wallace Deep Lead Company's claim, on the west 
side, at Porepunkah. 

The Harrietville Estate Deep Lead G. M. Company have over 9 tons in weight of pumping 
machinery in transit to their claim, and all tlie heavy timber on the ground necessary for making a start. 

The New Wallace Deep Lead Company are making good progress with their shaft, which has been 
sunk to a depth of 150 feet. Hitherto the sinking has been through soft sandstone, and comparatively 
easy ; it has now changed to a hard black rock, but not bad to work. The quantity of water ia not heavy, 
and is about the same as when the shaft was 50 feet shallower. 

At Harrietville the following is the work done in the principal quartz claims during the quarter :— 

The Shamrock Company have been sinking the shaft, and have just struck what is considered to be 
one end of the reef. It is small, but carries gold. 

The Jackass Company have been driving the adit on the low level. 

The Tidel-de-addle-da Company, after driving through a lot of ground on the low level, struisk the 
reef, and have opened it up about 40 feet along the line, it showing from 2 to 10 feet thick, and rich 
with gold at both ends. This is at a depth of over 700 feet perpendicular, and is considered the deepest 
payable stone yet discovered in this division. 

At Running Creek, Hughes and Co., after seven months' driving through hard ground, struck the 
reef, about 18 inches thick, showing gold freely. 

The Hope Company have pumped the water out of their mine, and have let a contract to drive 80 
feet, to cross-cut the Porepunkah Reef. 

At Buffalo Creek, the reefs known as the Young Queen, the Anchor Company, and the Valentine 
are all looking well, especially the latter. 

The tables of returns show a larger amount of gold won than those for the last quarter. 

I have no information concerning the water sold. 



ALEXANDRA SUBDIVISION.

The table does not show a crushing at the Welcome Reef, Yea, which I believe to have been 
obtained at the beginning of the quarter. Ample time and notice were given to Ah Mouy, Melbourne, the 
Chinese tributer, but the return has not been furnished, and as the gold is sold in Melbourne, the amount 
cannot be ascertained. With this exception, the table comprises all the yields obtained. The result of the 
quarter's work is even more discouraging than usual. The Vulcan Company have had no stone through 
their mill. The Secundus Tribute Company prospected for nearly six weeks without result. The Reward 
Company is idle, and the Mysterious Company ceases operations in a few days, when the present contract 
for driving shall be completed. The veins at Junction Hill yielded two small crushings, which may be 
considered more than payable, but the size of the veins worked militate against any great results. The 
Mount Pleasant Company have an excellent yield for the labor employed, and the mine promises perma- 
nency. The late Hope of Richmond plant is being removed to the Arcona mine, Mayfield, where the All 
Nations Gold and Antimony Company have at length set earnestly to work. They have been prospecting 
with encouraging results, south of their old workings. 

In alluvial the yield has been of fair average, though small. 

I hear of no water having been sold. 

No metal save gold is at present mined for. 



DRY CREEK SUBDIVISION.

The Wallaby Reef Tributers have had a 
good crushing, and their prospects are excellent. The Golden Belt Reef continues to yield payable stone. 
The A Company's Tributers have 50 tons to grass, but have not yet had a crushing. The Hunt's 
Company's yield is poor, but the stufE is easily obtained. Much is expected from the new mine, known aa 
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the Transit of Vennsy the manager of which informs me that the tramway is finished, and break acts well. 
I understand that trial cnishings will be obtained at once ; though I doubt if the mine be sufficiently opened 
up at present to allow of continuous crushings. The plant being now complete, will be valued for next 
quarterly return. It consists of a battery of five stamps, with the usual ripples and blanket tables. The 
connections with the mine are afforded by an incline tramway about GOO yartis long, and a level tram to 
battery. The Danabrog mine has changed hands, and is once more at work ; and the proprietors of the 
Rose of Denmark mine are driving a new tunnel from the machine site, which will, when connected with the 
surface, do away with the present expensive and ill-working shoot, and eventually tap the mine at a great 
depth. 

No metal save gold is being worked for, and I hear of no water being sold. 

The alluvial miners have averaged about 15s. per man per week. 

All the cnishings have been tabled. 



WOOD'S POINT SUBDIVISION.

1 have nothing new to report concerning this subdivision. The table gives the crushings for the 
quarter and the gold obtained, with the exception of Messrs. Macgregor and Mulholland's yields, which 
are withheld ; they would not, however, very materially add to the result given.

for twelve months for three men. A new reef has been discovered on the Dart River, called the Sperm Whale;

Unfortunately the other miUs throughout the subdivision haye 
been idle, in consequence of the stone obtained not being considered of sufficiently good quality to justify 
the expense of crushing. Three claims are still prospecting, all of which have steam machinery on the 
ground to start crushing as soon as the stone to be raised is considered of sufficiently good quality to prove 
payable. 

The Sailor Bill's mine, the only claim now getting gold, is greatly improving in richness, and the 
tributer (W. A. Kasky) is obtaining large dividends. This claim is worked by water power, but the 
shareholders intend to erect an engine. 

The Extended Sailor Bill's Company, Mack's Creek, are still driving their main tunnel, for the 
purpoiie of striking the Derby line of reef, supposed to be about 1,100 feet from mouth of the tunneL 
Already a distance of some 900 feet has been driven. Several small leaders have been struck, but have 
not been considered of any importance. 

Gleeson's Lease Company's claim has been let on tribute for a term of four years, and the men have 
now started to continue the No. 4 level, with the intention of again striking the old line of reef. 

The tributers in the Star of the West claim are still prospecting. 

A very promising reef, being 15 feet wide, has been found on the Howqua River, samples from 
which averaged as much as 14 ozs. to the ton. Machinery has been purchased to work the reef, and 
another adjoining lease block has been taken up by Rowe and party.

SANDHURST DIVISION.

Respecting mining operations during the pnst quarter, I am pleased to be able to state that the 
prosperity noted in my last report has not only not abated but increased, and the district is now more 
prosperous than it has been for many years. The number of companies obtaining gold has increased, and 
the total yields are far in excess of those of last year, and from present appearances the output of gold 
this year will be the largest for many years past. The dividends also show a heavy increase. The calls 
continue heavy, showing that work in the progressive mines is being carried on with vigor, thus opening 
the way for further discoveries of importance. 

As a reward for the outlay in prospecting, the Devonshire line of reef has lately come into con- 
fiiderable prominence, several claims having obtained payable stone. There is a large area here, between 
the north end of the New Chum line and the south end of the Snob's Hill line, which has not been worked 
for many years. It is now being energetically tested. 

On the Snob's Hill line, only two or three oompanies are obtaining good returns, but most of the 
others are getting sufficient to enable them to avoid calls and at the same time prospect the ground. 

On the New Chum line, most of the northern companies are prospecting the deep ground, but have 
not yet met with marked success. To the southward the different companies are more fortunate, and most 
of them are on the dividend list. 

On the Garden Gully line, the Garden Gully United Company, which has yielded the enormous 
quantity of 10 tons of gold, is still giving good yields, and promises to do so for years to come. On the 
other portions of the line, both nor& and south, the operations consist of prospecting the deep ground, 
with only moderate results so for. Further north, on the Johnson's line, the result of the at first 
apparently hopeless prospecting of the western ground has been of a very satisfactory character, for many 
of the claims are now sending in good returns. Considerable attention is being paid to the prospecting 
of the line further north, with a probable result in the future of a considerable increase in the area of 
mining operations. The Hustler's line is being prospected with vigor, but, saving in the Park mine, where 
good yields are being obtained from a reef at 400 feet, the results are not very favorable. 

The well known patchy nature of the Golden Gully line causes a very large area of reef country to 
lie almost idle. 

At Kamarooka, which has been almost deserted for twenty years (but the re-opening of which was 
noted in previous reports), mining is now being carried on with great activity, the line of reef being 
occupied for miles. There is an almost unlimited supply of quartz easily obtainable, and, from present 
appearances, the jdeld will prove a valuable addition to our gold-yielding areas. No practical test has yet 
been given, but in about a week or two crushing plants will be completed and crushing started forthwith. 

Mining investors continue to recognize the advisability of working the ground with modem appli- 
ances, and new machinery is being erected in every direction, while the use of air compressors and rock 
borers continues to extend. 

The quantity of water sold for minmg purposes during the quarter is as follows : — 87,000,000 gallons 



KILMORE DIVISION. 
Mr, G. Davis, Mining Registrar. 

A great deal of work is being done in this division, but the yield of gold is not in comparison to the 
outlay, owing, in a great measure, to the rich surface patches having been worked out, and the different 
companies not having yet sunk deep enough to obtain other shoots or makes of gold as has been done 
elsewhere. 

The Langridge Company are sinking their shaft and taking out quartz from some of the levels ; as 
they have a battery on the claim, they are enabled to test at once any stone they may discover in their leased 
ground. 
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The Crown Company are still pushing ahead, and sending a parcel of quartz monthly to the mill ; 
they are putting in a cross-cut to the east. 

Doyle's Company, adjoining the Crown, are also taking out quartz ; they have a number of men 
employed in the mine, and have a fine plant of machinery, including a National rock drill. 

The Shepherd's Company are driving along the course of the lode. 

The North Langridge Company have got gold in their eastern drive at the 100-foot level. 

The Overland Company have almost completed the erection of their winding machinery. 

The Long Tunnel Company are still engaged putting in their tunnel to reach the quartz worked by 
the Albert Company. 

The Apollo Company, at Sunday Creek, are busy at work ; the quartz in their claim contains gold 
and antimony. 



HEATHCOTE DIVISION AND WARANGA SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

I have nothing to report of importance in quartz mining in this subdivision, with the exception of 
fiome rich specimens of auriferous quartz having been lately raised from the New Service Mining Company's 
mine ; the gold was well distributed through the stone. 

From the mine of the North Costerfield Gold and Antimony Mining Company, four charges of ore 
from the stopes over No. 1 level were recently put through the furnace, and yielded 23 cwt. of crude 
antimony. A contract baa been let to put a cross-cut from No. 1 level to the western reef. 

There has been no improvement in alluvial mining. 



WARANGA NORTH SUBDIVISION.

Alluvial Mining. 
There is nothing of importance in this class of mining to report upon. 

Quartz Mining. 

During the quarter many very excellent yields of gold have been obtained. 

The Phoenix Company, Rushworth, liave completed their machinery, and have erected a very 
efficient battery of ten stamp-heads. They recently commenced crushing, and have about 1,000 tons of 
quartz ready to be operated upon, and ten men are employed getting out more stone. 

Throughout the subdivision the prospects are very good. 

Mbtals otheb than Gold. 
The Black Cloud Gold and Antimony Company have been idle a portion of the quarter, repairing 
machinery ; the prospects are good, and work will be forthwith resumed. 

General Rehabks. 

I have the honor to inform you that, during the past quarter, a more than usual interest has been 
taken in the quartz mines in this subdivision. 

I have therefore considered it my duty to prepare, for your information, apart from my usual quarterly 
report, a brief statement of the present state of the principal claims now at work. The details, I believe to 
be quite reliable, having been collected from my own records, and from personal enquiry from the miners at 
the various claims. 

The PhGenix Company, Chinaman's Flat, Rushworth, was registered by Sutherland and Loshe on the 
18th May 1878, and was worked by them for some time with success, until the gold having apparently run 
out, Loshe transferred his interest to Thomson, shortly after which good stone was struck, and several 
crushings of a highly remunerative character were obtained. The owners, finding the cost of carting and 
crushing too heavy an item in their expenses^ determined to risk their all in the erection of crushing 
machinery for their mine, and accordingly they registered a machinery and dam site, and work was imme- 
diately recommenced. On the 21st September 1882, machinery which had been placed at a cost of about 
£1,5(X), was started. The company had about 1,000 tons of stone ready to begin upon, and have nine 
miners below getting out quartz ; the reef is from 6 to 7 feet thick, and the greatest depth attained is 100 
feet. 

The Good Luck Company, Charcoal Gully, Rushworth, was registered by the present owners 
(Muhlhan, Ayers, and Lelean) on the 30th June 1877 ; the ground has been worked with moderate success, 
and the prospects are now very good ; a crushing of 69 tons of stone having given an average of 1 oz. 
4 dwts. 25*13 grs. per ton ; the reef has been opened out for 300 feet along its course, where it is from 2 feet 
to 3 feet thick at a depth of 65 feet. A whip is the only machinery used ; three miners are employed. 

The Never-can-Tell Company, Old Lead, Rushworth, was registered by T. Thomson on the 5th 
August 1878, and some very good crushings were obtained by him, but having lost the run of gold, he 
gave the nunc up, and visited Norway ; returning afler an absence of a year, he, with T. Griffiths, registered 
again on the 20th September 1880, since which time the claim has been worked with great success ; the 
reef is 18 inches thick, and the depth 80 feet. The average of last crushing was 1 oz. 7 dwts. 4*56 grs. 
per ton for 52 tons of stone crushed ; two miners are employed. 

The Crown Cross Company, on the same line as the Never-can-Tell Company, was registered by 
Manning and Siunott on the 13th January 1881, and may be said to hold the premier place in the locality. 
The stone last crushed was obtained from a depth of 80 feet, where the reef is 3 feet thick. The last 
crushing of 18 tons of stone averaged 6 ozs. 12 dwts. 20 grs. of gold per ton ; two miners are employed. 

No. 4 Hoge of Denmark, Old Ned's Gully, Rushworth, was registered by Trules Clausen on the 
5th July 1881, anH worked by the owner and two men ; depth, 70 feet ; thickness of reef, 8 inches ; average 
last crushing, 1 oz. 7 dwts. 4*56 grs. per ton for 23 tons ; three miners are employed. 

No. 5 Hope of Denmark, adjoining the foregoing, registered by Molloy, Hansen, and Mumford ; depth, 
70 feet ; thickness of reef, 8 inches. A large paddock of good stone awaits crushing ; three miners ^^9 
employed. 
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Camp Reef, Police Camp Reserve, Rushworth, held on lease bj Yaughan, Boyd, and RichardBon. 
The vein of stone is very thin, being only from ^ to ^ inch in thickness at the depth of 25 feet, from where 
the last crushing averaged 3 ozs. dwts. 2*18 grs. per ton for 11 tons. Stone of great richness is now 
ready for crushing ; three miners are employed. Several claims have been registered lately, two or three 
of which promise success. Some leases have also been taken up. 

The Menzies Tribute Company, Balaclava Hill, Whroo. — The prospects of this company, after a 
long interval of poor luck, appear to bo brightening. Subtributers Dixon and 0*Leary have struck, at a 
depth of 55 feet farther south than any of the old workings, what is supposed to be the old vein. A crushing 
of 19 tons gave 120 ozs. 3 dwts. 18 grs., or an average of 6 ozs. 6 dwts. 12*31 grs. per ton. Sabtributers 
Cameron and Irvine have also obtained, from the 200-foot level, 37 tons of stone, which yielded 37 ozs, 
dwts. 14 grs., or an average of 1 oz. dwts. 0*37 grs. Four or five other parties of subtributers have 
been formed. Other reefs are being worked at Wb:oo, Fontainbleu, White Hill, and in the scrub about 
twenty miles distant S.W., but I have had no opportunity of visiting them. 

The Black Cloud Gold and Antimony Company, Coy's Diggings. — On visiting this mine I was 
informed by the manager that, prior to the stoppage of the machinery for repairs, the claim bad been driven, 
at the 300-foot level, 94 feet north and 76 feet south, that the shaft had been sunk 50 additional feet, and 
that, on resuming work, it was intended to open out at the 350-foot level, where a probably fresh run of stone 
has been struck, showing gold freely ; if it should turn out to be equal to specimens obtained, it will be very 
rich. Six men only were employed at the time of my visit, chiefly blanketing old tailings, which the 
manager feared would not be remunerative. 

The New Byron Company, Coys' Diggings. — ^The deepest workings are at the 132-foot level. Daring 
the quarter about 96 feet of cross-cutting has been done, and a large quantity of stone has been raised from 
the 80- foot level, which is not of a very promising nature, but the stone they are now getting is much better. 

The White Elephant Company, Coy's Diggings. — Registered by Taylor and Murray Bros, on the 
12th October 1875. Since the opening of this claim, stone of a very uniform character has been obtained, 
which has always given large wages; that last crushed gave 52 ozs. to 18 tons. Average thickness of reef, 
8 inches ; depth now worked, 130 feet ; three miners are employed. 

The Little Robert, Coy's Diggings. — Registered by Engstrom and Myer. Depth of shaft, 140 feet; 
two miners employed. Other claims are at work, chiefly on what is known as the Old Welcome line ; most 
of them have been worked to the water level, and some with great success— principally the Whistler's — 
but nothing prreat can be in future expected until machinery for draining is applied. 

The Mary Jane Company, Baiilieston. — ^I have no report from this company, but I am informed 
they are resuming work ; the claim was originally registered in my office, and the valite of the mining plant is 
included in my returns. I am led to believe the mine is in the Waranga South Subdivision. 

Alluvial Mining. 

This description of mining may be stated to be almost extinct; the miners employed are chiefly old 
men, who have spent the best days of their life on the goldflelds, and prefer eking out a very precarious 
living to seeking employment as laborers ; they have no opportunity of trying new ground, particularly 
about Rushworth, where the land has been taken up either under the 49th or other sections of the Land 
Act ; the selectors occupy all available space, the hill tops only being left. 



MARYBOROUGH DIVISION.

Quartz Mining. 

Three prospecting claims were registered during the quarler. From the Welcome claim, at Have- 
lock, a trial crushing was obtained, which gave an average yield of 1 oz. per ton ; depth, 11 feet ; 
width of reef, 6 inches. From the Mayflower claim, Havelock, a trial crushing was obtained, which gave 
an average yield of 16 dwts. per ton ; sinking from surface ; reef narrow. From the Arabi Pasha claim, 
at Golden Point, a trial crushing was obtained, which gave an average of 10^ dwts. per ton ; depth, 40 feet ; 
width of reef, 6 inches. 

At the Leviathan Reef the workings are progressing satisfactorily, and so are those of the Cymbeline 
and Middleton's reefs. A crushing from the claim of WUlson and party, near Middleton's, gave 1 oz. per 
ton ; and one from the claim of Todar's, of Doctor's Reef, gave 1 oz. 18 dwts. 8 grs. per ton. Three tons 
of sand from the Duke, treated at the Cambrian battery, gave 141 ozs. of gold.

A considerable number of residence areas have been taken up during the quarter, under the provisionfl 
of the new Act, which came into force on the 1st April last. 

The affairs of the Goldbrook Company are being wound up. Nothing has been done by the Golden 
Gate Company. Work has been suspended by the Jo£m Bright Company, in consequence of an influx of 
water. The Keep-it-Dark Company are makhig substantial progress. The yields from the mine of the 
Carisbrook United Company and the Duke Company are excellent.

Alluvial mining has sustained a slight relapse by the winding up of the Hoffnung Company, at 
Mount Greenock, but it is expected that this loss will be more than compensated for when the South 
Greenock Company shall have opened out their mine. 

There is a wonderful improvement in quartz mining since last quarter. The Union Company, at 
Amherst, after spending about eighteen months in sinking a shaft 400 feet deep, and erecting substantial 
machinery, have now opened out their mine sufficiently to test its value. The yield of gold obtained from 
146 tons of quartz was 508 ozs., or 3 ozs. 9 dwts. 14 grs. per ton. A dividend of £1,000, or 2s. per share 
was paid by the company on the 2drd of September last. It is their intention to sink the shaft down to 500 
feet. Good yields have also been obtained by Ead and party, of Nuggetty Gully, and by J. R. Walker and 
Co., at All Nations Reef. The Flinders Company, on the same line of reef, are about erecting substantial 
steam machinery ; and the Southern Cross Company, at Blucher's Reef, are sinking a shaft and erecting 
steam machinery valued at £1,650, which is to be completed by the middle of December. The yield of 
gold during the quarter from quartz was 716 ozs. in excess of last quarter, the average yield per ton being 
12 dwts., as against 3 dwts. 6 grs. for the preceding period.

Good progress has been made in both alluvial and quartz mining in this division during the past quarter 
especially in the latter. As will bo seen from the tabulated return, 9,356 tons of quartz have been crushed^ 
giving an average yield of 7 dwts. 19*76 grs. of gold per ton. 

On the Bealiba line of reef, the Queen's Birthday Company's yields have of late considerably 
improved ; 7,000 tons of stone have been crushed for a total yield of 2,807 ozs. 5 dwts. of gold. 

The King's Birthday Company, next south, are still driving on the lode at the 450-foot level, and are 
now in 640 feet from the cross-cut. They are also working in a shaft further south, on the ground recently 
taken up by them. 
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The Sydenham Company's prospects are also improving ; from 420 tons of stone crashed 251 ozs. 
i dwts. of gold were obtained. 

At Cay's Diggings a new company has been floated, called the Loddon Valley. Some extraneous 
capital has been called in, from which they have erected a good plant, both for pumping, winding, and 
crashing. Stone is being raised from an old abandoned reef, which I have little doubt will pay them a 
good interest on their outlay. 

The Yorkshire Company are engaged in driving along the lode at the 800 and 400-foot levels, both 
north and south of the shaft, and are sinking winzes preparatory to stoping. The company have crashed

ST. ARNAUD NORTH SUBDIVISION.

In this subdivision mining matters are improving. 

The New Bendigo Company have just finished the erection of powerful pumping, winding, and 
crashing machinery, and are about to erect percussion tables for the purpose of saving pyrites ; the quantity 
of quartz crushed during the past quarter has been small, in consequence of the company having been 
occupied in sinking their shaft deeper ; it is now down 400 feet from the surface. When sinking, the reef 
was cat, showing gold all through the solid stone. I may say that the prospects of the whole of this line of 
reef appear to be in the ascendant, and I have no doubt that next quarter I shall be able to give a good 
report of the yields therefrom. 

No. 1 South New Bendigo Company opened out at the 200-foot level, and let a contract to sink 
their shaft a further depth of 27 feet. In consequence of the influx of water, the contract was given up, 
and they are now driving north on the lode, and are within 100 feet of the New Bendigo Company's 
boundary. To all appearance the prospects are good. 

No. 2 South New Bendigo Company have sunk their main shaft to a depth of 170 feet from the 
sarfaoe, where the stone is 2 feet 6 inches thick. They have crushed 76 tons of stone for 70 ozs. of gold. 

The Blink Bonny Company during the quarter have crushed 53 tons of stone, taken from the 300-foot 
level, which gave a total yield of 312 ozs. 12 dwts. of gold. This company (Hicks and party) are working 
miners, and are now about to erect more machinery and sink their shaft deeper. The lode from which these 
crashings were taken is about 12 inches thick. 

The Wilson's Ilill Comjiany have just completed the erection of machinery for the purpose of 
working a lode, which averages 6 feet wide, for the extraction of gold and pyrites. Their prospects for gold 
are faiTi and for pyrites, good ; and I think that, notwithstanding the amount of money that has been spent on 
the surface in the erection of machinery, with proper maijagement this njine will pay a good percentage on 
the nnongt of money expended, which is large. 
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The Chrysolite Hill CompaDjr, next soath on this line of reef, have crashed daring the past quarter 
657^ tons of stone for a total yield of 596 ozs. of gold ; the qaartz was taken from between the 100 to 
680-foot levels. This company has called for tenders for cutting down and re-timbering their main shaft to 
270 feet from the surface ; only one tender was received, which was above the estimate of the manager, and, 
therefore, was not accepted, so the work will now be done by day labor. 

The Queen Semiramis Company have sunk their shait a further depth of 60 feet, 'm'kking 580 feet 
from the surface. They are driving levels at 470 feet for prospecting purposes. During the past quarter 
409 tons of quartz have been crushed, giving a yield of 259 ozs. of gold. Had the company a battery on the 
ground, this mine would pay good dividends ; and I am informed it is the intention of the directors to erect 
one at an early date. 

The Strathalbyn Company, during the past quarter, have raised 59 tons of stone from the 170-foot 
level, which gave a yield of 39 ozs. 6 dwts. 21 grs. The last crushing of 3 tons gave a total yield of 9 oxb, 
1 1 dwts. of gold ; the lode is narrow, averaging about 9 inches wide. 

The Star Company are stoping between the 460 and 560-foot levels ; they have raised 520 tons of 
stone, which gave a yield of 454 ozs. of gold. 

The ^bert Victor Company are driving on the course of the lode, and raising a crushing of stone^ 
which appears to be of a payable character. 

There is nothing of importance to report in alluvial mining. 



CASTLEMAINE MINING DISTRICT. 



CASTLEM AINE DIVISION. 
Mr^ T. L, Brown, Mining Surveyor and Registrar. 

The 3rield of gold during the past quarter has been very small, owing to the larger sluicing companies 
not having cleaned up, and that in most of the quartz mines prospecting work is being carried on. The 
want of efficient available public crushing machines is felt, owing to the removal of some plants, while others 
are undergoing repairs or being improved. Generally prospects have very much advanced. 

In alluvial deep lead mining considerable excitement exists. Large areas of private property imme- 
diately adjacent to this division, to wit, south of the River Loddon and west of Muckleford Creek, extending 
into the Maldon and Daylesford divisions, have been tested by boring, and excellent prospects obtained, 
sufficient to warrant the erection of extensive mining plants. Arrangements have been made witii the 
holders of large areas of private property in the Castlemaine division for mining therein. 

In quartz mining this division is steadily advancing. Numbers of experienced gentlemen from more 
prosperous goldfields have visited and carefully inspected the vast extent of quartz reefs so partially 
devdoped and occupied, and are investing in new ventures which promise to resuscitate old Forest Creek. 

The Forest Creek Wattle Gully Company are opening out, at 600 feet in depth southerly, in a 
strong lode heavily charged with metals, and showing gold as the lode dips north. They are now sinking 
a further depth of 50 feet, all in quartz. The company have substituted for that formerly in use a 
'' Seymore's patent '' safety cage, which gives satisfaction. 

The Central Wattle Gully Company have refitted their machinery and added a '^ Morton's Con- 
denser," which is stated to both save firewood and increase steam power. 

The Argus United Company have been broken up, and their mine and plant have been purchased by the 
adjoining Perseverance Company, who purpose amalgamating the two leases. The lately discovered eastern 
lode, which yielded 144 ozs. of gold from 178 tons of stone, is giving promise of success. 

The Tresavean Company have cleaned and timbered up two shafts, sunk by previous owners, to the 
water level. In cutting a plat they found a lode of quartz 6 feet thick, from which they will raise a trial 
crushing. 

The Wheal Margery Company have men employed erecting a water wheel for crushing. 

The Garfield Company have twenty-three men employed sinking an engine shaft and erecting 
machinery, &c. They purchased Archbold's crushing plant, but on testing the boiler, the tube collapsed 
under 41 lbs. hydraulic pressure. A new boiler and an l8-head battery, with iron frames, <fi;c., is being 
fixed. At 90 feet the company have struck another large body of quartz, and are stacking ready for 
crushing. 

Lamb and Ogilvie's claim (excised from Garfield lease) has yielded 42 ozs. ISj^ dwts. of gold from 
73 tons of quartz. 

The Ajax United Company are having their machinery overhauled, cylinder re-bored, boiler repaired, 
&c. In cross-cutting at 250 feet they found a slide, which they are following, in expectation of finding the 
rich lode worked from thence to surface. From the engine shaft, at the 400-foot level, they have come 
upon a large body of quartz, carrying quantities of sulphurets of zinc, lead, and iron. 

At the 500-foot level a cross-cut is being driven, in bands of slate and sandstone intercalated with 
quartz leaders. 

The North Ajax Company have cleaned up and timbered an old shaft to 310 feet, and haVe erected 
a whim, &c. 

The South Ajax Company have also cleaned up an old shaft, and are driving for the reef. 

On the Nuggetty Reef driving north at the 350-foot level is being continued, without, so far, finding 
payable gold. 

On the Little Nuggotty Company's ground the shaft is being sunk deeper, to facilitate working 
operations. 

On the Nimrod Reef, Lewis and Co. have found another run of auriferous stone, from which 226 
tons yielded 133 ozs.; but no gold has been obtained from the Crown Nimrod Reef during the quarter. 

The quantity of water sold during the quarter has been — 252,638,000 gallons, at Jdi per 1,000 1 
1,529,000 gallons, at 3d. per 1,000; 750,000 gallons, at 4d. per 1,000. 
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FRYER'S CREEK DIVISION.

Population. — The population returns for the past quarter show a verj slight decreafie« so far 
the total nunfber of miners is concerned. There is, however, a considerable increase in the number of 
quartz miners, with a corresponding decrease in alluvial. The distribution over the different localities is 
also considerably affected. 

New Machinery. — The Tarilta Gold Mining Company have recently erected a new plant, comprising 
a 16-inch cylinder steam engine, driving fifteen heads of stamps, at a total cost, including removal and 
fixing, of £2,500. The company have driven about 400 feet north and south on the lode from the tunnel. 
The width of the reef is about 50 feet, the whole of the stuff crushed averaging 4^ dwts. to the ton. The 
underground workings are well ventilated and drained, so that mining operations can be conducted on an 
extensive scale and on the most economical system of working. At the present time an approximate 
estimate cannot even be formed of the vast quantity of crushing stuff to be operated on. Tins reef waa 
proved to be remarkably rich twenty years ago. It runs nearly north and south, underlying about 140 feet 
of basaltic rock, intersecting Kangaroo Hill, Vaughan, and apparently crossing the Loddon River in the 
direction of the German Gully and Mopoke reefs. 

The Chapel Hill Company have succeeded in erecting within their claim, during the past three months, 
a valuable plant, comprising a 16-inch cylinder engine, capable of driving thirty heads of stamps, ten heads 
having already been fixed in position ; also a 12-inch cylinder steam engine for winding and pumping, with 
the latest improvements in winding gear ; total estimated cost, £2,000. Mining operations are progressing 
very favorably ; the shaft is 100 feet deep, and the reef is 30 feet wide, and gold visible in the stone. 

Alluvial Mining, Sluicing, &c. — There is nothing specially interesting to note, so far as any new 
discoveries or rich patches are concerned. At the same time, arrangements are being made by Messrs. 
Hazlett and party for sluicing all the old workings between Specimen Hill and Church's Flat A race 
has been surveyed and levelled for about four miles, following a contour at a very high elevation, with a fall 
of 8 feet in the nule. Small dams will be constructed at suitable places along the course. The Coliban 
water is to be used, and taken from the aqueduct a little above the Renaissance Company's works, Specimen 
Hill. It is not expected that a large supply of water will be available, nevertheless it is presumed that, 
by prudent economy, a considerable quantity can be stored in small reservoirs during the night and 
judiciously distributed during the day. It is well known that the old gullies were exceedingly rich during 
the early days, and that although the tub and cradle and puddling machine have done much towards 
clearing away the rich alluvial deposits, sufficient gold is still left to remunerate the sluicer, whose expenses 
will be but trifling, with a moderate supply of water at command. 

The Enterprise Company. — No crushing to report for the past quarter. Sinking has been going 
on, the main shaft being now 357 feet in depth. The future prospects of this mine are considered good. 
Crushing will be recommenced ere many weeks have elapsed. 

The Golden Valley Company, Nuggetty Gully. — The mining manager reports having been engaged 
sinking the main shaft, which has now attained a depth of 100 feet. At this depth the reef is about 
12 inches wide, the last crushing yielding 6^ dwts. to the ton. Arrangements are about being made for 
amalgamating with the adjoining claims, so that the ground can be worked to greater advantage and in a 
more systematic manner. 

The Burdett Coutts Company. — No. 1 shaft is now down 274 feet ; No. 2 shaft, 202 feet They 
are now driving for the eastern lode, having a cross-cut in from the shaft 144 feet. A large amount 
of labor and capital have been expended in this mine for many years past, but hitherto without success ; 
and yet auriferous quartz has been found within a short distance, both north and south from the claim, so 
that there are good grounds for anticipating the striking of the main line of reef at no very distant period. 

The English Australian G. M. Company are still persevering, although their efforts are not attended 
with adequate success. The ground is now principally worked on tribute. It appears the larger bodies of 
stone are not so remunerative as the smaller, the average yield being about 3 dwts. to the ton. 

The Ferron's Reef Company have been raising quartz from the 400-foot level, on a lode 4 feet in 
thickness, averaging nearly 4 dwts. to the ton. The ground occupied by the company is held on tribute 
from Rowe Brothers, and immediately adjoins the New Era Company on the south. It is generally sup- 
posed this mine will eventually rival the New Era in its general productiveness when it becomes more 
opened out. 

The New Era Company. — A large quantity of quartz (4,840 tons) has been crushed during the past 
three months, averaging 8| dwts. to the ton, taken from between the 200 and 430-foot levels, the lode 
being irregular and undefined (fiat makes of stone), the width being from 6 inches to 20 feet ; but there 
are no signs of exhaustion. The company are now sinking the main shaft, which has attained a depth of 
540 feet. 

Rowe Brothers have been doing a largo amount of dead work during the past quarter. The quarts 
raised, which yielded 3 dwts. to the ton, was taken from various depths, ranging from 50 to 360 feet. 

Quartz Mining in general. — With respect to the general returns connected with quartz mining this 
quarter, there has been a considerable improvement over the preceding one, viz., an increase of 600 ounces. 
The average yield was 3| dwts. to the ton all round. 



HEPBURN DIVISION.

The Cornish Quartz Company, Collier's and Crown reefs, have sunk to 590 feet, and have opened 
out at 536 feet, driving westerly and still sinking ; no crushing has been done during the past three months. 

Western Star Quartz Mining Company are erecting a lO-horse power engine, and intend sinking the 
shaft deeper. 

South Star Quarts Mining Company, Blind Creek, have sunk the shaft 285 feet, and are stiU going 
down. The eastern cross-cut has been driven 20 feet through a hard dry slate ; a fresh make of ston^ 
was disoovered coming south in the Rising Star Company's daim^ near the boundary line. 
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United Qaartz Company, Lanky Gully tunnel, have driven 130 feet along conrae of lode, and Btoped 
from the 56-foot level to surface. 

Sampson and party, Golden Point, intend sinking to a greater depth. They obtained from 50-foot 
level 221 tons of stone, which yielded 140 ozs. 19 dwts. of gold. 

The Electric Light Quartz Mining Company, old Wonderful Reef, have driven their tunnel 289 feet 
from the Wonderful Creek, but have not yet struck the reef. 

The Wombat Quartz Mining Company, Crown Reef, have driven their tunnel 258 feet south ; a 
little gold has been seen, but water is somewhat heavy. 

Princess Alexandra Alluvial Gold Mining Company, at Eastern Hill, have sunk their shaft 190 feet, 
fixed their whim, and driven on reef 60 feet, but no gold has yet been got. 

Hepburn Rocky Lead Alluvial Gold Mining Company have fixed then* two engines and pumps, and 
intend sinking deeper. 

The Perseverance Gold Mining Company's tunnel is in 194 feet ; but no gold has been obtained. 

Mount Franklin Estate Gold Mining Company are now driving in hard sandstone. 

Hepburn Home Paddock Gold Mining Company obtained 2,268 ozs. gold, from which they paid in 
dividends £3,150 ; over 100 men are employed. 

Hepburn Consols Gold Mining Company are putting in a reef drive, and are prospecting for the 
gutter ; thirty-six men being employed. 

Rising Star Quartz Mining Company, Blind Creek, have sunk the main shaft to 390 feet in depth, 
and are preparing to drive westerly. 

The German Gully Quartz Mining Company, at Ynndoit, are prospecting at the 200-foot level, 
having lost the reef which, some time since, gave over 1 oz. per ton. 

Victoria Quartz Mining Company, Whitfield's Gully, have removed their whim from the Victoria 
shaft to the Hepburn Consols Company's old shaft in the same claim, and have connected this shaft with 
the tunnel at a depth of 128 feet, and further sunk 30 feet. 

Hamburg and Glamorgan Quartz Company, Yandoit, have been engaged in sinking a main shaft, 
and are now down 120 feet ; they expect to cut (he reef at say 30 feet deeper. Seven men are employed. 

Yandoit Grand Junction Alluvial Gold Mining Company have erected a 35-hor8e power engine, with 
winding, pumping, puddling machinery, and lift of 10-inch pumps. The shaft has been sunk to 112 feet, 
and a prospecting drive is being put in to test the gutter ; the first 74 feet of sinking was through hard 
basalt. 

Water has not been abundant. Fifteen sluice-heads have been disposed of. 



TARADALE AND KYNETON SUBDIVISION.

There is an increase in the return of gold for the quarter of nearly 200 ozs., 100 of which have been 
obtained from the Humboldt and Rising Sun quartz claims that commenced crushing only recently. In 
alluvial there is an increase in the return of the Royal Standard Company of 200 ozs., and Ellis's Freehold 
of 25 ozs. 

In quartz, the flumboldt Company's mine is looking well, and the reef dipping south and widening, 
gold being plainly seen in the stone. The Rising Sun Company have obtained the good prospect of 1 oz. 
to the ton. 

In alluvial, Ellis's Freehold Company still gives the largest return. Ellis's Extended Company, 
adjoining, will, no doubt, prove payable when opened out. The Aroona Company are still driving for the 
gutter and the Frenchman's Reef. Considerable attention appears to be now given to Lauriston, where 
several claims have been taken up lately, particularly on the Kangaroo Reef line. As before reported, the 
tunnelling claims on Coliban and on private property are paying fair wages, and, at times, more. The only 
parties now working shallow alluvial ground appear to be Chinamen, who are averaging from about ten to 
fifteen shillings weekly.

Quartz Mining. 

The Western Cymm Company, during the quarter, have given Is. 6d. per share dividend on 80,000 
shares. Since breaking through to the Cymru shaft, the mine has become ventilated, and the crushing 
plant is now kept constantly at work, with prospects still good. The contractor for the Beehive and German 
Reef machinery will soon have the two mines at work. The South German Reef Company are also erecting 
an engine for pumping and hauling. 

Tiie Grand Junction Company's mine, on Liale'd Rsof, Mt. Tarrangower, is paying dividends to 
three tribute companies, and the Exhibition Nos. 1 and 2, adjoining on the north, are also paying well. 
The Manton's Gully tunnel has cut the reef, and in driving north thereon, payable gold was struck. 

In the North British mine the rock borer has been started, and gold struck at the 500-foot level. 
The battery of twenty-four heads, which has been idle for several years, is now being put in good order, 
with a new set of blanket-tables, and is likely to be kept in constant work, so we may expect that the yield 
this quarter will be much greater than for the last. The lode in Locke's mine, which was displaced by a 
slide or dyke, has again been found ; the last crushing gave 1 1 1 ozs. of gold from 26 tons of stone.

The Ringwood Company, 
late Boardman^s, have sunk to a depth of 400 feet, and have cut a fine vein of antimony ; they have also 
struck a rich quartz vein in the same drive.

The failure of the Cosmo mine has done incalculable harm, and retarded the devolopment of the 
different claims in the subdivision.

Much now hinges on the success of the Triumph mine, where the shaft has 
been sunk a further depth of 60 feet, and a drive is being put in from the lowe» level, which it is expected 
will soon cut the reef. 

Should the stone at the lowest level prove anything like so good as it was above, public confidence 
will be restored, and the other mine» will immediately commence operations.

Gold mining in this division during the quarter has not improved, but rather deteriorated. 

Of the quartz claims which were taken up some time back, with a view to have them thoroughly 
prospected, there are now only two at work. In some cases, however, this has not been the result of the 
poorness of the claims, but of the difficulty experienced in conveying the stone to a battery. 

The Treasure Hill Company crushed a small lot from a block of stone on the Vulcan line of reef, 
but the result was not satisfactory. There is some probability that this was in a measure owing to the 
battery. 

In alluvial mining there has been a considerable falling off in the amount of gold obtained ; but it is 
difficult to say whether this is because the gold is not procurable, or because of the few miners on the gold- 
field. For a considerable time past the ground worked has been found to be gold bearing throughout, but 
rather poor, seldom yielding more than small wages. Many miners have, on this account, preferred to 
obtain employment on such works as road making, &c., rather than continue at somewhat dangerous work 
with no encouraging prospect. The falling off in the yields may therefore be the result and not the cause 
of a decrease in the number of miners.

I beg to state that, by referring to mj former reports and taking a comprehensive view of the progress 
of the mining industry within this division, and comparing the returns shown by my statistics, it will be 
seen that there is an increased yield per ton from quartz of 1 dwt.

BALLARAT SOUTHERN DIVISION.

Quartz Mining. 

Since my last report, quartz mining in this division has been very quiet, owing to several of the 
batteries still being idle, and likely to remain so for some time to come, as the dead work now on hand 
must be completed before crushing can be carried on continuously. 

The Little Hopewell Company, at Staffordshire Reef, are still prospecting at their No. 2 shaft, but 
have not yet struck payable stone. The Tributers No. 1 have done exceedingly well. 

The Speedwell Tribute Company have been crushing surface and surface leaders with fair results. 

Charles Wilson and Sons have recently struck a small vein showing very coarse gold. They are now 
sinking, intending to crosscut for it at a greater depth. 

The William's Fancy Company, at Kangaroo, have completed the erection of their winding and 
pnmping plant, and have let the mine on tribute to a party of fourteen men, who have cleared out and 
repaired the shaft to the depth of 190 feet. It is intended to sink the shaft to a further depth of 42 feet 
before opening out for the lode. 

The Long Gully United Company, at Corindhap, have recently struck payable stone ; but nothing 
as yet can be definitely said as to its value. 

The Golden Tunnel Company, t^t Mount Misery, have not done any work during the quarter. 
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Alluvial. 

The McGill's Freehold Company, at Rokewoot]^ are at a standstill, owing to the ground opened ap 
not proving payable. 

Tonier and party, at Break o' Day, are not doing much. 

At Pitfield Plains several large claima have been taken up and registered, but no work has as yet 
been done thereon.

BUNINYONG DIVISION.

Quartz Mining. 

The yield for the past quarter is slightly under that of the preyious quarter. Three new batteries 
will shortly start crushing, viz., the Buninyong Estate, the Rubicon, and the South Imperial. I have no new 
discoveries to report. The average per ton, 7 dwts. 18*31 grs., is a considerable improvement on former 
returns ; but, owing to not having the quantity of stone crushed at the Desoza mine, I can but estimate 
that the proper average, which would be about 6 dwts. 

Alluvial Mining. 
Nothing new to report ; the total returns show about the same results as last quarter. 

Watkb. 

Since the repairs to the Government Reservoir the receipts for the quarter were £19. The 
water was sold at Is. per hour, for a sluice-bead of about 18,000 gallons, or a total supply of 6,840,000 
gallons.

SMYTHESDALE DIVISION.

The yield of gold is small, yet there is an increase of 415 ozs. 7 dwts. over that of last quarter. 
No new discoveries have been made since then, and but little prospecting has been done. The bulk of the 
gold has come from Haddon, where Chinese tributers are, as usual, doing well. 

The Golden Belt Company, Piggoreet, have sunk to the required depth, and are preparing to open 
ont. Considerable interest attaches to this claim, as upon its fate depends, in a great measure, the reviviEtl, 
or cessation, for an indefinite period, of alluvial mining in its locality. A claim of 47 acres has been 
registered on Derwent Jack's Lead. This is a promising undertaking, and steam machinery will be required. 
In quartz mining, the Golden Age Company's mine, at Brown's, continues to give satisfactory results, as may 
be inferred from the tabulated returns. The New Britannia Company's mine, at Carngham, so fin* as 
tested, has fully answered the expectations of those interested. The Duke of Edinburgh Company, 
Linton, have sunk 130 feet, and are hopeful of good results. The country between these last-mentioned 
claims looks most favorable for quartz mining operations, and will doubtless be experimented upon should 
the fortune of either claim justify the venture. In general, however, the state of mining throughout the 
division is sensibly declining. Miners, and traders dependent on them, are daily leaving for more attractive 
fields, and thoee remaining are, for the most part, too poor to prospect new ground, or hazard anything that 
would entail much expense. Owing to the scarcity of water nothing of importance has been done in hill 
sluicing. The sources from whence information relative to the yield of gold has been obtained are the 
various companies, and the local banks. 



CRESWICK SUBDIVISION.

1 have the honor to report that there is a considerable increase in the alluvial gold returns from the 
Creswick subdivision for the quarter. At the progressive mines — such as the Berry Consols, Australasian 
Consols, Davies Junction, Australasian Extended, Davies Stonebarn, West Ristori, and Pomeroy companies- 
sinking or driving is still being carried on.

CLUNES SUBDIVISION. 

Mr, C A. Creastoell, Mining Regiatra/r. 

At the time of mj last report the two allavial prospecting mines at ClaneSy the Bate and Downea' 
Amalgamated Company and the Clyde Company, were just upon the wash in their respective mines. The 
New Lothair quartz mine has struck a lode of quartz at their 864-foot leyel over 6 feet thick, showing gold 
freely, and looking exceedingly well. As three months haye now passed since this was reported* I have 
the honor to give a detailed statement respecting the farther development of each of these mines, as 
disclosed hy the mining operations. The Bute and Dowries' Company struck wash at different 
distances from the shaft by putting up rises from the 320-foot level, in which they were driving. They 
got prospects of fine gold therefrom, but the wash was struck in each case too high for the Lothair Lead, 
which they seek. They are therefore still driving and searching for this lead, which, it is thought, they will 
be certain to get in time. The Clyde Company bottomed on wash 5 feet deep, and a prospect of fine gold 
was obtained from a little of the wash. They are now driving beneath it. It is proved to be over 200 
feet wide^ and from two or three bores put up from time to time very good specimens of gold have 
been obtained* At the present time the prospects of this mine are highly encouraging, and the company are 
engaged erecting puddling machines, sluices, &c., with all haste. 

With regard to the New Lothair mine, my report must be somewhat disappointing, for the lode they 
had just struck when I last reported, and which was looking so well, has turned out not to be payable, 
the gold which was showing so freely in the stone being only skin deep. They are, however, now 
driving at the same level for another one, called the '' East lode," which they expect to intersect very 
shortly. Another drive has been started east of the shaft to go north on a make of stone discovered, and 
which has been seen in no other part of the mine. The quartz, which is very solid, shows gold, and 
the whole of the lode has a very promising appearance. 

The New North Clunes Company have sunk their shaft another 100 feet, making a total depth of 
1,214 feet from surface, and a crosscut to intersect the reefs has been started. 

The Port Phillip Company are extending their crosscut at the 1,190-foot level east and west of the 
shaft, having driven at this level in all 1,118 feet to strike the western lode ; 200 or 800 feet have still to 
be driven before they expect to strike it. Should this lode not be met with, or should it prove to beunremunera- 
tive, the prospects for a continuance of this mine (the oldest in the district) will be unfavorable. In the other 
mines at Clunes nothing has occurred worthy of special mention. On the Smeaton side the Berry Consols 
Extended Company are engaged sinking their shaft ; the Grand Junction Company have ceased work 
altogether, and are waiting for their ground to be proved by the progress of the bores in adjacent claims. 

The Clover Hill Company are still boring with the Government diamond drill. 

The Port Phillip Company have paid £71 royalty during the quarter. 

The New North Clunes Company have paid a dividend of 5s. per share. 

The quantity of water bought by the various companies has been as follows : — The Port Phillip, 
29,000,000 gallons ; The New North Clunes Company, 6,404,000 gallons ; The South Clunes Company, 
21,718,000 gallons ; The Perseverance Company, 2,070,000 gallons ; The New Lothair, 185,000 gallons for 
boiler purposes only ; Chinamen Co-operative Company, 1,180,000 gallons, at 2d. per 1,000 gallons. The 
price paid for water is l}d. per 1,000 gallons for battery purposes, and Is. per 1,000 gallons for boiler 
porposes. 



GORDON SUBDIVISION.

The Black Horse United Company, Egerton. — This company have ndsed during the quarter 8,465 
tons of stone from depths ranging from 400 to 900 feet, which yielded 1,621 ozs. 8 dwU. 2 grs. gold, or an 
average of 3 dwts. 14*27 grs. per ton. In addition to this, a large amount of prospecting has been done at 
the various levela throughout the mine, in order that the company may be in a position to preserve the 
nniformity of the yields ; 95 men are still employed, and three dividends of Is. each, equal to an amount of 
£1,600, have been paid. 

The Egerton Company, Limited, Egerton. — ^Prospecting operations have been resumed by this 
company during the quarter at the Sister Rose shaft, in addition to which 16,762 tons of stone have been 
raised and crushed, yielding 4,800 ozs. 15 dwts. of gold, or an average of 6 dwts. 17*47 grs. per ton. Divi- 
dends amounting to Ss. 6d. per share, equivalent to the sum of £10,625, have been paid during the quarter, 
and 250 men have been employed. 

The South Learmonth and Egerton Amalgamated Company. — ^Prospecting operations have been 
carried on by this company during the quarter at a depth of 600 feet. Several leaders have been met 
with, but their value has not yet been tested. The company believe, however, from present indioationa, 
that a body of quartz will soon be found. Eight men are employed. 

Egerton. — The two men mentioned in my last quarterly report as working on R. W. Tanner's allot- 
ment at the north-west angle of the township, have continued operations during the quarter, but have not 
yet met with anything of a payable nature. 

Twenty-seven Chinese are still engaged in washing the tailings from the Black Horse and Egerton 
companies' batteries. It is stated that 66 ozs. of gold have been obtained by them. 

The Parker's United Company, Gordon. — This conpany have been raising stone from the yariooa 
levels throughout the mine at depths ranging from 600 to 750 feet ; 1,660 ozs. 14 dwts. of gold have been 
obtained from 8,500 tons of stone, or an average of 9 dwts. 11*75 grs. per ton. Two dividends of Is. each, 
amounting to £2,000, have been paid during the quarter, and 180 men have been employed. 

The Parker's United No. 1 Company, Gordon. — This company have been driving on two lodes — 
one 2 feet wide, and the other 5 feet wide— at a depth of 500 feet, but as yet have not discovered any gold in 
them. Fourteen men are employed. 

The Parker's Extended Company, Gordon. — Seventy-five tons of stone were raised by this company 
during the first two months of the quarter from depths ranging from 100 to 210 feet ; 154 ozs. 8 dwts. 
12 grs. of gold were obtained from this quantity of stone, or an average of 2 ozs. 1 dwt. 4*32 grs. per ton. 
The company are still engaged in the erection of a portable engine of 10 horse-power, which, together 
with pit-head frame, will cost £600. Twenty men are engaged. 
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The Parker's Freehold Companj. — This company's shaft has now reached a depth of 894 feet, and 
a drive has been constructed in a northerly direction along the course of a lode, but, as yet, no gold has 
been discovered. Eighteen men are employed. 

The Shamrock Company. — This company have raised 200 tons of stone during the quarter, which 
yielded 78 ozs. 4 dwts. 12 grs. of gold, or an average of 7 dwts. 19*74 grs. per ton. Twenty men have been 
employed. 

Grordon. — ^Prospecting operations have been carried on during the quarter at the claims of the South 
Shamrock Company, the Shamrock Consols, and the Central Parker's Company. Twelve men are 
employed by the South Shamrock, six men by the Shamrock Consols, and four men by the Central 
Parker's Company. Work has been suspended at these three claims during the last week of the 
quarter. It is stated, however, that mining operations will be again resumed. Four men are still engaged 
prospecting on the land included within lease application No. 57 (J. Northey), but as yet they have not 
met with anything of a payable nature. Two men are also engaged prospecting on lease block No. 1,321. 

Twenty-two ozs. of gold have been obtained by the nine Chinese who are still engaged in washing 
the tailings from the Parker's United Company's battery. 

Hoorabool West. — Summer Hill Company. — This company have been engaged in the erection of a 
pamping engine of 20 horse-power, a battery of 15 heads, a battery engine of 15 horse-power, and a small 
donkey engine of 4 horse-power, in addition to which a small quantity of quartz has been raised from the 
100 and 200 foot levels. The erection of the machinery is now nearly complete. Thirty men are 
employed. 

Korweinguboora. — Great Northern Parker's Company. — Forty tons of stone have been raised and 
erashed by this company during the quarter, which yielded 89 ozs. 8 dwts. 9 grs. of gold, or an average of 
19 dwts. 14*02 grs. per ton. The company have purchased a winding engine, which they intend erecting 
immediately ; the boiler is now being placed in position on the ground. Twelve men are employed. 

Twenty*three tons of stone have been obtained and crushed by small co-operative parties, consisting 
altogether of six men ; these crushings yielded 22 ozs. 10 dwts. 20 grs. of gold, or an average of 19 dwts. 
14*48 grs. per ton. The men are working on the same line of reef as the Great Northern Parker's 
Company. 

* Alluvial Mining. 

No alluvial mining has been carried on during the quarter. 

Lai Lai Iron Company, Lai Lai. — No smelting has been done by this company during the quarter, 
but forty men were employed during the month of October in cutting firewood and burning charcoal. 
This number was increased to sixty during the last two months of the quarter. The company have just 
completed an overhaul of their furnaces, and intend resuming blasting operations next week, when a still 
greater number of men will be employed. 



STEIGLITZ SUBDIVISION. 
Mr, Z>. Murphy, Mining Registrar, 

There has not been any change in mining in this subdivision for the past quarter. The dry weather 
has enabled alluvial prospecting operations to be carried on along the beds of the Moorabool River and 
adjacent creeks and gullies, but, so far as I can learn, only bare wa^es were obtained by the diggers. In 
quartz mining there has not been any change of note. The McRae Brothers, at Woodboume Creek, or 
Reid's Creek (as it is sometimes called), have a very payable, but small reef on their own private land ; the 
last crushing therefrom yielded 41 ozs. of gold from 5 tons of stone. 

The Sailor's Reef Company, at Steiglitz, are working very untiringly, but I have not received any 
information as to their success or otherwise. 

The Britannia Rivals Company, although they have erected a very extensive plant, do not seem to 
be doing any work. 

At Elaine, the principal work done is in prospecting, with, in some instances, pretty fair results ; 
bat the reefs there are very small, and in most cases only bear gold on or near the surface. 



BLACKWOOD DIVISION AND BLUE MOUNTAIN SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

Quarts Mining. 

The so-much desired improvement in this branch of mining at the beginning of the year has not been 
realized as anticipated, no discoveries of any permanent nature having been made by any of the 
newly formed public companies ; some encouraging returns, however, have been obtained recently, and in 
this respect the Countess Company, Union Reef, occupies the most prominent position, having obtained the 
handsome return of an average yield of over 2 ozs. of gold per ton from a total of 60 tons of quartz crushed. 
The quartz was raised from the 200-foot (lowest) level, from two distinct lodes, small in size, but well 
defined, and, as the influx of water is moderate, and the ground of an easy nature to work, the return should 
prove remunerative. 

The prospects of the Simmons Reef Amalgamated Mining Company have also improved of late, 
last month's crushing having left a margin of profit over working expenses. The battery, however, is now 
at a standstill; the supply of water to drive the turbine having failed, crushing operations had to be stopped, 
although plenty of quartz, containing sufilcient gold to pay working expenses at least, could be taken out 
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and operated upon. The stoppage will necessitate the discharge of miners breaking quartz, as well as 
of hands engaged in trucking and attending the battery, whereas, if the second reservoir at the head of the 
River Lerderderg had been constructed, not only this company, but all others having their wheels and 
batteries at the banks of the river, would be enabled to carry on crushing operations all the year round. 
The company, however, does not intend discontinuing working the mine entirely, as tenders have been 
called to extend the drives at the 30O and 400 foot levels, for the purpose of intersecting the rich shoots 
of gold previously worked by the Crown Company and the Imperial Company ; several winzes will be sunk 
also, so as to thoroughly open out the mine, and be prepared for the next crushing season. 

When the mine of the New North Britain Company, Wright's Reef, was showing very fair prospects 
for a long distance along the line of reef dhder foot at their lowest level, it was decided by the management 
to sink their main shaft another 50 feet, over 20 feet of which had been sunk before the end of this quarter ; 
and the manager then received instructions to stop sinking and all mining operations. No reason for the 
adoption of this step has been given to the local shareholders, who, one and all, are of opinion that it will 
prove very detrimental, if not disastrous, to the future prospects of the company, if these instructions are 
not immediately countermanded. 

A slight decrease in the population is still perceptible, as most of the men formerly engaged in 
the Sultan mine have found steady employment elsewhere, mostly at Gordon's and Egerton, and have 
UDmoved their families. It is, however, generally thought that the minimum number of miners employed has 
now been reached. 

AixuviAL Miming. 

Nothing of any importance, that I am aware of, has occurred in this class of mining to report upon. 
No miners are employed mining for metals or minerals other than gold« 
No water has been sold daring the quarter. 

The rainfall during the quarter has been — October, 6*85 ; November, 2*97 ; December, 2*63 ; total, 
12*45 inches.

BEECHWORTH DIVISION. 

Mr, Alexander Alderdice^ Mining Registrar, 

Water is again becoming scarce, and the sluicers are complaining of not being able to work full 
time. It is a great pity that some means are not devised for furnishing this division with a plentiful and 
constant supply of water for sluicing purposes, as there are thousands of acres of good payable ground 
lying untouched. Taking all the year round, sluicers cannot get much more than half time, whereas, if 
water were plentiful, work would be full and regular, and nearly twice the quantity of gold wonld be 
produced. 

Alluvial mining is very dull at Stony Creek, in consequence of the scarcity of water, and very little 
quartz has been crushed from the locality for the same reason. 

At Buffalo Creek several old reefs have been taken up, and are now being profitably worked ; 
although the stone generally is not very rich, it is easily obtained. During the past quarter, Messrs. 
Paul Brothers' mill has been kept busy crushing, and the various parcels operated on have averaged over 
half an ounce per ton. 

The Wallaby and Kingston reefs at Hurdle Flat still give good returns, and the stone now being 
obtained looks even better than that last crushed. 

A new reef, or rather the continuation of an old one, has been found at Bowman's Forest, and has 
turned out well ; a trial crushing of 20 tons went nearly 2 ozs. per ton. 

A project has been set on foot by the Murmungee Sluicing Company to bring water to their claim 
at Murmungee from Circular Creek, and the levels have been taken as far as Basin Creek, at which place 
it is intended to pierce the Forest Range by a tunnel 1,200 yards long, at a depth of about 600 feet from 
the top of the range. This tunnel will cut two or more reefs — The Magpie and Black Magpie — ^and will 
also add to the supply of water, as there are several swampy places on the side of the range where the 
proposed tunnel will go through. The company intend to sluice their ground at Murmungee, which is 90 
feet deep, and which carries payable gold on three floors. If they succeed in carrying out the scheme, it 
will be the means of making their claim a very valuable one, and will also be the means of settling the vexed 
question as to whether the deep ground in Bowman's Forest is payable or not. 

There is nothing doing at Eldorado. The Try Again Company have not yet started to erect their 
machinery. 

Some good ground has been found, in patches, along the banks of the Ovens River, between 
liCyrtleford and Stony Creek, and when the river is low fair wages can be made, as the ground is shallow 
and easily worked, except where it dips into the bank and gets deeper, when it requires machinery ta 
cope with the water. 



YACKANDANDAH NORTH SUBDIVISION. 

Mr. J, C, Forster, Mining Registrar, 
There is no mining as yet in this subdivision. 
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YACKANDANDAH SOUTH SUBDIVISION. 
Mr, J, Smarts Mining Regisirar, 

The North-Eastern Company, Twist's Creek, have at last struck the reef in their tnnnols, after 
driving a distance of about o8(> feet, and from appearances they are likely to be well repaid for their 
labor, as the reef shows gold freely. Other claims on this creek have given satisfactory returns . from'' 
late crushings. 

The reefs at Sandy Creek are still giving fair returns ; in some instances the yields are as high as 
any in this subdivision, and are paying very good dividends to the proprietors. 

Referring to mining and mining enterprise, I must not omit to mention that the works to improve 
the carrying' capacity of their tail-race are nearly completed, at the Premier Mining Company's claiiQ^— 
Messrs. Jessop and Fletcher. The excavations in hard rock were an average of 8 feet in dep^h,. and' 
720 feet in length, and there is a "face'' 12 feet from the bottom at the point whore sluicing comimwces. 
I shall hope to hear in the future that this is one of the best paying claims in the subdivision. 



INDIGO DIVISION.

Some good yields have been recorded during the quarter from small parcels of stone obtained at 
very shallow depths. Quartz mining in this division is still confined to little more than surface workings. 
The Great Eastern and the Revival companies, at Rutherglen, who hold a large area of ground under the 
leasing regulations, have, so far, limited their operations to taking out stone lefl by former small co-operative 
companies, which stone has by no means yielded profitable results. The former company are now 
deepening the main shaft, intending to crosscut at the 27^'foot level. Their quartz mill has been wholly 
idle during the quarter. The same remarks apply to the Revival Company, who are also sinking with the 
intention to crosscut at 200 feet. Success in this locality depends apparently on the results from deeper 
workings than have hitherto been reached. In the deep ground, it is reasonable to suppose, better and 
more defined reefs occur than have yet been discovered. 

A few of the reefs around Chiltern have yielded richer stone than usual, but, the workings being 
comparatively shallow, no opinion can be formed of their permanent productiveness. A large number of 
mining leases have, however, been applied for, and there is every probability that the locality will now 
receive a fair trial ; and there is much reason to suppose that capital judiciously invested, witk good 
management, will develop a large and important quartz mining district. 

As regards alluvial mining, I regret to say that the Indigo Stockyard Company have finally suspended 
operations after the expenditure of a large amount of capital. On the other hand, the claim of the Chiltern 
Valley Gold Mines Company is being, as usual, steadily and profitably worked ; and the Star and Federal 
Standard companies' claims are gradually progressing, and will, it is to be hoped, in a few months be in a 
dividend -paying condition. 

The Chinese puddlers on the old leads are, as is usual at this season of the year, at a standstill for 
want of water. 



WANDILIGONG SUBDIVISION. 
Mr. T, C, Kaighin^ Mining Regisiraf, 

Very little of special importance has transpired in this subdivision during the quarter just dosed. 
Among the items worthy of note it has to be recorded that the Wandiligong Estate Deep Lead Gold 
Mining Company have been raising wash-dirt, and putting it through the boxes for some weeks past, and 
it is supposed obtaining payable results ; but the company have not yet made public the yields. 

The returns from quartz mines are much below the average, owing to work at several claims having 
Ix^n suspended temporarily for various reasons. 

Since the Cornish Company resumed operations, after having effected the repairs to their crushing 
plant referred to in my last report, some very fair samples of stone have been put through the battery. 

Nothing is doing at present on the Oriental or London lease blocks, pending the formation of 
companies to work the reefs at deep levels. 

The Hillsborough Company have let a portion of their mine on tribute, and a parcel of stone now 
going through the mill shows well for a payable return. 

No record of any water having been sold. 



BUCKLAND DIVISION. 
Mr, B, K, Smart, Mining Regisirar, 

There has been a very gratifying increase in the yield of gold this quarter, both from quartz ^d 
alluviums, showing that the prosperity of this division is well sustained, excepting in that portion known 
as Upper and Lower Buckland, where only a total of 12 ozs. of gold has been won from the quartz reefs. 
No returns appear to be coming from the old reefs, and the absence of prospectors' accounts for no new 
discoveries being made ; still the returns from the alluviums have boon very good, but, as Chinese hold the 
claims, they add nothing to the prosperity of the local Europeans, many of whom — ^young men principally— 
are temporarily engaged at other fields or at the Myrtleford railway works. 

At Running Creek more reefs are being worked than for a long time past, and in the Hope 
Company's claim (the old Happy Valley) good gold has been found on the Christmas line of reef. - - 
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At Freeborgh, the reefs have yielded well, but the dirt from the allavial claimB, some of whieh are 
nearly worked out, has been of a poor description. 

In the neighborhood of the Bright township, reefing has improved, and some very good stone has 
been crashed. 

At Harrietville, the Jackass Company's tannel is nearly completed, and the estimated distance— 
GOO feet — will be driven in a fortnight. 

The Tidel-de-addle-da Company are still working on quartz of a very payable nature, as may be 
seen by the returns. Two or three exceedingly rich finds have been made in the mine during the quarter, 
but unfortunately they ran out, or rather, for want of capital, the breaks were not followed. 

The Harrietville Estate Deep Lead Company have their plant so far advanced that in about five 
weeks it will be ready for working. The company will be considerably retarded by a 42nd section license- 
holder refusing them the right to clear out that portion of their race running through his land ; and before 
the legal means can be put in motion to compel him to give permission considerable damage may be done to 
part of the company's plant, particularly the water-wheel, through the want of water to run over it to 
counteract the shrinking effects of the summer heat. 

The New Wallace Deep Lead Company haye sunk their shaft to a depth of 210 feet, and opened out 
their drive for the gutter, which they expect to cut in about 500 or 600 feet ; all the ground gone through 
as yet has been very solid, being a hard sandstone alternating with slate, and with no great quantity 
of water. 

The reefs at Bu&lo Creek are still being profitably worked; but, not having received any authentic 
information frcmi there, I am unable to give particulars. 

Six heads of water have been sold, at from 10s. to 20s. per head per week. 



ALEXANDRA SUBDIVISION. 
Mr. A. B. AinnDorihf Mining Surve^far and Registrar* . 

Mining in the vicinity of Alexandra is almost at a standstill, and the yields recorded are from lodes in 
the neighborhood of Yea, with the one exception of the Mount Pleasant Company, which continues to 
obtain payable yields, and are now driving a new level 160 feet deep, from which a further crushing will be 
taken. The lode is small but well-defined, and the present returns are likely to continue. 

The Vulcan Company have suspended work for the present, and are expecting either to amalgamate 
with the Secundus Company or to sink their engine-shaft another 100 feet on resuming operations. The 
yields at the Providence mine are payable, and the small vein worked by Haynes and party is yielding 
excellent stone. 

The Welcome Reef retains its enviable distinction for excellent yields for the Chinese tributers, and 
it continues to look well. Very little alluvial gold is now being obtained in this subdivision. 

No water was sold ; and no metal save gold has been mined for. 



DRT CREEK SUBDIVISION.

There is nothing of importance to note in quarts or alluvial mining except the washing up at the 
Unee claim, which took place at the end of the year, with very good results. The mine has again been let 
on tribute. The Hit or Miss Gold Mining Company, Black Charlie's Creek, report satisfactory progress. 
It is expected that 20 feet more driving will strike the line of reef, and their machinery is in course of erection. 



BENALLA SUBDIVISION. I

sinking, and I hope to have some tangible results to report next quarter. 



GAFFNET'S CREEK SUBDIVISION.

Mining business has been more brisk in this subdivision during the past quarter than for some time 
back, and the prospects are promising. The WaUaby Tributers struck a new lode two months ago, and 
have a good deal of payable ground ahead. The results from the Transit mine are payable, and the stone 
Is improving, while expenses are likely to diminish now that the plant is in working order and the mine is 
being opened up.

Wm. Smith has had a small crushing of 30 tons, giving a yield of 1 oz. 6 dwts. to the ton. 

None of the large sluicing companies have washed up since my last report. 



BETHANGA SUBDIVISION.

There is little to report for the past quarter, as no quartz was crushed. 

Five tons of pyrites, sent by the Granya Company to Messrs. Harris and Hollow's smelting works, 
after treatment yielded 86 ozs. 13 dwts. of gold, or an average of 7 ozs. 6 dwts. 14*4 grs. per ton, which 
yield was very satisfactory to the company. 

JAMIESON SUBDIVISION.

During the quarter very little mining operations have been carried on ; only one claim (Sailor Bill's 
Company) crushing, the other mines are being prospected for payable stone. 

The Extended Sailor Bill's Company are still driving the main tunnel with hopes of striking the 
Derby Beef a thousand feet in. The hill has already been dnven, but no quartz of a payable nature has 
been come upon. It is now intended to open out on a dyke formation where a little gold was formerly 
obtained. 

The proprietor of the Alabama mine is obtaining good stone, which is expected to yield one ounce 
^ of gold to the ton. A crushing will take place shortly. 

The Venture Company are still prospecting their claim for the purpose of striking the reef at a low 
leveL Already some 700 feet has been driven unsuccessfully. 

The tribute of tiie Sailor Bill's Company having expired, it is now intended to attach steam machinery 
for driving the stamps of the batteries, the present water-power being inadequate for that purpose.

SANDHURST DIVISION.

The progress which has been made in the mining industry of this division during the quarter just 
dosed is very gratifying, and is quite equal to anticipation. The result of the great activity which has 
prevailed in mining here during the past two years is now being seen^ and the heavy outlay in calls is 
bearing fruit in the shape of large increases in the yield of gold. The calls znade in 1881 and 

Nal3. 
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1882 show an enormous increase upon those of former years, and it is owing to the fact that nearly the whole 
of the money has been expended in legitimate and active prospecting that the district owes its present high 
state of prosperity. The effects began to be apparent towards the middle of the year, and since then ti^e 
gold yields have rapidly increased. The result is that, although the returns in the early part of the year 
wore small and showed signs of decadence, in consequence of several companies which had been large con* 
tributors in 1881 having exhausted the richest deposits at the levels at which they were then working, 
the total yield of gold for the twelve months is the largest for many years. 

Perhaps the leading feature of the past quarter is the manner in which the Eaglehawk portion of 
the division has come to the front. The Lady Barkly, a company who have been patiently working, to 
prove the southern continuation of the rich reef from which the Ellenborough and Belmont companies 
obtained their large returns, have succeeded in proving the lode thoroughly, and are now getting very 
good returns. The United Devonshire, an adjacent claim, but on the western side of the line, are likewise 
getting excellent yields. The success of these two companies has infused great activity into those holding 
claims to the southward, and the result will be, without doubt, the proving of the large tract of ground, so 
far undeveloped, between these claims and the northern end of the New Chum and Victoria line. On the 
latter line, the more northern claims are chiefly engaged in prospecting in the deep ground, and their work 
is at present purely progressive. The central group on this line, having almost exhausted the rich New Chum 
Consolidated Beef, are also mostly engaged in sinking, the object being to test the northern continuation of 
the lode from which the Shenandoah and North Shenandoah companies are obtaining good yields. This 
line of reef still maintains its position as the largest gold-producing line. 

On the Garden Gully line, the Garden Gully United Company's mine continues to be regular in the 
richness of its yields for which it has been famoas for many years, but of the other claims there are no 
striking incidents to record, although a large amount of money is being expended in prospecting. 
Operations are principally confined to the deep ground, and the Unity Company have a fair prospect in a 
reef at the 1,260-foot level. 

On the Hustler's line there has been little change during the quarter, although there has been no 
cessation in the activity with which work has been carried on. The Park Company managed to get some rich 
yields from a reef at the 400-foot level, but they were not able to maintain them for more than a few weeks. 

With regard to the outside mines, it is to be regretted that the Eamarooka field, from which so much 
was expected, has proved a failure so far, the trial crnshings of the two leading companies showing that 
the stone was not payable. Several of the claims were consequently abandoned, but the Homeward Bound 
Company are still prospecting. 

A good deal of work is being done in Golden Gully, but the results are not satisfactory. 

The Ascot Company are testing a new part of the division, at Stra^ifieldsaye, and a small trial 
crushing from their 190-foot level gave 14 dwts. to the ton. 

There has been a large quantity of new machinery erected, and several coptracts have been let for 
the erection of additional crushing plants, which are much required. 



KILMORE DIVISION.

During the past quarter a much better average yield has been obtained, owing to some of the principal 
claims having succeeded in cutting fresh shoots of gold. 

The Doyle's Company, in driving at the 320-foot level, along the lode north of the black break, 
which cut off the gold at the upper leivels, have found gold in the stone about 85 feet from the break 
referred to. I have no doubt the prospects will offer sufficient inducement to continue the drive, and, 
should the stone be found payable, it will estabhsh the reputation of the mine. 

The Crown Company, whose mine adjoins that of Doyle's Company, have obtained some good 
results during the quarter, and, with the reef going down and looking well, a prosperous future evidently 
lies before them. 

The Langridge Company have secured a good amount of gold, and have a large body of stone to 
work upon, which they are now engaged in bringing to the surface. 

In the Sovereign Company's .lease block, situate between the Langridge and Crown companies' 
mines, a crosscut is being driven to strike the shoot of gold coming north from the Langridge claim. 

The Empress of India Company are engaged in raising fair stone. 

The Queen Victoria Company, who are engaged in working a supposed continuation of the Empress 
of India lode, have obtained some rich stone in sinking their shaft. 

The North Langridge Company, in driving to the east, cut a lode running east and west, with a 
little gold in the stone. 

The South Langridge Company are driving north along the lode. 

The Apollo Company have sunk their shaft, and intend to open out on the lode and crosscut. 

The Long Tunnel Company have their tunnel in a distance of 560 feet, and have still to drive 200 
feet further before they can strike the old Albert lode. 

Miners at the other claims are busy, but there is nothing of especial importance to report upon. 

There are very few alluvial miners at work. 

Water is scarce. 



HEATHCOTE DIVISION AND WARANGA SOUTH SUBDIVISION.

During the past quarter, mining, both in alluviums and quartz, has been in a depressed state, and 
with the exception of the following I have nothing to report. Good yields have been obtained in 
Devanny's claim, Maori Tom Beef, on the Major's line, from which as much as 3 ozs. per ton has been 
crushed from some of the stone. The reef can be traced along the surface from one end of the claim to 
the other, and it is gold-bearing throughout.

A. Stackpole, of Melbourne, have four men prospecting by boring. It is stated that gold of a payable 
character has been struck at a depth of from 25 to 27 feet, and that it is intended to immediately open up 
the ground. 

QuABTz Mining. 

Great activity has prevailed throughout the subdivision during the past quarter, and much success 
has attended the working of several of the mines. 

The returns from the crushing machine proprietors show a very large increase in the quantities of 
quartz crushed, and the returus of gold obtained are unprecedentedly large.

The Cymbeline Company are engaged in putting down a ladder-way, and dividing the shaft at the 
No. 5 level, where the crosscut has gone through about 12 feet of quartz. This body of stone is composed 
of four or five reefs of various widths, averaging from 18 inches to 4 feet. A crushing battery is required 
on the mine. The Mariner's Reef Company have let some other portions of their mine on tribute. The 
stone taken from the bottom level of the engine shaft has proved better than usual. The Goldstone 
Company, Craigie, have not yet cut the reef. The Middletou's Reef Company have had a small crushing, 
which gave 5 dwts. per ton. Henry Lunn and party, whose claim is on the Richmond Reef, at Havelock, 
crushed 22 tons of stone for 69 ozs. of gold, being an average of more than 3 ozs. per ton. 

Four prospecting claims were registered during the quarter. From the Jupiter claim, owned by 
Messrs. Cock and Shaw, on Harper's Reef, Havelock, a crushing of 40 tons 13 cwt gave 96 ozs.

During the past quarter the Queen's Birthday Company have crushed 5,700 tons of quartz, for a 
total yield of 2,890 ozs. of smelted gold ; they have been engaged stoptng from between the 400, 500, and 
600 foot levels, and sinking winzes from the 500 to the 600 foot level, also driving south along the course 
of the lode at 500 feet^ and north and south at 600 feet ; they are sinking the main shaft deeper, which is 
now down 716 feet from the surface. 

The North Birthday Company have driven along the course of the lode at their No. 5 level to their 
southern boundary, and are driving north and south at the No. 6 level on the western wall ; and are also 
sinking a winze, which is now down 11 feet, from No. 5 on the eastern wall of the reef 250 feet south of 
the main shaft. The prospects obtained up to the present time are not very encouraging. 

The King's Birthday Company have been driving along the course of the lode soath from the cross- 
cut from the main shaft at the 540-foot level, and have now gone a distance of over 700 feet. They have 
just now started putting up a rise within a short distance of the face on a cross coarse, which, when met 
with, showed favorable appearances for a change ; they have opened another drive from the main shaft at 
280 feet from the surface, at which point the lode was sunk through, and are driving south along the course, 
the distance driven up to present time being about 20 feet ; they have also cleaned out an old shaft situated 
on the ground recently taken up south of their first lease (which ground was abandoned by the Royal 
Birthday Company), and have discovered a small lode at 100 feet fr'om the surface, averaging 15 inches 
wide, in which gold can be seen, but not as yet in payable quantities ; they are now driving south on the 
course of this lode. 

The Windmill Company have crushed 350 tons of quartz taken frt>m between the 100 and 140 foot 
levels, which averaged 8 dwts. of gold per ton ; the lode from which it was taken is 4 feet thick ; they are 
still driving along the course of it north and south, and raising stone from those levels ; also sinking a new 
main shaft, which is now down 35 feet, and is situate 40 feet south of the old shaft. 

The Sydenham Company have completed sinking their main shaft a further depth of 100 feet ; it is 
now down 410 feet from the surface. A crosscut has been put in 51 feet to the reef at the 400-foot level, 
where stone was found, of good quality, about 15 inches thick. The company are now driving along the 
course of the lode north, and have extended the drive at the 800-foot level north 600 feet, and are about to 
sink winzes from that level to the lower levels; they have also been stoping and raising stone from between 
the 200 and 800-foot levels ; 374 tons crushed gave a yield of 229 ozs. 1 dwt. of gold. Sinking is being 
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carried on to reach another lode weet, which is 8 feet thick at 90 feet from the surfkce ; and stone is being 
raised from above that level which previously gave an average yield of 6^ dwts. per ton. This company, 
on the whole, have never had better prospects tiban at present. 

The Inkermann Company are sinking on a newly discovered reef, at 70 feet from the surface. They 
opened a drive on the lode, which is 2 feet thick ; the first 30 tons taken out and crushed gave an average 
yield of ^ oz. per ton ; they are driving north on the course of the lode and obtaining improving prospects. 
Another lot of 10 tons of stone will be put through the mill shortly. 

The Mercantile, a newly formed company, at Cay's Diggings, have just started sinking a main shaft 
on the line of the Kangaroo and Specimen reefs. I am informed it is their intention to erect powerful 
machinery shortly, and test the ground to a considerable depth. . 

The Kangaroo Company are about to erect machinery, to enable them to sink and work the lode 
which is known to exist in their ground. 

The Loddon Company have put an old shaft in repair down to 150 feet from the surface, and are 
driving along the course of the lode north and south at that level.

The past quarter has afforded no special feature of interest as regards actual results.

The successful working of the Marwell's leasehold has riven increased confidence to quartz miners 
in and around Inglewood, and great hopes are entertained oi several reefs at Eangower, hitherto but 
partially tried and all but neglected for a number of years. 

Very little stone has been crushed at the local battery during the quarter ; the greater portion of 
quarts gold, viz., over 526 ozs., has come frt>m the Burke's Flat Gold Mining Co. (Fone's). 

The other companies, have been busy in erecting machinery, raising stone, and doing necessary 
preparatory work. 

When the erection of the Maxwell's battery shall have been completed crushings may be expected, 
which will place the payable nature of our reefs at lower levels beyond a doubt, and give to local mining 
enterprise die required impetus. 

No important finds are reported in alluvial mining, which is subject to but little variation, public 
attention being chiefiy directed to reefing. 

From the nature and composition of companies, either fioated or in course of formation, it may be 
confidently anticipated that the present year will place mining enterprise here on a satisfactory basis, and 
that the hopes so long and patiently entertained by those who, from experience, are best qualified to form 
an opinion, will be fully realized. 

WEDDERBUBN DIVISION.

There has been very little improvement in mining matters during the past quarter. Several nuggets, 
varying from 1 to 8 ozs. in weight, have been found by two or three parties, but I was unable to learn the 
locality of the discoveries or the names of the finders. A number of the miners are away, mostly engaged 
in farming operations. 

There has been nothing doing in quartz mining, but I believe the battery lately erected on the 
Gorilla Beef will be shortly started, the recent rainfall having given a plentiful supply of water.

Wash-dirt from 1 to 2 feet thick, yielding as much as an ounce to the load has been obtained since the 
recent rains have replenished the puddlers' dams. There are about 300 men on the ground, and it is 
thought the run of gold will form a junction with the old Moonambel Lead.

In alluvial and quartz mining there is nothing to report. This division is at present very dull so far 
as mining is concerned. 

ST. ABNAUD NOBTH SUBDIVISION.

During the past quarter the New Bendigo Company have been engaged sinking winzes on the lode from 
the 300-foot to the 390-foot levels, the stone obtained yielded an average of over 1 oz. of gold per 
ton ; they have also let a tribute from the surface down to 200 feet, where there is a laige body of stone ' 
to operate on, carrying gold in payable quantities throughout. A crushing of 220 tons, taken from near 
the surface, gave a yield of 3^ dwts. per ton. 

The No. 1 South Company are driving along the course of the lode at 200 feet, and have up to the 
present driven 116 feet. Gold in payable quantities is seen in the stone, which is now 2^ feet thick. 
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The Albert Victor Compasy since my last report have driven on the course of the lode a farther 
distance of 72 feet, and payable prospects have been obtained throughout. 

The Queen Semiramis Company have driven a crosscut 35 feet from the shaft at the 52-foot level, 
and struck the eastern make of stone. The prospects are favorable^ although water is coming in freely. 

The Strathalbyn Company have sunk their shaft from the 170-foot level to the water level at 214 feet, 
and are about to open out and raise stone for crushing. The reef appears to be increasing in size. 

The Queen Mary Co. have sunk their shaft to a depth of 130 feet from the surface, and put in a 
crosscut 23 feet from the bottom, and also a crosscut 15 feet at the 96-foot level, and have been raising stone 
from the reef at the 80-foot level, where the lode averages about 20 inches thick ; they have ten loads of 
stone at the surface ready for crushing, which will be put through the mill shortly. 

The Lord Nelson Co. have crushed 364 tons of stone during the quarter for a yield of 412 ozs. 6 
dwts. of smelted gold. Forty-six tons of the stone were taken out below the lowest level, 680 feet, and 
gave the splendid yield of 226 ozs. 7 dwts. The company decided to cut down and re-timber the nuiin 
shaft to 270 feet, which is now being done ; after this is completed it is their intention to sink to a 
further depth of 100 feet. All work in the mine in the shape of breaking stone for crushing purposes will 
be stopped until the completion of the shaft. 

In alluvial mining there is nothing of importance to report.

CASTLEMAINE DIVISION.

Population. — ^Many miners have gone away for harvesting, tank excavating, and railway work. 
In exchange, experienced quartz miners have come, and mining operations and prospects have materially 
improved. 

Machinery. — ^In mechanical appliances we have a new 18*head battery of superior description, 
with all necessary plant and housing, at the Garfield Quartz Mine, Chewton ; and an engine, two (steam- 
power) puddling machines, and other plant, have been erected by Tonkin and Co., to work the alluviiuns, at 
Moonlight Flat. Several improvements and additions have been made to existing crushing machines, and 
also to the Dinah Flat Pyrites Works, which are again in operation. Unfortunately, only four steam 
engines are employed in draining quartz reefs, these are : — ^The Forest Creek Wattle Gully Compamy, 
whose shaft is now 632 feet deep ; the Ajax United Company, Bolivia Reef, shaft 512 feet deep ; the 
Nuggety Company, shaft 892 feet deep, draining the Nuggety and Little Nuggety reefs ; and the Sir 
Garnet Wolseley Company, shaft 145 feet deep, draining the Argus Reef. The Gurfield Company have 
a Tangye pump, which serves them pending the erection of the usual pumping and winding machinery. 

AUuvial Mining. — Puddling and ordinary alluvial mining has decreased considerably, many of those 
who were formerly engaged therein are now occupied In more remunerative employment. 

In Deep sinking the Grand Trunk Company have discovered a gutter with payable wash, tka 
extent of which remains to be proved. Several other companies in the same locality, having satisfied 
themselves as to the position and auriferous character of the alluvial deposits, are busy sinking shafts and 
erecting machinery to work the same. 

Quartz Mining. — ^Numbers of gold mining lease blocks and prospecting claims have been taken up, 
and in several instances the ventures have been attended with success. New finds, in line with old workings^ 
have been met with south of the land held by the old Bolivia Company, near Little Nuggety ; north of the 
areas held by the old Eureka Company, Nimrod Company, Fiddler's Company, and others, proving the 
continuance of theee reefs in the extensive tracts of land remaining unproapected between the sefveral 
worked portions. 

The Garfield Company has proved to be the first successful new venture :^They started their 
machinery on the 6th December last, and on the 22ndy from 265 tons of quartz, they obtained 523 ozs. of 
retorted gold, from which a 6d. dividend, equal to £750, was declared ; and in four days of the holidays 
116 tons of stone were crushed for 266 ozs. of amalgam. As this company extend their workings by shafts, 
levels, or crosscuts, new bodies of auriferous quartz are discovered, the quantity now available being incaU 
culable ; and gold is showing freely in all directions. 

, In addition to the mining population tabulated, there are 83 men employed in slate-flagging works, 
and 10 at pyrites works. 

The quantity of water sold during the past quarter was 216,592,000 gallons, making 906,571,000 
gallons for the year. 



FRYER'S CREEK DIVISION. 

Mr. Mark Amos^ Mining Surveyor and Begietrar, 

Alluvial Mining. — ^Messrs. Hazlett and party have made a fair start in sluicing the old shallow gullies 
and workings along the course of the new race from Specimen Hill, and their prospects up to the present 
time are very encouraging. The race, which has been surveyed for about four miles, has been cut to the 
extent of about one mile, and it already commands a considerable scope of auriferous land. It is generally 
believed that this party, who have incurred great expense in preliminary arrangements, will eventually be 
amply remunerated. Other parties, residing at Yaughan and elsewhere, contemplate imitating the example 
of Messrs. Hazlett and party by making use of the waste water (Coliban), and sluicing the Bald Hill, New 
Tear's Flat, &c., &c. So far as general alluvial mining is concerned, there is nothing of special interest to 
report, although the hills in the vicinity of Yaughan, Tarilta and Guildford continue to maintain a mining 
population, which has not materially decreased during the past year ; their earnings, however (except in a 
few instances), have not exceeded from 30s. to 35s per week per man. The Chinese miners are generally 
satisfied, if their earnings reach from 15s. to 20s. per week per man. 
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Quartz Mining. — ^New Rush. — A new ruflh has recently taken place on the Cemetery line of reef, Two- 
foot Gully, near Specimen Hill, which ifl likely to prove of great importance to the mining •community; at the 
same time, it cannot be said that any new discovery has been made, as this particular line was well worked and 
tested many years ago, by Messrs. Heath and party, Pearson and party, and others. About three months ago, 
the ground was occupied by Conrad Frank, under the leasing regulations, but little or no effort was made 
to prospect or otherwise work the reef. Mr. E. Petersen, of Specimen Hill, was the first to take possession 
of a portion of the leased groand immediately after forfeiture; he has had two orushings, the first, 27 tons, 
yielding 17^ ozs. ; the second, 60 tons, yielding 12 ozs. 11 dwts., taken from the tunnel immediately 
contiguous to where the former ceased working, and not more than 20 feet from the surface. 

The adjoining claim, south (Kemp and party), promises to be equally yahiable, as a trial crushing of 
7 tons is likely to yield 2 ozs. to the ton. Leases and claims are being applied for, and 'marked out in 
various directions, and it is anticipated that important results will follow. The line of country which 
connects the Wattle Gully Reefs, Chewton, with the Perron's and Cattle's, at Golden Gully, has always 
proved more or less auriferous, so that now the alluvial mines are becoming exhausted, there are sure 
indications that greater attention will be paid to quartz mining, that the old reefs will be more systematically 
worked, and a large number of miners constantly engaged in remunerative employment. 

The New Era Company have sunk their main shaft a further depth of 56 feet during the past year it has 
now attained a total depth of 569^ feet from the surface. They have cut through a lode underlying east about 
12 inches thick ; at the 650-foot level the stone promises to be payable. They also expect to cut the first 
wall at about 120 feet from the shaft. During the past three months the company have crushed 5,387 
tons of quartz, averaging nearly 4 dwts. to the ton ; and it is calculated to pay good dividends. From the 
mining manager's statement, it would appear that the underground workings are in good condition, well 
ventilated, and securely timbered ; and considering the large number of men (88) working within an area 
not exceeding 7j[ aoros it is a matter for congratulation that so few accidents have occurred. It may be 
safely predicted the shareholders will have no cause for complaint foi a considerable time to come. 

The Chapel Hill Company, having now completed the erection of a very valuable plant, crushiog 
operations wiU be proceeded with, and continued in an energetic spirit ; the management have 
pre-determined that the mine will pay dividends, and from present indications there appears good grounds 
for coming to such a conclusion. 

The Perseverance and Enterprise companies are progressing very favorably, with every probability 
of ultimately furnishing satisfactory returns. 

The Golden Eagle Claim, Fryerstown, is beginning to show something of its old form, when under 
a different title (Black Hawk), and owned by Mr. Lamb. The last returns gave 494 tons, averaging 
nearly 7 dwts. to the ton, from a depth of 310 feet. 

Bowe Brothers, Cattle's Beef, have not made such good progress as might be desired, although the 
mine continues to pay over working expenses. Several tribute parties have been engaged during the past 
twelve months, who have invariably made good wages. The company have sunk the main shaft to a 
d^th of 450 feet and let a contract for an additional 50 feet. The manager is of opinion that the prospects 
of the mine will impxx>ve very shortly. 

The claims in the vieinitj of Nnggety Gully, Fryers, have not been so persistently worked dyring 
the past year as to lead to the inference that payable returns haye been obtained ; it may be premised, 
however, that rich leaders exist in close proximity to Brown's original discovery, and that perseverance is 
alone required to lead to other equally important finds. 

During the past quarter there has been a considerable improvement as regards quartz mining in 
general ; the average yield per ton has exceeded anything since the commencement of 1882. 

The total number of tons of quartz crushed during the year has been 52,082, yielding 8,676 ozs. 
9 dwts., averaging 3 dwts. 8 grs. to the ton. Altogether quartz mining may be said to have made very fair 
progress for the past twelve months, and that there are no grounds for any gloomy anticipations touching 
the future development of our reefs. 



HEPBURN DIVISION.

The Cornish Quartz Mining Company have been rewarded for their perseverance in sinking their 
fihaft to a depth of 660 feet, as they have struck a new reef of an apparently payable character, gold being 
seen in the stone. No fair trial crushing has yet been effected ; the width of the lode is 13 feet, and, as 
both north and south chambers are ready, crushing will commence as early as possible. 

The Western Star Quartz Mining Company, on the Rising Sun line of reef, have finished the 
erection of a 10 horse-power engine, and they will sink the shaft to a greater depth forthwith. 

The South Star Quartz Mining Company, Blind Creek, near to Specimen Hill, have opened out on 
the east side, but as yet no well defined quartz reef has been found. 

Sampson and party obtained 609 ozs. of gold from 374 tons of quartz from the 60-foot level of their 
mine, and the stone still looks well. ' 

The Rising Star Company, Blind Creek, have sunk their shaft to 380 feet, and have again struck 
the reef, which is well defined, and appears payable. They, however, intend to sink 80 feet deeper at 
once. During the past three weeks the gold yield was 434 ozs. 

The Forest Quartz Mining Company, at Rocky Lead, have sunk a new shaft 120 feet deep, and 
opened out at the 112-foot level, where they struck a payable reef, from which they will crush next week, if all 
goes well. 

The Mount Franklin G^ld Mining Company, Franklinford, have extended their tunnel in hard 
sandstone to 549 feet in length, in addition to the open cutting. 

The New Era Prospecting Alluvial Mining Company, Franklinford, have sunk a shaft 39 feet in 
bluestone, and are prospecting for the old Leviathan lead. 

The Hepburn Rocky Lead Gold Mining Company have sunk their shaft to the depth of 184 feet 
and are still in hard rock with a heavy influx of water. 

In consequence of the rainfall being not over abundant, little water has been sold.

Quartz mining has considerably improved daring the quarter, the yield being 2,328 ozs. 7 dwts. 22 
grs. in excess of the previous quarter, obtained chiefly from Mount Tammgower and Locke's minoj on 
Irish Billy's Reef. The run of gold now opened up on Lisle's Reef, Mount Tarrangower is 1,600 feet in 
length, and the yields vary from 1 oz. to 12 ozs. per ton. Locke's Company's mine, at Irish Billy's Reef, 
is still looking well ; the last crushing of 40 tons gave 422 ozs. 9 dv^s. of smelted gold. The holders of 
the adjoining clfum on the south, known as Locke's Extended, have started to sink a shaft to strike the same 
lode at a depth of about 400 feet. The prospects of the Alliance Company, on the Eaglehawk Reef, have 
very much improved during the qunrter. The reef is 15 feet in thickness, and is opened up for 25 feet in 
length. The Eaglehawk Union and Eaglehawk Limited mines have changed hands, and for the present are 
idle, new companies are being formed to re-work them. The Great Western Cymm Company has fallen off 
considerably, so much so that the crushing plant is stopped for want of payable stone. They are now 
prospecting the mine. The Nelson Company in driving south have struck the lode, which shows gold, but 
no stone having been crushed, the value of the discovery is as yet not known. The Great International 
Company has started a tunnel and set the rock-borer to work to drive under the mount. They are driving 
about 25 feet a week. The Tarrangower Company, on Nuggety Reef, in driving south from the shaft, have 
come upon payable stone ; the last crushing of 42 tons gave 46 ozs. 4 dwts. of gold. The German 
Tribute and Beehive companies have finished the erection of their engines and started to pump. 

Alluvial Mining. — ^Boring has been carried on rather extensively on the Newstead Flats. Several 
holes have been put down, nearly all of which show gold. The deepest hole is 110 feet, and from one 
charge of the auger 7^ grs. of gold were obtained. The Muckleford Estate Company have struck the rode 
97 feet on the side of the gutter, and have since sunk the shaft to a further depth of 87 feet, and driven 75 
feet. They are now preparing to open out on the gutter.

A few miles west of Walhalla there is a large basaltic fiow, beneath which it is sup- 
posed is to be found the ancient bed of the Thomson River, and every indication leads to the belief that the 
river was then, as at present, auriferous.
